JDr.  COKE’s  FIRST  JOURNAL. 


T  O 

NORTH-AM  ERIC  A. 


September  18,  1784, 

AT  ten  in  the  morning  we  failed  from  King- 
Road  for  New-York.  A  breeze  foon  fprung 
up,  which  carried  us  with  the  he]p  of  the  tides, 
about  a  hundred  leagues  from  Briftol  by  Monday 
morning.  St.  Aujlin's  Meditations  were  this  day 
made  no  fmall  bleffing  to  my  foul. 

Sunday  19.  This  day  we  intended  to  give  two 
fermons  to  the  company,  but  all  was  ficknefs;  we 
were  difabled  from  doing  any  thing  but  calling 
our  care  upon  God. 

Wednefday  22.  I  palled  a  night  of  trial.  The 
{form  was  high  :  the  lea  frequently  wafhed  t lie 
deck.  My  thirft  was  exceflive,  and  all  the  failors 
were  at  work  upon  deck,  except  a  few  that  were 
gone  to  reft  :  fleep  had  forfaken  me,  but  my  truft 
was  truly  in  the  Lord. 

Thurfday  23.  This  and  the  three  former  days 
we  loft  feveral  leagues,  being  now  nearer  BriJloL 
confiderably  than  on  Monday  morning.  The  ftorms 
were  high  and  frequent,  and  the  fhip  obliged  to 
tack  backwards  and  forwards  every  four  hours  be¬ 
tween  the  coafts  of  England  and  France.  ,Jt  ap¬ 
peared  doubtful  fome  time,  whether  we  Fnould 
not  be  obliged  to  take  refuge  in  the  port  of  Breji,

Tor  t'he  five  lad  days,  my  brethren  and1  my  rdf 
tailed  no  flefh,  nor  hardly  any  kind  of  meat  or 
drink  that  would  flay  upon  our  flomachs. 

Friday  2.4.  This  morning  I  was  hungry,  and 
breakfafted  on  water  gruel.  1  now  begin  to  re¬ 
cover  my  flrength,  and  employ  myfelf  in  reading 
the  Life  of  Francis  Xavier.  O  for  a  foul  lihe 
bis  !  But,  glory  be  to  God,  there  is  nothing 
impoffible  with  him.  1  feem  to  want  the  wings 
f  an  Fa<yle,  and  the  voice  of  a  trumpet,  that  I  N 
may  proclaim  the  gofpel  through  the  Eaft  and 
the  Weft  and  the  North  and  the.  South. 

The  wind  has  veered  from  North- Weft  to  South- 
Weft  and  ouv  fhip  fails  from  three  to  five  miles- 

an  hour  towards  Ameiica, 

I  enjoy  one  peculiar  bleCfing- - -a  place  of  re¬ 

tirement,  a  little  fecret  corner  in  the  fhip  ;  which* 

I  fhall  hereafter  call  my  ftudy.  It  is  fo  frnall  that 
I  have  hardly  room  to  roll  about,  and  there'  is 
a  window  in  it  which  opens  to  the  fea,  and 
makes  it  the  moft  delightful  place  under  deck,. 
Here  God  willing,  I  fhall  fpend  the  greateft  part 


of  my  time.  ..  ,  , 

Saturday  25.  We  have  now  failed  one  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  leagues  towards  America.  My 
brethren  and  myfelf  are  tolerably  recovered.  May 
we  improve  this  time  of  reft  to  the  profit  of  our 
fouls  and  the  preparation  of  them  for  the  work,  of 
God  A  failor  dangeroufly  ill,  affords  us  an  op¬ 
portunity  of  vifiting  the  crew  in  the  ftcerage,  and 
preaching  to  them  through  him  the  Lord  Jefus.

The  Captain  of  our  fhip,  I  believe,,  never 

fwears  *  nor  does  he  fuffer  any  of  his  men,  as  far 

as  he  can  prevent  it,  to  game  or  get  drank.  And. 

thouah  the  men  are,  1  find,  like  tne  reft  of  their 

brethren,  prophane  to  the  laft  degree,  yet  when. 

we  are  on  deck,  there  is  feidom  an  oath  to  be 


beard. 


Sunday 
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Sunday  26,  This  day  we  performed  divine  fe v” 
vice  both  morning  and  afternoon,  and  the  failorsr 
except  thole  on  immediate  duty,  attended.  A 
French  fhip  paffed  us  with  her  colours  hoifted, 
and  of  courfe  expefting  the  fame  compliment  from 
ours,  whilft  I  was  enforcing  the  hiflory  and  exam* 
pie  of  the  trembling  jailor  converted  by  Paul  and 
Silas  ;  which  much  interrupted  us.  The  little 
congregation  appeared,  indeed,  to  give  clofe  at¬ 
tention  to  Brother  Wliatcoat  in  the  afternoon,  while 
he  explained  to  them,  the  wages  of  fin,  and  the 
gift  of  God.  But  alas  !  I  am  ready  to  defpair  of. 
our  doing  them  any  eflential  good. 

Tuefday  28.  For  the  two  lali  days  the  winds 
were  contrary,  and  we  hardly  gained  a  league ;  but 
they  are  again  favourable,  and  we  are  come  two 
hundred  and  fifty  leagues  from  BrijloL  The  Tailors 
now  attend  us  daily  at  morning-prayer.  For  thefe 
few  days  pafl  I  have  been  reading  the  life  of  David 
jBrainerd .  O  that  I  may  follow  him  as  he  followed 
Chriff.  His  humility,  his  felf-denial,  his  perfe- 
verance,  and  his  flaming  zeal  for  God,  were  ex¬ 
emplary  indeed. 

This  morning  a  whale  played  round  the  (hip  for 
an  hour  and  a  half  :  it  was  a  noble  fight  1  And 
after  him  an  innumerable  company  of  Porooifes* 
How  manifold  are  thy  works,  O  God  ! 

Friday,  Oft.  1.  I  devoted  the  morning  to  faff¬ 
ing  and  prayer,  and  found  fo me  degree  of  refrefh- 
xnent,  and  a  facrcd  longing,  after  more  fervency 
and  activity  in  the.  fervice  of  my  God. 

Saturday  2.  Hitherto  the  wind  had  not  blown 
from  any  one  of  the  fixteen  eaftern  points  of  the 
compafs  ;  but  now  a  brifk  gale  from  the  Fait  car¬ 
ries  us  dire 611  y  to  our  point.  We  are  about 
three  hundred  and  fifty  leagues  from  Briftol ,  but 
probably  have  not  failed  in  all  fewer  than  feven 
hundred. 

I  am  entering  on  the  works  of  Virgil.  In* 
^eed  I  can  fay  in  a  much  better  fenfe  than  the 

poet^ 
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poet,  C£  Deus  nobis  haec  otia  fecit,. 

Namque  erit  iile  mihi  Temper  Deus.w* 

Sunday  3.  Brother  Vafey  this  morning  defcribed 
to  the  Tailors  the  tremendous  tranfa&ions  of  the  day 
©f  judgment;  and  in  the  afternoon  I  endeavoured 
to  make  them  fenfible  of  the  necefllty  of  being  born 
again.  They  gave  apparent  attention,  and  that  is 
all  I  can  fay.  We  aifo,  diftributed  among  them, 
the  Word  to  a  Sailor.  1 

Monday  4.  I  have  finifhed  the  life  of  David 
Braincrd .  The  mofl  furprizing  circumftance  in 
the  whole,  I  think,  is  this,  That  the  great  work, 
which  {by  the  blefiing  of  God)  he  wrought  among 
the  Indians,  was  all  done  through  the  medium  of 
an  interpreter*  W e  are  come  about  four  hundred 
leagues., 

Tuefday  5.  I  have  juft  finifhed  the  Confeffio- 
nal  :  and  believe  the  author  does  not  fpeak  with* 
out  reafon  in  his  obfervations  concerning  National 
Churches,  that  the  kingdom  of  Chrijl  is  not  of  this, 
world  :  that  in  proportion  to  the  degrees  of  union 
which  fubfift  between  the  Church  and  State,  reii** 
gion  is  liable  to-be  fecularized  and  made  the  tool 
of  finifter  and  ambitious  men. 

Wednefday  6v  I  devoted  this  morning  to 
failing  and  prayer.  It  was  a  good  time.  O  that 
I  never  may  lofe  any  thing  I  gain  in  the  divin© 
life., 

Thurfday  7.  In  the-  morning  we  had  a  perfect 
calm,  and  the  Captain  fpread  all  his  fails  *,  the 
confequence  of  which  was,,  that  a  fudden  fquall 
attacking  us  at  dinner  time,  our  main-malt  was 
very  near  being  fnapt  in  two.  The  mate  nas  been, 
juft  informing  me,  that  during  the  fcjuall,  and  the 
amazing  buftie  in  which  they  were  not  a  fingle

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^atli  ‘was  heard  among  the  failors.  So  far  hath  God 
wrought  ]  W e  are  above  five  hundred  leagues  on 
Our  voyage. 

Friday  8.  I  devoted  the  morning  to  failing 
and  prayer*  and  reading  the  fcriptures,  and  found 
it  a  truly  profitable  time. 

Sunday  10.  Brother  Whatcoat  and  Vnfcy  preach¬ 
ed  to  the  bailors,  and  I  expounded  in  the  evening  : 
but,  alas  !  I  do  not  perceive  that  we  reach  their 
^hearts,  though  they  now  attend  morning  and  even* 
ing  on  the  week  days. 

Friday  15.  I  bet  apart  this  morning  for  falling 
and  prayer,  as  I  did  alfo  lafl  Wednefday,  and 
found  it  a  refrebhing  beafon  to  my  foul.  For  many 
'days  we  had  contrary  winds  till  yeflerday  ;  but 
within  thebe  two  days  we  have  made  aconfiderable 
progrefs. 

Sunday  17  Two  dolphins  vifited  our  fhip, 
and  immediately  the  bailors  brought  out  their 
ifpear  and  lines.  I  knew  not  whether  I  fhould 
oppobe  them  or  not  on  account  of  the  day  :  but 
as  the  difficulty  I  fhould  have  to  convince  them 
of  the  fin  would  be  very  great,  and  as  they  now 
confent  to  have  public  worfhip  -three  times  on  the 
Ford’s  day,  I  forbore  for  this  time,  hoping  to  bring 
them  in  gradually.  They  killed  one  of  them 
with  the  fpear,  and  we  are  to  dine  upon  it  to¬ 
morrow.  It  is  more  like  a  falmon,  than  any  other 
fifh  I  know.  We  have  failed  about  feven  hundred 
leagues. 

Monday  18.  X  have  waded  thro’  Bifhop  Hoad- 
toy's  Treatibes  on  Conformity  and  Epifcopacy  ; 
five  hundred  and  fixty-fix  pages,  obtavo.  He  is 
a  powerful  reaboner,  but  is  I  believe  wrong  in 
his  premibes.  However  he  is  very  candid.  In 
one  place  he  allows  the  truth  of  St.  Jerom's  ac¬ 
count  of  the  Prefbyters  of  Alexandria,  who,  as 
jferom  informs  us,  elebled  their  own  Bifhops  for 
two  hundred  years,  from  the  time  of  St.  Mark, 
to  the  time  of  Dionyfius .  In  another  place  he 
makes  this  grand  concefiion,  viz.  “  I  think  not 
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unmterrapted  line  of  fuccefiion  of  ^regularly 
ordained  Bifhops  necefi~ary.,?  page  4^9*  in  ^evera* 
other  places  he  grants  that  there  may  be  cafes  of 
nec’eflity,  which  may  juftify  a  Prefbyterian  ordi- 
naTion.  But  he  really  feems  to  prove  one  thing. 
That  it  was  the  univerfal  practice  of  the  Churcti 
from  the  latter  end  of  the  lives  of  the  Apoftles  to 
the  time  of  the  Reformation,  to  invefl  the  power 
of  Ordination  in  a  fuperior  Church-Officer  to  the 
Piefbyters,  whom  the  Church  loon  alter  tne 
death  of  the  Apohles  called  Bifhop  by  way  of 
eminence. 

Thurfday  21.  I  finiihed  the  Paflorals  of  virgin, 
which  notwith (landing  their  many  exceptionable 
paffages,  by  a  kind  of  magic  power,  conveyed  me 
to  fields  and  groves  and  purging  Brooks,  and  pain¬ 
ted  before  my  eyes  all  the  feigned  beauties  of 
Arcadia  j  and  would  have  aim  oft  perfuaded  me 
that  it' is  pofiible  to  be  happy  without  God.  How¬ 
ever,  they  derved  now  and  then  to  unbend  the 
powers  of  the  mind. 

Friday  22.  This  day  being  fet  apart  for  failing 
and  prayer,  as  alfo  Wednefday  laft,  I  fimlhed  bt. 
Auftin’s  Meditations.  Certainly  he  was  a  good 
and  great  man,  however  faife  zeal  might  lome- 
times"  have  led  him  affray.  We  were  now  vifited 
by  a  fparrow,  which  informed  us,  we  were  not  a 
great  way  from  land.  It  probably  came  from 
Newfoundland. 

My  brethren  and  I  fpend  two  hours  or  there- 
abouts  in  reading  together  in  the  evenings.  The 
Captain  and  his  fon,  and  the  mate,  fometimes  lirten 

with  great  attention. 

The  Lord  has  I  truft  now  given  us  one  lout 
amon?  the  failors  ;  that  of  Richard  Hare.  His 
mother  lived  in  Stepney ,  near  London,  and  was  a 
member  of  our  Society.  I  believe  he  is  in  a 
meafure  awakened,  bleffed  be  God,  by  our 

Saturday  23.  Infidels  have  objeaed  to  that 
p  silage  in  the  Pfalms,  The  fun  {hall  not  burn  ties 
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by  day ,  neither  the  moon  by  night  j  but  Virgil  has 
taken  a  much  greater  licence  where  he  lay;,, 

“  Ne  tenues  pluviae,  rapidive  potentia  Solis 
Acrior,  aut  Boreae  penetrabile  frigus  aduratd '* 

Sunday  24.  I  never  in  my  life  faw  fo  beautiful 
a  fky  as  this  morning  a  little  before  fun-rife— fo 
delightful  a  mixture  of  colours,  and  fo  fine  a  fret¬ 
work^  I  do  not  wonder  that  the  poor  Heathens 
worfhip  the  fun.  During  our  afternoon-fer vice 
and  whilft  I  preached  my  farcwel  fermon,  the 
people  likened  with  great  attention  ;  and  now,  I 
think,  I  am  free  from  their  blood.  This  after* 
noon  we  fpoke  a  brig  bound  for  London . 

Sunday  31.  Contrary  to  our  expectation  we 
are  Hill  at  fea,  and  Brother  Whatcoat  and  Vafty 
preached.  I  have  entered  again  on  my  Greek 
Teftament.  What  a  precious  thin<x  is  the  word 
of  God! 

Wednefday,  Nov.  3.  We  are  fafely  arrived 
at  New- York,  p railed  be  God,  after  a  very  agree¬ 
able  voyage.  We  enquired  for  the  Methodili 
preaching-houfe,  and  a  gentleman,  who,  as  I  af¬ 
terwards  found,  had  no  fort  of  connexion  with 
us,  led  us  to  out  tiiend  Sands,  wttli  whom  we 
make  our  abode  in  a  moll  comfortable  manner. 

I  have  opened  Mr.  Wejley’s  plan  to  Brother  Dic¬ 
kens,  the  travelling  Preacher  flationedat  this  place, 
and  he  highly  approves  of  it,  fays  that  all  the 
Preachers  moll  earneflly  long  forfuch  a  regulation 
and  that  Mr.  AJbury  he  is  lure  will  a^ree  to  iu 
He  prelfes  me  earneflly  to  make  it  public,  be- 
caufe  as  he  molt  juflly  argues,  Mr.  IVtjly  lias 
determined  the  point,  and  therefore  it  is  not  to 
be  invefUgated,  but  complied  with.  By  the 
reports  of  fome  who  lately  came  from  Europe

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< -0r'rby  fome  means  or  other,  the  whole  country 
has  been,  as  it  were,  expe£ting  and  Mr.  Ajbury 
looking  out  for  me  for  (ome  time.  This  evening 
I  preached  on  the  kingdom  of  God  within,  to  a 
fcrious,  little  congregation,  the  notice  being  very 
,/hort. 

Thurfday  4,  In  the  morning  I  preached  on.  As 
iht  kart  panteth  after  the  water-brooks ,  fo  panteth  my 
foul  after  thee3  0  God:  and  had  very  near  as  many, 
I  think,  as  on  the  evening  before. 

Friday  5.  1  enforced  on  the  people  in  the 
morning.,  the  example  of  the  Rechabiies  :  lair 
night,  the  neceffity  of  being  fealedwith  the  Holy 
Spirit  of  Promife.  In  the  afternoon  I  fet  off  for 
Philadelphia . 

Saturday  6.  I  arrived  at  Philadelphia ,  and  was 
received  inoft  kindly  by  Brother  Baker,  merchant, 
in  Market-Street . 

Sunday  7.  I  preached  in  the  morning  and  af¬ 
ternoon  in  St.  Paul's  Church  at  the  defire  of  Dr. 
Magaw,  and  in  the  evening  to  a  large  congrega¬ 
tion  in  our  own  Chapel  on  the  neceffity  of  the 
witnefs  of  the  Spirit. 

Monday  8.  Dr.  Magaw  and  Dr.  White,  two  of 
the  Clergymen  of  this  city  made  me  a  vifft  :  Dr. 
White  offered  me  his  Church  on  the  Sunday  fol¬ 
lowing.  The  honourable  Mr.  Reid  undertook  to 
introduce  me  to  the  governor  of  this  State  :  we 
waited  on  him  according  to  appointment,  but 
buffnefs  of  State  in  Council  detained  him  :  how¬ 
ever  I  had  the  honour  of  fpending  three  hours 
with  his  Lady  and  Mr.  Reid  (who  is  her  firft 
coufin.)  She  is  a  Quaker,  a  woman  who,  I  doubt 
not,  loves  God.  1  foon  felt  liberty  to  talk  with 
her’ in  the  freed:  manner  concerning  the  deep 
things  of  God.  On  Wednefday  the  9th  we 

waited  on  his  Excellency  again  at  the  appointed 

time,  and  drank  coffee,  and  (pent  a  couple  of 
hours  with  him.  He  is  a  man  of  excellent  fenfe, 
and  the  utmoft  politenefs,  and  is  looked  upon^by 
many  as  the  firft  literary -charter  in  America .  He 


told  me,  that  he  had  the  pleafure  of  (pending  ' 
fome  time  with  Mr.  Wejley  in  the  year  1 755,  at 
Mr.  Blackwell’s,  at  Lcwijham ,  near  London ,  and 
fpoke  of  him  with  the  highelt  refpett.  He  has 
read  fome  of  Mr.  Fletcher’s  Polemical  Writings, 
and  admires  them  molt  highly.  I  brought  a  vo¬ 
lume  of  Mr,  IVejley’s  Magazines  to  his  Lady,  with 
which  fhe  was  much  pleafed,  for  Mr.  Reid  had 
praifed  them  to  her,  and  ihe  had  exprelfed  a  de¬ 
lire  of  reading  them. 

Friday  12.  I  preached  at  the  Crofs-Roads  in  the 
State  of  Delaware ,  to  a  pleating,  attentive  congre¬ 
gation.  Brother  Whatcoat  had  almoft  as  many  to 
hear  him  in  the  morning  as  I  had  in  the  evening. 
On  our  journey  to  this  place,  we  were  molt  fump- 
tuoufly  entertained  at  an  inn  gratis.  The  land¬ 
lady  has  certainly  fome  love  for  the  people  of  God  5 
but  alas  !  fhe  neglects  her  own  vineyard  ! 

Saturday  13.  I  was  molt  kindly  received  by 
Mr.  Bajfet ,  one  of  the  Executive-Council  for  the 
State  of  Delaware.  The  place  where  he  lives,  is 
called  Dover.  He  is  not  in  fociety,  but  is  build¬ 
ing  us  a  large  Chapel.  Here  I  met  with  an  ex¬ 
cellent  young  man,  Freeborn  Garret  [on.  Hefeems 
to  be  all  meeknefs  and  love,  and  yet  all  activity. 
He  makes  me  quite  afhamed,  for  he  invariably 
rifes-aft  four  in  the  morning,  and  not  only  he,  but 
fev^ral  others  of  the  Preachers:  and  now  blufhing 
I  brought  back  my  alarm  to  four  o’clock. 

Sunday  14.  Brother  Whatcoat  had  a  very  good 
congregation  in  the  Court-Houfe  at  fix  in  the 
morning.  About  ten  o’clock  we  arrived  at  Bar- 
ret’s-Chapel ,  fo  called  from  the  name  of  our  friend 
that  built  it,  and  who  went  to  heaven  a  few  days 
ago.  In  this  Chapel,  in  the  midft  of  a  foreft, 
I  had  a  noble  congregation,  to  which  I  endea¬ 
voured  to  fet  forth  our  bleffed  Redeemer,  as  our 
Wifdom,  Righteoufnefs,  San&ification,  and  Re¬ 
demption.  After  the  fermon,  a  plain,  robuft  man 
came  up  to  me  in  the  pulpit,  and  kiffed  me  :  I 
thought  it  could  be  no  other  than  Mr.  AJbnry% 
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r.nd  I  was  not  deceived.  I  adminiftered  the  fa- 
crament  after  preaching  to,  I  think,  five  or  fix 
hundred  communicants,  and  afterwards  we  held 
a  love-feail.  _  It  was  the  belt  feafon  I  ever  knew, 
except  one  in  Charlemount  in  Ireland.  After 
dining  in  company  with  eleven  of  our  Preachers 

rV>U‘l  faAtler  u- arret’s>  .about  a  mile  from  the 
Chapel,  Mr.  AJbury  and  I  had  a  private  conver- 

ation  concerning  the  future  management  of  our 
a.uirs  m  America.  _  He  informed  me  that  he  had 
received  fome  intimations  of  my  arrival  on  the 
Continent;  and  as  he  thought  it  probable  I  might 
meet  him  that  day,  and  might  have  fomething 
of  importance  to  communicate  to  him  from  Mr.  • 
Uejley,  he  had  therefore  collefted  a  con (iderable 
number  of  the  Preachers  to  form  a  council  ;  and, 
if  they  were  of  opinion  that  it  would  be  expedi¬ 
ent  immediately  to  call  a  Conference,  it  fiiould 
be  done.  They  were  accordingly  lent  for,  and 
after  debate,  were  unanimoufly  of  that  opinion. 
vV  e  therefore  fent  oil  Freeborn  Garretfon.  like 
an  arrow,  from  North  to  South,  dire&in^  him 
to  fend  meffengers  to  the  right  and  left,  and  to 
gather  all  the  Preachers  together  at  Baltimore  on 
Chnumas-Eve.  Mr.  AJbury  has  alfo  drawn  up 
for  me  a  route  of  about  eight  hundred  or  a  thou* 
land  miles  in  the  mean  time.  He  has  given  me 
hio  black  f  Harry  by  name)  and  borrowed  an  ex¬ 
cellent  hoile  for  me.  I  exceedingly  reverence 
hir.  AJbury  j  he  has  fo  much  wifdom  and  confe¬ 
deration,  fo  much  meeknefs  and  love;  and  under 
all  this,  though  hardly  to  be  perceived,  fo  much 
command  and  authority.  He  and  1  have  agreed 
to  ufe  our  joint  endeavours  to  eftablifh  a  School 
or  College  on  the  plan  of  Kingswood-School.  I 
baptized  here  about  thirty  or  forty  infants  and  fe- 
\  adults.  We  had  indeed  a  precious  time  at  the 
baptifm  of  the  adults. 

White’s  Chapel,  Kent’s  County,  State  of  De¬ 
laware,  Tuefday  16,  I  am  now  at  the  houfe  of 
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our  Brother  White,  who  is  a  Juflice  of  the  Court 
of  Common  Pleas,  and  General  Steward  of  the 
Circuit.  I  preached  to  a  moderate  congregation, 
and  baptized  many  children. 

Brown’s  Chapel,  Suflex-County,  Thurfday  18. 
I  enforced  the  necellity  of  the  power  of  godli- 
nefs,  to  a  tolerable  congregation,  in, the  midit  of 
a  fore  ft. 

Quantico-Chapel,  Somerfet-County,  State  of 
Maryland,  Saturday  and  Sunday  20,  and  21. 
Near  tins  chapel  I  was  kindly  entertained  by  one 
Mrs.  Walters ,  a  widow-lady  of'confiderable  fortune, 
but  not  in  Society.  The  chapel  is  mod  beau¬ 
tifully  fttuated  in  a  foreft,  and  the  congregations 
were  very  large  both  Saturday  and  Sunday.  On 
the  Lord’s  Day,  the  chapel  could  not  contain  the 
people. 

AnnamelTex-Chapel,  Somerfet,  Monday  22.  I 
preached  to  a  tolerable  congregation  in  a  foreft. 
It  is  quite  romantic  to  feefuch  numbers  of  horfes 
faftened  to  the  trees.  Being  engaged  in  the  molt 
lolemn  exercifes  of  religion  for  three  or  four  hours 
every  day,  and  that  in  the  middle  of  the  day,  I 
hardly  know  the  day  of  the  week  :  every  one  ap¬ 
pearing  to  me  like  the  Lord’s-Day, 

Tuefday  23.  1  preached  at  a  chapel  called 

Lower  Chapel,  to  thefirft  inattentive  congregation. 
I  have  met  with  in  America.  There  is  indeed  a 
little  Society  here,  which  Teemed  to  be  all  atten¬ 
tion,  whilft  I  pointed  out  the  necellity  of  being 
redeemed  from  all  iniquity.  In  the  afternoon  I 
preached  at  the  houfe  of  Dr.  Robinfon ,  a  phyfician, 
and  one  of  our  local  Preachers  :  here  they  were 
very  attentive. 

Accomack -County,  State  of  Virginia,  Wed- 
nefday  24.  I  preached  at  Captain  Downing's  at 
noon,  and  Captain  Burton's  in  the  afternoon  : 
both  of  them  Juftices  of  the  Peace.  In  this  part 
of  the  country  we  have  no  preaching-houfes,  the 
work  being  of  very  fhort  {landing,  from  one  year 
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to  four  ;  but  they  talk  of  building,  and  I  encou¬ 
rage  them. 

Thurfdgy  25.  We  rode  to  Col.  Paramore’s  : 
his  brother  is  a  Member  of  the  Aflembly.  Here  I 
had  a  finall  congregation.  The  Clergy  in  general 
in  thefe  parts,  never  ftir  out  to  Church,  even  on 
a  Sunday,  if  it  rains. 

Northampton-County,  Friday  26.  I  rode  to 
Col.  Burton’s ,  and  preached  in  his  houfe  :  and  on 
Saturday  returned  back  to  Colonel  Paramore’s , 
preaching  at  Mr.  Garrettfon’s  in  my  way,  and  at 
the  Colonel’s  in  the  afternoon. 

Sunday  28.  ■  I  read  prayers  and  preached  at 
Accomack  in  the  Court-Houfe,  and  in  the  after¬ 
noon  returned  to,  and  preached  at  Captain  Bur - 
tons ,  with  a  great  deal  of  power,  bleffeb  be  God! 

Monday  29.  I  preached  at  o net  John  Purnell’s . 
I  have  now  had  the  pleafure  of  hearing  Harry 
preach  feveral  times.  I  fometimes  give  notice  im¬ 
mediately  after  preaching,  that  in  a  little  time 
Harry  will  preach  to  the  blacks  ;  but  the  whites 
always  day  to  hear  him.  Sometimes  I  publifh 
him  to  preach  at  candle-light,  as  the  Negroes  can 
better  attend  at  that  time.  I  really  believe  he  is 
one  of  the  bed  Preachers  in  the  world,  there  is 
fuch  an  amazing  power  attends  his  preaching, 
though  he  cannot  read  ;  and  he  is  one  of  the 
humbled  creatures  I  everfaw. 

Tuefday  30.  At  noon  I  preached  in  the  Court- 
Houfe,  at  a  place  called  Snow-Hill,  to  a  fmall 
congregation,  mod  of  whom,  I  fuppofe,  were 
aimed  as  dead  as  dones  ;  and  in  the  evening  to  a 
little  lively  congregation,  at  the  houfe  of  one  Lam. 

Wednesday,  Dec.  3.  I  preached  at  a  chapel 
of  our’s  in  a  fared,  called  Lane-Chapel.  Here  I 
had  a  large,  lively  congregation,  baptized  a  great 
many  children,  and  adminidered  the  facrament 
to  a  great  many  communicants.  For  a  week  pad 
I  have  been  in  a  barren  country  for  the  gofpel, 
but  am  now,  biefied  be  God,  got  again  into  the 
heart  of  Methodifm* 
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Thurfday  2.  I  rode  through  heavy  rains  and 
through  the  fore  ft  s  about  thirty  miles  to  Mr. 
Airey’s ,  in  Dorfet  county  in  the  State  of  Maryland  ; 
a  molt  excellent  man,  and  our  moll  valuable 
friend.  There  is  not  one  in  this  county,  perhaps, 
more  refpedted  by  all  ranks  of  people  than  he  ; 
and  he  has  the  highelt  elteem  for  our  dear  father 
Mr.  Wejley .  Indeed  he  has  entered  into  the 
deep  things  of  God.  In  this  place  I  had  a  very 
lively  congregation.  As  I  had  alfo  at  Colonel 
Vickers’ j,  on  Saturday  4,  where  I  adminiflered  the 
facrament. 

Cambridge ,  Sunday  5.  In  tin’s  town,  which  has 
been  remarkable  above  any  other  on  the  Conti¬ 
nent  for  perlecution,  there  arof'e  a  great  difpute 
whether  1  fhould  preach  in  the  church  or  not. 
The  Ladies  in  general  were  for  it,  but  the  Gen¬ 
tlemen  againlt  it,  and  the  Gentlemen  prevailed. 
Accordingly  the  church  door  was  locked,  though 
they  have  had  no  fervice  in  it,  I  think,  for  feve- 
ral  years;  and  it  has  frequently  been  left  open,  I 
am  informed,  for  cows,  and  dogs,  and  pigs.  How¬ 
ever,  I  read  prayers  and  preached  at  the  door  of 
acottage,  to  one  of  the  largeft  congregations  I  have 
had  in  America.  We  have  no  regular  preaching 
here,  but  I  truR  (hall  foon  have  a  good  Society 
notwithftanding  all  the  oppofition. 

Dr.  Allen’s ,  Monday  6.  I  preached  at  noon  at 
a  place  called  Bolingbroke .  Our  chapel  is  fituated 
in  a  foreit.  Perhaps  I  have  in  this  little  tour 
baptized  more  children  and  adults  than  I  fhould 
in  my  whole  life,  if  Rationed  in  an  LngliPn 
parifh.  I  had  this  morning  a  great  efcape  in 
eroding  a  broad  ferry.  After  fetting  off,  Harry- 
perfuaded  me  to  return  back,  and  leave  our 
horfes  behind  us,  to  be  lent  after  me  the  next 
day,  on  account  of  the  violence  of  the  wind. 
I  have  hardly  a  doubt  but  we  fhould  have  been 
drowned  if  we  had  not  taken  that  Rep.  We 
were  in  great  danger  as  it  was  ;  and  if  my  heart 
did  not  deceive  me,  I  calmly  and  linccrely  prayed 
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that  God  would  take  me  to  himfelf,  if  the  pecu- 
liar  work  in  which  I  was  engaged,  was  not  for  his 
glory. 

Dr.  Allen  is  a  phyfieian  of  great  eminence  in 
thefe  parts,  and  a  moft  precious  man,  of  excellent 
fenfe,  and  of  the  greateft  fimplicity.  One  of  the 
ferrymen  of  that  dangerous  ferry,  (who  I  fuppofe 
owns  the  boat)  is  half  a  Methodiff,  and  therefore 
fupplied  us  with  two  horfes  to  Bolingbroke,  which 
is  about  feven  miles  from  the  ferry;  and  one  Cap¬ 
tain  Frazier  carried  me  in  his  carriage  from  Boling- 
broke  to  Dr.  Allen's*  This  Captain  and  his  wife 
have  been  lately  awakened  :  but  fays  he  to  me, 
we  have  neither  of  us  yet  found  the  bleffing.  He 
is  a  man  of  large  fortune. 

Wednefday  8,  I  preached  to  a  lively  congre¬ 
gation  at  Tuckaho- Chapel  in  a  foreli.  Thefe'are, 
I  think,  the  bell  fingers  I  have  met  with  in  Ame¬ 
rica.  In  the  afternoon  I  went  to  Colonel  Hop¬ 
per's*  This  Gentleman  is  a  man  of  excellent 
fenfe  :  he  is  a  member,  of  our  Society,  and  in 
fimplicity  a  little  child.  He  was  fix  years  Sheriff 
of  a  neighbouring  county  (Caroline)  and  three 
years  its  Reprefentative  in  the  Affembiy.  He  has 
been  lately  removed  into  Queen-AnrPs  County, 
and  therefore  has  not  been  chofen  for  this  year  t 
there  being  a  law  of  this  State,  that  no  perfon 
{hall  be  a  Reprefentative  for  any  county,  but  that 
in  which  he  refides  and  has  redded  for  twelve 
months.  In  my  way  to  this  place,  I  dined  with 
Colonel  Downs ,  one  of  the  prefent  Reprefenta- 
tives  for  Caroline-County,  a  dear  brother  of  ours, 
who  has  lately  built  us  a  Synagogue.  Some  time 
ago,  during  the  war,  when  he  was  Sheriff  for 
Caroline-County  and  unawakened,,  one  of  our 
Preachers  was  apprehended  in  his  county,  becauie 
he  would  not  take  the  oaths  of  allegiance  ;  and 
Mr.  Downs  told  the  Preacher,  he  was  obliged  to 
imprifon  him,  but  that  he.  would  turn  his  own 
houfe  into  his  prifon  and  both  the  Colonel  and, 
his  Lady  were  awakened  by  their  prifoner.  Not 


far  from  Brother  Hopper’s,  is  one  Colonel  Emery , 
whole  wife  is  in  our  Society.  He  pro fe fifes  faith, 
but  will  not  join  us.  When  Mrs.  Emery  received 
one  day  at  preaching  a  fenfe  of  pardon,  and  re¬ 
lated  at  home  the  blelling  the  had  received,  Mr, 
Emery  who  was  a  candid  enquirer  after  truth,  and 
placed  the  greatell  confidence  in  his  wife,  was 
awakened  by  the  relation,  and  ufed  to  continue  oil 
his  knees  at  prayer,  till  they  bled  ;  and  never  ref- 
ted  till  he  was  clearly  jullified.  1  think  he  will 
not  keep  from  us  long.  There  is  alfo  in  this 
neighbourhood  one  Mr.  Kent ,  a  member  of  our 
Society,  who  was  for  lorne  years  a  Representative 
for  Caroline- County,  but  withdrew  this  year  on 
account  of  a  multiplicity  ol  private  bufinefs. 
1  here  is  not,  perhaps,  in  t;  e  whole  Aflembly  a 
perfon  more  refpefted  than  lie.  They  offered  to 
chufe  him  Speaker,  but  h<  refuted. 

Kent-IJland ,  Thurfday  9  Here  I  was  obliged 
to  preach  out  ol  doors.  ri  he  very  man  who  pub- 
lifbed  me  in  the  Churc  h,  and  who  is  one  of  the 
Veftry,  ana  one  of  the  principal  men  in  the 
Ifland,  (hut  the  doors  of  the  Church  againd  me. 
Manv  people,  1  believe,  who  had  no  regard  for 
the  Methodilts,  were  filled  with  indignation.  But 
the  natural  and  fpiritual  Sun,  blelied  be  God, 
Ihone  upon  many  of  us. 

Friday  10.  I  preached  in  Colonel  Hopper’s 
houle;  but  the  houfe  would  not  hold  the  people  ; 
and  many,  w ho  could  not  come  within  hearing, 
went  away.  This  afternoon  I  went  to  vifit  one 
Mr.  Chairs ,  about  two  years  ago  a  famous  fox- 
hunter,  now  a  leader  of  a  Clafs,  and  one  of  the 
mod  zealous  men  in  the  country.  It  is  remarkable 
that  his  foxhounds,  though  he  took  equal  care 
of  them,  left  him  one  after  another  in  about  two 
months  after  he  gave  over  hunting. 

New- Town,  Sunday  12.  I  preached  to  three 
large  congregations^  The  preaching-houfe  would 
not  hold,  I  think,  above  half  the  people  in  the 
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afternoon  :  fo  after  reading  prayers  in  the  Chapd 
1  preached  at  the  door. 

Near  the  Cheafap£aki  Monday  13.  At  noon 
preached,  baptized  and  admin iftered  the  lacra 
merit  in  Kent- Chapel  ;  and  at  three  preached  ii 
Worton-Chapel,  to  a  large  congregation. 

Tuefday  14.  We  eroded  the  Bay,  and  at  th 
other  hde  were  met  by  Mr.  Dallam  in  his  chariot 
to  whofe  houfe  I  went.  He  is  brother-in-law  t< 
the  Governor  of  the  State,  and  a  member  of  ou 
Society.  We  have  a  preaching-houfe  near,  wher 
I  preached  in  the  evening  to  a  few,  there  havin 
been  little  notice  given.  Mr.  Afbury  met  me  o: 
this  fide  of  the  Bay  :  between  uswe  have  got  abou 
one  thoufand  pounds  fterling  fubfcribed  for  th 
College. 

Gunpowder-Chapel,  Wednefday  15.  I  preache 
to  a  fmall  congregation  ;  but  mod  of  them  I  be 
lieve  were  genuine  chriftians.  We  had  indeed 
refrefhing  flrower  at  the  facrament.  I  fpent  th 
remainder  of  the  day  at  our  kind  Brother  Walter \ 
well  known  to  Brother  Rankin . 

Thurfday  16.  We  returned  to  Brother  Da, 
lam's ,  where  I  preached,  and  adminiltered  th 
Lord’s  Supper  to  an  attentive  people. 

Friday  17.  We  fet  off  for  our  valuable  friend 
Mr.  G,  His  new  manfion-houfe,  which  he  hs 
lately  built,  is  the  moil  elegant  in  this  State.  Bu 
alas,  it  has  robbed  him  I  am  afraid  of  a  confide 
rable  part  of  his  religion.  His  Lady  is  a  precioc 
woman:  offinefenfe.  FI  is  daughter,  about  twelv 
years  old,  is  of  excellent  parts,  but  not  awakenec 
He  intends  to  go  to  England  next  fpring,  to  bu 
furniture  for  his  houfe,  which,  I  fear,  will  onl 
'  dill  lower  him  in  grace.  On  thele  accounts  h 
will  only  give  thirty  guineas  towards  the  College 
and  five  guineas  for  tra&s  for  the  poor.  Flere 
have  a  noble  room  to  myfeif,  where  Mr.  Aftio 
and  I  may,  in  the  courfe  of  a  week,  mature  ever 
thing  for  the  Conference. 
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Baltimore ,  Sunday,  Jan.  2,  1785.  On  Chrift- 
mas»Eve  vve  opened  our  Conference,  which  has 
continued  ten  days.  I  admire  the  American 
Preachers.  We  had  near  fixty  of  them  prefent. 
The  whole  number  is  eighty-one.  They  are  in¬ 
deed  a  body  of  devoted,  difintcrefted  men,  but 
rnofl  of  them  young.  The  fpirit  in  which  they 
conduced  thcmfelves  in  choofing  the  Elders,  was 
mod  pleafing.  I  believe  they  a6,ted  without  being 
at  all  influenced  either  by  friendfhip,  relentment, 
or  prejudice,  both  in  choofing  and  rejecting.  The 
Lord.,  was  peculiarly  prefent,  whilft  I  was  preach¬ 
ing  my  two  Pafloral  Sermons.  God  was  indeed 
pleafed  to  honour  me  before  the  people.  At 
fix  every  morning,  one  of  the  Preachers  gave  the 
people  a  fermon  :  the  weather  was  exceedingly 
cold,  and  therefore  we'  thought  it  bed  to  in¬ 
dulge  them  by  preaching  one  hour  later  than  ulu- 
al  ;  and  our  morning  congregations  held  out  to 
the  lad. 

One  of  the  week-days  at  noon,  I  made  a  col¬ 
lection  towards  affiding  our  Brethren  who  are 
.going  to  Nova-Scotia  :  and  our  friends  generoufly 
contributed  fifty  pounds  currency,  (thirty  pounds 
iterling.) 

Monday  3.  I  left  Baltimore ,  and  came  to  our 
good  friend  Mr.  Gough’s,  but  had  the  colded  ride 
I  ever  rode. 

Tuefday  4.  I  went  with  feveral  of  ray  friends 
•to  the  fide  of  the  Cheafapeak-Bay ,  but  found  it 
fo  frozen  that  we  could  not  pafs.  Here  a  holpi- 
table  Planter  took  in  and  kindly  entertained  four 
of  us. 

Wednefday  5.  I  returned  to  Abingdon .  Bro-  • 
ther  Dallam  had  buried  his  father-in-law  that  very 
day,  and  his  houljg  was  full  of  carnal  relations  ; 
fo  I  fet  up  at  good  Brother  Boy's,  the  Silverfmith: 
however,  I  preached  a  funeral  fermon  in  Mr.  Dal- 
lam's  houfe,  and  was  heard  with  great  attention. 

I  now 


I  now  gave  orders  that  the  materials  fhould  b® 
procured  for  the  erecting  of  the  College. 

Phurfday  6.  ]  eroded  the  Sufquehannah-R\ ver, 

with  my  horle,  on  the  ice  ;  and  lay  at  one  of  our 
friends,  whole  name  is  Thompfon ,  a  truly  good 
man. 

Friday  7.  We  came  to  one  Burton's  a  local 
Preacher,  formerly  a  Quaker  ;  he  is  a  precious  old 
man,  and  mod  fervently  loves  God. 

Philadelphia ,  Saturday  8  — 19.  In  this  city  I  find 
myfelf  perfectly  at  home.  One  thing  worthy  of 

notice  happened  here - One  of  our  filters  who 

belonged  to  the  Dutch  Church,  was  particularly 
prejudiced  againd  our  Liturgy,  but  whild  I  was 
reading  it,  fhe  received  one  of  the  greated  mani- 
fedations  of  God’s  love  {he  had  ever  enjoyed  in 
her  life,  and  went  away  as  much  prejudiced  in 
favour  of  it,  as  fhe  was  before  again d  it. 

Neio-Ycrk,  January  22 - -Feb.  6.  Here  I  pub- 

lifhed  at  the  defire  oi  the  Conference,  my  Sermon 
on  the  Godhead  ot  Chrid.  Ou£  friends  in  Phila~ 
delphia  and  New-York  gave  me  fixty  pounds  cur¬ 
rency  for  the  Mi ffionaries,  fo  that  upon  the  whole 
I  have  not  been  obliged  to  advance  above  three  or 
four  pounds  on  their  account. 

Monday  7.  I  left  Nezv-York  :  and  on  Tuefday 
8,  reached  Trent-Tozun  (Sate  of  Jcrjey.')  Heie  I 
had  but  a  frnall  congregation,  and  about  twenty 
hearers  in  the  morning. 

Wednefday  9.  I  went  to  Burlington .  The 
Vedry  opened  to  me  the  Church,  and  feme  of 
the  fil'd  men  in  the  State  came  to  hear  me  :  Mr. 
S—rR —  formerly  one  of  our  Travelling  Preachers, 
and  a  very  zealous  man,  but  now  a  Prophefier  of 
fmooth  things,  has  been  appointed  a  Reader  and 
Preacher  in  this  Church  by  the  Convention  of 
the  Clergy  of  the  Church  of  BYi  gland.  Pie  ex¬ 
pends-  to  be  ordained  as  foon  as  they  have  a 


Mount- Holly, 
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Mount-Holly ,  Thurlday  10.  Here  is  another 
Preacher  appointed  by  the  Convention,  who  was 
alio  formerly  one  of  our  Travelling-Preachers, 
(Mr.  Sprague,)  a  genuine  chi i Ilian. 

New- Mills ,  Friday  1 1.  My  congregation  in  this 
Chapel,  was  not  large,  but  very  ierious.  Surely 
this  place  will  have  much  to  anlwer  for. 

Philadelphia ,  February  12 — 14.  They  are  now 
going  in  reality  to  repair  our  Chapel  here  ;  the 
icaffoiding  is  already  put  up.  i  have  united 
above  a  hundred,  1  think,  in  Band,  and  they  leeni 
to  be  in  good  earnell  about  it,  determined  to  meet. 
There  is  certainly  a  confiderable  revival  in  this 
city. 

Wilmington ,  State  of  Delaware ,  Tuefday  15.  At 
noon  I  preached  in  Chejicr-Town ,  in  the  Court- 
Houle,  and  dined  with  Mrs.  Withey ,  ;the  kind 
landlady  mentioned  above,  as  having  entertained 
me  giatis.j  She  has  fubicribed  five  pounds  for  the 
College.  In  the  evening  I  had  a  Urge  congrega¬ 
tion  at  Wilmington ,  and  alio  at  five  in  the  morning  : 
the  work  revives  in  this  place.  From  hence  I 
went  to  Duck-Creek  ;  to  Dover  (Mr*  Buffet's;) 
to  Brother  White's ,  the  Juitice  ;  to  Tuckaho9 
(Brother  Downs’s;)  to  Colonel  Hopper's;  to  Sad* 
ler's-crofs-roads;  to  New-Down;  then  over  the 
Cheafapeak-Bay  to  Abingdon ,  (poor  Mr.  Dallam’s 
wife  iies  dangerouily  ill,  and  his  fondnefs  for  her 
isd'uch,  that  he  by  no  means  feems  prepared  for 
the  fhock  of  her  death  ;)  from  thence  to  Mr, 
Gough’s  :  and  then  to  Baltimore. 

Baltimore ,  February  26,  to  March  6.  The  work 
of  God  does  indeed  prolper  in  this  town.  The 
Preaching-houfe  will  no*  contain  even  my  week  j 
day's  congregations  ;  and  at  five  in  the  morning 
the  Chapel  is  about  half  full.  I  think  I  have  pre¬ 
vailed  on  our  friends  in  this  place  to  build  a  new 
Church.  They  have  already  fubicribed  about  hve 
hundred  pounds  flerling.  I  have  now  formed  the 
believers  into  Bands. 

G  Elcreek d 
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Llcrceb ,  Monday,  March  7. 1  I  preached  in  the 
Church  to  a  tolerable  congregation.,  and  in  the 
evening  at  the  houfe  of  Mr.  D — ,  a  chief  man  in 
this  neighbourhood,  good  natured,  but  of  no  reli¬ 
gion.  His  Couiin  (Colonel  D — )  iears  God.  The 
Church  of  England  people  in  America ,  have  a  vile 
cuftoiri  ot  walking  outan.d  in  during  divine  ferv ice* 
1  have  now  no  engagements  upon  my  hands  for  be¬ 
tween  two  and  three  hundred  miles,  fo  I  muff  poll 
on  as  faff  as  I  can. 

BLaidenjburg ,  Tuefday,  March  8.  This  day  I 
loft  my  way  in  the  Woods,  and  after  riding  ten 
miles  out  of  my  road,  found  out  a  hofpitable 
Tavern-Keeper,  who  entertained  me  and  my  horfe 
gratis, 

Wednefday,  March  9.  In  my  ride  this  morning 
to  Alexandria ,  f  Virginia J  through  the  Woods,  I 
have  had  one  of  the  moil  romantic  feenes  that 
ever  I  beheld*  Yeflerday  there  was  a  very  heavy 
fall  of  fnow,  and  hail,  and  fleet.  The  fall  of  fleet 
was  fo  great,  that  the  trees  feemed  to  be  trees  of 
ice.  So  beautiful  a  fight  of  the  kind  I  never  faw 
before. f 

And  now  I  am  going  to.  open  a  folemn  feene 
indeed!  May  God  deeply  imprefs  it  on  my  heart. 
We  had  this  day  a.  very  fudden  thaw.  I  had  two 
runs  of  water,  (as  they  are  called)  to  crofs  be¬ 
tween  Alexandria  and  Colchejler ,  which  fweli  ex¬ 
ceedingly  on  any  thaw  or  fall  of  rain  ;  but  being 
earneflly  defirous  to  get  into  the  work,  I  deter¬ 
mined  to  proceed  on  my  journey.  My  fervant 
whom  I  had  permitted  to  make  a  vifit  to  his  wife 
on  the  other  fide  of  the  Chcafapeak- Bay  had  de¬ 
ceived  me,  by  flaying  with  her  beyond  his  time  : 
and  the  Southern  Preachers  knew  not-  where  I 
was,  imagining  me  to  be  in  the  Weft- Indies.  A 
friend  who  lives  in  Alexandria ,  came  with  me 
over  the  fir  ft  Run,  and  every  body  informed  me 
I  could  eafily  crois  the  fecond,  if  I  croffed  the 
firft.  WThen  I  came  to  the  fecond  (which  was 
perhaps  two  hours  after  I  had  croffed  the  firft) 

I  found 
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X  found  that  I  had  two  ft  reams  to  pafs.  The  firft 
X  went  over  without  much  danger  ;  but  in  croi- 
fmg  the  fecond,  which  was  very  ftrong  and  very 
deep,  I  did  not  obferve  that  a  tree  brought  down 
by  the  flood,  lay  acrofs  the  landing-place.  I  en¬ 
deavoured  but  in  vain,  to  drive  my  horle  again!) 
the  ftream,  and  go  round  the  tree.  I  was  afraid 
to  turn  my  horfe’s  head  to  the  ftream,  and  afraid^ 
to  go  back.  In  this  dilemma  I  thought  it  moll 
prudent  for  me  to  lay  hold  on  the  tree,  and  go 
over  it,  the  water  being  (hallow  on  the  other  fide 
of  the  tree.  But  I  did  not  advert  to  the  danger 
of  loofening  the  tree  from  its  hold.  For  no 
fooner  did  I  execute  my  purpole  lo  far  as  to  lay 
hold  of  the  tree,  (and  that  inftant  the  horle  was 
carried  from  under  me,)  but  the  motion  that  I- 
gave  it,  loofened  it,  and  down  the  liream  it  in- 
ftantiy  carried  me.  Some  diftance  off,  there 
grew  a  tree  in  the  middle  of  the  ftream,  the 
root  of  which  had  formed  a  little  bank  or  ifland, - 
and  divided  the  ftream  ;  and  here  the  tree  which 
I  held,  was  flopped.  Inftantly  there  came  down 
with  the  flood  a  large  branch  of  a  tree  upon  my 
back,  which  was  fo  heavy,  that  I  was  afraid  it 
would  break  my  back.  I  was  now  jammed  up 
for  a  confiderable  time  (a  few*'  minutes  appeared' 
long  at  fuch  a  feafon)  expecting  that  my  ftrength 
would  foon  be  exhaufted,  and  I  fhould  drop  be¬ 
tween  the  tree  and  the  branch.  Here  I  pleaded  , 
aloud  with  God  in  good  earned  ;  one  promife 
which  I  particularly  urged,  i  remember  well,  Lo , 
I  will,  be  zoith  you  alzoay ,  even  to  the  end  of  the  world • . 
J  felt  no  fear  at  all  of  the  pain  of  dying,  or  of 
death  itfelf,  or  of  hell,  and  yet  I  found  an  un- 
wiilingnefs  to  die.  All  my  caftles  which  I  had, 
built  in  the  air  for  the  benefit  of  my  fellow- 
creatures,  pafled  in  regular  array  before  my  mind, 
and  I  could  net  conlent  to  give  them  up.  It 
was  an  awful  time  !  However,  through  the  blef- 
fing  of  my  Almighty  preferver,  (to  whom  be  all 
the  glory, ^  I  at  laft  got  my  knee,  which  I  long 
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endeavoured  at.  in  vain,  on  the  tree  which  I 
giafped,  and  then  ioon  diiengaged  myfelf,  and 
climbed  up  the  little  Bank.  Here  I  panted  for 
1  eat  .  J°me  time  :  and  when  I  recovered, 
perceiving  the  water  between  the  little  ifland  and 
the  ihore  not  to  be  very  deep,  or  very  fferong, 
I  ventured  through  it,  and  got  to  land.  I  was 
now  obliged  to  walk  about  a  mile,  fhiverinv, 
before  I  came  to  a  houfe.  The  mailer  and  mi fl refs 
\vere  from  home,  and  were  not  expe&ed  to  return 
that  night.  But  the  principal  Negro  lent  me  an 
old  ragged  fhirt,  coat,  waiflcoat,  breeches,  &c. 
and  the  Negroes  made  a  large  fire,  and  hung  my 
clothes  up  to  dry  all  night.  Before  bed  time,  a 
man,  who  came  to  the  Run  on  a  fmall  horfe 
and  perceived  mine  near  the  Brook,  concluded’ 
Uie  rider  was  drowned,  and  wanting  to  crofs  the 
it  ream  on  urgent  bufinefs,  mounted  my  horfe 
and  being  well  acquainted  with  the  Run,  came 
over  late  :  he  then  perceived  the  footfleps  of  a 
penon  on  the  fide  of  the  water,  and  concluded 
they  were  made  by  the  perfon  to  whom  the  horfe 
belonged;  and  following  the  track,  brought  horfe 
and  bags  lafe  to  me.  As  he  feemed  to  be  a  poor 
man,  I  gave  him  half  a  guinea.  At  night  1  lay 
on  a  bed  on  the  ground,  and  my  fferength  having 
been  fo  exhaufled,  flept  foundly  all  the  nl<rht. 
Thus  was  1  wonderfully  preferved,  and  I  t ruffe 

fhall  never  forget  fo  awful,  but  very  infiruaive  a 
feene. 

On  Thin  fd ay  I  got  to  Fredrickjburg ,  a  very 
wicked,  ungodly  town.  I  began  now  to  find  that 
I  could  fay  with  the  apoftle,  “  I  know  how  to 
want,  ana  now  to  aoound  1”  fa  I  had  advanced 
fo  much  money  to  pay  for  the  Minutes  of  the 
Conference,  the  ferrnon  on  the  Godhead  of 
Chriffe,  and  towards  the  binding  of  the  Prayer- 
books,  that  my  finances  were  grown  very  low, 
and  travelling  is  very  dear  in  Avi zyiccl.  This 
evening  as  I  was  on  the  road,  I  afked  a  man  the 
way,  and  whether  there  was  any  Inn  near  ;  he 

told 
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told  me  there  was  one  on  the  other  fide  of  the 
Wood,  and  he  was  the  Landlord.  I  found  him 
a  decent  man,  and  gave  him  fotne  little  Books, 
and  he  gave  me  entertainment  for  myfelf  and  m/ 
horle  gratis . 

Saturday  12.  By  enquiring  at  the  planta¬ 
tions,  I  found  out  an  old  Gentlewoman,  who 
formerly  received  the  Preachers.  But  they  have 
left  that  County  ( King  William's)  on  account  of 
the  little  good  they  did  there.  Here  I  (laid  all 
night,  although  I  had  made  but  two  thirds  ol  a 
day’s  journey.  I  believe  it  may  be  well  to  try 
the  county  once  more.  This  morning  l  called  at 
a  Plantation  to  procure  intelligence  about  the 
road.  The  miftrefs  of  the  houfe  perceived  fome- 
thing  in  me,  I  1'uppofe,  of  her  own  fpirit,  and 
defired  me  to  alight.  1  found  fhe  was  a  real  feeker 
after  falvation. 

Sunday  13.  I  was  obliged  to  travel  the  whole 
Lord’s-day  in  order  to  reach  my  appointed  engage¬ 
ments.  At  dinner-time  I  found  out  another  old 
Gentlewoman,  v/ho  defired  me  to  alight,  and 
gave  me  and  my  horfe  very  good  entertainment  : 
fhe  is  a  mourner  in  Zion.  In  the  evening  I 
reached  Williamjburg ,  after  hunting  in  vain  for 
one  of  our  friends  who  lives  within  fiveVniles  of 
it.  On  enquiring  of  my  Landlady  whether  there 
were  any  Methodifts  in  the  town,  fhe  informed 
me  that  one  of  the  principal  men  in  the  town  was 
a  Methodili.  I  called  upon  him  but  found  that  he 
was  a  good  old  Prefbyterian.  However  when  I 
apologized  for  my  miftake,  and  was  retiring,  he 
infilled  on  my  flaying  at  his  houfe,  and  lent  for 
my  hone.  He  loves  God. 

Monday  14.  I  reached  Sniith field.  The  Innume¬ 
rable  large  Ferries  in  this' country  make  travelling 
very  expenfve,  and  they  charge  three  BliMipgs 
herling  for  a  night’s  fodder  and  corn  for  a  horle. 
But  it  is  not  fo  dear  in  the  North. 

Portsmouth,  Virginia ,  Tucfday  15  .  I  got  into  my 
work,,  blelfed  be  God,  (having  only  part  of  a  del- 
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lar  left,)  and  preached  here  to  an  attentive  but 
chiefly  unawakened  congregation,  and  baptized. 

V  / e d  n e ( d a y  1 6 .  I  a rr i v e d  a t  Brother  Jo Ucy  ’.r,  at 
whole  houfe  1  preached  to  a  little  congregation, 
and  took  up  my  lodging  that  night  at  "the"  houfe 
of  a  neighbouring  Gentleman,  of  much  candour, 
but  no  religion. 


Thurfday  17.  I  preached  at  (what  they  call) 
the  Brick-Church ,  belonging  to  the  Church  of 
England ,  or  rather  at  prefent  to  us,  as  we  perform 
regular  duty  there  every  other  Sunday.  The  peo¬ 
ple  in  general  in  this  neighbourhood  feem  very 
dead;  but  our  friends,  I  believe,  found  it  a  tole¬ 
rable  good  time  at  the  facrament.  After  duty  I 
went  to  filter  Kclfick’s ,  a  widow,  and  a  moft  excel¬ 
lent  woman.  She  has  confiderable  property.  Tire 
whole  family  indeed  which  is  numerous  feems  all 
awakened. 

Friday  18.  I  preached  at  Mojock ,  to  a  fmall  con¬ 
gregation.  I  have  now  found  out  a  fecret.  My 
plan  was  to  crols  over  from  the  Wejl- Indies  to  Portf- 
mouth ,  and  to  take  the  Circuit  in  which  I  am  now 
engaged  :  and  this  plan  was  given  lali  Conference 
to  the  refpeblive  Aliillants  whom  it  concerned. 
But  Brother  Morris  (the  only  Preacher  in  this 
Circuit)  neglebted  to  publiih  me,  fo  that  the  peo¬ 
ple  have  hardly  had  any  notice  ;  for  which  reafon, 

I  fuppofe,  my  congregations  will  be  comparatively 
Imall  throughout  the  Circuit.  Indeed  he  has  com¬ 
mitted  a  much  worfe  neglebl  than  this;  for  he  has 
not  preached  in  moll  parts  of  the  Circuit  thefe  two 
months,  and  in  feme  places  not  thefe  ten  weeks, 
although  the  people  have  regularly  attended  at 
the  acculiomed  times,  and  gone  away  like  fools. 
Ilis  wife  it  feems  has  expebied  her  time  thefe  ten 
weeks,  and  he  cannot  leave  her  till  fhe  lies  in. 
After  preaching  I  went  to  Colonel  Williams’s , 
who  is  an  excellent  chiihian,  and  a  true  friend 
to  the  caufe.  If  it  had  not  been  for  his  ablivity, 

I  fuppole  nobody  would  have  known  of  my 
coming. 
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Coenjoch,  Saturday  tp.  I  preached  in  a  pretty 
Chapel,  which,  I  believe,  belongs  to  t  he  Church 
of  England:  but  we  do  regular  duty  in  it.  The 
congregation  was  not  laige. 

Sdndy- Hook-Church,  Sunday,  March  20.  Here 
we  had  a  tolerable  number,  owing  to  our  friends 
riding  out  of  the  way  to  inform  the  people  from 
place  to  place,  but  there  was  no  preparation  for 
the  Sacrament  in  any  of  tnefe  places,  the  notice 
beino-  fo  fhort,  and  in  general,  fo  uncertain.  I 
rode  after  preaching  to  one  Colonel  Burgejs’s. 
His  lady  is  a  truly  pious  woman. 

Pafquatank ,  Monday  21.  1  had  not  been  pub- 

lifhed  here.  However  I  colletted  about  thirty, 
and  save  them  a  fermon  in  the  Court-houfe. 
The  {'wearing,  drinking  Landlord  would  charge 
me  nothing  for  my  entertainment.  His  wife  has 
good  defires.  From  hence  I  rode  to  Nixon-Tozon , 
where  as  before  I  had  not  been  publifhed.  They 
gathered  together  a  tolerable  congregation  for 
me,  to  whom  I  gave  a  fermon  in  the  evening. 
But  the  people  in  this  country  are  fo  fcattered, 
that  the  notice  mud  be  very  public,  otherwife 
they  cannot  attend.  So  much  for  Mr.  Morris’s 
Circuit.  I  lay  this  night  at  one  Mrs.  Adams’s,  a 
widow-lady  of  fortune,  who  has  not  yet  joined 

the  Society.  ' 

Tuefday  22.  I  rode  to  the  Rev.  Mr.  Pettigrew’s . 
He  is  gone  to  the  WeJI-Indies  for  his  health  ;  but 
Mrs.  Pettigrew  received  me  very  kindly. 

Wednesday  23.  I  went  to  Edington ,  a  mod 
wicked  place.  Here  Mr.  Pettigrew  preaches ;  but 
the  Church  is  like  a  pig-die.  The  people  in  ge¬ 
neral  feemed  to  prefer  the  Court-houfe,  which  is 
an  elegant  place;  fo  I  went  there  and  preached  to 
a  very  large  congregation.  The  Preachers  ought 
really  to  take  this  place  into  their  plan,  and  there 
is  a  perfon  who  will  receive  them.  'Ihereieemed 
nothing  but  diffipation  and  wickednefs  in  the  Ta¬ 
vern  at  which  I  fet  up,  and  yet  the  Landlord 
would  take  nothing  for  my  entertainment.  In 

the 
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tine  afternoon  I  went  with  Brother  Darner  on ,  one 
of  our  Preachers  who  came  to  meet  me,  to  Mrs. 
Boyd's,  a  widow  lady,  who  rode  to  Edington  to 
hear  me.  She  lives  about  feven  miles  on  my  way, 
and  lias  good  defires. 

Thurfday  24.  I  arrived  at  Colonel  Campbel's , 
in  North-Car olina,  the  Gentleman  and  the  Chrif- 
tian  united.  He  fat  in  the  Senate  of  this  State  as 
long  as  he  chofe,  and  I  have  been  perfuading  him 
to  refume  his  feat.  He  is  the  firft  of  our  friends 
in  the  Upper-houfe,  that  1  have  met  with.  I  am 
vaflly  pleafed  with  him.  On  the  25th  I  preached 
in  the  Pari flv Church,  in  which  we  do  regular 
duty  ;  but  alas  !  Religion  is  at  a  very  low  ebb  in 
this  neighbourhood. 

Saturday  26.  I  preached  in  the  houfe  of  one 

Mr.  L - a  rich  man,  but  of  no  religion.  We 

ufually  preach  in  the  Church.  But  he  has  the 
Gout,  and  therefore  requefted  me  to  preach  in 
his  houfe,  which  is  large.  It  was  really  a  profita¬ 
ble  time. 

St.  John's  Chapel ,  Sunday  27.  This  belongs  to 
the  Church  of  England ,  and  we  do  regular  duty 
in  it.  I  preached  here  to  an  attentive  people,  and 
adminiflered  the  Lord’s-Supper. 

Bridge's  Creek  Church ,  Monday  28.  This  alfo 
belongs  to  the  Church  of  England ,  and  we  do 
duty  in  it  whenever  we  pleafe.  I  had  a  large 
congregation,  but  our  friends  thoughtlefsly  neg¬ 
lected  to  provide  the  elements  for  the  Lord’s- 
Supper.  I  have  been  travelling  in  a  very  low 
wet  country  for  thefe  three  weeks,  and  it  is 
aftonifning  what  a  number  of  frogs  there  are 
here. 

Tuefday  29.  I  preached  at  the  houfe  of  An* 
thony  Moore ,  an  Ifraelite  indeed,  in  whom  there  is 
no  guile.  The  Lord  has  not  been,  I  think,  more 
prefent  with  me  fince  I  came  to  America ,  than  he 
was  this  day. 

Roanoak  Chapel ,  Wednefday  30.  I  found  in  this 
Chapel  a  ferious,  attentive  people.  Here  I  met 
/  .  with 
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with  Mr.  Jarret .  After  duty  he  went  with  me  to 
one  Brother  Seaward's  (in  the  State  of  Virginia) 
about  eight  miles  off.  We  now  talked  largely 
on  the  Minutes  concerning  Slavery  :  but  lie 
would  not  be  perfuaded.  The  fecret  is,  he  has 
twenty-four  Slaves  of  his  own  :  but  I  am  afraid, 
he  will  do  infinite  hurt  by  his  oppofition  to  our 
Rules. 

Thurfday  31.  I  came  to  one  Jjliavi  Malone's , 
and  preached  in  his  dwell ing-houfc,  where  we 
had  an  excellent  time,  efpecially  at  the  Sacrament, 
In  the  afternoon  I  rode  to  Brother  Jordan's,  who 
lent  me  a  frefh  horfe,  and  will  meet  me  at  a  place 
about  forty  miles  ofF  on  my  return  from  the  South 
in  about  three  weeks  time,  which  will  fave  my 
horfe  about  four  hundred  miles. 

triday,  April  1,  I  preached  in  a  Chapel  be¬ 
longing  to  Ifaac  John  [on.  1  now  begin  to  venture 
to  exhort  our  Societies  to  emancipate  their 
Slaves. 

Saturday  2.  At  noon  I  preached  in  the  dwcl- 
ling-houfe  of  Brother  Downing,  a  ' man  of  pro¬ 
perty.  and  we  had  confiderable  refrefhments  at 
the  Sacrament.  Sifter  Donning  is  a  bis  fifed 

woman. 

Sunday  3.  We  eroded  a  dangerous  Ford, 
where  a  man  was  lately  drowned.  The  river 
was  rather  full,  but  I  followed  the  foremoft, 
and  my  company  and  felf  got  fafe  over.  I 
preached  at  noon  at  the  houfe  of  Brother 
Almond. 

1  uelday  5.  I  rone  to  Sifter  Bedford's .  Here  I 
dared  for  the  firft  time  to  boar  a  public  teflimony 
again  ft  flavery,  and  I  do  not  find  that  more  than 
one  was  offended.  On  XFednefday  6,  I  preached 
the  late  Colonel  Bedford's  funeral  l'ermon.  But 
I  laid  nothing  good  of  him,  for  he  was  a  violent 
friend  or  flavery,  and  his  intereff  being  great 
among  tne  Methodiffs  in  thefe  parts,  he  would 
have  been  a  dreadful  thorn  in  our  Tides,  if  the 
Lord  had  not  in  mercy  taken  him  away. 

Thurfday 
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Thurfday  7.  I  went  fome  miles  to  a  dying 
friend,  and  {pent  about  half  the  day  with  him  in 
drawing  up  his  Will,  in  which  lie  emancipates  at 
the  times  there  fpecilied  his  eight  Slaves.  This  is 
a  £ood  beginning.  In  the  evening  I  eroded  over 
a  dangerous  run  of  water,  and  lay  at  the  houfe  of 
Brother  Ward, 

Friday  8.  Acccording  to  my  plan  I  was  to 
preach  in  a  Church  called  Royftn's  Church  at 
noon.  After  riding  about  twenty-five  miles,  f 
£ rot,  as  I  found  afterwards,  within  a  furlong  of 
the  Church  ;  but  the  Church  being  out  of  fight 
in  an  immenfe  Fore  ft,  and  the  path  which  led  to 
it  hardly  trodden,  and  having  no  guide,  (the  per- 
fon  who  was  to  accompany  me,  having  difappointed 
me)  I  rode  about  eighteen  miles  more,  backwards 
and  forwards,  generally  on  the  full  Itretcb,  and 
found  it  at  lafl  by  the  diredlion  of  a  Planter,  whofe 
Plantation  was  the  only  one  I  faw  for  fome  hours. 
When  I  came  there,  which  was  two  hours  aftet 
the  time,  there  was  nobody  to  be  feen.  I  re¬ 
turned  to  the  Planter’s,  who  gave  me  and  my 
hoi  fe  fome  refreshment,  and  recommended  me  to 
PO  to  one  Captain  Philps,  a  Methodift  about  five 
miles  off.  After  travelling  till  nine  at  night,  and 
expecting  frequently  I  fhould  be  obliged  to  take 
up  my  lodging  in  the  Woods,  with  the  afliftance 
of  two  Negroes  and  two  (hillings  I  found  out  the 
houfe.  I  now  was  informed  that  I  had  not  been 
publifhed  in  Royjler’s  Church,  or  any  part  of  that 
Circuit,  the  two  Preachers  not  having  been  al 
the  lafl  Conference,  and  the  neighbouring  Preach¬ 
ers  not  having  fent  them  a  copy  of  my  Plan 
However  our  Brother  Philps  and  his  family  and 
feveral  other  friends  intended  to  let  off  the  next 
morning  for  a  Quarterly-meeting  about  fixteer 
miles  dlftant.  Their  Quarterly-meetings  on  thii 
Continent  are  much  attended  to.  The  Brethrer 
for  twenty  miles  round,  and  fometimes  for  thirty 
or  forty,  meet  together.  The  meeting  always  lafl! 
two  days.  AIL  the  Travelling  Preachers  in  the 

Circui 
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^Circuit  are  prefent,  and  they  with  perhaps  a  local 
Preacher  or  two,  give  the  people  a  fermon  one 
after  another,  befides  the  Love-feaft,  and  (now) 
the  Sacrament.  On  Saturday  9,  I  fet  off  with, 
the  friends  to  Brother  Martin's,  in  whofe  barn  I 
preached  that  day.  The  next  day  I  admini iicrcd 
the  Sacrament  to  a  large  company,  and  preached, 
and  after  me  the  two  travelling  Preachers.  We 

O 

had  now  been  fix  hours  and  a  half  engaged  in 
duty,  and  I  had  publifhed  myfelf  to  preach  in  the 
neighbourhood  for  the  three  following  days,  fo 
they  deferred  the  fecond  Love-Fcali  till  Wednes¬ 
day.  There  were  thirty  fir  angers,  I  think,  in 
Bi other  Martin's  houie  only  ;  which  obliged  us 
to  lie  three  in  a  bed.  I  had  now  for  the  firlt  time 
a  very  little  perfecution.  The  teflimony  I  boie 
in  this  place  again  ft  flave-holding,  provoked  many 
of  the  unawakened  to  retire  out  of  the  barn,  and 
to  combine  together  to  flog  me  (fo  they  expreffed 
it)  as  fcon  as  1  came  out.  A  high-headed  Lady 
alio  went  out,  and  told  the  rioters  (as  I  was 
afterwards  informed)  that  fhe  would'  give  fifty 
pounds,  if  they  would  give  that  little  Doblor  one 
hundred  lathes.  When  I  came  out,  they  fur- 
rounded  me,  but  had  only  power  to  talk.  Brother 
Martin  is  a  Juftjce  of  the  Peace,  and  feized  one 
of  them;  and  Colonel  Taylor ,  a  fine,  ftrong  man, 
who  has  lately  joined  us,  but  is  only  half-awak¬ 
ened,  was  letting  himfclf  in  a  pofture  of  fighting. 
But  God  retrained  the  rage  of  the  multitude. 
Our  Brother  Martin  has  done  glorioufly,  for  he 
has  fully  and  immediately  emancipated  fifteen 
haves.  And  that  fermon  which  made  fo  much 
noife,  has  fo  affebled  one  of  our  brethren  (Brother 
- Norton \  that  he  came  to  Brother  Martin ,  and  cic- 
fired  hi  m  to  draw  up  a  proper  inflrument  for  the 
emancipation  of  his  eight  flaves.  A  brother 
(whole  name  is  Ragland j  has  alfo  emancipated 
one. 

Monday  11,  I  preached  at  Brother  Baker's. 
Here  a  rnob  came  to  meet  me  with  haves  and 
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clubs*  Their  plan,  I  believe,  was  to  fall  upon 
me  as  foon  as  I  touched  on  the  fubjeft;  of  flavery* 
1  knew  nothing  of  it  till  I  had  done  preaching  ; 
but  not. feeing  it  my  duty  to  touch  on  the  fubjebt 
here,  their  fcheme  was  defeated,  and  they  fullered 
me  to  pafs  through  them  without  moleftation. 

Tuelday  12.  I  rode  to  Brother  Kennon’s , 
preaching  a  funeral  fermon  in  the  way  at  a  Plan¬ 
ter's  houle  for  a  little  child,  and  reading  our  bu¬ 
rial  fervice  in  the  wood  over  the  grave,  dhey 
have  a  funeral  fermon  preached  in  thefe  parts  for 
every  human  creature  that  dies,  except  the 
Blacks.  Brother  Kennon  has  emancipated  twenty- 
two  Slaves.  Thefe  are  great  facrihces  :  for  the 
Slaves  are  worth,  I  fuppofe,  upon  an  average, 
thirty  or  forty  pounds  llerling  each,  and  perhaps 
more. 

Wcdnefday  13.  I  had  a  good  time  at  the  Love- 
feaft  after  preaching  at  Brother  Kennon’s »  Brother 
Martin’s  wife  is  an  excellent  faint. 

Thurfday  14.  We  rode  about  forty  miles  to  a 
Brother  of  Mr.  Kennon.  There  are  nine  of  the 
family  in  Society.  1  have  now  done  with  my 
Teflimony  againlt  Slavery  for  a  time,  being  got 
into  North- Carolina  again,  the  Laws  of  this  State 
forbidding  any  to  emancipate  their  Negroes. 
Friday  15.  I  preached  here  to  a  fmall  congre¬ 
gation. 

Saturday  16.  I  rode  to  a  Diffenting  Meeting- 
houfe.  in  which  the  pious  Minifter  (Mr,  Patillo ) 
gave  our  friends  leave  to  hold  their  Quarterly- 
Meeting.  Mr.  Patillo  and  I  preached  that  day 
and  Sunday,  and  ‘one  of  our  Preachers  alfo  on 
the  Sunday. 

Monday  18.  I  rode  to  Colonel  Paylor’s ,  a  fin- 
cere  Fiiend  and  Brother,  who  is  overjoyed  at  our 
late  regulations.  They  got  a  little  company  to¬ 
gether  in  the  evening. 

Tuelday  19.  We  came  to  Brother  Grcenhill’s , 
where  we  held  our  Conference*  There  were 

about 
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about  twenty  Preachers,  or  more,  in  one  houfe, 
and  by  laying  beds  on  the  floors,  there  was  room 
for  all.  We  lpent  three  days  from  Wednesday 
to  Friday  inclufive,  in  Conference,  and  a  com¬ 
fortable  time  we  had  together.  In  this  Divihon 
we  have  had  an  increafeof  nine  hundred  and  ninety 
One  this  year  :  and  have  ftretched  our  Borders 
into  Georgia .  Beverly  Allen  has  all  Georgia  to  range 
in.  We  alfo  lent  an  Elder  and  a  Preacher  to 
South- Carotin  a,  Mr.  AJbury  has  met  with  great 
encouragement  in  his  Viflt  to  Charles -Tozvn  ;  a 
Merchant,  (Mr.  Wells)  opened  his  houfe  to  him, 
and  was  convinced  and  juflified  before  he  went 
away.  We  have  now  one  hundred  and  ten  Mem¬ 
bers  in  that  State  by  the  afiiduity  of  a  Local 
Preacher,  who  lately  fettled  there.  We  have  alfo 
drawn  up  a  petition  to  the  General  Aflembly  of 
North- Carotin  a  figned  by  the  Conference,  intreat¬ 
ing  them  to  pals  an  Aft  to  authorize  thofe  who 
are  fo  difpofed,  to  emancipate  their  Slaves.  Mr. 
AJbury  has  vilited  the  Governor,  and  has  gained 
him  over. 

Mecklenburg  County ,  Virginia ,  Saturday  23.  We 
rode  about  forty-five  miles  to  Brother  Tignel 
Jones's,  to  a  Quarterly-Meeting  which  we  held 
on  the  Sunday  and  Monday.  Here  I  bore  a  pub¬ 
lic  tefiimony  againft  Slavery,  and  have  found, 
out  a  method  of  delivering  it  without -much  of¬ 
fence,  or  at  leait  without  cauiing  a  tumult  ;  and 
that  is,  by  firft  addrefling  the  Negroes  in  a  very 
pathetic  manner  on  the  Duty  of  Servants  to  Mai¬ 
lers  ;  and  then  the  Whites  will  receive  quietly 
what  1  have  to  fay  to  them.  Sifter  Jones  is  a 
very  precious  woman.  I  nad  a  fine  congregation 
at  five  on  Monday  morning.  The  people  in  ge¬ 
neral  in  this  part  of  the  country,  and  alio  in  die 
back  parts  of  North-Carolina ,  eat  only  two  meals 
a  day  5  the  firft  about  nine  in  the  morning,  and 
the  fecond  about  four  or  five  in  the  afternoon. 
They  eat  flefli  at  both  meals.  Our  people  in  p e- 
nerai  drink  coffee  with  the  firft  meal,  and  water 
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with  the  fecond.  The  people  of  the  world  drink 
either  Coffee  or  Cyder  with  the  firft  meal,  and 
Grog  or  Cyder  with  the  fecond.  Their  animal 
food  is  almoli  entirely  Pig-meat,  with  fometimes 
Shad-filh.  I  have  hardly  eat  any  thing  thele  ten 
weeks  of  the  flelh  kind,  except  Swine’s-flefh  and 
Shad-fifh.  Bleffed  be  God,  I  have  been  enabled 
to  fet  apart  Friday  as  a  day  of  fading  or  abftinence 
ever  fince  Chriftmas,  except  one  day  when  I  for¬ 
got,  and  one  day  when  I  travelled  fifty-two  miles.* 
fn  the  morning  I  eat  a  little  bread,  and  drink 
fome  milk,  and  in  the  afternoon  eat  fome  greens* 
(the  only  garden- ftu-ff  they  have  got  in  this  part 
of  the  country)  and  fome  fruit-pie.  They  have  a 
great  variety  of  Fruit-pies,  Peach,  Apple,  Pear, 
and  Cranbury,  and  Puddings  very  often.  I  ef- 
teem  it  one  great  blefting,  that  I  prefer  the  In¬ 
dian  corn  to  the  wheat.  Befides,  they  do  not  in 
general  manage  their  wheat  properly  in  tne 
South,  fo  that  the  wheat-bread  is  but  very  indif¬ 
ferent.  The  people  in  general,  and  more  efpeci- 
.ally  our  own  friends,  go  to  bed  very  early  (about 
nine  o’clock)  and  rife  early,  about  five,  or  day- 

*.break<  #  . 

Tuefday  26.  I  again  vifited  kind  Brother 

Downing ,  and  preached  that  day,  and  the  next 
morning  at  five.  On  Wednelday  I  fet.  off  lor 
the  Quarterly-Meeting  at  Brother  Rogers’s  gin 
Mrunjwith- County,  and  nad  a  very  refrelhing 
f  time  1  in  the  way  I  preached  an  awakening  d if— 
courfe,  which,  I  have  fome  reafon  to  think,  did 

good. 

Saturday  30.  I  fet  off  with  a  company  of 
Preachers,  who  by  this  time  had  met  me,  for  the 
Viroinia  Conference.  In  the  morning  I  preached 
and  adminiftered  the  Sacrament  at  Brother 

Merrit’s ♦  v 

Sunday,  May  1—4,  About  twenty  Preachers 

met  Mr.  Ajbury  and  me  at  Brother  M afon\s»m  One 
night  we  all  flept  at  the  fame  houfe  :  but  it  was 

io^inconvenient  to  fome  of  the  Preachers,  that 

they 
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tfcev  afterwards  divided  themfelves  through  the 
neighbouring  plantations,  by  which  we  loft  about 
an  'hour  in  tSe  mornings.  A  great  many  pn  c  - 
nal  friends  met  us  here  to  mfift  on  a  Repeal  1 
the  Slave-Rules  ;  but  when  they  found  that  we 

had  thoughts  of  withdrawing  ourfelyes  entire  y 
from  the  Circuit  on  account  of  the  violent Ap  , 
of  fome  leading  men,  they  drew  in  their  hoi  ns, 

and  lent  us  a  very  Humble  letter  in  treating ;  tnat 
Preachers  might  be  appointed  lor  tncu  Ci  • 
We  have  increafed  about  two  hundr  1 

Divifion  in  the  courfe  of  the  laft  year.  _  After  ma¬ 
ture  confideration  we  formed  a  petition,  a  copy 
of  which  was  given  to  every  Preacher,  intrea  - 
ing  the  General  Affembly  of  Virginia ,  to  paisa 
Law  for  the  immediate  or  gradual  emancipation 
of  all  the  Slaves.  It  is  to  be  hgned  by  all  the 

Freeholders  we  can  procure,  and  thofe  I  belie.' ~ 

will  not  be  few.  There  have  been  many  de¬ 
bates  already  .on  the  fubjett-  in  the  Allembly. 
Many  of  our  friends  and  fome  of  the  great  men 

of  the  States,  have  been  inciting  us  to  apply  tor 

A£ls  of  Incorporation,  but  I  have  dilcourage_  it, 
and  have  prevailed.  We  have  a  better  fut  o 

lean  upon,  than  any  this  world  can  afford.  We 

can  truly  fay,  “  The  harveft  is  great,  but  the  la¬ 
bourers  are  few.”  - 

Thurfday  6.  I  took  an  affe&ionate  farewel  of 

my  Brethren  :  and  on  the  7th  palled  by  the 
houfe  of  Mr.  Jarrat,  that  violent  aifertor  of  the 
propriety  and  juftice  of  Negro-Slavery.  At  noun 
,1  preached  at  White  Oak  Chapel,  and  lodged  that 
mght  at  the  houfe  of  Brother  Rees,  one  of  our 
Local  Preachers,  a  friend  of  God  and  man.  lie 
lives  juft  by  Mr.  Jarrat ,  and  is  the  great  bar  in 
the  hands  of  God  to  that  fallen  man  s  1  uining our 
whole  work  in  that  neighbourhood.  For  his  in¬ 
fluence  among  thofe  who  are  both  within  and  with- 
Qut3  is  I  believe  three  times  as  great  as  that  oi 
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On  the  8th  I  preached  at  ten  in  the  morning  at 
mother  Spain* s>  and  at  fix  in  the  evening  at 
m  other  Mann's.  On  Sunday  the  9th  I  preached  at 
.brother  Grange's  and  Brother  Finney's .  Brother 
i'inney  is  one  of  our  Committee,  whom  we  have 
appointed  to  conduct  our  buhneis  relative  to  our 
petition  to  the  General  Afiembly.  He  is  a  good 
Local  1  teacher,  and  a  man  of  fortune  and  family, 
an  honour  to  our  Connexion.  On  Monday  the 
9th  1  preached  at  Brother  Brifcoe's  and  Johnfon's: 
and  on.Tuefday  the  10th  at  Brother  One's  and 
Bransjord's. 

On  U  ednefday  11,  I  rode  through  the  heavy 
i  ains  to  a  Chui  ch  m  a  foreff ,  where  I  was  engaged, 
to  preach.  Every  body  told  me  that  no  one  would 
come- — that  no  one  would  imagine  I  would  attend 
on  fuch  a  day.  And  I  found  it  true:  fo  after  be¬ 
ing  wetted  to  the  fkin,  and  the  very  linen  in  my 
faddle  bags  drenched  with  rain,  we  rode  (Brother 
Bowen,  the  Preacher  who  travelled  with  me  through 
this  Circuit,  and  myfelf)  to  the  houfe  of  a  kind 
Phyfician,  who  gave  us  a  very  hofpitable  recep* 
iion.  On  Thurfday  the  12th  I  preached  in  a 
Church  about  fifteen  miles  from  the  place  where 
I  had  lodged,  to  a  confiderable  and  attentive 
congregation. 

f  rid  ay  13.  I  preached  at  iL?2£-Chapel,  belong¬ 
ing  to  the  Church  o $  England.  At  night  I  lodged 
at  the  houfe  of  Captain  Dillard ,  a  moft  hofpitable 
man,  and  as  kind  to  his  Negroes  as  if  they  were 
White  fervants.  It  was  quite  pleafing  to  fee  them 
fo  decently  and  comfortably  clothed.  And  yet  I 
could  not  beat  into  the  head  of  that  poor  man  the 
evil  of  keeping  them  in  Slavery,  although  he  has 
read  Mr.  Wefley’s  Thoughts  on  Slavery,  (I  think  he 
faid)  three  times  over  :  but  his  good  wife  is  flrongly 
on  our  fide. 

Saturday  and  Sunday  14,  and  15.  I  preached 
Jn  a  handfome  Church.  On  the  Sunday  I  had  a 
very  large  congregation.  During  the  fcrmon, 
after  I  had  fpoken  very  pointedly  concerning  the 
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impropriety  of  going  in  and  out  during  divine 
fervice,  two  d  re  fly  girls  walked  out  with  (uch 
an  impudent  air,  'that  I  rebuked  them  keenly. 
After  the  public  fervice,  whilffc  I  was  adrmnii- 
terinpr  the  facrament,  baptizing,^ and  meeting  the 
Society,  their  father  who  is  a  Colonel,  1  aged  at 
the  outfide  of  the  Church,  declaring  that  as  foon. 
as  I  came  out,  he  would  horfe-whip  me  for  the 
indignity  fhewn  to  his  family.  But  his  two 
brothers  (all  unawakened)  took  my  part,  and 
infilled  that  I  had  done  my  duty,  and  the  young 
ladies  deferved  it.  However,  finding  that  oui 
preaching  in  that  Church,  which  we  do  regularly, 
chiefly  depends  upon  him,  I  wrote  a  letter  or 
apology  to  him  as  far  as  the  truth  would  peimit, 
when  I  came  to.  my  lodging.  We  had  a  good 
time  during  the  fermon  and  the  Sacrament. 
But  when  X  enlarged  to  the  Society  on  Negro- 
Slavery,  the  principal  leader  raged  like  a  lion, 
and  defned  to  withdraw  from  the  Society.  I 
took  him  at  his  word,  and  appointed  that  ex¬ 
cellent  man  [Brother  Skelton)  Leader  in  his  Head. 
When  the  Society  came  out  of  the  Church,  they, 
furrounded  Brother  Skelton ,  44  And  will  you 

faid  they,  44  Set  your  Slaves  at  liberty  ?”  (He  ' 
has  many  Slaves)  44  Yes,”  fays  he,  44  I  believe 
i  fhali.”  1  lodged  that  night  with  dear  Brother 
Skelton, 

Monday  1 6.  I  preached  to  a  mofl  polite  con¬ 
gregation  at  Nezo-Glafgozv ,  and  lodged  at  Colonel 
M—’s,  They  gave  me  great  attention.  Colonel 
AT—  is  a  very  lenfible,  and  polite  man.  He  ac¬ 
knowledged  the  force  of  my  arguments  concern¬ 
ing  the  Negroes,  but  (I  evidently  law)  did  not 
chufe  to  take  any  active  part  for  fear  of  lofing  his 
popularity.  His  fon  is  a  Member  of  the  houfe  of 
Delegates,  and  he  wants  himfelf  to  get  into  the 
Senate.  His  lady  wilhes  to  be  religious.  On 
Tuefday  the  17th  I  preached  in  a  Court-houfe  at 
noon,  but  in  a  very  wicked  neighbourhood.  How¬ 
ever  the  congregation  gave  me  their  ear,  while  I 
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endeavoured  to  (hew  them  the  neceffity  of  the 
New-Birth.  At  four  in  the  afternoon  I  preached 
at  one  Mr.  L  s,  a  drunkard.  The  Preachers 
•^^d  this  a  convenient  haif-way-houle  ;  fo  they 
^ake  it  in  their  way  out  of  a  kind  of  neceflity. 
Plow  ftiange  it  is  tnat  fo  many  will  do  any  thing 
iOr  the  caufe  of  religion,  but  part  with  their  be- 
ietting  fin.  I  now  was  met  by  our  dear  valuable 
fiiend  Dr.  Hopkins •  He  brought  me  that  evening 
vO  his  houfe,  though  it  was  dark  before  we  reached 
it.  Here  I  found  myfelf  locked  up  in  the  midft 
of  mountains.  So  romantic  a  feene,  I  think  I 
never  beheld.  The  Wolves,  I  find,  freqently 
come  to  our  friend’s  fences  at  night,  howling  in 
an  awful  manner;  and  fometimes  they  feize  upon 
a  Graying  (beep.  At  a  diftance  was  the  Blue-Ridge> 
an  amazing  chain  of  mountains.  1  have  been  for 
a  confiderable  time  climbing  up  and  defeending 
the  mountains.  I  prefer  this  country  to  any  other 
part  of  America  :  it  is  fo  like  Wales ,  my  native 
country.  And  it  is  far  more  populous  than  I  ex- 
petted.  On  Wcdnefday  the  18th  I  preached  at 
the  Dottor’s  to  a  little,  loving  congregation,  and 
adminiftered  the  Sacrament  ;  and  the  Lord  was 
with  us. 

Thurfday  19.  I  preached  to  a  quiet,  unawak¬ 
ened  congregation,  at  Brother  Tandy  Key's  who 
is  lately  come  into  that  neighbourhood.  He  told 
me,  as  we  rode  together,  that  he  was  determined 
to  emancipate  his  Slaves  (about  twenty)  although 
his  miferable  father,  I  fuppofe,  will  never  give 
him  any  further  afififtance,  if  he  does.  I  pufhed 
on  in  the  evening,  with  an  intention  of  reaching 
his  father’s,  Mr.  Marlin  Key's  :  but  at  nine 
o’clock  at  night  was  glad  to  take  up  my  lodgings 
at  a  Tavern,  in  a  little  town,  called  Charleville , 
more  efpecially  as  I  had  a  dangerous  river  to 
crofs  before  I  could  get  to  Mr.  Key's .  Nor  am  I 
lorry  that  I  did  not  go  thither;  for  when  I  called 
there  the  next  morning,  I  found  he  had  fhut  his 
door  againlt  the  Preachers,  becaufe  he  has  eighty 
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Slaves#  For  fome  years,  I  think,  wc  preached 
at  his  houfe.  His  youngeft  Ton  is  a  Local 
Preacher,  and  I  believe,  loon  will  take  a  larger 
field.  His  eldeft  fon  is  a  child  of  Satan,  and 
therefore,  I  fuppofe,  will  have  all  his  poffeflions 
when  he  dies.  I  drank  a  little  milk  here,  (it 
being  Friday,  and  before  I  went  away,  cleared 
myfelf  of  the  blood  of  the  old  man,  which,  I 
evidently  perceived,  not  a  little  pleafed  his  pious 
wife. 

Friday  20.  I  preached  at  Brother  Grimes's, 
where  I  had  many  drelfy  people  to  hear  me  : 
and  at  five  the  next  morning  had  a  very  good 
congregation. 

Saturday  21.  I  preached  at  a  Chapel  in  a  foreff, 
which  we  call  the  New -Chapel,  and  adminiltered 
the  facrament,  and  was  here  met  by  our  valuable 
friend  (Brother  Harry  Fry )  one  of  the  Members 
for  Culpepper -Con  n  l  y .  Our  Society  is  not  nume¬ 
rous  in  that  county,  and  they  long,  but  in  vain, 
lolicited  him  to  become  a  candidate.  At  lafl, 
a  little  before  the  ele£lion,  he  confented,  and 
he  and  his  colleague  out-polled  the  other  can¬ 
didates,  though  fupported  by  moll:  of  the  prin¬ 
cipal  Gentry  in  the  County  ;  which  enraged 
them  to  that  degree,  that  they  were  almofi:  mad. 
One  of  them  cried  out  at  the  poll  booth,  44  Thefe 
Methodifts  and  Baptifts  will  never  red,  till  they 
get  their  knives  into  our  bellies. **  On  Sunday 
22,  I  read  prayers,  preached,  and  adminiltered 
the  facrament  in  Mr.  Fry’s  great  Room,  which 
he  had  built  for  a  Ball-Room .  But,  I  think,  be¬ 
fore  he  had  ufed  it  for  one  Ball,  the  Lord  caught 
hold  of  his  heart,  and  he  turned  it  into  a  Preach¬ 
ing-Room.  He  is  a  precious  man,  and,  I  trufl, 
will  be  eloquent  in  the  Houfe  of  Delegates  for  the 
emancipation  of  the  Slaves.  Fie  is  to  prefentour 
petition. 

Monday  23.  After  the  falling  of  heavy  rains, 
I  fet  off  with  one  of  the  Preachers  for  Alexandria . 
This  day  I  met  with  many  difficulties.  In  crof- 
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ling  the  water  in  one  place,  that  I  might  reach 
the  hndge  under  which  the  main  fire  am  ran,  the 
water  was  above  the  top  of  my  boot.  In  another 
place  where  we  endeavoured  to  drive  our  horfes 
over  the  run  (the  bridge  being  broke)  we  were 
likely  to  lofe  our  beafbs,  the  {bream  being  too 
fbrong  for  them,  and  carrying  them  down.  At 
lafb  we  got  them  out,  and  with  great  labour  and 
fovne  danger,  patched  up  the  broken  bridge  with 
the  loofe  boards,  and  got  over  with  our  horfes  fafe. 
After  riding  about  forty  miles,  it  grew  fo  dark, 
and  our  horfes  and  felves  were  fo  fatigued,  that 
we  lay  at  an  Inn  upon  the  road,  though  we  were 
within  five  miles  of  our  friend’s  houfe  where  we 
intended  to  lodge. 

Tuefday  24.  We  were  locked  up  by  the  wa¬ 
ters,  fo  much  rain  having  fallen  the  night  before. 
We  arrived  however  at  Brother  Watfon’s  a  Local 
Preacher,  and  he  procured  for  me  a  little  con¬ 


gregation. 

On  Wednefday  the  25th,  I  fet  off  again  :  and. 
after  many  doubts,  and  I  confefs,  with  trembling, 
was  prevailed  upon  to  walk  over  a  long  Pine- 
tree,  which  lay  acrofs  a  Prong  and  deep  (bream  of 
water,  in  which  I  mull  have  been  inevitably  drown¬ 
ed,  if  my  foot  had  flipped.  A  man  went  before, 
leading  me  by  the  hand.  But  here  as  every  where, 
the  Lord  was  at  my  right-hand,  that  I  fhould  not 
fall.  On  this  day  I  eroded  the  very  fame  run  of 
water  in  the  afternoon,  where  the  azvful feene  hap¬ 
pened,  which,  I  truP  through  the  blefling  ot  God, 
I  fhall  never  forget.  We  dined  at  a  friend’s  houfe 
hv  the  way,  and  reached  Brother  Bujhby’s  at  Alex¬ 
andria,  about  feven  in  the  evening.  Here  I  met 
according  to  appointment  that  dear,  valuable  man, 
Mr,  AJbury.  He  had  informed  the  people  that  when 
I  arrived,  the  Court-houfe  bell  fhould  ring,  and 
about  eight  o’clock  I  had  a  very  large  congrega¬ 
tion  in  the  Diffenting  Meeting-houfe,  to  whom 
I  infiPcd  on  the  neceffity  of  the  zvitnefs  oj  the 
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Thurfday  26.  Mr.  AJbury  and  I  fet  off  for 
General  Wajhington’s.  We  were  engaged  to  dine 
there  the  day  before.  The  General’s  Seat  is 
very  elegant,  built  upon  the  great  river  P otomawk  ; 
for  the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of  which, 
he  is  carrying  on.jointly  with  the  State  lome  amaz¬ 
ing  Plans.  He  received  us  very  politely,  and  was 
very  open  to  accels.  He  it  quite  the  plain,  Coun¬ 
try-Gentleman.  After  dinner  we  delired  a  private 
interview,  and  opened  to  him  the  grand  bufinefs 
on  which  we  came,  prefenting  to  him  our  petition 
for  the  emancipation  of  the  Negroes,  and  in  treat¬ 
ing  his  fignature,  if  the  eminence  of  his  flation 
did  not  render  it  inexpedient  for  him  to  fign  any 
petition.  He  informed  us  that  he  was  of  our 
fentiments,  and  had  fignified  his  thoughts  on  th« 
fubjett  to  moft  of  the  great  men  of  the  State  : 
that  he  did  not  fee  it  proper  to  fign  the  petition* 
but  if  the  Aflembly  took  it  into  confideration, 
would  fignify  his  fentiments  to  the  Aflembly  by  a 
letter.  He  afked  us  to  fpend  the  evening  and 
lodge  at  his  houfe,  but  our  engagement  at  Anna, - 
polis  the  following  day  would  not  admit  of  it. 
We  returned  that  evening  to  Alexandria ,  where 
at  eight  o’clock  after  the  bell  was  rung,  I  had  a 
very  coniiderable  congregation. 

Friday  27.  Mr.  AJbury  and  I  rode  to  Annapolis , 
in  the  State  of  Maryland ,  where  the  general 
Court  (the  fupreme  Court  of  Judicature  of  the 
State)  was  fitting.  This  prevented  my  preaching 
in  the  Court-houfe.  However  1  had  a  noble  con¬ 
gregation  in  the  Play-houfe,  and  moil  of  the  great 
Lawyers  to  hear  me.  And  furprifing  !  the  fine 
ladies  and  gentlemen  attended  at  live  the  next 
morning,  fo  that  I  had  one  of  the  largefl  morning 
congregations  that  I  have  had  in  America .  We 
have  no  regular  preaching  here  yet,  but  I  trufl 
fhall  foon  fee  good  days.  One  lady  was  fo  defi- 
'  rous  of  my  coming,  that  {he  fent  word  to  Mr*. 
AJbury  that  Ihe  would  advance  two  guineas  for  a. 
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carnage  to  bring  me  there  from  Alexandria  :  bul 
that  I  did  not  accept  of. 

On  the  28,  we  reached  our  kind  friend  Mr. 
Gough's,  having  fpent  a  few  hours  in  Baltimore r 
and  travelled  about  fifty  miles. 

Sunday  29.  I  preached  and  adminidered  the 
facrament  at  the  Falls,  as  it  is  called,  our  Church 
being  built  near  a  great  fall  of  water.  It  was  the’ 
Quarterly-meeting.  We  returned  to  Mr.  Gough's, 
where  I  preached  in  the  evening. 

Monday  30.  We  rode  to  yihingdon ,  where  we 
agreed  to  give  Mr.  Dallam  fixty  pounds  fterling 
for  four  acres  of  ground,  which  we  had  fixed 
upon  as  the  fite  of  our  College,  and  had  proper 
bonds  drawn  up.  We  returned  in  the  evening- 
to  Mr.  Gough's, 

*  Tuefday  31.  We  rode  to  Baltimore ,  where  I 
endeavoured  in  the  evening  to  fhew  the  people 
the  neceffity  of  union  with  Chrift* 

AVednefday,  June  1.  We  opened  our  Confe¬ 
rence,  As  I  expected  to  fail  the  next  day,  my 
Brethren  were  fo  kind  as  to  fit  in  the  Conference 
till  midnight,  I  endeavoured  to  fhew  them  at 
noon  the  necefhty  of  being  faithful  in  the  miniflry 
of  the  word.  We  thought  it  prudent  to  fufpend 
the  minute  concerning  Slavery,  on  account  of  the 
great  oppohtion  that  had  been  given  it,  our  work 
being  in  too  infantile  a  hate  to  pufli  things  to  ex¬ 
tremity.  However,  we  were  agreeably  informed 
that  feveral  of  our  friends  in  Maryland  had  already 
emancipated  their  Slaves,. 

Thurfday  2.  I  met  my  Brethren  early  in  the 
morning,  and  at  eleven  o'clock  endeavoured  to 
enforce  St,  Pauls  awful  exhortation  to  the  Elders 
of  the  Church  of  Ephefus ,  Alls  xx. 

And  now  I  took  my  leave  of  my  friends,  and  fet 
out  in  a  boat  for  the  {hip  Olive-Branch,  which 
had  failed  down  the  river  the  day  before,  and  of 
which  I  got  on  board  in  the  evening.  In  my 
younger  days,  one  of  the  greatefl  afflictions  in 
life  to  me  during  the  time  it  laded,  was  to  be  torn 
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tway  from  my  friends  whom  I  dearly  loved*  Thi* 
through  the  extenfivenefs  of  my  acquaintance, 
and  the  conllant  change  of  my  place  of  abode,  and 
partly  perhaps  through  the  grace  of  God,  has 
of  late  years  confiderably  worn  away.  But  X 
think  for  many  years  1  have  not  felt  myfelf  fo  ef¬ 
feminate  (fhall  1  call  it?)  as  I  did  on  parting  with 
my  American  Brethren,  the  Preachcis  i  and  the 
fenfation  continued  very  painful  for  a  confiderablc 
time  after  I  left  them. 

From  Friday  June  3,  to  Sunday  12.  All  this 
time  we  have  been  failing  about  feventy  leagues, 
having;  been  locked  up  for  five  days  in  a  place 
called Moxat-Bay.  However  this  delay  gave  me 
an  opportunity  of  writing  forty  Dr  fifty  letters  to 
my  friends  on  the  Continent*  There  is  no  other 
paffenger  in  the  (hip,  fo  that  I  have  the  State- 
Room  always  to  myfelf,  and  the  Cabin  mod  part 
..of  the  day.  It  is  a  bleffed  opportunity  for  fellow- 
fhip  with  God  and  the  improvement  of  my  mind, 
<0  that  I  may  hufband  it  accordingly  !  That  I 
may  return  to  England  in  the  fulneis  of  the  bid¬ 
ding  of  the  gofpel  of  Chrift, 
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BY  the  powerful  hand  of  God  we  have  been 
brought  to  this  illand,  as  you  will  fee  by  the 
following  journal. 

On  Sunday  the  24th  of  September,  we  failed 
from  Grave  fend ,  and  the  next  day  were  oppofite 
ihe  IJle  of  Wight .  The  wind  then  turning  againft 
us,  we  did  nothing  for  five  days  and  nights  but 
fail,  for  four  hours,  in  the  midfl  of  bluffering 
winds  and  (urging  waves,  from  the  IJle  of  Wight 
towards  the  South  of  France ,  and  the  next  four 
hours  back  again  ;  and  fo  alternately.  We  were 
molt  part  of  this  time  fick.  Plow  furprizing  it  is 
that  any  would  think  of  riding  this  great  monitor, 
except  for  the  fervice  of  God.~ 


But,  for  Him 

Labour  is  reft,  and'pain  is  fweet. 

On  Thurfday  the  28th  at  night,  we  had  a  very 
providential  deliverance  from  being  run  down 
by  a  large  coal-fhip,  about  three  times  as  large 
as  our  brig.  It  was  with  great  difficulty  that  we 
{lipped.  on  one  fide  of  her,  after  receiving  from 
deck  a  general  alarm  of  our  danger;  but  the  Lord 
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was  with  us.  On  the  day  before,  the  Lord  was 
extraordinarily  pfefent  with  me  in  my  little  bed¬ 
chamber  :  he  did  indeed  pour  out  the  confolations 
of  his  Spirit  largely  :  and  ftreams  of  filial,  peni¬ 
tential  tears  did,  in  an  unulual  ma'nner,  flow  from 
ihy  eyes. 

I  efieem  my  little  bedchamber  (or  ffate-room) 
a  peculiar  gift  of  God.  It  is  taken  out  of  the 
Peerage.;  and  is  fo  far,  on  the  one  hand,  from 
the  common  failors,  ami,  on  the  other,  from  tire 
cabin- paffengers,  that  all  is  (till  and  quiet,  and 
here  I  can  be  with  God:  and,  bleffed  be  his  name, 
lie  docs  make  it  my  fanthim  Jandlorum,  the  Holy 
of  Holies,  filling  it  (my  foul  at  lead)  with  light 
and  glory.  Here  is  no  one  to  diffurb  me  but  the 
two  cabin-boys,  who  are  feparated  from  me  by  a 
partition,  and  whom  I  am  able  to  keep  in  good 
order. 

On  Saturday  the  30th,  we  were  obliged  to  take 
fhelter  in  St.  Helen’s ,  and  the  -next  day  got  up  to 
Spithead ,  which  gave  me  an  opportunity,  with  my 
Brethren,  of  vifiting  our  friends  in  Portfmouth . 
Brother  Warrenner  preached  in  the  town  in  the 
afternoon,  and  I  gave  our  friends  a  fermon  on  the 
necelfity  of  the  New-Birth  in  the  evening  on  the 
Common.  On  Monday  evening  my  congregation 
was  larger  than  on  the  day  before,  when  I  endea¬ 
voured  to  lead  the  people  to  Chrifl,  by  the  flar 
which  the  wife  men  faw  in  the  Eafl.  On  Tuefday 
evening  I  took  my  leave  of  that  kind  people, 
{hewing  them  the  necelfity  of  a  death  unto  fin, 
and  of  having  their  lives  hid  with  Chrifl:  in  God, 
after  preaching  we  concluded  with  the  Lord's 
Supper  :  and  our  Lord  did  affuredly  condefcend 
to  acknowledge  his  own  facred  ordinance.  It  was 
a  precious  time. 

About  midnight,  the  tide  being  a  little  in  our 
favour,  I  fet  off  for  our  fhip,  being  engaged  to  re¬ 
turn  every  night.  I  had  feven  miles  to  fail,  viz. 
to  the  Mother-Bank ,  near  the  IJle  oj  Wight  j  and 
the  wind  was  fo  boifterous,  that  my  kind  pilot 
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(who  is  Mi  (ter  of  the  Commi  ffi  oner’s  yacht.)  after 
row  in  a  me  about  two  miles,  advifed  me  to  return 
to  his  vacht,  which  lay  in  the  harbour.  He  and 
his  men  accordingly  rowed  me  there,  where,  after 
fome  refrefhment,  I  lay  down  on  a  couch  (there 
being  no  bed)  and  flept  for  about  three  hours. 
How  much  better  off  was  I  than  rnv  mod  honour¬ 
ed  Mailer,  who  had  not  where  to  lay  his  head  ! 

_ _ Early  in  the  morning  they  brought  me  to  the 

brig  ;  and  for  eight  days  more  we  were  detained 
by  t he  winds. 

On  Thurlday  the  5th  of  Oftober,  we  had  the 
higheft  llonn  that  has  been  remembered  on  that 
co  a  it  for  thefe  fix  years,  according  to  the  accounts 
of  the  neighbouring  inhabitants.  A  frnall  Hoop 
got  entangled  in  the  cable  of  one  of  our  anchors, 
which  was  likely  to  do  11s  much  damage,  and  to 
ruin  the  Hoop  ;  but  what  fmall  things  are  thefe,  to 
thofe  whofe  anchor  is  cad  within  the  vail.  On 
Sunday  the  8th,  we  read  prayers  and  a  fermon  to  ' 
the  cabin-paffengers,  the  tailors  not  appearing. 

On  Wednefday  the  11th  we  removed  to  Yar¬ 
mouth- Harbour  ^  in  the  IJle  of  Wight ,  and  the  next 
day  were  in  great  danger  of  being  run  down  by  a 
frigate,  which  by  mercifully  endeavouring  to  avoid 
us,  run  on  (bore  ;  but  the  Ihore  confiding  chiefly 
of  mud,  the  frigate  received  no  damage.  On 
Thurfday  the  12th,  we  failed  into  the  Channel, 
and  got  to  the  Land’ s-End  on  the  14th. 

Sunday  the  15th,  Brother  Warrenner  read  pray¬ 
ers  and  I  preached,  endeavouring  to  explain  the 
nature  of  our  Chridian  calling,  the  neceflity  of 
walking  worthy  of  it,  and  the  way  thereto,  with 
a  clofe  application  of  the  whole  :  the  failors  for 
the  fird  time  were  prefent. 

Sunday  the  22d,  I  went  on  deck  about  half  an 
hour  before  funrifepand  had  the  pleafure  of  feeing 
the  moll  glorious  fight  I  ever  beheld,  except  once 
on  my  former  voyage  to  America .  The  Eadern 
fky  was  covered  with  a  mod  beautiful  canopy  of 
purple*  which  was  all  over  decorated  with  fp'angles 
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©f  gold.  1  he  heavens  did  indeed  declare  the  glory 
of  God.  I  would,  I  think  at  any  time  go  ten  miles 
to  lee  fo  noble  a  difplay  of  the  handywork  of  my 
Maker.  And  this  God  is  my  God  r  what  a  ravifh- 
ing  confederation  .’-—Twice  this  day  we  read  the 
prayersof  our  Liturgy.  In  the  morning  I  enlarged 
on  the  nature  of  Repentance  and  JuBification  ; 
and  Brother  Clarke  in  the  afternoon  gave  a  roufing 
fermon  on  thole  impudent  words  of  Pharaoh , 
“  Who  is  the  Lord,  that  I  fhould  obey  his  voice  ?5> 
But  alas  !  they  are  all  like  the  deal  adder,  thatre- 
fules  to  heat  ken  to  the  voice  of  the  charmer,  charm 
he  never  fo  wifely. 


Tuelday  the  17th.  We  have  had  little  elfe  but 
itorms.and  fqualls  fince  we  failed.  But  this  morn* 
ing  a  molt  alarming  cireumflance  called  forth  all 
our  attention.  A  leak  was  obferved  in  that  part 
of  our  Blip  which  lies  under  the  cabin  ;  and  wc 
are  now  about  half  way  between  the  two  Conti¬ 
nents.  'However,  after  long  examination,  it  was 
found  that  the  leak  was  above  the  furface  of  the 
water,  and  that  the  water  came  in  only  when 
the  fhip  heeled  (as  they  term  it.)  It  was  the 
opinion  both  of  t It e  Captain  and  Mate,  that  no¬ 
thing  could  be  done  to  flop  the  breach  ;  but  that 
our  pumps  could  eafily  command  it,  if  it  did  not 
increafe. 

LaB  night  they  were  obliged  to  fhut  tfp  all 
the  hatches,  and  for  fome  time  pah  they  have  fhut 
all  the  windows  in  the  cabin.  This  is  indeed  a 
time  for  the  cxcicile  of  resignation.  May  Lduly 
improve  it,  whether  it  end  in  life  or  death.  The 
bailors,  this  night,  for  the  firft.  time,  joined  us  in 
y-prayec. 

Friday  the  27th.  LaB  night  was  the  moll  tem- 
peBous  I  ever  knew  at  fea.  The  Captain  lays 
that  he  has  not  known  l’uch  a  night  thefe  ten 
years.  Though  we  lay  to,  they  were  very  ap- 
prehenfive  that  the  wind  would  break  the  inain- 
maB,  and  about  midnight  lent  dow.n  for  two  hat¬ 
chets,  that  they  might  cut  it  away  if  neceftary, 
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'Rut  our  Lord  fittcth  above  the  water  floods. 
This  morning  we  found  that  the  leak  lets  in  mois 
water  than  it  did  yeflerday.  I  retired  in  the  morn¬ 
ing  to  medritate  ferioufly  on  that  circum  fiance. 
I  con  fide  red,  What  reafon  have  I  to  defire  to  live  t 
I  have  really  forfaken  all  for  Child,  and  ha\c 
neither  motive  nor  defire  to  live  but  for  the 
Church  of  Chrift.  And  why  fhould  mv  deans 
be  fo  {fronton  that  account?  With  what  perfect 
eafe  can  the  Lord  fill  up  my  province  with  one 
that  is  infinitely  better  qualified  ?  1  am  therefore 

willing  to  die.  I  do  love  my  God,  and  have  an 
indubitable  affurance  that  whatever  is  wanting 
he  will  fully  fupply,  before  he  takes  me  into  the 
world  of  fpirits. 

Sunday  the  29th.  During  divine  fervice,  molt 
of  the  tailors  being  prefenr,  I  delivered  my  foul  : 
infomuch  that  one  of  the  paiTengers,  a  gay,  irre- 
legions  young  man,  retired  after  the  fervice,  and 
wrote  me  a  letter,  informing  me  that  I  was  not 
his  pa  ft  or,  and  infilled  on  receiving  the  ufage 
which  as  a  paffenger  and  a  gentleman  he  had  a 
claim  to,  A  few  fair  words  brought  him  into 
good  humour. 

Tuefday  the  31ft.  We  find  that  our  leak  has 
not  increafed.  1  feem  now  to  be  lea-proof,  and 
can  devote  my  whole  day  to  reading,  writing, 
and  religious  exercifes.  A  confiderable  part  ot 
the  time  I  fpend  in  fludying  the  French  language, 
particularly  the  Grammar  and  the  French  Fxer- 
cifes.  Three  or  four  hours  I  employ  daily  in  con¬ 
verting  in  French  with  our  ever  oleffed  Lord  and 
the  infpired  Writers.  Sometimes,  for  a  little 
variety,  1  read  Virgil  ;  and  every  day  a  Canto 
out  of  the  works  of  Edmund,  Spenfer ,  the  Lnglifh 
Virgil.  I  am  allonifhed  the  writings  of  Spenfer 
are  not  more  read.  His  genius  and  flrength  of 
imagination  were  amazing  ;  and  from  his  allego¬ 
ries  may  be  extracted  fome  of  the  mofl  inftru&ive 
lcffons  of  Religion  :  indeed  I  grudge  not  ihe 
twenty  fhillings  I  gave  for  his  works.  With  fuel* 
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company  as  the  above,  I  think,  I  could  live  con. 
tentedly  in  a  tub. 

Wednefday,  Nov.  i.  We  are  likely  to  have 

a  long  patTage  :  but  this  fingle  confideration _ . 

that  I  am  in  the  very  place  where  God  would 
have  me  to  be,  and  am  going  on  the  very  bufmefs 
which  God  has  alloted  for  me - is  a  fufficient 

upport  under  every  trial:  and  this  alfurance, 

bleffed  be  God,  1  do  poflefs  fully  and  fatis- 
iactonly. 

Nov.  5.  I  endeavoured  to  enforce  the  neccflity 
of  believing  on  the  Lord  Jefus  Chrift,  after  ex¬ 
plaining  the  nature  of  Faith,  ancl  the  Salvation 
winch  proceeds  therefrom.  O  that  the  Lord 
would  open  their  dull  ears  ! 

Nov.  7.  Brother  Hammct  was  taken  ill  with 
a  ht  of  the  ague;  but  by  adminiftering  to  him 
?n  emetic  on  the  next  day,  and  a  purge  on  the 

following,  I  truft  it  is  gone,  through  theblefW 
o i  God.  0 

Sunday  25.  This  day  one  of  the  main-hays 
cn  the  main-malt  broke,  but  it  has  been  tolerably 
repaired.  7 

Monday  26.  The  other  main-ftay  has  alfo 
given  way,  but  is  now  repaired.  Our  tackling 
iias  xeccived  great  injury  from  the  fevere  gales  of 
wind  which  we  have  met  with,  with  hardly  any 
interruption  from  the  time  we  failed.  Brother 
Clarke's  hair  falls  off  wonderfully  ;  but  he  bears 

himfelf  up  with  great  courage,  as  do  the  other 
Brethren. 

i  huifday  ^o.  A  dreadful  gale  blew  from  the 
North- Welt.  At  ten  at  night,  I  heard  the  Cap¬ 
tain’s  wife  crying  out  in  the  moft  dreadful  fright 
and  prefently  Mr.  Hilditch  (one  of  the  paftengei&j 
came  running  and  crying,  “  Pray  for  us,  Dodor, 
pray  for  us,  for  we  are  juft  gone  1  came  out 
*>f  my  ftate-room,  and  found  that  a  dreadful  hur¬ 
ricane  (I  afluredly  may  call  it)  had  juft  ariLn. 
f  fhip  was  on  hei  beam-ends.  lhcy  had  not 

time 
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time  to  take  down  the  forefail,  and  were  juft  go- 
jntT  to  cut  away  the  main-malt  as  the  la  ft  remedy, 
expeding  every  moment  that  the  (hip  would  be 
filled  with  water  and  fink.  My  brethren  and 
myfelf  at  this  awful  moment  retired  into  a  corner 
to  pray,  and  I  think  l  may  fay  we  all  felt  a  per¬ 
fect  refignation  to  the  will  of  God.  1  hrough 
orace,  1  think  1  may  affert,  that  I  was  entirely 
delivered  from  the' fear  of  death.  But  Brother 
llamnut  was  fuperior  to  us  all  in  faith  for  the  oc- 
cafion.  His  firit  prayer  (if  it  could  be  called  by 
that  name)  was  little  elle  than  a  deciaiation  of  the 
full  affurance  he  potfclfed  that  God  would  deliver 
us  :  and  his  fecond  addrefs  to  God  was  a  thank!- 
giving  for  our  deliverance.  It  was  not  till  after 
this,  and  after  we  had  fung  a  hymn  together,  that 
the  fore-fail  was  fhivered  in  pieces,  and  by  that 
means  the  malts  were  faved,  and  probably  the 
(liip  itfelf.  It  is  awful  to  hear  the  Captain  and 
one  of  the  paffengers  who  was  on  deck  during 
this  tremendous  tempelt,  give  a  iclation  of  it.  It 
appeared  to  them  as  it  the  clouds,  the  air,  and  the 
water,  were  all  mixed  together.  After  the  im¬ 
mediate  danger  was  over,  we  drove  with  the  wind, 
which  carried  us  with  nothing  but  the  bare  poles, 
at  the  rate  of  fix  miles  an  hour  lor  eight  hours  and 

a  half; 

Monday,  Dec.  4.  This  night  was  molt  dread¬ 
ful.  The  Tailors  were  juft  like  the  meffengers  of 
job ,  coming  one  after  another  with  dil'mal  tidings, 
that  now  one  rope  was  broke,  and  now  another* 
Ail  the  hatches  were  doled,  as  they  had  been 
twice  before.  And  now  the  whole  fbip  began  to 
ooze  at  every  joint.  The  next  morning  we  held 
a  little  council.  The  Captain  being  convinced 
of  the  impoilibility  of  reaching  the  port  of  Hali¬ 
fax  this  winter,  it  was  the  unanimous  opinion  of 
all,  that  no  other  refuge  was  left  us,  under  God, 
but  to  fail  with  all  pofliblc  expedition  for  the 
Weft- Indies.  At  prefent  our  fails  appear  like 
wafers.  Our  topes  are  <]uiu  white,  ail  the  tar 
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being  vVofhcd  off;  in  fhort,  the  fhip  mav  already 
be  laid  .0  be  half  a  wreck.  We  have 'this  day 
agreed  to  enter  upon  an  allowance  of  water  and 
levcral  other  things  :  but  the  greatelt  trial  of  all 
to  me  is,  the  having  hardly  any  candles  remain¬ 
ing  .  but  to  the  glory  of  God  I  can  fay,  That  to 
me  to  live  is  Chuff,  and  to  die  is  gain.  It  is 
very  remarkable,  that  fince  we  came  near  the 
Banks  of  Newfoundland,  I  have  had  a  Itronv  per- 
luafion,  and  I  believe,  a  divine  one,  that  we 
(ball  be  driven  to  the  Weft-Indies.  For  about 
three  weeks  pa  ft,  we  have  gained  upon  the 
whole  but  one  hundred  and  twenty  miles;  doirnr 
nothing  in  the  general  but  lying  at  the  mercy  of 
the  waves.  -  ■  c  ,  •  J 


Dec.  15.  This  day  we  had  the  pleafure  of  feeinc 
one  of  the  tiopic  birds  with  a  molt  beautiful  plut 
mage.  Several  of  the  clouds  alfo  in  the  morning 

appeared  in  columns  m  a  manner  I  had  never 
leen  before. 

A  remarkable  phenomenon  appeared  a  few 
nights  ago  The  Captain  and  all  on  deck  faw  a 
light,  like  the  light  which  a  fhip  holds  out  when 
it  palfes  by  another  fhip.  They  all  laid  they 
could  fwear  that  they  faw  it.  It  feemed  quite 
near  to  them.  The  Captain  called  for  his  trumpet 
to  fpeak  to  the  people  of  the  {Lip:  but  before  the 
tiurnpet  came,  ihe  light  was  gone,  and  we  knew 
no  more  of  it. 


.  This  ^ay  we  landed  in  Antigua ,  and 

m  going  up  the  town  of  St.  John's  we  met  Brother 
Baxter  m  his  band,  going  to  perform  divine  fer- 
vice.  After  a  little  refrefhment  I  went  to  our 
Chapel,  and  read  prayers,  preached,  and  adminif- 
tered  the  facrament.  I  had  one  of  the  cleaned 
audiences  I  ever  faw.  All  the  negro  women  were 
drefied  in  white  linen  gowns,  petticoats,  handker¬ 
chiefs  and  caps  :  and  I  did  not  fee  the  lead  fpot 
on  any  of  them.  The  men  were  alfo  d reded  as 
neatly.  In  the  afternoon  and  evening  I  had  very 
large  congregations,  9  J 

Jan, 


Tan.  5,  17^7*  1  have  preachedin  this  town  twice 
a  day.  The  houfe  ufed  to  be  filled  in  theevenings 
about*  an  hour  before  the  time  of  preaching  :  and 
I  have  made  it  a  rule  to  begin  about  half  an  hour 
before  the  time.  Our  Society  in  this  ifl  md  is  near 
two  thoufand  ;  but  the  Ladies  and  Gentlemen  of 
the  town  have  lo  filled  the  houlc,  that  the  poor, 
dear  negroes  who  built  it,  have  been  almoil  en¬ 
tirely  Ihut  out,  except  in  the  mornings  :  and  yet 
they  bear  this,  not  only  wiih  patience,  but  with 
joy.  Two  or  three  times  I  have  pleached  in  the 
country.  Our  friends  who  invite  us  to  their  houfes, 
entertain  us  rather  like  princes  than  lubjecls  : 
herein,  perhaps,  lies  part  ot  our  danger  in  this 
couniry.  The  country  is  very  romantic.  The 
cocoa-tree  is  very  magnificent  *,  and  the  milk  which 
the  nuts  yield,  is  mod  cooling  and  delicious. 
Every  thing  is  new,  and  therefore  the  more  pleafing. 
Lad  week  my  Brethren  with  myfelf  were  invited 
to  dine  with  Prince  William  Henry  by  the  Com¬ 
pany  of  Merchants,  and,  (though  1  do  not  like 
thole  great  feafts,  yet)  led  we  fhould  feem  dilloyal, 
which  would  be  one  of  the  farthed  things  from 
iny  heart,  I  confented  to  do  myfelf  the  honour 
of  going,  with  my  Brethren.  This  day  a  Gen¬ 
tleman  with  whom  I  dined,  intimated  that  if  five 
hundred  a  year  would  detain  me  in  this  ifland, 
I  fhould  not  leave  it.  God  be  praifed,  five  hun¬ 
dred  thoufand  a  year  would  be  to  me  a  feather, 
when  oppofed  to  my  ufefulncls  in  the  Church  oi 
Chrid., 

We  have  held  an  Infant-Conference.  A  prefling 
invitation  has  been  lent  us  to  vifit  St.  Vincent  s  ; 
and  this  evening  we  are  to  fail  for  that  ifland. 
Brother  J^arrcnner  is  to  remain  here.  We  have 
about  twenty  recommendatory  letters.  There  is, 
as  far  as  we  can  at  prelent  judge,  a  fair  opening 
in  St.  Eujlatius.  XA  little  while  ago  Brother  Bax- 
ter  received  two  warm  letters  of  recommendation 
for  that  ifland  :  and  Brother  Hammet  has  juft  re¬ 
ceived  one  for  St.  Hitt's*  We  are  all  in  remark¬ 
able 
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able  good  health.  All  is  of  God.  I  have  no 
doubt  but  it  would  be  an  open  refinance  to  the 
clear  providences  of  the  Almighty,  to  remove 
any  one  of  the  Miffionaries  at  prefent  from  this 
country. 


SECTION  II. 

Dominica ,  Jan,  15,  1787. 

ON  Friday  the  5th  infl,  I  failed  with  Brothers 
Baxter,  Hammet ,  and  Clarke ,  from  Antigua , 
On  Sunday  the  7th,  we  landed  at  this  ifland.  The 
night  before  we  ftopt  on  the  coaft,  and  Brother 
Baxter  and  I  landed,  being  informed  by  our  Cap¬ 
tain  of  one  Mr.  Burn ,  a  Planter,  a  generous  young 
man,  who  lives  within  half  a  mile  of  the  fea,  and 
who  probably  would  be  very  glad  to  encourage  a 
Million  in  the  ifland.  .After  walking  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  we  came  to  a  little  river  which  we  wa¬ 
ded  through,  and  on  calling  up  Mr.  Burn ,  who 
was  gone  to  bed,  he  received  us,  and  enter¬ 
tained  us  couiteoufiy,  and  gave  us  every  encou¬ 
ragement  we  could  expefl  from  an  unawakened 
man  ;  allured  us  he  fhould  be  glad  to  entertain 
the  Minifter  whenever  he  fhould  vilit  his  eftate  ; 
that  there  were  about  four  hundred  Negroes  in 
the  neighbournood,  and  that  he  had  no  doubt 
but  the  few  neighbouring  Planters  Would  give 
us  the  fame  encouragement.  Here  we  met  with 
two  old  Negroes,  who,  I  apprehend,  had  been 
formerly  among  the  Moravians  at  Antigua ,  who 
exceedingly  rejoiced  at  the  thought  that  they 
were  likely  to  have  the  gofpel  preached  to  them 
again. 
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When  we  came  to  Rofeau  ( Dominica )  on  Sun¬ 
day,  we  went  to  the  houle  of  a  Mrs.  Willey ,  a 
Mulatto-Gentlewoman  of  fome  property,  with 
whom  Brother  Baxter  had  fome  acquaintance  at 
Antigua .  She  received  us  with  great  joy  and 
kirtdnefs,  and  gave  notice  1  fhould  preach  in 
her  houfe  at  four  in  the  afternoon.  1  he  congre¬ 
gation  was  confiderably  larger  than  the  houfe 
could  contain,  and  heard  in  general  with  deep 
attention,  whilft  I  endeavoured  to  dftplay  to 
them  the  ele£t,  precious  Corner-Stone,  and  the 
way  of  being  built  upon  Him.  1  would  have 
taken  the  dreet,  if  the  Brethren  had  not  thought 
it  bed  for  me  not  to  be  too  bold,  till  1  had  wait¬ 
ed  on  the  Governor,  which  I  intended  doing  on 
my  return.  We  alfo  vilited  the  barracks,  and 
there  found  two  foidiers  who  had  been  in  our 
Society  in  Ireland,  and  exprelfed  very  earned 
defires  that  a  Midion  might  be  fixed  in  this 
iiland.  In  the  evening  we  got  into  our  fchooner, 
and  after  failing  by.  Martinico  and  St.  Lucia , 
we  landed  at  Kingjlon ,  St.  Vincetit’sf  on  Tueiday 
the  9th. 

Here  we  have  a  very  fair  profpeef,  Brother 
Baxter  introduced  us  to  one  IV Iv.Claxton,  a  man  of 
property*  He  was  awakened  by  the  rninidry  of 
Mr.  Gilbert ,  and  met  in  Clafs  at  Antigua  for  fome 
lime,  but  had  never  heard  Brother  Baxter.  He 
has  much  of  the  fpirit  of  a  Methodid  :  his  wife 
.alio  fears  God.  The  evening  after  we  landed,  I 
preached  in  his  houle  to  a  large  congregation. 
On  Wednefday  the  10th,  We  fet  off  for  the  plan¬ 
tation  of  Mr.  Clapham ,  a  Gentleman  of  fortune, 
nearly  related  by  law  to  Sifter  Baxter •  He  was 
previoudy  informed  of  our  intentions  10  wait  upon 
him,  and  fent  horfes  for  us.  He  lives  about  nine 
or  ten  miles  from  Kingflon.  We  were  received 
with  very  great  kindnels.  In  the  evening  I 
preached  in  his  large  parlour  ;  and  on  inform¬ 
ing  him  that  Brother  Clarke  was  to  remain  in  the 
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ifland,he  gave  him  a  prefling,  general  invitation; 
obferved,  it  was  poflible  he  might  have  acciden¬ 
tally  Tome  company  who  would  look  upon  a  fer- 
mon  as  an  intruflon,  but  in  that  cafe  Mr.  Clarke  at 
the  proper  time  might  convene  the  Negroes  into 
a  large  boarded  room  which  was  feparatefrom  the 
houfe  :  and  that  he  would  fpeak  to  Mr.  jfackfony 
a  neighbouring  Gent  leman,  who,  he  did  not  doubt, 
would  readily  enter  on  the  fame  plan.  In  my 
way  to  Mr.  Clapham's,  I  called  at  the  houfe  of  one 
Mr.  Morgan,  a  Gentleman  of  large  property,  whofe 
Lady  (lie  not  being  at  home)  informed  us  that 
Mr.  Clarke  would  be  always  welcome  to  in(lru& 
and  preach  to  their  Negroes  at  proper  hours. 

On  my  return  to  Kingjton ,  I  found  that  our 
friend  Claxton  had  fitted  up  with  feats  a  large 
warehoufe  or  cellar  for  a  Preaching-houfe  ;  and 
alio  two  fmall  rooms  for  the  Preacher,  one  for  his 
bed-chamber,  and  the  other  for  his  fludy.  We 
aifo  waited  on  the  Prefident  of  the 'Council,  who 
a£ts  as  Governor,  the  late  Governor  being  dead, 
and  the  vacancy  not  yet  filled  up.  He  alfo  re¬ 
ceived  us  with  great  courtefy,  wifhed  us  fuccefs, 
and  gave  permillion  to  Brother  Clarke  to  preach 
in  the  Court-houle  on  Sundays.  A  Gentleman 
of  fortune  in  Kingjton ,  Mr.  Steward ,  who  keeps  a 
very  large  fhop  or  warehoufe,  and  with  whom 
we  dined,  is  rejoiced  above  meafure  at  our  vifit. 
He  made  me  a  prefent  of  a  large  cocoa-nut- (hell 
very  curioully  engraved  and  let  in  filver.  To 
Brother  Hammet  he  gave  a  feal,  worth,  I  fuppofe, 
three  or  four  guineas  ;  and  to  Brother  Baxter  a 
pocket  dreffing-table  for  {having,  &c.  worth,  I 
luppole,  two  guineas.  lo  Brother  Clarke ,  he 
laid,  he  would  make  no  prefent  then  ;  for,  fays 
he,  I  fh all  have  him  near  me  when  you  are 
gone,  and  he  {hall  never  want.  Pie  was  many 
years  ago  in  our  lociety  in  London ,  and  through 
various  vicifiitudes  is  become  a  very  rich  man, 
though  once  poor.  He  and  Mr.  Claxton  are  be¬ 
ginning 
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ginning  already  to  talk  about  ground  for  a  Preach* 
ing-houfe,  1  formed  a  Glafs  of  fix  whites  as  an 
introduction.  Be  Tides  the  fe,  there  are  fix  or  feven 
of  the  foldiers  in  the  barracks  who  are  deeply  fie¬ 
ri  ous  ;  one  of  them  exhorts.  They  have  built  a 
hut  for  their  public  and  private  meetings  within 
their  barracks,  and  conftantly  meet  together  a t 
five  in  the  morning,  except  when  military  duties 
interfere,  and  then  they  meet  at  half  pad  four  in 
the  morning.  Their  ill-natured  Commander  in 
Chief  will  not  fuffer  Brother  Clarke  to  preach 
within  the  barracks,  but  the  poor  foldiers  were  to 
meet  him  in  Clafs  at  Mr.  Claxton’s>  on  the  day  after 
I, left  St.  Vincent's , 

On  Friday  the  10th,  we  dined,  by  invitation, 
at  Mr.  Otley’s ,  a  Member  of  the  Council,  and  one 
of  the  principal  men,  perhaps  the  fecond  in  the 
iiland;  he  lives  about  feven  miles  from  Kingflon . 
Tie  is  a  very  agreeable  man,  and  his  Lady  has 
fomething  ferious  in  her.  Notwithstanding  there 
were  two  thoughtlcfs  officers  at  dinner  with  us, 
he  gave  Brother  Clarke  a  general  invitation  to 
make  his  houfe  his  home.  Sir  William  Young ,  on 
whom  I  waited  at  Antigua ,  and  who  received  me 
with  very  great  courtefy,  has  a  large  eftate  juft 
by  Mr.  0 1 ley's.  In  fhort  there  is  a  little  Circuit-' 
opened  to  us  already  in  this  iiland  :  nor  fhall  I 
be  furprized  if  Brother  Clarke  has,  in  a  few  weeks, 
five  hundred  Chatecumens  under  his  care.  In 
.  Kingjlon  it  is  furprizing,  with  what  eyes  of  affec¬ 
tion  the  poor  Negroes  look  upon  us,  when  we 
pafs  by  them  :  ^and  one  of  them  was  overheard 
telling  his  companions,  “  Thefe  men  were  im¬ 
ported  for  u s.}>  There  is  a  Member  of  the  Af- 
i’embly,  to  whom  I  had  ftrong  letters  of  recom¬ 
mendation,  on  whom  I  had  not  time  to  call. 
There  is  alfo  another  Gentleman  who  is  perfonally 
known  to  Brother  Baxter ,  and  who  has  fix  of 
our  pious  Antigua  Negroes  on  his  plantation,  on 
whom  alfo  we  had  not  time  to  wait.  It  is  iinpof- 
iible  to  have  any  doubt  concerning  the  will  of 
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God,  in  refpeft;  to  the  appointment  of  a  Miffio- 
nary  for  this  illand  :  in  refpefl  to  Antigua  and  St, 
Vincent’s ,  all  is  as  clear  as  if  it  was  written  with  a 
fun-beam. 

The  Illand  of  St.  Vincent’s  is  romantic  beyond 
any  thing  I  ever  faw  before.  The  hanging  rocks, 
fugar-canes,  cotton  and  coffee  plantations,  &c. 
make  fuch  a  beautifully — variegated  Icene,  that  I 
was  delighted  with  it  ;  but,  I  truft,  did  not  lole 
light  of  the  great  Author  of  the  whole. 

Monday,  January  15,  we  landed  again  at  Ro* 
fcau  f  Dominica.)  We  intended  being  here  yelter- 
day,  But  were  prevented  by  a  calm.  After  break- 
faff  we  waited  on  the  Governor,  who  received 
us  very  politely,  and  fignified  his  approbation  of 
our  plan  of  elfablifhing  Millions  among  the  Ne¬ 
groes.  Afterwards  we  came  to  the  plantation  of 
Mr.  Cherrurier  brother  to  Mr.  Cherrurier ,  one  of 
the  Leaders  of  our  Society  in  Dublin,  He  ex- 
prelfes  his  great  defire  of  having  a  Miffionary 
hxed  in  the  illand,  alluring  us  that  he  will  readily 
contribute  to  his  fupport,  and  encourage  his  ufe- 
fulnefs.  I  think  the  Lord  will  foon  have  mercy 
on  this  Illand. 

This  evening  we  examined  minutely  that  won¬ 
derful  little  infeff,  the  Fire-Fly.  It  appears  as 
if  he  had  a  real  fpark  of  fire  continually  burning 
in  his  belly.  We  could  lee  what  a  clock  it  was 
in  a  dark  room  with  the  help  of  one  of 
them. 

Tuefday  the  16th,  we  fet  off  for  St.  Chrijlo - 
pher’s ,  where  we  arrived  on  Thurfday.  •  On  our 
arrival,  we  found  that  intelligence  had  been  fent 
here  from  Antigua ,  of  our  intention  of  vifiting 
this  illand  :  and  a  houfe  was  provided  for  us  to 
lodge  and  preach  in.  Mr.  Cable,  a  Mulatto 
Gentleman,  a  Printer,  has  fhewn  us  the  utmofl 
kindnefs  and  attention.  A  Mrs*  Seaton  alio, 
a  Mulatto  Gentlewoman,  has  been  very  kind. 
The  two  laft  Mentioned,  deeply  fear  God.  One 
Mr.  Bertie,  a  Jeweller,  is  likely  to  become  a 
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fincere  friend.  On  Thurfday  evening  I  had 
a  good  congregation,  confidcring  the  notice 

given. 

On  Friday  the  19th,  we  went  with  tome  recom¬ 
mendatory  letters  to  the  ifland  of  Nevis ,  which  is 
very  near  St.  Chrijtopher’s  but  it  proved  to  all 
appearance  the  molt  ufclcls  as  well  as  the  moil 
expcnfive  journey  that  we  have  taken,  "We  v/cie 
received  politely,  but  every  door  teemed  fhut. 
againlt  our  miniftry. 

On  our  return  to  St.  Chriftophtr's  we  received 
an  invitation  to  preach  in  the  Court-houle. 
Brother  Hammet  preached  on  Sunday  afternoon, 
and  I  in  the  evening.  The  crowd  was  prodigious 
in  the  evening.  Six  or  feven  principal  Gentle¬ 
men  of  the  town  have  invited  us  to  their  houles, 
to  fome  of  which  we  have  gone.  Among  the  reft, 
was  the  Parfon  of  the  parifh.  Our  friends  have 
rented  a  convenient  houle  for  Brother  Hammet . 

A  Gentleman  in  the  ifland  of  Nevis ,  (Mr.  Bra¬ 
zier,  a  Member  of  the  Aflembly)  has  lent  an  invi¬ 
tation  to  Brother  Hammet  to  come  over  to  preach 
to  the  Negroes.  An  illegitimate  fon  of  the  Prefi- 
dent  of  the  Council  of  Nevis ,  has  alfo  given  Bro¬ 
ther  Hammet  an  invitation  to  pieach  in  his  houfe 
at  Charlefion ,  the  principal  town  in  the  ifland  of 
Nevis.  So  that  our  journey  to  that  ifland  has  not 
been  fo  fruitlefs  as  we  imagined.  We  have  lately 
feen  a  curious  fifh  exattly  like  a  land  hedge-hog, 
but  when  drefled,  it  eats  as  well  as  a  turtle. 

On  Wednefday  the  24th,  we  failed  from 
Bajfe-Terre,  St.  Kitt’s,  and  flopped  at  Sandy-Pointy 
a  town  in  the  fame  ifland,  where  we  called  on 
one  Mr.  Sommerfal ,  a  Gentleman  of  property,  at 
whofe  houfe  Mr.  Tunnel ,  one  of  our  American 
Elders  who  took  a  voyage  to  St.  Kitt’s  for  his 
health,  once  preached.  He  promifed  us  that  he 
would  confult  with  fome  of  his  friends  in  the 
neighbourhood,  and  with  them  endeavour  to 
procure  a  proper  plaoe  for  Mr.  Hammet  to  preach 
in. 
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In  the  afternoon  we  landed  at  St.  Eujiatiils, 
and  were  met  by  two  black  men,  who  alked  us 
whether  we  were  not  Tome  of  the  Brethren  (I 
thought  they  meant  the  Moravians,  but  after¬ 
wards  found  they  meant  the  Methodifls,)  .1  told 
them  we  were  of  the  fame  kind  :  then,  faid  they, 
if  you  will  come  with  us,  we  will  fhew  you 
your  home.  I  told  them  that  we  wanted  to  fee 
Captain  de  Lion  ;  the  Captain  of  the  Blacks,  to 
whom  we  had  recommendatory  letters.  You  had 
better,  laid  they,  go  home  firft.  And  accordingly 
they  brought  us  to  a  very  comfortable  houfe  be¬ 
longing  to  a  family  of  free  Blacks,  where  we  have 
been  mod.  hofpitably  entertained.  Some  ferious 
free  Blacks  had  received  intelligence,  I  find,  from 
vSt.  Kitt’s  of  our  intention  to  vifit  them,  and  had 
|omed  together  to  bear  the  expence  of  fupporting 
us.  in  the  evening  a  pretty  congregation,  with¬ 
out  any  regular  notice,  was  gathered  together  : 
but  being  now  in  the  dominions  of  a  foreign 
Power  •  ( Eujlatius  belonging  to  the  Dutch J  I 
thought  it  prudent  to  inform  the  people  that  I 
fhould  not  preach  that  evening,  as  I  had  not 
waited  on  the  Governor:  and  yet,  notwithftand- 
ing,  we  were  obliged  to  pray  three  times,  and  fing 
twice,  before  they  would  go  away.  The  Lord 
raifed  up  lately  a  Negro*flave  whole  name  is 
Harry  (who  was  brought  herefrom  the  Continent, 
and  who  was  formerly  a  member  of  our  Society) 
to  prepare, our  way.  Harry  did  Fo  grieve  in  fpirit 
at  the  wickednefs  of  the  people  around  him,  that 
at  laft  the  fire  broke  forth,  and  he  bore  a  public 
teflimony  for  Jefus.  The  Governor  came  to  hear 
him,  and  approved  of  what  he  faid :  but  in  a  little 
time  the  poor  flaves  were  fo  affe£led  under  the 
word,  that  many  of  them  fell  down  as  if  they 
were  dead,  and  fome  of  them  would  remain  in  a, 
ilate  of  liupor  for  fome  hours.  One  night  fix- 
teen  of  them  fell  down  in  this  manner.  Then 
the  Governor  fent  for  Harry ,  and  forbad  him  to 
pleach  any  more  under  fevere  penalties.  He 
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would  have  ordered  him  to  be  whipped,  if  the 
Fifchal  or  fupreme  Judge,  who  was  prefent  at  the 
fame  time,  had  not  obferved  that  he  had  done  no¬ 
thing  worthy  of  corporal  punifhmcnt.  Harry  has 
awakened  about  twenty  fouls,  who  are  willing 
immediately  to  be  put  into  Clafs.  There  is  alfo  a 
black  woman  here  who  came  from  America ,  who 
loves  God.  The  day  after  Harry's  mouth  was 
flopped,  we  landed,  to  the  joy  of  his  poor  little 
flock  ;  and  on  the  day  we  landed,  the  Governor 
was  taken  ill. 

Thurfday  the  25th,  we  waited  on  the  Captain 
of  the  ifland,  who  now  reprefents  the  Governor, 
and  on  the  Fifchal  or  Judge.  The  Fifchal  told 
us  that  we  mull  be  private,  till  the  Court  had 
confidered.  whether  our  Religion  fhould  be  tole¬ 
rated  or  not.  The  Captain  alfo  ordered  us  to  pre¬ 
pare  our  Confelhon  of  Faith  and  Credentials,  and 
to  prefent  them  to  the  Court  on  Saturday  ;  with 
all  which  we  complied.  We  have  been  fince  in¬ 
formed  that  they  were  highly  fatislied  with  our 
Confeffion  :  but  they  ordered  us  to  wait  till  the 
next  Court  for  an  anfwer,  which  will  be  held  on 
Wednefday  in  the  next  week.  They  could  all 
fpeak  Englifh,  except  the  Fifchal,  and  yet  they 
would  converfe  with  us  only  through  an  interpre¬ 
ter:  this  is,  I  fuppofe,  thecuflom.  Indeed,  there 
is  much  more  Englilh  than  Dutch  fpoken  in  this 
ifland. 

Sunday  the  28th,  a  private  meffage  was  fent 
me  that  the  Captain  and  Council  would  be  glad 
to  meet  me  in  the  afternoon  in  a  private  houfe, 
to  which  the  Captain  of  the  Blacks  would  bring 
me  ;  and  hear  me  preach.  I  met  them  accord¬ 
ingly  at  the  time  appointed,  and  preached  before 
them  on  1  John  v.  12.  He  that  hath  the  Son ,  hath 
life .  Our  friend  Captain  de  Lion  tells  me  they 
were  highly  pleafed,  and  in  the  evening  the  in¬ 
terpreter  of  the  Court  lent  us  one  of  his  black 
maid-fervants  to  be  inilruclcd  and  prepared  for 
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baptiTm  r  (lie  really  feeihs,  in  fome  meafure,  tc* 
feel  herfelf  a  (inner* 

We  have  feeri  here  a  moft  curious  fifh.  It  is 
fmall,  but  has  two  horns  on  the  top  of  its  head, 
two  horns  behind,  and  a  tail  like  a  paddle  ;  its 
head  and  eyes  are  exaftly  like  thofe  of  a  hog. 
When  dreffed  it  eats  like  the  flefli  of  chicken. 

Tuefday  the  30th,  I  waited  on  the  Captain 
again,  to  refolve  two  queftions,  1.  Why  do  you 
call  yourfeives  Methodifts  ?  2*  How  are  your 
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ON  Saturday  Feb.  10.  I  fet  fail  from  St. 

Eujlatius  in  a  large  Dutch  (hip,  and  after  an 
agreeable  voyage  of  eighteen  days  arrived  at 
Charlefton- Harbour.  On  taking  leave  of  my  poor 
Black  friends,  they  heaped  upon  me  fuch  a 
quantity  of  feed  cakes,  fweet  buifeuits,  oranges, 
bottles  of  jelly,  &c.  that  we  had  not  confumed 
above  one  half  of  them  on  our  voyage,  although 
there  were  feven  in  the  cabin  to  partaxe  of  them* 
Before  I  left  St*  Eujlatiusr  I  formed  fix  regular 
clafles  *,  and  I  have  no  doubt  but  they  are  all  (one 
perfon  only,  perhaps,  excepted)  at  lea  ft  deeply 
awakened  :  and  that  one  has  evidently  good  de¬ 
fires.  If  I  had  ftaid  there  one  day  more,  I 
think  I  fhoujd  have  formed  a  feventh  Clafs. 
Three  of  them  I  gave  to  the  care  of  Harry ,  which, 
I  expect,  will  foon  multiply  ;  two  to  our  North- 
American  Sifter,  and  one  to  a  black  named 
Samuel. 

The  Captain  of  our  fhip  read  fome  prayers 
and  a  portion  of  facred  Writ  to  his  people  every 
morning  and  evening,  and  a  fermon  on  the 
LordVday  ;  and  though,  I  fear,  there  was  no 

vital 


vital  Religion  among  them,  there  was  the  greateft 
decency  and  propriety  of  condufl  I  ever  faw  in 
a  fhip  ;  and  this/  I  have  been  informed,  is  the 
cafe  with  mod  of  the  fhips  of  Holland .  During 
this  voyage  we  were  very  fuccefsful  in  catching 
dolphins. 

On  the  firft  of  March  I  landed  at  Charhjlon , 
and  fpent  a  comfortable  month  with  the  Infant- 
Society  in  this  city.  Soon  after  I  came  here,  I 
had  the  pleafure  of  opening  a  new  Church,  which 
will  contain  about  fifteen  hundred  people.  From 
that  time  my  congregations  were  very  large.  At 
five  in  the  morning,  about  three  hundred  ufed  to 
attend.  Since  my  vifit  to  the  iflands,  I  have  found 
a  peculiar  gift  for  fpeaking  to  the  Blacks.  It  feems 
to  be  almod  irrefi Bible.  Who  knows  but  the  Lord 
is  preparing  me  for  a  vifit  in  lome  future  time  to 
the  coaft  of  Africa  ? 

About  a  week  before  my  departure  from  this 
city,  Mr.  AJbury  gave  me  the  meeting.  Our  in¬ 
terview  at  firft  was  rather  cool,  but  foon  the  fpirit 
of  peace  and  love  came  upon  us,  and  all  jealoufies 
were  immediately  removed.  The  Preachers  who 
labour  in  this  State  and  Georgia ,  alfo  met  us  here, 
according  to  the  direflion  of  Mr.  AJbury  :  and  in 
our  Conference  which  we  held  together,  the  fpi¬ 
rit  of  concord  and  love  did  eminently  prefide. 
All  was  peace  and  harmony.  And  at  the  public 
ordination  of  two  Deacons,  the  Lord  was  pleafed 
to  pour  out  his  Spirit  largely  upon  us.  As  there 
are  no  more  than  forty  Whites  here  in  Society, 
the  building  of  a  Church  worth  a  thoufand  pounds 
Iterling,  has  filled  the  people  in  general  with 
amazement.  Great  has  been  the  work  of  God  both 
in  this  State  and  that  of  Georgia ,  for  the  little 
time  that  we  have  laboured  in  them.  While  my 
foul  is  exulting  in  the  profperity  of  Zion,  I  feel 
an  additional  pleafure  in  the  thought  that  Georgia 
was  the  refidence  and  fphere  of  Mr.  Wcjley’s  ufe- 
fulnefs  for  fome  years  ;  every  thing  that  is  likely 

to 
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to  give  him  pleafure,  adminiflcring  a  proportion¬ 
able  pleafure  to  me* 

Mr.  AJbury  (who  is  aflfuredly  a  great  man  of 
God)  has  treated  me  with  much  refpeft  :  for  he 
lias  not  only  provided  for  me  a  good  horfe  with 
its  proper  attire,  but  (as  there  is  no  time  to  pro¬ 
cure  a  regular  publication  of  me  at  the  places 
through  which  I  am  to  pals)  has  .delivered  up  to 
me  his  own  plan,  and  intends  to  accompany  me 
to  Nezu-York, 

Much  of  the  glory  and  of  the  hand  of  God 
have  I  feen  in  riding  through  the  Circuit  called 
Pee-Dce ,  in  South- Carotin  a.  When  I  was  in 
America  before,  there  were  but  twenty  in  Society 
in  this  Circuit  :  and  it  was  much  doubted  at  the 
Conference,  whether  it  would  be  for  the  glory  of 
God  to  fend  even  one  Preacher  to  this  part  of  the 
country.  But  now,  chiefly  by  the  means  of  two 
young  men,  Hope  Hull ,  and  Jeremiah  Mafton ,  the 
Societies  confifl  of  eight  hundred  and  t  wenty-three 
members ;  and  no  lefs  than  two  and  twenty  preach- 
ing-houfes  have  been  eretled  in  this  fmgle  Circuit 
in  the  courfe  of  the  la  ft  year.  The  Preachers 
here  ride  about  one  hundred  miles  a  week  on  an 
average  ;  but  the  fwamps  and  moraffes  they  have 
to  pafs  through  in  the  winter,  it  is  tremendous 
to  relate  !  Though  it  is  now  in  the  month  of 
April,  I  was  above  my  knees  in  water  on  horfe- 
back,  in  palling  through  a  deep  morafs,  and  that 
very  late  in  the  evening,  when  it  was  almofl  dark, 
in  order  to  reach  the  houfe  of  Mr.  De  Bujfe  (one 
of  our  friends)  in  whole  neighbourhood  I  was  to 
preach  the  next  day  ;  but  we  had  with  us  a  faith¬ 
ful  guide. 

In  the  courfe  of  our  journey  through  North* 
Carolina ,  I  preached  (among  other  places)  at  the 
houfe  of  Mr.  Hodgins  near  the  town  of  Salijhury • 
He  was  formerly  a  dancing-mailer,  and  has  amaf- 
fed  a  conliderable  fortune,  with  which  he  has 
purchafed  a  large  eftate  :  and  is  now  a  friend  of 
the  gofpel,  and  fome  of  his  family  are  indeed 
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friends  of  God.  He  has  the  fined;  profpeft  from 
his  dwelling-houfe  of  open  lands,  woods,  and 
water,  that,  I  think,  I  have  feen  in  America.  We 
have  in  this  State  got  up  to  the  Cherokee- Indians, 
who  are  in  general  a  peaceable  people.  I  truft, 
the  grace  of  God  will  in  time  get  into  fome  of 
their  hearts. 

In  travelling  through  Virginia ,  our  rides  were 
fo  long  that  wc  were  frequently  on  horfe-back  till 
midnight  after  preaching  in  the  middle  of  the  day. 
Since  I  left  Charlefton,  1  have  got  into  my  old  ro¬ 
mantic  way  of  life,  of  preaching  in  the  midfl  of 
great  forefts,  with  fcores,  and  fometimes  hundreds 
of  horfes  tied  to  the  trees;  which  adds  much  fo- 
lemnity  to  the  feene. 

In  the  courfe  of  my  journey  through  this  State, 
I  vifited  the  county  of  Halifax ,  where  I  met  with 
a  little  perfecution  on  my  former  vifit  to  this 
Continent,  on  account  of  the  public  teflimony  I 
bore  againft  Negro-SlaVery.  I  am  now  informed 
that  foon  after  I  left  the  county  on  my  foimer 
tour,  a  bill  was  prefented  againft  me  as  a  feditious 
perfon  before  the  Grand  Jury,  and  was  found  by 
the  Jury  :  and  ninety  perfons  had  engaged  to 
purfue  me,  and  bring  me  back  again  :  but  their 
hearts  failed  them.  Another  bill  was  alfo  pre¬ 
sented  in  one  of  the  neighbouring  counties,  but 
was  thrown  out.  Many  of  the  people,  I  find, 
imagined  that  I  would  not  venture  amongfl  them 
again.  However,  when  I  came,  they  all  received 
me  with  perfe£t  peace  and  quietnefs  ;  and  my 
vifit,  I  have  reafon  to  believe,  was  made  a  bleffing 
to  many.  Indeed  I  now  acknowledge  that  how¬ 
ever  juft  my  fentiments  may  be  concerning  Slavery, 
it  was  ill  judged  of  me  to  deliver  them  from  the 
pulpit.  A  man  who  purfued  me  with  a  gun  in 
order  to  (hoot  me  when  I  was  in  this  neighbour¬ 
hood  before  (but  this  circumftance  was  then  fe- 
creted  from  me)  is  now  converted  to  God,  and 
become  a  member  of  our  Society, 
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In  Mecklenburg- County  in  this  State,  wherd 
the  Lord  is  not  only  encreating  but  deepening 
his  work  in  a  very  glorious  manner,  we  held 
our  fccond  Conference.  After  fome  little  jea- 
loufies  were  removed,  we  renewed  our  love 
more  clofely  than  ever,  and  our  whole  bufinefs 
was  conduced  with  great  difpatch  and  moll 
perfect  unanimity.  On  the  Lord's -day  I  had 
the  larged  congregation  I  ever  faw  in  America , 
although  there  was  no  town  within  a  great  marry 
miles  of  the  place:  I  think  there  were  about  four 
thoufand  hearers.  We  here  ordained  five  Deacons 
in  public,  and  it  was  a  very  folemn  and  profitable 
time,  I  believe,  to  very  many. 

One  circumftance  at  this  Conference  gave  me 
very  great  pleafure.  Brother  Hawes ,  one  of  our 
Elders,  who  lad  year  was  fent  with  a  Preacher  to 
Kentucke ,  on  the  banks  of  the  Ohio  near  the  Mif- 
fifippi ,  wrote  to  us  a  mod  enlivening  account  of 
the  profpeft  in  his  didrift,  and  earnedly  implored 
fome  further  aflidancc.  “  But,  obferve  !5}  added 
he,  e£  No  one  mud  be  appointed  for  this  country, 
that  is  afraid  to  die  !  For  there  is  now  war  with 
the  Indians,  who  frequently  lurk  behind  the  trees, 
fhoot  the  travellers,  and  then  fcalp  them:  and  we 
have  one  Society  on  the  very  frontiers  of  the  In¬ 
dian  country.’'  After  this  letter  was  read,  a  blef* 
fed  young  man  (Brother  Willianifon)  offered  him- 
felf  as  a  volunteer  for  this  dangerous  work.  What 
can  we  not  do  or  fuffer,  when  the  love  of  Chrid 
condrains  ! 

In  a  few  days  after  this,  we  arrived  at  Richmond . 
Many  of  the  inhabitants,  I  was  informed,  had 
faid  that  I  would  not  dare  to  venture  into  that 
town  (which  is  the  feat  of  Government  in  Virgi¬ 
nia)  on  account  of  a  petition  for  the  abolition  of 
Negro-Slavery  which  had  been  prefented  to  the 
General  Affembly,  and  had  been  fubfcribed  by  a 
very  refpeftable  body  of  freeholders,  the  origin 
of  which  was  attributed  to  me.  But  they  did  not 

know 
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know  me  ;  for  I  am  a  plain  blunt  man,  that  goes 
cHreftly  on.  However,  inftead  of  oppofition,  the 
Governor  of  the  State  who  refides  there,  ordered 
the  Court-houfe  to  be  opened  to  me,  and  a  very 
refpeftabie  and  very  attentive  congregation  I  was 
favoured  with. 

From  Richmond  to  Alexandria ,  which  is  a  hun¬ 
dred  and  twenty  miles  or  thereabouts,  wc  have  no 
Societies.  At  one  of  the  inns  we  joined  a  com¬ 
pany  of  agreeable  men,  who  were  not  unacquain¬ 
ted  with  the  Methodifls,  though  they  weie  unac¬ 
quainted  with  God.  Thefe  gentry  laid  a  plot  for 
us,  I  have  reafon  to  believe.  For  in  our  ft r It  difli 
of  tea  there  was  a  little  talle  of  rum  ;  in  our  le- 
oond  a  little  more  :  but  the  third  was  lo  Itrong, 
that  on  our  complaining  of  a  conlpiracy,  it  leerned 
as  if  the  rum  had  fprung  into  our  tea  of  itlelf,  for 
both  company  and  waiters  iolcmnly  protelted  they 
were  innocent. 

On  the  1  a  ft  day  of  April  Mr.  AJbury  and  I  ar¬ 
rived  at  Baltimore;  and  on  the  next  day  our  third 
and  lalt  Conference  began  ;  when,  behold!  Satan 
exerted  his  utmoft  fubtilty. 

Never  furely  was  more  external  peace  and  li¬ 
berty  enjoyed  by  the  Church  of  God  or  any  part 
of  it,  fince  the  fall  of  man,  than  we  enjoy  in  Ame¬ 
rica  :  and  every  thing  ieems  to  be  falling  before 
the  power  of  the  word.  What  then  remained  for 
the  infernal  ferpent,  but  to  fow  the  leeds  of  Ichifni 
and -divifion  among  ourfelves.  But,  glory  be  to 
God,  yea,  glory  for  ever  be  afenbed  to  hisfacred 
name,  the  devil  was  compieatly  defeated.  Our 
painful  contefts,  I  truff,  have  produced  the  molt 
indilfoluble  union  between  my  Brethren  and  me. 
We  thoroughly  perceived  the  mutual  purity  of 
each  other’s  intentions  in  reipect  to  the  points  ia 
difpute.  We  mutually  yielded,  and  mutually 
iubmitted  ;  and  the  filken  cords  of  love  and  alFcc- 
tion  were  tied  to  the  horns  of  the  altar  for  ever 
and  ever. 
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The  Lord  has  done  marvellous  things  in  this 
land  in  the  courfe  of  the  lad  year.  No  lefs  than 
fix  thoufand  fix  hundred,  have  been  added  to  the 
Society  on  the  balance  in  the  United  States  alone. 
And,  praifed  be  the  Lord,  the  work  is  deep  as 
well  as  wide.  O  that  I  myfelf  may  be  watered 
under  this  glorious  fhower,  and  lofe  nothing  of 
my  fhare  in  the  bleflings  which  the  heavens  are 
pouring  down. 

At  this  Conference  another  young  man  offered 
himfelf  as  a  volunteer  for  Kentucke  :  and  the  two 
Preachers  are  to  be  fent  off  a$  loon  as  pofiible, 
breathing  the  true  fpirit  of  Miffbonaries, 

I  felt  much  of  the  power  of  God  in  all  my  pub¬ 
lic  adminiftrations  at  Baltimore  j  and  I  have  no 
doubt  but  many  of  my  hearers  felt  it  too.  The 
divine  Comforter  was  alfo  very  gracioufly  pre¬ 
sent  at  the  ordination  of  two  Elders  and  eleven 
Deacons. 

On  Tuefday  the  8th  of  May,  Mr.  Ajbury  and  I 
paid  a  vifit  to  our  New  College,  which  will  be 
opened  (we  expefl)  between  this  and  Chriftmas  ; 
and  we  truft,  will  unite  together  thofe  two  great 
ornamentsof  human  Nature,  Genuine  Religion ,  and 
F.xtenfive  Learning .  The  fituation  pleafes  me  more 
and  more.  Our  objefl  is  (not  to  raife  Gofpei-Mi- 
nifters,  but)  to  ferve  our  pious  friends  and  our 
married  Preachers  in  the  proper  education  of 
their  Ions. 

We  now  vifited  our  affeftionate  Societies  in 
Philadelphia  and  New- York •  In  each  of  thefe 
cities  we  want  a  fecond  Church,  and  I  believe, 
the  Lord  will  foon  enable  them  to  bring  this  to 
effeft. 

Not  meeting  with  a  fuitable  (hip  in  the  port 
of  New-York ,  (and  after  takings  an  affe&ionate 
leave  of  my  dear  friend  Mr.  Ajbury  J  I  returned 
to  Philadelphia .  On  the  road  I  waited  on  Mr, 
Ogden ,  of  Elizabeth-Town ,  New-  Jerfey^  a  Minifter 
of  the  Church  of  England ,  and  a  Minifter  alfo 
of  Jefus  Cbrift.  He  the  only  regular  Minifter

I  have  met  with,  that  enforces  the  Methodifl  dif- 
cipline  among  his  people.  He  has  many  Clalfes 
under  his  care  :  and  much  of  the  life  of  God,  I 
doubt  not,  is  among  them.  In  the  evening  I 
preached  in  his  Church. 

On  Sunday  the  27th  of  May,  after  preaching  a 
farewel-Ierrnon  to  our  friends  in  Philadelphia ,  I 
embarked  on  board  a  Merchant-fhip  for  Dublin • 
The  Captain,  his  wife,  and  another  Gentlewo¬ 
man,'  who  are  my  company,  manifefi  as  much  de¬ 
cency,  courtefy,  and  refpeCt,  as  can  be  expefled 
from  unawakened  perfons.  But  God  is  with  me, 
his  weak,  finful  worm,  glory  be  to  his  bleffcd 
name. 

On  Monday  the  25th  of  June,  by  the  mercy  of 
God,  1  arrived  fafe  in  Dublin- Bay,  after  a  p adage 
of  twenty-nine  days  :  and  was  received  in  much 
love  by  our  Irifh  Brethren* 
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Bridge-Towny  Barbadoesy  Dec.  9,  1788. 

ON  the  4th  inflant  we  landed  on  this  ifland, 
after  a  voyage  of  five  weeks  and  four  days. 
Our  voyage,  all  things  confidered,  was  perhaps 
as  pleafant  a  one  as  was  ever  failed.  In  the  tur¬ 
bulent  Bay  of  Bifcay>  my  Brethren  were  very  fick. 
From  Cape  Finijitrrt  to  this  ifland,  the  wind  was 
favourable  all  the  way. 

And  here  I  muff  not  omit  to  bear  the  mofl  un¬ 
feigned  teflimony  of  gratitude  in  behalf  of  the 
Captain  of  our  (hip.  Our  accommodations  in 
every  refpeCt  were  very  excellent  :  and  he  left 
nothing  unprovided,  which  he  thought  might  be 
neceffary,  or  in  any  wife  commodious  for  us  ; 
and  his  whole  treatment  of  us  from  the  beginning 
to  the  end  was  affectionate  and  generous  to  the 
laft  degree. 

Captain  Sundius  being  a  man  who  fmcerely 
fears  God,  we  had  full  liberty  to  fmg  and  pray  as 
often  as  we  pleated,  and  he  never  neglected  to 
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join  us.  In  all  my  voyages  till  this,  I  do  not 
recoiled  that  we  were  ferviceable  to  any  1'ailor 
except  one  :  but  the  firft  time  I  preached  in  the 
Han  key,  (on  thofe  words  of  our  Lord,  Verify, 
verily,  1  Jay  unto  thee ,  except  a  man  be  born  agai?:9 
/it,  cannot  fee  the  kingdom  oj  God  :J  the  whole  crew 
ecmed  deeply  affeded,  and  the  conlequent  la-- 
hours  ^qf  my  Brethren  and  niyfelf,  deepened  the 
impremons  they  had  received.  They  were  eager 
to  read  any  books  we  gave  them.  Inftead  of  the 
looie  fongs  they  fung  among  themfelves  at  the 
beginning  of  the  voyage,  they  delighted  in  meet- 
iug  together  to  read  our  books.  When  we 
parted,  tne  tears  trickled  down  many  of  their 
cheeks  ;  they  fhewed  the  greaterl  earneflnefs  to 
iqueeze  us  ov  tne  hand;  and  when  our  boat  drop* 
pen  ai’ei n,  they  gave  us  three  as  hearty  cheers 
( w men  i $  one  of  their  ways  of  exprefling  affedion ) 
rs*  i  ''.tneve,  ever  wcie  given  by  a  company  of 

t,i  . j  *  " 

As*  we  knew  no  one  in  the  iiland,  and  the  ex- 
pences  in  this  country  at  the  inns  are  enormous,  I 
embraced  the  opportunity,  as  fo on  as  we  landed, 
of  fending  Meffrs.  Lnmb  and  Gamble  to  our  friends 
on  the  ifland  of  St.  Vincent ,  by  a  merchant-fhip 
which  failed  that  very  evening.  As  Mr.  Pearce 
(who  remained  with  me)  informed  me  that  a  com¬ 
pany  of  foldiers  who  refided  fometime  ago  at  Kin- 
jale  in  Irelamd ,  and  among  whom  there  were  feve- 
ral  pious  perfons,  were  now,  he  believed,  in 
JBarbadoes ,  I  dehred  him  to  go  in  fearch  of  them. 
In  two  hours  he  brought  back  with  him  one  of 
the  foldiers;  and  foon  afterwards  we  were  joined 
by  a  ferjeant,  who  on  feeing  Mr.  Pearce ,  and  re- 
collebting  him,  feized  him  in  his  arms  in  the  moll 
kind  and  affedionate  manner. 

Our  friends  the  foldiers  foon  informed  us,  that 
the  love  of  Chrifl  had  conlirained  them  to  bear 
a  public  teflimony  for  God  ;  and  that  a  Mr. 
Button ,  a  merchant  of  the  town,  had  provided 
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for  them  a  large  room  which  he  formerly  ufed 
as  a  warehoufe,  In  which  they  exhorted.  We 
immediately  determined  to  make  a  vt  it  to  it 
kind  merchant  the  next  morning  ,  but  he  p 
vented  us  by  an  invitation  to  breakfaft  witn  him, 
being  previoufly  informed  by  the  foldiers  of  oui 

“"I”  my  great  furptize  I  found  that  Mr  Button 
knew  me  well ;  and  though  I  had  no  perfona  ac¬ 
quaintance  with  him,  he  had  frequently  heard  me 
preach  at  Baltimore  in  Maryland,  hour  of  h 
black  fervants  had  been  baptized  by  me  at  that, 
time,  and  one  of  them  (a  woman!  is  tr'll>'allV^ 

God.  His  Lady  is  a  native  of  this  liUnd.  Hs 

bo  life,  his  heart,  his  all  leemed  to  beat  oui  ler- 
vice.  We  dilcharged  our  bill  at  the  inn,  an 
found  an  afvlum  indeed  with  this  our  benevolent 
friend.  After  breakfaft  Mr.  P  caret :  and  I  paid  our 

refpeas  to  the  Governor  of  the  ifland,  who  le- 

ceiveduswith  great  politenels.  In  the  evemnb 
preached  at  Mr.  Button’s houfe  toaoout  three  hun¬ 
dred  perfon.s,  about  twice  as  many  eing  o  *§ 
to  vo  away  for  want  of  room.  I  he  next  evenmb 
I  had  as  large  a  congregation  as  on  ioimci. 
Many  heard  with  deep  attention,  whilft  I  endea 
voured  to  fhew  them  how  the  Comforter  convin¬ 
ces  of  fin,  righteoufnefs  and  judgment.  In  . 
morning  I  rode  into  the  country  to  vifit  a  Gcn- 
rieman,  (Henry  Trotman ,  Efq  ;)  for  whom  my 
kind  friend  Mr.  Dornford  oi  London,  hadpiocuied 
for  me  a  letter  of  recommendation,  in  ordei  to 
open  a  way  for  Mr.  Pearce  into  the  country :  but 
very  providentially  there  were  two  Gentlemen  of 
the  wme  chriltian  and  fir-name  in  the  ifland  and 
I  was  led  to  the  houfe  of  the  Gentleman 
'  name,  for  whom  my  letter  was  not  intended. 
-He  received  me  with  the  utmoft  politenels,  and 
after  I  had  breakfafted  and  dined  with  him,  and 
laid  before  him  our  plan  of  Operations,  he  in¬ 
formed  me  that  his  houfe  fhouid  be  always  open 
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command  at  all  proper  hours.  He  has  about  two 
hundred. 

On  Sunday  morning,  after  Mr.  Pearce  had 
preached  at  (even  o’clock,  we  breakfafted  accord¬ 
ing  to  invitation  with  the  Curate  of  the  parifh, 
who  received  us  with  great  civility.  After  din¬ 
ner  a  note  was  fent  me  by  the  Mailer  of  a  Free- 
Sehool,  offering  me  his  great  fchool-room  for  my 
evening’s  duty  ;  where  I  had  a  very  large  and  at* 
tentive  congregation,  many  of  the  principal  gen¬ 
try  of  the  town  attending.  In  the  evening  Mr. 
Errington ,  one  of  the  Magiflrates  and  Poll  Maker- 
General  of  the  I  Hand,  made  us  a  vifit  and  fupped 
with  us.  Between  thirty  and  foity  years  ago  he 
had  frequently  heard  Mr.  Wejley  and  his  Brother 
preach  in  our  Chapel  in  NewcaJtlc-upon-Tyne .  He 
exprefled  the  greateft  fatisfaflion  and  approbation 
of  our  defigns,  warmly  invited  Mr.  Pearce  to 
vifit  him  frequently,  and  told  us  he  fhould  be 
happy  on  all  occafions  to  yield  us  any  fervice  in 
his  power.  , 

On  Monday  morning  I  vifited  the  Mr.  Trotman 
whom  I  had  in  vain  fought  on  Saturday.  He  is 
a  plain  country  Gentleman,  has  about  two  hun¬ 
dred  and  fifty  Negroes  on  his  plantations,  and 
after  dinner  informed  me  that  he  would  himfelf 
take  the  firflopportunity  of  waiting  on  Mr.  Pearce , 
and  fhould  be  happy  in  having  any  of  his  Slaves 
inflrufted  by  him. 

Having  thus  finifhed  the  bufinefs  which  lay  be-  f 
fore  me  in  this  Ifland,  I  took  a  place  in  a  veffel 
bound  for  St.  Vincent's ,  and  expe&ing  to  fail  in 
the  evening,  defired  Mr.  Pearce  to  preach :  as  the 
violent  heat  into  which  preaching  throws  us  in 
this  climate,  would  have  rendered  it  very  hazard¬ 
ous  to  have  gone  on  the  water  :  and  I  had  the 
pieafure  to  find  that  he  gave  univerfal  fatisfa&ion, 
to  a  large  congregation. 

At  Mr.  Button's  there  were  three  Ladies  on  a 
vifit  who  have  a  plantation  and  many  Negroes, 
and  have,  I  trufl,  in  fome  degree  received  Divine 

impreffions 
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our  means. 


Their  houfe  will  be 


opened  to  Mr.  Pearce  whenever  he  plcafes :  and 
our  foldiers  have  engaged  to  hold  prayer-meetings 
in  different  parts  of  the  town  three  or  four  times 

Thus  by  a  feries  of  remarkable  providences  a 
wide  door  feems  to  be  opened  for  us  in  Barbadoes. 
This  ifland  is  molt  favourably  circurnltanccd  ior 
the  increafe  of  the  work  of  God.  It  is  twenty  two 
miles  Ion?,  and  fifteen  broad.  It  is  faid  to  contain 
about  feventy  thoufand  Blacks,  and  from  twenty- 
five  to  thirty  thoufand  Whites.  The  lfland  is  alio 
in  general  divided  into  very  fmall  farms  or  plan¬ 
tations,  lb  that  even  among  the  Whites,  there 
are  thoufands  whole  incomes  are  very  Imall,  and 
many  who  are  very  poor,  and  who  cannot  there¬ 
fore  indulge  themlelves  in  all  the  extremes  of  len- 
fuality,  in  the  manner  too  many  do  in  this  luxu¬ 
riant  country. 


SECTION  II. 

N  the  nthinfl.  I  landed  at  St.  Vincent’s,  and 


in  a  few  hours  after  let  off  with  Mr.  Baxter 


for  the  Canbb  country,  preaching  in  the  evening 
to  a  lovely  company  of  Negroes  in  a  little  town 
called  Caliaqua.  The  next  day  we  were  joined  by 
Meffrs.  Gamble  and  Clark ,  and  reached  the  houfe 
of  our  hofpitable  friend,  Dr.  D  avid f on  j  who  fet 
off  with  us  in  the  morning  to  vifit  the  Caribbs. 
The  roads,  or  rather  narrow  paths  over  the  moun¬ 
tains  which  form  the  boundaries  between  the  Eng - 
HJh  and  the  Caribbs  are  the  worft  and  the  molt  tre¬ 
mendous  I  ever  rode.  Sometime  ago  Mr.  Baxter 
nearly  loft  his  life  in  crofiing  them.  Ills  hoife 
fell  down  a  precipice  of  thirty  feet  perpendicular, 


and 


t 
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and  the  hind  legs  of  the  horfe  were  juft  over  the 
precipice  before  he  was  alarmed,  when  he  imme¬ 
diately  threw  himfelf  off.  In  one  place  we  could 
not  even  lead  our  horles,  till  a  company  of  Caribbs 
who  were  palling  by,  lent  us  their  cutlaffes,  with 
which  we  at  laft  cut  open  a  way.  When  we  had 
defeended  the  great  mountain,  we  came  into  one 
of  the  moll  beautiful  plains  I  ever  faw  in  my  life, 
it  is  but  feven  miles  long,  and  three  broad,  but  I 
think  it  is  as  beautiful  as  uncultivated  Nature  can 
make  it.  It  forms  a  bow,  the  firing  of  which  is 
wafhed  by  the  Atlantic  ocean,  and  the  bow  itfelf 
furrounded  by  lofty  mountains.  Here  the  Caribbs 
chiefly  dwell.  As  we  paffed  by  their  villages, 
they  flood  at  their  doors  in  ranks,  crying  out, 

Bou  jou ,  Bou  jou  (a  corruption  of  Bon  Jour , 
a  good  day  :)  others  cried  out,  44  How  dec ,  How 
dee:  and  many  of  them  on  being  afked,  delivered 
their  cutlaffes  into  our  hands,  which  is  the  high- 
eft  proof  of  confidence  they  can  give.  We  had 
with  us  at  this  time  one  of  the  fons  of  the  grand 
Chief  of  the  Caribbs  ( Chateazvay.J  He  has  been 
under  the  tuition  of  Mr.  ^nd  Mrs.  Baxter  for 
fome  time,  and  fpeaks  a  good  deal  of  Englifh. 
His  name  is  John  Dimrn^y^  a  fine  young  man,  and 
of  a  princely  carriage.  His  father  the  grand 
Chief  was  gone  from  home  ;  if  I  could  have  feen 
the  father,  I  believe  I  fhould  have  obtained  his 
confent  to  take  his  fon  with  me  to  England.  His 
fentiments  are  highly  refined  for  a  Savage. 
<«  Teach  me  your  language,  DimmeyJ  faid  Mr. 
Baxter  to  him  one  day,  44  and  I  will  give  you  my 
watch. ”  44  I  will  teach  you  my  language/1  re¬ 

plied  the  young  Chief,  44  but  I  will  not  have  your 
watch.  ” 

When  we  entered  into  the  houfe  of  one  of  the 
Chiefs  whole  name  is  De  Valley ,  Mr.  Dimmey 
whifpered  to  Mr.  Baxter ,  that  the  family  would 
not  be  fatisfied,  if  we  did  not  take  fome  refrefh- 
ment,  to  which  we  confented  :  and  they  foon 
brought  a  large  difhful  of  eggs  and  Calfada-bread, 

and 
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and  a  bowl  of  punch.  Mr.  Dimmy  alone  could 
be  with  difficulty  perfuaded  to  fit  down  with  us  at 
table,  the  red:  would  ferve.  A  little  fon  of  the 
Chief  aifo,  (a  very  beautiful  boy  for  his  colour, 
who  had  been  under  the  inllruflion  of  Mr.  Bax-* 
ter ,  and  had  been  already  taught  to  fpell)  gave  us 
high  entertainment  by  the  convincing  proof  ho 
afforded  us  of  an  infant  genius. 

But  in  the  midfl  of  all  this  kindnefs  there  was 
fome  degree  of  jealoufy:  for  I  perceived  that  Mr. 
Baxter  feveral  times  informed  them  that  l  received 
no  pay  from  the  King.  Mr.  Baxter  feemed  to  live 
in  their  affeftions ;  and  he  has  already  made  a  con- 
fiderable  progrefs  in  their  language,  I  could  not 
help  intreating  him  to  fpend  two  years  among 
them,  and  give  them  a  full  trial.  Great  as  the 
crofs  was  to  that  good  man  who  expected  to  re¬ 
turn  to  his  beloved  Antigua ,  he  immediately  con¬ 
tented.  On  our  return  from  the  C aril? a  country, 
1  vi filed  our  new  Scho  d ■  houfe,  and  fj. si  id  it 
much  larger  than  I  expected,  and  far  too  large 
for  one  family.  I  therefore  ordered  the  workmen 
to  divide  it  :  one  half  of  which  1  appropriated  to 
the  ufe  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Baxter ,  and  the  other 
half  to  that  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  joke.  As  Mrs. 
Baxter  intends  to  educate  fome , of  the  Caribb  girls, 
we  ffiall  now  have  three  teachers  among  them. 
The  conduft  of  Mrs,  Baxter  in  this  inflanceis  not 
to  be  overlooked.  Though  born  of  a  coniiderable 
family  in  Antigua 9  and  brought  up  in  all  the  (oft- 
nefs  and  luxury  of  the  country,  Ihe  readily  con- 
fented  fome  years  ago,  that  her  hufband  fhould  fa- 
crifice  a  place  of  four  hundred  a  year  currency 
which  he  held  under  Government,  that  he  might 
devote  his  whole  time  and  llrength  to  the  work  of 
God  ;  and  now  was  perfeflly  wdlling  to  go  with 
him  among  Savages,  and  fpend  her  time  in  form¬ 
ing  their  totally  uncultivated  minds. 

1  was  very  uneafy  when  I  found  that  little  had 
yet  been  done  by  Mr.  Jfoice  in  the  education  of  the 
Children  ;  but  when  all  the  difficulties  were  laid 
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open,  in  the  proper  fettlement  of  the  land  on 
which  the  houfe  was  built,  in  bringing  the  mate¬ 
rials  for  building  to  the  proper  fpot,  theillnefsof 
Mrs.  Joict)  and  fome  other  particulars,  my  mind 
was  fatisfied,  and  I  trufl  every  thing  will  foon 
have  the  molt  favourable  appearance  through  the 
bleffing  of  God. 

I  feel  myfelf  much  attached  to  thefe  poor  Sava¬ 
ges.  The  fweet  fimplicity  and  cheerfulnefs  they 
manifelted  on  every  lide,  foon  woie  off  every  un¬ 
favourable  imprefiion  my  mind  had  imbibed  from 
the  accounts  I  had  received  of  their  cruelties — — « 
Cruelties  originating  probably  with  ourfelves  ra¬ 
ther  than  with  them.  They  are  a  handfomer  peo¬ 
ple  than  the  Negroes,  but  have  undoubtedly  a 
warlike  appearance,  as  their  very  women  frequent¬ 
ly  carry  cut  lades  in  their  hands,  and  always  knives 
by  their  naked  Tides. 

We  now  returned  to  Kingflont  preaching  by  the 
way,  and  received  by  the  planters  with  every  mark 
of  kindnefs  and  refpetf.  Indeed  the  whole  body 
of  the  people  feem  to  wifh  us  fuccefs.  Many  were 
the  proofs  of  affe&ion  fhewn  us  at  our  departure, 
efpecially  by  one  whole  delicacy  will  not  admit  of 
my  mentioning  his  name. 

Having  appointed  Medrs,  Gamble  and  Clark  to 
labour  in  the  Englifh  divifion  of  the  ifland  (Mr, 
Baxter  now  and  then  making  them  a  vifit)  I  hired 
a  velfel  for  Dominica  ;  and  with  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Baxter  (who  were  defirous  of  making  one  vifit  to 
their  old  friends  in  Antigua  before  they  fettled 
among  the  Caribbs )  and  Mr.  Lumb9  fet  fail  on, 
Tuelday  the  16th  for  Dominica . 

It  may  not  be  improper  in  this  place  to  add  a 
Ihort  account  of  the  Caribbs .

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SECTION  III. 


A  Jhort  Account  of  the  C  a  r  t  b  b  s  in  thi 
Ijland  of  St.  Vincent .* 

BY  the  bed  accounts  which  I  have  been  able 
to  colleft,  the  Black  Caribbs  originally  fprung 
from  the  cargo  of  a  Guinea  fhip,  which  was 
wrecked  on  one  of  the  Grenadilloes •  They  were 
brought  over  to  this  ifland  by  the  Yellozo-Caribbsy 
who  were  the  Aboregines  or  native  inhabitants, 
with  many  of  whom  they  were  Toon  conne&ed, 
forming  a  motley  mixture,  fuch  as  we  now  fee  ; 
but  in  which  the  negro-colour  and  features  chiefly 
prevail.  They  continued  in  this  interchange  of 
good  offices,  till  fuch  time  as  the  Black  Caribbs 
perceived  their  fuperiority  to  the  others  in  num¬ 
ber  and  ftrength,  who  then  drove  the  Yellow  Caribbs 
to  the  leeward  part  of  the  ifland,  where  a  few  of 
them  only  now  remain.  The  greater  part  of  the 
latter  went  to  the  iflands  of  Tobago  and  Trinidade , 
in  both  of  which  iflands  their  pollerity  are  to  be 
feen  at  prefent. 

It  is  unneceffary  to  follow  them  through  the  de¬ 
tail  of  their  wars,  and  of  their  treaties  with  the 
French ,  who  at  length  formed  a  fettlement  in  the 
ifland.  At  the  treaty  of  peace  in  1763,  the  Caribbs 
polled  the  mod  valuable  part  of  this  ifland.  By 
ifie  treaty  which  was  made  with  them  in  1 773,  they 
gave  up  an  extent  of  country,  comprehending 
about  fourteen  miles  in  length,  and  from  three  to 
four  in  breadth  ;  only  part  of  which  was  fettled  in 
1779,  when  the  French  invaded  the  ifland.  Their 
jealoufles  and  hatred  of  the  Englifhy  which  had

been 
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been  indufirioufly  kept  up  by  the  French ,  joined 
with  Come  private  caufes  of  dilfatisfaction,  led 
them  to  take  an  adtive  part  againft  us  :  and  the 
dread  of  their  barbarities  had  no  fmall  effedl  in 
inducing  the  inhabitants  lo  foon  to  capitulate. 
The  fettlements  on  the  ceded  lands  were  almod 
totally  abandoned,  after  the  mod  fhocking  cruel¬ 
ties  had  been  exercifed  by  the  Caribbs  on  the 
wretched  victims  of  their  rage.  The  French ,  du¬ 
ring  the  time  that  the  ifland  belonged  to  them, 
left  the  Caribbs  in  the  quiet  and  peaceable  pofTef- 
lion  of  their  lands.  Since  the  ifland  has  been  re- 
flored  to  us,  we  have  once  more  attempted  a  fet- 
tlement  on  the  ceded  lands,  and  hitherto  without 
interruption  ;  and  we  hncerely  hope  that  the 
prefent  good  difpofition  of  the  Caribbs  will  long 
continue. 

It  is  a  very  difficult  matter  to  fix  precifely  on 
their  numbers,  for  reafons  which  are  too  obvious 
to  need  being  mentioned.  The  bed  informed  on 
the  fubjedf  fpeak  with  uncertainty.  However, 
few  have  fixed  their  numbers  below  five  thou- 
fand  :  I  would  rather  luppofe  even  that  calcula¬ 
tion  to  be  fhort.  From  their  temperance  ;  their 
being  unaccultomed  to  hard  labour,  the  healtbi- 
nefs  of  the  climate,  their  early  marriages,  and  the 
fruitfulnefs  of  their  women,  we  may  eafily  account 
for  their  rapid  increafe.— We  may  add  td  thefe 
confiderations,  the  fruitfulnefs  of  the  foil,  and 
the  eafe  with  which  the  few  neceflaries  ol  life  are 
procured. 

It  is  a  difficult  matter  to  fay  what  ideas  they 
have  of  a  Supreme  Being.  The  French  took  but 
little  pains  to  inftrudt  them  in  Religion.  They 
have  fome  faint  ideas  of  a  Supreme  Caufe  which 
created  all  things,  but  they  conceive  that  God 
commits  the  government  of  the  world  to  fubordi- 
natc  Spirits.  They  make  ufe  offeveral  incantations 
againft  Evil  Spirits  to  prevent  their  malignant 
Influence* 
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The  Black  £ aribbs ,  differing  fo  little  from  the 
negroes  whom  they  faw  employed  in  the  occupa¬ 
tions  of  the  field,  foon  perceived  the  neceffity  of 
a  difcrimination  founded  on  more  obvious  marks 
than  that  of  complexion  ;  and  therefore  adopted 
a  plan  of  flattening  their  childrens*  foreheads, 
which  is  done  by  applying  to  the  forehead  a  ftnall 
board  defended  by  foft  cotton  and  tied  behind. 
The  child,  the  moment  it  is  born,  is  fubmitted  to 
this  operation,  which  is  continued  for  two  or 
three  months.  Some  exceptions  are,  however 
to  be  made  to  this  general  rule.  Twins,  from  a 
fuppofition  of  their  being  weakly,  and  children 
who  are  fickly  at  their  birth,  are  exempted.  The. 
operation  is  alfo  longer  continued  upon  the  male, 
than  on  the  female  child.  Horrid  distortions  of  the 
countenance,  fquinting,  &c.  occasioned  by  the 
board’s  being  unequally  or  ill  applied,  are  fre¬ 
quently  obfervable.* 

The  marriages  of  the  Caribbs  take  place  at  an 
early  age,  and  are  generally  made  by  the  parents 
of  both  parties  without  confultmg  the  inclinations 
of  the  female  ;  a  houfe  eretted  for  them,  and 
the  little  furniture  which  they  require,  is  pro. 
vided.  The  wife  is  foon  made  acquainted  with 
the  labour  of  the  field;  (he  plants  the  caffada,  the 
yams,  potatoes,  &c.  and  prepares  and  dreffes 
them  for  the  indolent  male,  whofe  foie  occupa¬ 
tion  is  either  (hooting  wild  pigeons,  Indian  rab¬ 
bits,  and  manna-rous,  (the  Opojfa ,)  01  fifhin.r. 

\  When  the  hufband  finds  hirnfelf  in  the  fit  nation 
of  taking  more  wives,  he  obtains  them  from  their 
parents:  many  of  them  have  four  or  five.  On 
that  event,  they  build  feparate  houfes  for  each 
wife,  fpending  their  time  alternately  with  them. 
So  entirely,  however,  are  the  wives  devoted  to 
the  defpptifm  of  their  hufbands,  that  quarrels 
among  them  are  never  known.  Adultery  is  pu- 
mfhed  with  death.  In  no  part  of  the  world  are 
the  women  more  chafte,  owing,  poffibly  to  the 
ieveiity  with  which  incontinence  is  punifhed, 

^  W  hen 
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When  a  hulband  leaves  any  oMiis  wives,  they 
are  not  at  liberty  to  marry  again  till  his  death  : 
in  that  cafe  only  is  it  in  their  power  to  make  an 
deft  ion.  No  fl'avery  can  be  conceived  more 
wretched  than  that  of  the  women,  tne  whole 
labour  without  and  within  doors  devolving  on 
them.  Nor  is  this  all :  whenever  frequent  child¬ 
bearing,  or  any  other  caufe,  has  made  them  look 
old  or  uply,  their  hufbands  leave  them  for  other 
wives  ;  for  whom,  and  their  children,  they  are 
■  likewife  obliged  to  do  all  the  mod  labono«s 
offices.'  Their  hulbands  frequently,  in  their 
fcenes"  of  drunkennefs  and  debauchery,  wound 
and  maim  them  with  their  cutlaffes,  and  even

one  •  and  he  to  whofe  lot  (he  fell,  was  the  friend 
and  ’intimate  acquaintance  of  Manuel.  Her  hut- 
band  and  (he  lived  for  fome  time  peaceably  and 
comfortably  together,  till  a  quarrel  happened be- 
tween  his  lifter  and  his  wife  ;  they  proceeaea  to 
E  when  the  hufband  interpoled  between 
them  with  his  cutlafs,  made  a  pulh  at  his  wife, 
^  wounded  her  under  the  eye,  of  which 
wound  (he  immediately  expired.  The  on  y  re- 
drefs  which  Manuel  required  for  the  lofs  of  h  s 
f  H  *  was _ that  the  hufband  Ihould  put  to 

5eath  his  own  fifter  ;  which  he  did  by  carrying 
Ver  down  to  the  River  Cdonone  in  the  fore¬ 
noon  and  murdering  her  with  the  greateft  bar- 

baThye’  Caribbs  are  naturally  temperate  in  their 

£i.  food  chiefly  MnSIUng  of  »o.»  »d 


other  vegetables,  here  produced  by  the  indulgent 
hand  of  Providence  in-  the  utmoft  probation. 
Cajfadch  however,  fujrnifhes  them  with  the 
greateft  fupply,  which  they  bake  into  cakes  on 
thin. plates  of  iron,  procured  from  the  Europeans . 
They  make  but  little  or  no  ufe  of  fait  ;  lome- 
times  only  they  indulge  themfelves  with  a  kind 
offoup  called  Tumalkn ,  which  is  prepared  in  a 
lingular  manner.  They  take  equal  parts  of  the 
juice  of  the  CalTada  (which,  by  the  by,  without 
this  preparation  is  poifonous)  and  , feu-water,, 
with  crabs  or  cray  lifh  bruifed,  and  a  hnf  -  pro¬ 
portion  of  pepper.  The  whole  is  well  Luii.qd, 
and  ufed  as  lauce  to  their  otherwife  lniipid 
(JalTada.  At  their  fealts  they  ule  a  fermented 
liquor  prepared  from  CalTada,  Pines,  &c.  called 
Vicou  or  Ouicou  ;  the  preparation,  of  which  is 
fufficiently  dilguliing  to  the  light  of  an  European ; 
the  CalTada  being  fometimes  previouily  chewed? 
before  infufion.  The  faliva  occafions  a  quicker 
fermentation  of  the  drink,  which  is  foon  fit. for 
ufe.  Since  their  acquaintance  with  the  Euro ?*< 
peans ,  the  means  of  intoxication  are  more  com*.;

Their  houfes  were  •  originally  built  of  long, 
pliant  boughs  bent  in  a  lemicircular  form,  and’ 
fixed  in  the  ground  at  each  end,  about  fourteen 
feet  in  length,  and  twelve  feet  in  breadth  ;  and 
they  are  very  neatly  thatched  with  the  leaves 
of  the  Roftau .  Since  their  acquaintance  with  us, 
they  have  improved  in  the  ftru£ture  of  their 
houfes,  which  are  now  formed  of  hard  wood  polls 
fixed  in  the  ground,  plates  and  rafters  and  aie> 
flill  thatched  with  tiae  Roseau  or  Reed*  The  Tides' 
of  them  are  wattled,  and  clofely  covered  in,  lo 
as  to  exclude  the  wind.  The  doors  are  rudely, 
formed  out  of  the  Whitt  Cedar ,  and  move  upori 
little  pivots  y  for  they  employ  very  little  iron  in* 
the  fab  rick. 

The  whole  furniture  of  the  houfe  con  fills  of 
feats  formed  out  of  logs,  their  hammocks,  the 
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Calebafh  formed  into  cups  and  fpoons,  a  caffada- 
gtater,  a  ferpentine  preis,  a  wooden  trough,  and 
a  caflada  iron-plate,  and  fometimes  a  few  articles 
of  earthen-ware. 

Ihe  whole  labour  of  the  field,  as  formerly 
mentioned,  is  performed  by  the  women.  The 
caffada-fticks  are  planted  in  little  hillocks  which 
they  raife  at  two  feet  dillance.  At  the  end  of  nine 
ortwelve  monthsthey  are  pulled  up,  clean-wafhcd, 
icraped  with  a  blunt  knife,  and  rubbed  on  a  gra» 
ter,  which  is  formed  of  a  piece  of  board,  into 
"which  imall  pebbles  are  fluck.  One  end  of  the 
grater  leans  againfi:  their  breaft,  the  other  end  de¬ 
clines  into  a  large  wooden  trough,  into  which  the 
grated  caffada  falls  :  it  is  then  put  into  a  preis, 
which  is  very  ingenioully  made  of  the  fibres  of  a 
plant  refembling  the  wild  plantain,  and  formed 
into  the  fhape  of  a  fnake  about  the  thicknefs  of  a 
tnan's  thigh.  The  prefs  being  filled  with  the 
grated  caffada,  they  fufpend  it  from  the  houfe  or 
from  a  tree,  and  affix  weights  to  the  other  end, 
whereby  the  poifonous  juice  is  Itrongly  expreffed : 
the  caffada  is  then  palled  through  a  fieve  which 
they  likewife  make  veyy  ingenioully,  on  a  plate 
©f  iron  put  over  a  fire$  and  being  If rongly  preffed 
with  a  wooden  fpatula,  it  forms  itfelf  intoa  cake, 
which,  when  lufficiently  toafted  on  one  fide,  is 
turned,  and  toafted  on  the  other.—  -  'This  makes 
the  conftant  food  of  the  Caribbs ,  except  when  the 
wen  can  procure  an  agouty  (an  Indian  rabbit,)  or 
a  wild  pigeon,  or  fometimes  the  crab  or  the  cray- 
hlh,  and  at  other  times  the  fea  fifh,  which  they 
are  very  dextrous  in  catching.  But  their  prin¬ 
cipal  dependence  in  refpefl  to  fifh,  is  on  thofe 
which  they  procure  by  poifoning  the  rivers  :  for 
this  purpofe  the  men  of  the  whole  diftri£l  are 
fummoned  ;  part  of  whom  are  employed  in  pro¬ 
curing  the  plants  which  are  ufed  for  that  purpofe, 
viz.  the  dogwood-bark  or  erythrina  lina ,  and  the 
jigcjbeckia  :  others  divert  the  courfe  of  the  river, 
oil;  •  if 
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if  it  is  toolarge,  leaving  no  more  water  than  they 
conveniently  can  poifon.  The  weeds  arc  then 
flrongly  beat,  and  their  juices  exprcfted  and 
mixed  with  the  water,  and  prefen  tty  communi¬ 
cate  their  inebriating  effects  to  the  finny  inhabi¬ 
tants,  which  foon  fwim  with  their  bellies  on  the 
furface  of  the  water,  and  allow  themlelves  to  be 
eafily  taken.-— It  is  obfervable,  that  though  thou-- 
lands  of  the  young  fry  are  deltroyed,  no  ill  elfedts 
ever  happen  from  the  ufe  of  the  fifh.  This  is  a 
practice,  however,  which  fhould  be  particularly 
difeouraged,  as  it  almolt  entirely  deltroys  thei 
fry. 

Another  practice  they  obferve,  which  is  very-, 
deltrutbive  :  The  river-fifh  in  thefe  parts  commence 
fpawning  about  the  end  of  July,  when  they  drop  ^ 
their  ova  at  the  mouths  of  the  rivers,  which  are  ; 
then  crowded  with  innumerable  fhoalsnf  fea-filh, 
fuch  as  fnappers,  groupers,  kingdilh,  &c.  "t  he 
young  fry  inlfantly  attempt  to'  force  their  paffage  ^ 
up  the  rivers,  and  are  in  fuch  numbers  as  to 
blacken  the  waters.  A  (ingle  perlon  may  in  a  few 
hours  catch  a  bufhel  of  them.  Hundreds  of  Ca 
ribbs  may  be  then  feen  repairing  to  the  rivers,  and 
loading  themfeives  with  the  trier  ixes  (fo  the  Flench 
name  them  after  tht  Caribhs .) — They  are  very  de> 
licious,  and  by  drying  in  the  fun  will  keep  for 
fiome  time.  ’  >  '  • 

The  Caribhs  in  general,  both  men  add  women, 
go  naked,  with  the  exception  of  a  piece  of  cloth 
a  yard  in  length  and  about  a  foot  broad,  which 
they  wear  round  their  middle,  open  to  the  left 
fide :  this  is  always  dyed  of  an  orange  colour  with 
the  rocou.  The  women  alfb  wear  a  garter  below 
each  knee,  bound  pretty  ;  tight.  The  unmarried 
women  arid  the  widows  omit  the  right  garter^ 
Btoth  fexes  paint  their  bodies  with  (freaks  of  rocou  ! 
the  men  only  colour  their  faces  black  on  certain 
©ceafions.  But  on  all  occafions  the  men  carry 
•with  them  a  fab^e  or  cutlafs,  and  in  general  a 
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loaded  mufket,  which  is  ever  on  the  coch.  Quar¬ 
rels  are  io  frequent  among  them,  that  they  are  ever 
in  dread  of  meeting  with  fome  one  with  whom 
they  are  at  enmity.  Murders  and  affaffinations 
are  therefore  very  frequent,  and  their  animofities 
perpetually  kept  up.  Every  didricl  of  two  or  three 
miles  in  length,  has  its  peculiar  chief,  who,  how¬ 
ever,  has  not  the  fmalled  fhadow  of  authority, 
except  in  time  of  war. 

*  They  are  very  ingenious  in  making  bafkets, 
hammocks,  and  fifhing-lines  of  the  filk-grafs; 
but  the  principal  article  of  their  commerce  is  the 
tobacco,  with  which  they  chfefly  fupply  the  Mar - 
tinico  market,  where  it  is  manufactured  into  a 
Inuff  called  Macouba ,  from  a  didridf;  in  Martinico, 
which  formerly  raifed  the  bed  tobacco  in  the 
WeJl-dndicj.  From  Martinico  they  import  muflcets, 
gunpowder,  flints,  ball,  and  cutiaffes,  fome  wine, 
and  an  inferior  kind  of  rum  called  Tajfia . 

They  carry  on  their  intercourfe  in  canoes  of 
their  own  making  ;  fome  of  which  are  large 
enough  to  contain  fifty  of  them.  Nothing  can 
equal  their  fkill  in  managing  them  in  the  mod 
temp.edous  feas. 

Their  intercourfe.  with  Martinique  certainly 
tends  to  debauch  their  morals,  and  to  irtcreafe 
that  prejudice  and  averhon,  which  they  have 
always  had  againfl  the  Engli/h  government.  As 
many  of  them  fpeak  the  lame  language  with  the 
inhabitants  of  Martinique ,  and  have  been  long 
acquainted  with  them,  they  have  no  jealoufy  or 
fufpicion  of  any  defigns  which  they  can  enter¬ 
tain  againfl:  their  liberty,  and  therefore  are  the 
more  ready  to  liften  to  their  fuggeflions.  It  is 
at  Martinique  alfo  where  their  wants  are  bed  fup- 
plied  ;  and  it 'is  only  there  where  they  can  vend 
their  tobacco.  The  comparifon  of  the  French 
ifland  with  ours,  in  refpeft  to  wealth,  popula- 
tion?  (hipping,  grandeur,  is  by  no  means  in 
our  favour* 
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But  we  cannot  expe&  to  have  much  intercourfe 
with  thefe people  till  public  fchools  are  effablilhed 
to  teach  their  children  the  Engltfh  language,  lead¬ 
ing,  and  writing,  and  they  are  afterwards  brought 
up  to  hufbandry,  or  fome  trade  or  occupation. 
The  girls  may  likewife  be  brought  up,  and  taught 
by  fchool-miitreffes  in  lewing,  and  knitting  (lock¬ 
ings.  In  the  Spanijh  illand  of  Trinidadc ,  the  /rc- 
dians  have  been  broughr  up  and  inftru&cd  in  the 
principles  of  the  Roman  Catholic  religion  with 
amazing  afhduity  and  fuccefs.  There  is  a  remark¬ 
able  manufacture  of  (lockings  carried  on  by  the 
Spanijh  Indians ,  which  fell  from  three  to  fix  doU 
lars  per  pair. 

They  have  already  got  among  them  the  rocou , 
which  they  manufacture  and  carry  to  Martinique „ 
This  alfo  fhould  be  encouraged.  The  La  pittc ,  or 
filk-grafs,  affords  the  Rrongeit  cords  in  nature 
and  the  threads  are  fo  fine  as  to  be  employed 
in  fewing  cambrick.  With  it  they  form  ff(h inc¬ 
lines.  • 

Their  language  is  by  no  means  difficult  to  be 
acquired.  The  number  of  words  are  but  few 
fufffeient  to  exprefs  the  ideas  of  their  favage  life. 
Their  language,  like  their  natures,  is  harlh  and 
cliffonant.  They  (peak  with  the  utmoft  impetu- 
ofity,  as  if  they  were  conitantly  in  a  paffion  but 
the  French  language  is  very  much  fpoken  bv 
them.  * 
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Jamaica,  Feb.  3,  1 789. 
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ON  Friday  the  19th,  we  landed  at  Rofeau  in 
Dominica ,  and  found  our  former  kind  friend 
Mrs.  Webley  ready  to  receive  us.  She  had  been 
informed  by  one  of  our  Local  Preachers  of  St. 
Kitt’s,  who  had  lately  made  a  vifit  to  this  ifland, 
of  my  intention  to  vifit  her  foon ;  and  accordingly 
with  fome  other  friends  hired  a  large  room  for  ?. 
Preaching-place.  After  w aiting on  Governor  Orde, 
who,  I  think,  is  as  polite  a  man  as  evpr  I  was  in 
company  with,  I  preached  in  the  evening,  and  on 
the  Sunday  following  :  Mr,  Baxter  aifo  preached 
two  (ermons,  whilft  I  made  a  vifit.  to  my  old 
friend  Mr.  Chcrrurier ,  and  opened  a  door  or  two 
among  the  flacks  in  his  neighbourhood.  Before 
we  left  the  ifland,  we  formed  a  little  Society  oi 
twenty- four  defiring  fouls,  fome  of  whom  had  been 
members  of  our  Connexion  in  Antigua  and  St. 
Kitt’s  ;  and  determined  that  Mr.  M*  Cor  nock  ihould, 

take  the  care  of  this  ifland. 

On  the  24th  we  landed  at  Antigua .  Surely  this 
ifland  is  the  favourite  of  heaven.  It  is  fuppoied 
that  it  contains  7,000  Whites  and  30,000  Blacks  : 
and  out  of  thefe  2,800  are  in  our  Society  ;  and  I 
believe,  the  Ivloravians  have  not  fewer  i.han  20QO 
in  theirs.  So  great  a  leaven  is  not  known  perhaps, 
in  fo  fmall  a  country  throughout  the  world.  My 
congregation  in  St.  John’s ,  and  one  more  in  the 
country,  would  not  have  difgraced  even  thofe  parts 
of  England ,  where  we  have  met  with  the  greated... 
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I  fhould  not  forget  to  acknowledge  the  ufeful- 
nefs  of  Mr.  Warrener  in  this  religious  ifland  : 
though  Mr.  Baxter  has  been  indeed  the  father, 
under  God,  of  this  blefTed  work.  Mr.  Warrener 
has  added  not  lefs  than  a  thoufand  worthy 
members  (I  have  reafon  to  believe)  to  this 
Society. 

Nor  fhould  the  beautiful  proof  of  love  which 
our  Society  in  this  ifland  give  to  their  fick  mem¬ 
bers,  be  overlooked.  They  attend  them  in  their 
refpe&ive  neighbourhoods  with  the  greatelt  dili¬ 
gence  and  patience  ;  and  where  it  is  wanting,  pro¬ 
vide  every  kind  of  medical  help  for  them,  with¬ 
out  regarding  the  expence. 

Till  lately  the  ifland  was  annually  governed  by 
martial-law  on  Chriflmas-day  and  the  two  days 
following,  the  Negroes  always  being  allowed  thofe 
three  days  for  themlelves,  on  which  many  tumults 
and  even  robberies  had  been  committed  :  but  reli¬ 
gion  has  now  rendered  this  cuftoin  needlefsr  and 
the  declaration  of  martial-law  is  become  a  mere 
matter  of  form. 

On  the  27th  of  December  we  fet  fail  for  the 
ifland  of  St.  Chrijlopher .  In  our  way  we  touched 
at  Montferrat  ;  but  our  only  friend  in  that  ifland, 
one  of  the  moll  refpeCtable  characters  in  it,  not 
being  at  home,  we  refumed  our  voyage. 

On  the  29th  we  landed  at  Baj[e-Terre>  the  prin¬ 
cipal  town  of  St.  Kitt’s.  And  here  jullice  obliges 
me  to  bear  a  teftimony  of  the  good  which  has  been 
wrought  by  Mr.  Hammet ,  who  has  been  the  in- 
flrument  of  one  of  the  greatefl  works  of  God  I 
have  known  in  the  circle  of  my  labours,  conflder- 
ing  the  time  he  has  been  employed  in  it,  and  the 
nature  of  the  work  in  which  he  has  been  engaged. 
In  two  years  he  has  raifed  in  this  ifland,  which 
was. barren  of  all  religion  at  the  commencement 
of  his  labours,  a  Society  of  feven  hundred  mem¬ 
bers,  a  great  part  of  whom,  I  have  reafon  to  be¬ 
lieve,  are  members  of  Chrilt,  Here  the  Lord 
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lias  poured  out  the  fpirit  of  prophecy  ;  two 
preachers  being  raifed  in  this  Society,  who  are: 
capable  and  willing  to  devote  themfelves* entirely 
to  the  work  of  the  Minifiry  in  this  part  of  the 
world. 

The  fecond  morning  after  my  arrival,  we  were 
vilited  with  a  tremendous  earthquake.  The  beds*, 
the  rooms,  the  whole  houfe  in  which  we  wdre, 
fhook  mod  terribly  for  feveral  feconds.  The  fhock 
was  felt  in  other  i hands. 

From  St.  Kill's  we  vifited  St.  Euftntiws .  On* 
\\^  ednefday  the  3 1  ft  of  December  we  landed  there, 
and  were  received  by  Mr.  Lindfcy ,  one  of  our 
friends,  with  every  mark  of  kindnefs.  W e  foon 
found  that  poor  Harry  was  banifhed  from  the 
ifland,  When  he  (food  before  the  Governor  and 
Council,  to  anlwer  for  the  unpardonable  crime  of 
praying  with  the  people,  one  of  the  Council  ob¬ 
served  to  him  44  Harry  you  mud  be  flogged  to 
which  he  calmly  replied,  44  Chrift  was  flogged, 
and  why  fhould  not  I  ?”  Soon  after  which  they 
condemned  him  to  be  publicly  whipped,  impri- 
fo  ned  and  banifhed.  The  whipping  was  executed 
in  a  mod  unmerciful  manner  under  the  direction 
of  one  Ifaac  de  Lion,*  a  black  man,  and  an  enemy 
to  all  righteoufnefs — Fuch  a  pi&ure  of  Satan  for 
fubtilty  and  barbarity,  never,  I  think,  before  did 
I  behold.  He  is  the  great  executioner  of  all  the 
cruel  edicts  of  the  Court  for  the  perfecution  of 
the  children  of  God. 

The  mod  famous,  or  rather  mod  infamous  Edi£f 
which  the  Rulers  of  this  Ifland  have  publifhed,  is 
as  follows : 

44  That  if  any  white  perfon  fhould  be  found 
praying  with  his  brethren — -for  the  fird  offence  he 
fhould  be  fined  fifty  pieces  of  eight  :  for  the  fe¬ 
cond-,  one  hundred  pieces  :  and  for  the  third  he 

*  The  very  fame  man  who  received  me  with  fo  much  kindnefs 
m  my  former  vifir. 
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ihould  be  whipped,  his  goods  he  conEfcafed,  and 
he  fhould  then  be,  banifhed  the  IfUnd,  That  if  a 

coloured  man  fhould  be  found  praying - —for  the 

fird  offence  he  fhould  receive  thirty-nine  lalhes  ; 
•and  for  the  fecond,  if  free,  he  fhould  be  whipped 
and.  banifhed  ;  but  if  a  have,  be  whipped  every 
time.0 

This,  I  think,  is  the  firft  inflance  known  among 
mankind,  of  a  perfecution  openly  avowed  againd 
religion  it felf»  The  perfecutions  among  the  Hea¬ 
thens  were  fupported  under  the  pretence  that  the 
Chriltians  brought  in  llrange  Gods.  Thofe  among 
•the  Roman  Catholics  were  under  the  pretext  of 
the  Proteflants  introducing  Herehes  into  the 
Church.  But  this  is  openly  and  avowedly  againfi 
Prayer ,  the  great  Key  to  every  blelfing.  How  Inch 
a  diabolical  perfecution  can  be  fuffered  in  this  li¬ 
beral  and  tolerating  age,  is  really  furprizing  ! 

However,  we  ventured  to  baptize  about  one 
hundred  and  forty  of  our  Society.  And  even 
under  this  heavy  crofs  and  hot  perfecution,  our 
numbers  amount  to  two  hundred  and  fifty  eight  ; 
and  of  thofe,  we  have  reafon  to  believe  that  one 
hundred  and  thirty-nine  have  tailed  that  the  Lord 
is  gracious. 

On  Thurfday  the  lft  of  January,  we  hired  a 
floop  to  carry  us  back  to  St.  C  hri flop  her' s.  But,  be¬ 
hold  !  as  loon  as  we  began  to  fail,  we  found  that 
all  the  failors  were  entirely  drunk,  the  Captain 
excepted.  In  a  little  time  they  drove  the  Hoop 
againfi  a  large  fhip  and  damaged  the  boom  and  the 
yards  of  the  mainmafl.  Soon  afterwards,  when 
we  came  to  the  end  of  the  I  Hand,  ,  in  (lead  of  crof- 
fing  the  channel  to  St,  Kitt's ,  the  floop  was  carry¬ 
ing  us  into  the  open  fea  in  its  fhattered  condition. 
We  then  determined  to  return  ;  but  there  was  no 
one  to  turn  the  floop  about,  till  with  great  diffi¬ 
culty  my  friends,  the  Mifiionai ies,  unacquainted 
with  fuch  bufinefs,  brought  it  round  :  and  after 
running  againfi  another  Jhip,  by  which  the  rudder 
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wasbroke,  and  the  ftern  much  damaged;  and  after 
bribing  the  captain  with  ten  dollars,  to  fave  his 
own  life  as  well  as  ours;  we  were  landed  again  on 
the  $and  of  St.  Euflatius . 

This  feries  of  misfortunes  which  obliged  us  to 
return*  appeared  a  loud  call  of  Providence,  for 
me  to  bear  a  public  teftimony  for  Jefus  Chrift  : 
and  therefore,  left  any  of  our  friends  fhould  fufter 
whipping,  confifcation  of  goods,  or  banilhment, 
by  admitting  me  to  preach  in  their  houfes,  I  hired 
a  large  room  for  a  month,  and  the  next  day 
preached  to  a  quiet  and  attentive  congregation, 
and  publifhed  myfelf  for  the  Lord's  day  follow¬ 
ing. — All  was  peace  till  late  in  the  evening,  when 
the  Governor  lent  for  Mr.  Lindfcy  at  whole  houfe 
1  was,  and  threatened  him  with  terrible  punilh- 
ments. 

In  the  morning,  while  we  were  at  breakfaft, 
the  Marfhal  of  the  Court  entered  with  great  form, 
and  delivered  us  a  melTage  from  the  Governor  and 
Fifchal,  which  was,  that  they  required  us  to  pro- 
mife,  that  we  would  not,  publicly  or  privately, 
by  day  or  by  night,  preach  either  to  Whites  or  to 
Blacks  during  our  ftay  in  that  illand,  under  the 
penally,  on  default,  of  profecution,  arbitrary  pu - 
nijhmait ,  (that  was  the  very  expreftion,)  .and  ba- 
nilhment  from  the  Illand.  We  withdrew  to  con* 
fult ;  and  after  considering  that  we  were  favoured 
by  Providence  with  an  open  door  in  other  illunds 
for  as  many  Miftionaries  as  we  could  fpare.  and 
that  God  was  carrying  on  his  blefled  work  even 
in  this  Illand  by  the  means  of  fecret  ClafsrMeet- 
ings,  and  that  Divine  Providence  may  in  future 
redrefs  thefe  grievances  by  a  change  of  the  Go¬ 
vernor,  or  by  the  interference  of  the  fuperior 
Powers  in  Holland  in  fome  other  way,  we  gave  for 
anfwer  <c  That  we  would  obey  the  government 
and  having  nothing  more  at  prefent  to  do  in  this 
place  of  tyranny,  opprellion  and  wrong,  we  re¬ 
turned  to  St.  Kitt’s ,  blcfting  God  for  a  Britifb 
Conftitution,  and  a  Britilh  Government. 

But 
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But  let  me  intreat,  let  me  implore,  all  thofe 
^vho  read  or  hear  this  Journal,  to  remember  that 
dear  perfecuted  people  in  their  daily  prayers,  that 
the  God  who  heareth  prayer,  may  be  graciouflv 
inclined,  either  to  turn  the  hearts  of  the  Rulers 
of  St.  Eujlatius  to  mercy  and  truth,  or  the  hearts 
of  their  fuperiors  in  Holland  to  difarm  them  of 
their  lo  much  abufed  power. 

From  St.  Kitt’s  we  alfo  made  two  vifits  to  the 
Sfland  of  A  emu  Here  we  were  obliged  to  lie  on 
the  floor  for  two  nights  upon  our  hammocks,  but 
God  has  opened  in  this  ifiand  a  wide  door  for 
the  Gofpel.  And  the  kindnefs  of  two  or  three 
Gentlemen,  particularly  the  Judge -of  the  Admi¬ 
ralty  to  whom  we  are  highly  obliged,  rendered 
our  lituation  tolerably  comfortable.  We  formed 
here  a  Clafs  of  twenty-one  Catechumens,  and  left 
the  care  of  the  ifiand  to  Mr.  Owens . 

On  Wednefday  evening,  the  14th  of  January 
\ve  fet  off  for  the  ifiand  of  Saba,  which  belongs 
to  Holland .  We  had  left  at  St.  Eujlatius ,  Mr 
Brazier  one  of  our  Mifiionaries,  who  had  been 
raifed  under  Mr.  Hawimet ;  and  who  had  not 
been  included  in  the  wonderful  rpeffage  lent  to  us 
by  the  Governor  and  Fifchal,  there  havino-  been 
only  three  mentioned,  Mr.  Ham, met,  Mr.  Meredith 
and  myfelf.  However,  the  Governor  of  St 
Eujlatius ,  all  on  fire  to  perfecute,  foon  found 
him  out,  and  by  his  threatenings  dillodged  him 
Mr.  Brazier ,  by  the  advice  of  a  Gentleman  of  the 
ifiand,  a  man  in  power,  hut*  Nicodcmus,  removed 
to  the  ifiand  of  Saba. 

When  we  landed,  we  were  obliged  to  walk  up 
a  rock  of  a  mile  in  length,  which  was  in  feveral 
places  nearly  perpendicular.  Being  informed 
that  Mr.  Brazier  was  at  the  houfe  of  the  Gover¬ 
nor,  we  immediately  went  there,  and  were  re¬ 
ceived  with^  the  utmofi  kindnefs  and  hofpitalitv 

by  him,  his  family,  arid  the  inhabitants  in 
general. 

The  little  ifiand  of  Saba  contains  about  one 

^  thoufand. 
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thoufand  Whites  and  about  l  wo  thoufand  Blacks, 
men,  women  and  children  included.  For  feven- 
teen  years  that  (imple-hcarted  people  have  been 
without  a  regular  Minider.  The  Governor, 
Council  and  people  petitioned  that  Mr.  Brazier , 
who  had  preached  three  times  in  the  Church, 
(which  is  no  contemptible  building)  might  remain 
among  them.  I  informed  them  of  our  ceconomy, 
and  particularly  of  our  grand  and  indifpenlabie 
cuflom  of  changing  our  Miniflers.  They  were 
willing  to  comply  with  every  thing,  to  grant  to 
our  Minilter  the  parfonage-houfe,  and  to  allow 
him  a  lufhcient  maintenance.  What  could  I  do  ? 
Mr.  Brazier  was  appointed  to  labour  under  Mr. 
Hammet  at  Jamaica  :  but  I  could  not  bear  that 
;this  delightful  people  jfhould  periih  for  lack  of 
‘knowledge.  I  left  therefore  Mr,  Brazier  behind 
me,  having  fpent  two  pleating  days  with  thefe 
inhabitants  of  the  rock.  May  they  all  be  built 
ori  the  Rock  of  Ages! 

My  heart  is  too  much  engaged  in  the  interefls 
of  this  plain,  honed  Colony,  for  me  to  omit 
tranferibing  the  fentiments  of  a  celebrated  French 
W  liter-concerning  them  and  their  ifiaud. 

“  This-is  a  deep  rock,  on  the  fummit  of  which 
is  a  little  ground,  very  proper  for  gardening.* 
Frequent  rains  -which  do  not  lie  any  time  on 
the  foil,  give  growth  to  plants  of  an  exquifite 
flavour,  and  cabbages  of  an  extraordinary  fize. 
Throughout  America  there  is  no  blood  lo  pure  as 
that.dt '-'Saba;  the  women  there  preserve  a  frefh- 
nefs  of  complexion,  which  is  not  to  be  found  in 
any  other  of  the.Cari^-iflands.  Happy  Colony  ! 
Elevated  on  the  top  of  a  rock,  between  the  Iky  and 
the  fea,  it  enjoys  the  benefit  of  both  elements  with¬ 
out  dreading  their  dorms.  The  inhabitants  breathe 
a  pure  air,  live  upon  vegetables,  cultivate  a  fimple 
commodity,  from  which  they  derive  eafe  without 

*  This  little  ifland  is  about  fifteeu  or  fixteen  miles  in  cir¬ 
cumference. 

the 
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the  temptation  of  riches  ;^are  employed  in  labours 
lefs  troublefome  than  ufeful  ;  and  polfefs  in  peace 
all  the  blellings  of  moderation,  health,  beauty  and 
liberty. 

“  This  is  the  temple  of  peace,  from  whence 
the  philofopher  may  contemplate  at  leifure  the 
errors  and  paffions  of  men,  who  come  like  the 
lea,  to  Itrike  and  dafh  themfelves  on  the  rich 
coall  of  America ,  the  fpoiis  and  pollelFion  of 
which  they  are  perpetually  contending  for  and 
wrelting  from  each  other.  Hence  may  he  view 
at  a-  dillance  the  nations  of  Europe ,  bearing 
thunder  in  the  midll  of  the  ocean,  and  burning 
with  the  flames  of  ambition  and  avarice  under 
the  Tropics,  devouring  gold  without  ever  being 
fatisfied,  wading  through  feas  of  blood  to  amals 
thole  metals,  tbofe  pearls,  thofe  diamonds  which 
are  ufed  to  adorn  the  oppreflbrs  of  mankind  ; 
loading  innumerable  fhips  with  thofe  precious 
calks,  which  furnifh  luxury  with  purple,  and 
from  which  flow  pleafures,  effeminacy,  cruelty 
and  debauchery.  The  tranquil  inhabitant  of 
Saba  views  this  mafs  of  follies,  and  fpins  in  peace 
the  cotton  which  conftitut.es  all  his  finery  and- 
wealth.  ”* 

On'  the  17th  we  landed  at  Tortola ,  This 
ifland  which  contains  about  1,000  Whites  and 
8,000  Blacks  is  indeed  ripe  for  the  Gofpel.  It 
feems  to  be  the  general  cry  of  the  Negroes 
throughout  the  ifland,  “  Let  us  have,  if  poliible, 
a  Metbodill  Minifter.’* 

After  giving  the  inhabitants  of  Road-Tozvn , 
(the  principal  town  of  this  ifland]  two  ier- 

*  Soon  after  I  left  the  Weft  Indies ,  the  Governor 
of  St.  Euftatius ,  who  is  Governor  General  of 
all  the  Dutch  Cariobee- 1  Hands,  with  the  molt  im¬ 
placable  Ipirit  of  perfecution,  forced  the  Gover¬ 
nor  and  Council  of  Saba  to  part  with  Mr.  Bra¬ 
zier ,  though  they  did  it  with  lorrow  and  reluc¬ 
tance,  as  they  afterwards  allured  m6 by-  letter.

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tnons-,.  we  failed  for  Santa  Cruz,  an  ifland  be- 
longing  to  Denmark-,  This  laft  mentioned  ifland 
is  luppofed  to  contain  about  30,000  inhabi- 
an  s,  w  o  in  general  fpeak  the  Englifk  language. 
\  highly  cultivated'*- and  the  town  of  Baffe- 
End,  us  capital,  is  far  the  mo  ft  beautiful  I  have 
teen  m  the  Caribbee-l Hands.  The  Governor  Ge¬ 
neral,  through  the  warm  recommendation  of  a 
worthy  and  refpe&able  friend  in  London ,  re¬ 
ceived  us  with  great  courtefy,  and  promifed 

us  all  the  prote&ion  and  encouragement  in  his 
power..  ,  . 


Two  Gentlemen  in  the  town  fhewed  us  many 
marks  of  refpeft,  and  an  old  Quaker-Lady  per¬ 
mitted  me  to  preach  in  her  houie,  and  afterwards 

in  ormed  me  that  i£  fhould  he  always  at  our 
iervice. 

And  now  I  found  myfelf  in  the  utmoft  doubt, 
and  knew  not  which  way  to  turn.  Mr.  Hammet 
WtU  appointed  for  Jamaica,';  and  there  was 
no  other  Miflionary  to  fecure  the  advantages 
which  the  Lord  had  given  us  in  thefe  two 
jflands,  At  laft  we  determined  that  Mr.  Ham - 
mit  Ihould  divide  his  labours  between  Eortola  and 
Sti n t a  Cruz ,  till  two  Millionaires  are  fent  from 
England Ao  profeoute  the  openings  which  Divine 
I  rovidence  has  afforded  u*s,  and,,  which,  I  doubt* 
riot,  Mr.  Hammet  in  the  mean  time  will  greatly 
improve,  I  fhall  alio,  God  willing,  vifit  Jamaica^ 
to  prepare  his  way  in  that  populous  and  impor-- 
tant  ifland.  -  * 


After  my  return  from  Santa  Cruz  to  Tortola,  I 
had  a,  very  providential  efcape,  in  going  late  in 
the  evening  from  the  quay  to  the  flnp,  in  which 
J  was  to  fail  the  next  morning  for  Jamaica • 
In  the  mid*  way  between  the  fhore  and  the  fhip, 
about  the  diftance  of  a  mile  from  each,  a  young 
man  who  fat  behind  me.  objerved  with  fome 
(furprize  that  the  water  came  over  the  ftern  of 
the  boat.— -I  put  my  hand  over  the  fide,  and 
found  that  the  edge  of  the  boat  was  within  an 

inch. 


\ 
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inch' of  the  water.  Immediately  I  obferved,  that 
the  boat,  the  bottom  of  which  was  very  deep 
and  leaky,  had  let  in  fo  much  water,  and  had 
funk  fo  low,  that  on  every  motion  the  water- 
came  in  over  the  flern,  as  well  as  from  below  ; 
fo  that  in  a  few  minutes  we  fhould  probably  have 
funk,  if  our  awful  htuation  had  not  been  juft' 
then  difcovered  :  but  after  uling  proper  means  to 
throw  out  the  water,  we  got  fafe  to  the  {hip 
through  the  blefiing  and  interference  of  our 
never-failing  Friend. 

'Vtfe  have  now  through  the  bleffing  of  God  on 
our  endeavours,  a  profpeft  of  much  good  in  ten 
of  the  iflands,  which  unitedly  contain  about 
two  hundred  and  fixty  thoufand  inhabitants,  near 
four  fifths  of  whom  are  cohered  with  heatheniffi> 
da  rknefs,^ 


SECTION  V. 

ON  the  19th  of  January  I  landed  at  Port-Rbyat; 

in  Jamaica .  When  I  landed,  Mr.  Fijhlcy , 
Mailer  Calker  of  the  harbour,  to  whom  I  brought 
a  letter  of  recommendation,  received  me  with 
every  mark  of  kindnefs  and  refpe£t,  and  intro¬ 
duced  me  the  next  day  to  Mr.  Rail  and  Mr.. 
Treble  of  Kingfton ,  who  proved  my  very  valuable 
friends.  In  Mr.  Treble's  houfe  I  preached  four 
times,  to  fmall,  but  increafing  congregations.  At 
lad,  a  gentleman'of  great  benevolence  (Mr.  Burn , 
a  Roman  Catholic;  obferving  the  inconveniences 
the  congregation  was  put  to,  in  Mr.  Treble's 
fmall,  though  neat  houfe  (which  would  have  been 
large  enough,  I  doubt  not,  for  all  the  inhabitants 
of  Kingfton ,  if  it  had  been  as  large  as  his  heart) 
moll  generoufiy  offered  me  the  ufe  of  a  very 
large  room  in  one  of  his  houles,  which  room 
has  been  frequently  ufed  as  a  public  Concert- 

I  3  room,. 


room*  and  is  the  larged  but  one  in  the-  whoftr 
town. 

d  He  fil'd  evening  I  preached  there,  the  congre¬ 
gation.  was  confiderable,  and  received  the  word 
with  great  decency,  and  great  attention.  Whild  I 
was  pointing  out  to  the  unregenerate,  the  falla- 
CiQufnels  of  all  their  hopes,  and  the  impoffibility 
of  reverting  the  decree,  “  Except  a  man  be  born 
again,  he  cannot  fee  the  kingdom  of  God,”  and 
ferioufly  enquiring  of  them  whether  they  had 
found  out  fome  new  gofpei  as  their  directory,  a- 
poor  Negro-woman  cried' out,  “  I  am  fure  you 
are  a  new  Pried/’  The  fecond  evening. the  great 
loom  and  all  the  piazzas  around  it  were  crowded, 
wuh  people.  I  believe  there  were  four  hundred 
V  hites  prefent,.  the  larged  number  of  Whites  I 
ever  preached  to  at  one  time  in  the  Wejt- Indies, 
and  about  two  hundred  Negroes,  there  being  no 
room,  I  think,  for  more.  After  I  had  preached 
about  ten  minutes,  a  company  of  gentlemen,  in¬ 
flamed  with  liquor,  began:  to  be  very  noify  i 
till  at  lad,  the  noife  dill  increafing,  they  cried 
out  “Down  with  him,  down  with  him.”  They 
toen  p re ued  rorwards  through  the  crowd  in 
order  to  feize  me,  crying  out  again,  “  Who 
feconds  that  fellow  ?”  On  which  my  new,  but 
gailant  friend  Mr.  Bull,  depped  forth,  between 
the  rioters  and  me,,  faying,  “  Lfecond.him  againffc 
men  and  devils.”  A  lady  alfo  of  great  worth, 
whom  her  younger  years  had  been  a  member  of 
Our  oociety  in  Londan ,  but  through  the.  various 
vici  ffitudes  of  life  was  now  a  relident  of  jfamaica% 
who  had  lately  been  dangeroufly  ill,  and  during 
her  ill nefs,  when  all,  her  former  religious  im- 
pieflions  returned  with  all  their  weight,  to  her 
mind,  had  received  a  clear  manifedation  of  the 
pardoning  love  of  God— •  notwithdand.ing  all  the, 
delicacy  of  her  fex,  and.  her  own  peculiar 
amiablenefs  of  difpofition,  dood  up,  and  reafoned 
with  the  rioters  on  the  impropriety  of  their  con* 


di*£h  They  now,  I  believe,  were  convinced  that 
nine  out  of  ten  of  the  congregation  di (approved 
of  their  behaviour,  and  gave  up  the  coined,  (till 
crying  as  they  defeended  the  (fair-cafe,  “  Down 
with  him,  down  with  him.** 

The  fpirits  of  the  congregation  were  fo  de¬ 
ranged  by  this  unhappy  incident,  that  I  gave  out 
a  hymn,  and  then  chofe  a  new  text,  and  preached 
a  fermon,  with  fonae  degree  of  liberty,  I  blefs 
God,  to*  a  ferious,  attentive  audience. 

Having  now  received  a  mellage  from  the  Cap¬ 
tain  of  the  brig  in  which  I  had  taken  a  pafiage 
for  Char  left  on.,  defiring  me  to  repair  to  Port- 
Royal  in  order  to  go  on  board,  I  returned  to 
that  little  town,,  where  I  preached  three  fer- 
mons,  which  many  of  the  white  people  attended,, 
the  B1  acks  in  that  place  not  feeming  to  regard  the 

good  might  be’ 
done  in  this  ifland,  if  the  gofpel  was  regularly 
preached  here  with  power.  A  fmall  Society  of 
awakened  perfons  might  even  at  prefent  be 
formed  both  among  the  Whites  and  Blacks  in 
Kingjlon . 

Indeed  this  valuable  and  populous  ifland  de¬ 
mands  and  deferves  much  of  our  attention  and 
exertions,  as  it  probably  contains  above  300,000 
inhabitants,  the  (laves  -alone,  in  the  year  1768* 
amounting  to  217,000  ;  and  in  Kingjlon  only  they 
have  been  nearly  doubled  fince  that  time. 

This  I  mull  add  in  honour  of  the  ifland,  that 
I  never  vifited  any  place  either  in  Europe  or 
America ,  in  which  the  gofpel  was  not  preached, 
where  I  received  fo  many  civilities  as  I  did  in 
Jamaica ,  four  or  five  families  of  property  having 
opened  to  me  their  houies,  and,  very  evidently, 
their  hearts  alfo,  and  allured  me  that  any  Mif- 
fionaries  we  (hall  in  future  fend  to  that  ifland, 
fhall  be  welcome  to  beds  and  every  thing  their 
Joules  afford,. 


gofpel. 

I  am  fully  fatisfied  that  great 
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,.^n  .^e  24^  February  I  landed  at  Char  Mon . 
idi.  Ajuury  had  arrived  there  feveral  days  before 
tiom  the  North  in  order  to  meet  me;  but  fet  off 
4  nee  hours  before  I  landed  to  be  prefent  at  the 
Conference  in  Georgia .  The  next  day  I  followed, 
and  riding  in  two  days  as  much  as  he  had  in  three, 
overtook  him.  I  he  fir  ft  day  we  rode  forty-feven 
miles,  for  about  two  miles  of  which  our  horfes 
\vere  up  to  their  bellies  in  water,  with  two  great 
invisible  ditches  on  the  right  and  left.  Our  Elder 
ftatione  d  at  Charlejlon ,  accompanied  me. 

One  of  the  grandeft  objefts  to  be  feen  in  this 
countiy,  is  the  fires  in  the  woods  in  the  fprimv 
The  inhabitants  fet  fire  to  the  grafs  and  littlefhrubs, 
in  oraer  to  burn  up  the  dry  leaves  which  cover  the 
giound,  that  the  grafs  which  grows  up  afterwards 
may  be  accefnble  to  the  cattle.  Eate  one  evenincr  I 
faw  the  moft  aftomfhing  illumination,  I  think,  I 
e/er  beheld  in  my  life,  whilft  I  was  travellings 
through  tne  woods.  I  feemed  furrounded  with 
great,  oxtenfive  hres  i  and  queftion  whether  the 
Nmg  of  France  s  Stag-hunt  in  his  Foreft  by  night, 
which  he  fometimes  has  given  to  his  nobility, 
would  be  more  wonderful  or  entertaining  to  a. 
philofophic  eye.  Sometimes  the  fire  catches  the 
oozing  turpentine  of  the  pine-trees,  and  blazes  to 
the  very  top.  I  have  feen  old,  rotten  pine-trees* 
ad  on  file,  the  tiunks,  and  the  branches  (which 
looked  like  fo  many  arms.)  were  full  of  vifible 
fiie  and  made  a  moft  grotefque  appearance. 

I  he  w'eather  was  as  cold,  as  it  had  been,  accords 
ing  to  the  information  of  the  people,  in  any  part 
oi  the  winter,  and  was  felt  by  me  juft  come  from* 
the  torrid  zone,  with  peculiar  feverity.  Although 
I  clothed  mvlelfalmoft  from  top  to  toe  with  flan-- 
nel,  I  could  butjuft  bear  the  cold.  W ehad  congre¬ 
gations  all  the  way,  after  I  met  Mr.  Afbury;  but 
our  journeysMn  the  back  parts  of  South  Carolina 
and  Georgia  were  frequently  very  trying.  Some¬ 
times  we  loft  our  way...  In  one  inftance  we  loft 

,  twenty. 
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twenty-one  miles.  A  great  part  of  the  way  wo 
had  nothing  in  the  houfes  of  the  Planters  but  bacon 
and  eggs,  and  Indian  corn  bread.  Mr.  AJbury 
brought  with  him  tea  and  fugar,  without  which  wc 
fhould  have  been  badly  oil  indeed.  In  leveral 
places  we  were  obliged  to  lie  on  the  floor,  which 
indeed  I  regarded  not,  though  my  bones  were  a 
little  fore  in  the  morning.  The  Preachers  in 
Europe  know  but  little,  in  the  preient  Hate  of 
Methodifm,  of  the  trials  of  two  thirds  of  the 
Preachers  on  this  Continent.  And  yet  in  (what  I 
believe  to  be)  a  proper  view  of  things,  the  people 
in  this  country  enjoy  greater  plenty  and  abundance 
of  the  mere  neceifaries  of  life,  than  thole  of  any 
country  I  ever  knew,  perhaps  any  country  in  the 
world.  For  1  have  not  in  my  three  vifits  to  this 
Continent,  in  all  of  which  I  have  rode  about 
5,600  miles,  either  met  with,  or  heard  of,  any 
white  men,  women  or  children,  that  have  not  had 
as  much  bacon,  Indian  corn,  and  fuel  for  fire,  as 
they  wanted,  and  an  abundance  to  fparc- :  nor  are 
they  badly  off  for  clothing. 

The  great  revival  however,  and  the  great 
rapidity  of  the  work  of  God,  the  peculiar  con- 
folations  of  God’s  Spirit  which  he  has  favoured 
me  with,  and  the  retirement  I  met  with  in  thefe- 
vall  Forells,  far  overbalanced  every  trial.  Many 
other  circum dances  alio  amply  compenfated  for  the 
difagreeable  parts  of  my  journey.  Sometimes  a 
mod  noble  Vida  of  half  a  mile  or  a  mile  in  length, 
would  open  between  the  lofty  Pines.  Sometimes 
the  tender  fawns  and  hinds  would  fuddcnly  appear, 
and,  on  feeing  or  hearing  us,  would  glance  through 
the  woods,  and  vanifh  away.  Frequently  indeed 
we  were  obliged  to  lodge  in  houles  built  with 
round  logs,  and  open  to,every  blaft  of  wind,  and 
fometimes  were  under  the  necelfity  of  flee  ping 
three  in  a  bed.  Often  we  rode  fixteen  or  eighteen 
miles  without  feeing  a  houfe,  or  human  creatuie 
but  ouifdves,  apd  often  were  obliged  to  ford  very 
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deep  and  dangerous  rivers,  or  creeks  (as  they  are 
here  called.)  Many  times  we  ate  nothing  from 
(even  in  the  morning  till  fix  in  the  evening;  tho* 
fometimes  we  carried  refrefhments  with  us,  and 
partook  of  our  temperate  repail:  on  (tumps  of  trees 
in  the  woods  near  lomefpring  or  dream  of  water. 

On  the  9th  of  March  we  began  our  Conference 
in  Georgia,  Here  we  agreed  (as  we  have  ever 
hnce,  in  each  of  the  ConferencesjthatMr.  Wefley's 
name  fhould  be  inferted  at  the  head  of  our  (mall 
annual  Minutes,  and  alfo  in  the  form  of  diicipline  t 
in  the  Imall  Minutes  as  the  fountain  of  our  Epif- 
copal  office,  and  in  the  form  of  difcipline  as  the 
father  of  the  whole  work  under  the  divine 
guidance.  To  this  all  the  Conferences  have  cheer¬ 
fully  and  unanimoufly  agreed.  We  have  2, oil' 
in  Society  in  the  date  of  Georgia  :  the  increafe  in 
the  lad  year  has  been  784.  At  this  Conference 
we  agreed  to  build  a  College  in  Georgia  j  and  onr 
principal  friends  in  this  date  have  engaged  to 
purchafe  at  lead  2,000  acres  of  good  land  for  its 
iupport  :  for  this  purpofe  there  was  12,500  pounds 
weight  of  1  obacco  fubfcribed  in  one  congregation^ 
which  will  produce,  clear  of  all  expences,  about 
icol.  derling.  We  have  engaged  to  ere£t  it,  God 
willing,  within  five  years,  and  do  mod  humbly 
intreat  Mr.  Wedey  to  permit  us  to  name  it 
Wefley-College,  as  a  memorial  of  his  affettion  for 
poor  Georgia ,  and  of  our  great  refpefl  for  him. 

On  the  17th  we  opened  our  Conference  in 
Charlejlon ,  for  the  date  of  South  Carolina .  My 
congregations  were  very  large  in  this  city,  as  well 
as  Mr.  AJbury's ,  and  great  liberty  the  Lord  was 
pleafed  to  give  me.  W e  were  bitterly  attacked  in 
the  public  papers,  but  our  mild  anfwer,  I  believe,, 
did  us  more  (ervice,  than  the  illiberal  attempts  of 
our  perfecutors  did  us  hurt.  In  this  State  we  have. 
3,377  *n  Society :  the  increafe  is  907.  In  my  way 
from  this  city  I  preached  three  fermons  in  a  fmall 
town  called  George-Town ,  in  the  Court-houfe^, 
where  mod  of  the  principal  people  of  the  neigh-- 
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bourhood  attended  every  time,  and  heard  with 
deep  attention,  though  we  never  had  any  Society 
or  regular  preaching  there.  As  the  pious  mailer 
and  midrels  of  the  houfe  where  I  was  moil  hof- 
pitably  entertained,  with  their  truly  religious 
daughter  (though  but  young,)  were  defirous  on 
partaking  of  the  Lord’s  Supper,  I  admini tiered  it 
in  their  d welling-houfc  :  and  gave  permiflion  to 
any  lerious  performs  of  the  congregation  who 
defired  it,  lo  communicate  with  us  :  in  confe- 
quence  of  which,  near  twenty  well-drelTed  perfons 
(chiefly  women,  and  fome  of  them,  as  1  was 
afterwards  informed,  women  of  property)  all  of 
whom  had  ferioufnefs  engraved  on  their  counte¬ 
nances,  joined  us  in  that  holy  ordinance.  In 
this  part  of  the  country  I  met  with  a  fweet  po~ 
tatoe,  which,  when  roafled,  eats  exaflly  like  a 
roalted  apple,  and  can  hardly  be  di (linguifhed 
from  mellow  apples  in  pies  or  puddings  :  how 
bountiful  is  Providence!  I  am  daily  filled  with 
furp  rize,  in  meeting  with  fuch  large  congregations 
as  I  am  favoured  with  in  the  midit  of  vait  wil- 
dernefies,  and  wonder  from  whence  they  come. 
O  that  God  may  grant  me  the  only  hire  I  defire 
for  my  labours — the  falvation  of  fouls  ! 

On  the  12th  of  April  we  opened  our  Con« 
ference  for  the  State  of  North  Carolina  at  the  houfe 
of  a  planter  in  the  country  (Brother  M’ Knight)  on 
the  borders  of  a  fine  river  called  the  Yeadkin. 
Nineteen  Preachers  met  us  there,  fome  of  whom 
came  from  the  other  fide  of  the  great  Alleghany - 
Mountains.  The  numbers  in  this  State  are  6,779  3 
the  increaie  741 .  We  here  received  mofl  reviving 
letters  concerning  the  progrefs  of  the  work  in 
Kentucke ,  the  new  Weftern  World  (as  we  call  it.) 
In  thefe  letters  our  friends  in  that  country  ear- 
neflly  intreat  to  have  a  College  built  for  the  edu¬ 
cation  of  their  youth,  offering  to  give  or  purchale 
three  or  four  thouiand  acres  of  good  land  for  its 
fupport.  We  debated  the  point,  and  lent  them 
word,  that  if  they  will  provide  five  thoufand 
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*cres  of  fertile  ground,  and  fettle  it  on  fuch  TruU  - 
tees  as  we  (hall  mention  under  the  dire£lion  of 
the  Conference,  we  will  undertake  to  complete  a 
College  for  that  pait  of  our  Connexion  within 
ten  years. 

In  travelling  from  this  Conference  to  Virginia , 
we  were  favoured  with  one  of  the  molt  beautiful 
prolpe&s  I  ever  beheld.  ”1  he  country,  as  far  as 
we  could  fee  from  the  top  of  a  hill,  was  orna¬ 
mented  with  a  great  number  of  Peach  orchards, 
the  Peach-trees  being  all  in  full  bloffom,  and 
difplaying  a  diverfity  of  the  mod  pleafing  co¬ 
lours,  blue,  purple,  and  violet.  On  the  oppofite 
fide  of  a  beautiful  vale  which  lay  at  the  foot  of 
•the  hill,  ran  the  river  Yeadkin,  refle&ing  the 
rays  of  the  fun  from  its  broad,  placid  liream  : 
and  the  mountains  which  bounded  the  view, 
formed  a  very  fine  back  ground  for  the  com- 
pleating  of  the  piofpeft.  7'he  two  days  following 
we  rode  on  the  ridge  of  a  long  hill,  with  a  large 
vale  on  each  fide,  and  mountains  rifing  above 
•mountains  for  twenty,  and  fomelimes,  I  fuppofe, 
forty  miles  on  each  hand. 

In  Halifax- County  ( Virginia )  where  I  met  with 
much  perfecution  four  years  ago,  almoft  all  the 
great  people  of  the  county  came  in  their  chariots 
and  other  carriages  to  hear  me,  and  behaved  with 
great  propriety  ;  there  were  not  lefs  than  five 
Colonels  in  the  congregation.  On  the  18th  we 
opened  our  firlt  Conference  for  the  State  of  Vir¬ 
ginia  in  the  town  of  Pcterjburgh ,  and  both  in  the 
public  and  private  meetings  the  Lord  was  very 
piefent  with  us.  Thirteen  Preachers  were  re¬ 
ceived  on  trial,  all  well  recommended:  in  the 
former  Conferences  there  was  not  a  fufficient 
number  of  new  Preachers  to  anfwer  all  our  calls, 
but  in  -this  Conference  every  deficiency  was  fup- 
plied. 

Prom  Pctcrjburg  we  fel  off  for  our  fiecond  Vir¬ 
ginia  Corference,  which  we  held  in  the  -town  of 
Leejburgh ,  vifiting  Richmond  by  the  way.  At  this 
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Conference  alfo  we  had  a  very  comfortable  time. 
The  numbers  in  Society  in  Virginia  this  year,  are 
14,226:  the  increafe  2,023. 

From  Letjburgh  we  fet  off  through  Alexandria 
and  Annapolis  for  Baltimore .  At  Alexandria  I 
preached  in  the  great  Prefbyterian  Meeting-houfe 
which  has  been  built  in  that  town,  and,  praifed  be 
God,  gave  huge  offence  to  the  unregenerate  rich, 
and  great  joy  to  the  pious  poor,  by  the  teftimony 
I  then  bore  again  ft  fin. 

At  Annapolis  in  Maryland ,  after  my  laft  prayer 
on  Sunday  the  3d  of  May,  the  congregation  be¬ 
gan  to  pray  and  praife  aloud  in  a  rnoft  aftonifh- 
ing  manner.  At  fir  Ft  I  felt  fome  reluCtance  to 
enter  into  the  bufinefs  ;  but  foon  the  tears  bc<Tan 
to  flow,  and  I  think  I  have  feldom  found  a  more 
comforting  or  ftrengthening  time.  This  praying 
and  praifing  aloud  is  a  common  thing  throughout 
Virginia  and  Maryland.  What  fhall  we  fay  ? 
Souls  are  awakened  and  converted  by  multi¬ 
tudes  ;  and  the  work  is  furely  a  genuine  work,  if 
there  be  a  genuine  work  of  God  upon  earth. 
Whether  there  be  wild-fire  in  it  or  not,  I  do 
moft. ardently  wifh,  that  there  was  fuch  a  work 
at  this  prefent  time  in  England*  In  one  hfeetin^ 
in  this  State  we  have  reafon  to  believe  that 
twenty  fouls  received  full  fanftification  ;  and  it 
is  common  to  have  from  twenty  to  fifty  fouls 
juflified  in  a  day,  in  one  place. 

Our  firft  Conference  for  the  State  of  Maryland , 
begun  in  Baltimore  on  Tuefday  the  4th,  in  which 
we  were  all  unanimous  and  truly  affe&ionate.  On 
the  Wedncfday  evening  after  I  had  preached,  and 
Mr.  AJbury  exhorted,  tjie  congregation  began  to 
pray  and  praife  aloud,  and  continued  fo  to  do  till 
two  o’clock  in  the  morning.  Out  of  a  congregation 
of  two  thoufand  people,  I  fuppofe  two°or  three 
hundred  were  engaged  at  the  fame  time  in  praifing 
God,  praying  for  the  conviction  and  converfion 
of  fmners,  or  exhorting  thofe  around  them  with 
the  utmoft  vehemence  :  and  hundreds  more  were 
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engaged  in  wreltling  :prayer  either  for  their  own 
-converlion  or  fantlification.  The  great  noi(c  of 
••the  people  icon  brought  a  multitude  to  fee  what 
•was  going  on,  for  whom  there  was  no  room  in 
the  Church,  which  has  been  lately  built,  and  will 
hold  a  larger  congregation  than  any  other  of  our 
Churches  in  the  Sta\es.  One  of  our  Elders  was 
the  means  that  night  of  the  converfibn  of  feven 
poor  penitents  within  his  little  circle  in  lels  than 
■fifteen  minutes*  Such  was  the  zeal  of  many,  that 
a  tolerable  company  attended  the  preaching  at  five 
the  next  morning,  not withflanding  the  late  hour 
..at  which  they  parted.  Next  evening  Mr.  AJbury 
preached,  and  again  the  congregation  began  as 
before,  and  continued  as  loud  and  as  long  as  the 
former  evening.  This  praying  and  praifing 
aloud  has  been  common  in  Baltimore  for  a  con- 
fiderable  time;  notwithstanding  our  congregation 
in  this  town  was  for  many  years  before,  one  of  the 
calmed  and  molt  critical  upon  the  Continent. 
Many  alfoofour  Elders  who  were  the  fofteft,  moll 
connected,  and  rnoltfedate  of  our  Preachers,  have 
entered  with  all  their  hearts  into  this  work.  And 
ft  mult  be  allowed,  that  gracious  and  wonderful 
has  been  the  change,  our  greateft  enemies  them- 
ielves  being  the  judges,  that  has  been  wrought  on 
multitudes,  on  whom  this  work  begun  at  thofe 
wonderful  feafons. 

On  Friday  the  8th,  we  fet  off  for  our  College* 
which  is  about  twenty-eight  miles  from  Baltimore . 

J  was  highly  pleafed  with  the  progrefs  they  have 
made  towards  the  compleating  of  the  building; 
-the  fituation  delights  me  more  than  ever.  There 
is  not,  I  believe,  a  point  of  it,  from  whence  the 
eye  has  not  a  view  of  at  leaft  twenty  miles,*  and 
in  fome  parts  the  pro fp oft  extends  even  to  fifty 
miles  in  length.  The  water-part  forms  one  of  the 
molt  beautiful  views  in  the  United  States;  the  , 
Cheaf apeak- Bay  in  alt  its  grandeur,  with  a  fine 
navigable  river  (the  uuf^uehanna)  which  emptte* 
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itfelf  into  it,  lying  expofed  to  the  view  through  a 
great  extent  of  country. 

During  my  flay  at  the  College,  I  had  feveral' 
long  converfations  with  Dr.  Hall ,  our  Prefident,,. 
and  am  fatisfied  beyond  a  doubt,  that  he  is  both 
the  Scholar,  the  Philosopher,  and  the  Gentle¬ 
man :  he  truly  fears  God,  and  pays  a  mofl  exafb 
and.  delicate  attention  to  all  the  rules  of  the  in¬ 
stitution.  Our  Cl  a  flic  Tutor  is  a  very  promifmg 
perfon  :  he  is  not  yet  the  poliflied  Scholar,  like 
the  Prefident;  but  his  manifell  flrength  of  un- 
derflanding,  and  perfevering  diligence,  will  foon, 

I  doubt  not,  perfefl  every  thing  that  is  wanting. 
And  our  Englifh  and  Mathematical  Mailer  gives 
us  confiderable  fatisfa£lion. 

On  Saturday  morning  the  9th,  I  examined  all 
the  Claffes  in  private:  and  in  the  afternoon  we 
had  a  public  exhibition  of  the  different  abilities 
and  improvements  of  our  young  fludents.  Two 
young  men  difplayed  great  flrength  of  memory, 
and  great  propriety  of  pronunciation,  in  the  re¬ 
petition  of  two  chapters  of  Sheridan  on  Elocution* 
and  were  rewarded  by  Mr.  A/bury ,  as  a  fmall  tef- 
timony  of  our  approbation,  with  a  dollar  apiece. 
O  ne  little  boy,  a  fon  of  Mr.  Dallam' s,  a  neigh¬ 
bouring  gentleman,  delivered  Memoriter,  a  fine 
fpeech  out  of  Livy ,  with  fuch  an  heroic  fpirit, 
and  with  fuch  great  propriety,  that  I  prefented 
him  with  a  little  piece  of  gold.  Three  other  boys 
alfo  fo  excelled  in  gardening,  that  Mr.  AJbury 
rewarded  them  with  a  dollar  each.  But  what  is 
bell  of  all,  many  of  them  are  truly  awakened. 
However,  we  were  obliged  to  undertake  the 
painful  talk,  in  the  prefence  of  the  Truflees, 
Mailers,  and  Students,  of  folemnly  expelling  a 
young  lad  of  fifteen  years  of  age,  to  whofe  learn¬ 
ing  we  had  no  objeflion,  but  whofe  trifling,  ir¬ 
religious  condufl,  and  open  ridicule,  among  the 
Students,  of  experimental  religion,  we  could  not 
pafs  over  :  as  we  are  determined  <0  have  a  CoU 
lege,  in  which  religion  and  learning  fhall  go 
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hand  in  hand  together,  or  to  have  none  at  all* 
But  nothing  relating  to  this  inftitution  perhaps 
lias  given  me  greater  pleafure,  than  to  find  we 
are  already  enabled  to  fupport  four  ftudents  fully, 
and  two  in  part,  (Preachers  fons  and  orphans]  on 
the  charitable  foundation. 

On  Wednefday  the  i  4th,  we  opened  our  fecond 
Co  nference  for  the  State  of  Maryland  in  Chejler - 
Town ,  where  alfo  we  had  nothing  but  love  and 
unanimity.  ri  he  numbers  in  Society  in  Maryland 
are  11,117  ;  the  increafe  1,107.  On  both  t*ie  firfl 
and  lecond  days  of  the  Conference,  there  was 
much  praying  and  praifing  aloud  in  the  congre¬ 
gation.  The  lecond  day  they  began  at  three  in 
the  afternoon,  immediately  after  the  facrament  fo 
that  we  could  not  hold  a  love-feaft,  as  we  in¬ 
tended,  and  continued  till  eight  in  the  evening; 
when  Brother  Everitt,  one  of  our  Elders,  preach¬ 
ed.  After  preaching,  while  he  was  giving  out 
his  la  ft  hymn,  they  began  again,  and  continued 
till  eleven  at  night.  A  Lawyer  who  came  there 
out  of  curiofity,  and  who  is  eminent  for  his 
good  fenfe,  and  great  abilities  in  his  profeflion, 
was  conftrained  in  the  midft  of  this  work  to  ac¬ 
knowledge,  to  forne  who  were  near  him,  that  he 
believed  it  proceeded  from  the  interference  of  a 
Divine  Power. 

On  the  ?  8th,  we  began  our  Conference  in  Phi - 
laddphia  for  the  State  of  Pennsylvania ,  in  which, 
as  ulual,  we  had  perfect  unanimity.  The  num¬ 
bers  in  this  State  and  in  the  little  State  of  Dela¬ 
ware^  \w  which  two  States  the  Circuits  are  fo 
mixed  that  the  numbers  cannot  eafily  be  fepa- 
rated,  are  2,000.  There  has  been  in  thefe 
diftri£ts  a  decreafe  on  the  whole  of  fifty-fix 
members.  On  the  third  evening  we  were  fa¬ 
voured  with  fome  breathings  of  the  Spirit, 
which,  I  hope,  will  prove  the  beginning  of  better 
days  in  this  city. 

There  is  a  cuflom  peculiar  to  the  American 
Preachers,  which  is  this  :  If  there  be  more 
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Preachers  than  one  in  a  congregation,  the 
Preachers  that  have  not  preached,  give  each  of 
them  a  warm  exhortation.  And  as  far  as  I  can 
judge  by  external  effects  wrought  on  the  con¬ 
gregations,  and  by  confequent  enquiry  and  in¬ 
formation,  more  good  has  been  done  in  mod 
inftances  by  the  exhortations  than  by  the  fcrmon  : 
more  fouls  have  been  awakened  and  converted  to 
God 

In  our  Conference  which  began  in  Trenton  on 
the  23d,  for  the  State  of  New  Jerjey ,  all  the 
Preachers  feemed  full  of  love.  The  few  friends 
we  have  in  this  town,  did  every  thing,  I  believe, 
that  they  could  conceive,  to  make  us  comfort¬ 
able  :  but  alas  !  the  work  is,  and  ever  has  been, 
at  a  very  low  ebb  in  this  place.  The  numbers 
in  Jferfey ,  are  1,751  :  here  alio  there  has  been  a 
decreafe  of  295.  This  will  neceffarily  happen 
fometimes  in  fo  extenfive  a  work  ;  yea,  where 
the  Minitlers  have  been  moft  faithful.  Rotten 
members,  be  they  ever  fo  numerous,  mult  be 
lopped  off,  or  we  fhould  foon  become  like  other 
men.  We  have  three  Indians  in  this  Diltrict  : 
and  who  knows  but  they  are  the  firft-fruits  of  a 
glorious  harvefi  among  that  people. 

On  the  28th,  we  opened  our  la  ft  Conference  in 
^New-York  for  that  State — a  Conference,  like  the 
others,  all  peace  and  concord,  Glory,  glory  be  to 
God  !  In  this  city  we  have  a  great  revival,  and  a 
great  increafe  ;  in  confequence  of  which  we  arc 
going  to  build  a  fecond  Church.  In  the  country- 
parts  of  this  State,  Freeborn  Garrett/on,  one  of  our 
Prefiding  Elders,  has  been  greatly  bleffed  ;  and  is 
endued  with  an  uncommon  talent  foropening  new 
places.  With  a  let  of  inexperienced  but  zealous 
youths,  he  has  not  only  carried  our  work  in  this 
State  as  high  as  Lake  Chaplain ,  but  has  raifed 
congregations  in  moft  of  the  States  of  Nezo-Eng- 
lancl,  and  alfo  in  the  little  State  of  Vermount , 
within  about  a  hundred  miles  of  Montreal ,  The 
numbers  in  the  State  of  New-  York)  are  2,00a  ; 
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the  increafe  poo.  The  whole  number  in  the 
United  States,  is  43,265  :  the  whole  increafe  6,111: 
which  is  very  great,  confidering  that  not  more 
than  eight  months,  or  thereabouts,  have  elapfed, 
fmee  the  lad  Conference.  Of  the  above-mentU 
oned  number,  35,02 1  are  Whites,  8,241  are  Blacks, 
and  three  are  Indians. 

We  have  now  fettled  our  Printing  bufmefs,  I 
trufl,  on  an  advantageous  footing,  both  for  the 
people  individually,  and  the  conneftion  at  large; 
as  it  is  fixed  on  a  fecure  bafis,  and  on  a  very  en¬ 
larged  feale.  The  people  will  thereby  be  amply 
fupplied  with  Books  of  pure  divinity  for  their 
reading,  which  is  of  the  next  importance  to 
preaching  :  and  the  profits  of  the  Books  are  to  be 
applied,  partly  to  finifh,  and  pay  off  the  debt  of 
our  College ;  and,  partly,  to  ehablifh  Millions 
and  Schools  among  the  Indians. 

And  through  the  bleffing  of  God  we  are  now 
determined  to  ufe  our  efforts  to  introduce  the  gof- 
pel  among  the  Indians  :  in  confequence  of  which, 
my  indefatigable  Brother,  Mr.  Ajbury ,  is  to  fet  off 
i'oon  for  Fort- Pitt ,  where  we  are  in  the  fir  ft  in¬ 
stance  to  build  a  Church  and  School,  as  the  grand 
Chief  of  a  nation  or  tribe  of  Indians  who  lives  not 
far  from  that  Fort,  and  who  are  at  peace  with  the 
States,  has  expreffed  an  earned  defire  of  having 
Chriftian  Minifters  among  his  people.  O  that  the 
day  of  God's  vifitation  to  thofe  poor  outcafts  of 
men,  may  now  be  arrived  ! 

On  the  5th  of  June  I  took  my  leave  of  Mr. 
Ajbury ,  the  Preachers  of  the  New -York  Diftriff, 
and  my  other  kind  friends  of  New-York  j  and  fet 
off  in  the  fhip  Uniony  for  Liverpool ,  at  which  Port 
we  landed  on  the  10th  of  July.  The  Captain  and 
crew  were,  at  lead  in  my  prefence,  decent  and 
well-behaved,  and  the  Captain  himfelf  very  kind 
and  attentive  to  pleafe.  Mod  of  them  had  been 
brought  up  in  the  Prefbyterian  Church,  and  very 
cheerfully  admitted  morning  and  evening  famiJy- 
fervice,  as  well  as  a  fermon  every  LordVday, 

and  attended  very  regularly.  Many  of  them 
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ioined  us  in  Tinging  hymns  at  the  Teveral  fervices. 
But  not  one  of  them,  I  am  afraid,  is  truly  awaken¬ 
ed,  though  I  obferved  fome  of  them  reading  the 
little  books  which  1  gave  them,  with  great  at¬ 
tention;  and  a  folemn  fpirit  relied  on  the  whole 
company,  the  lalt  tune  1  prayed  with  them#^ 

Divine  Providence  has  favoured  us  with  a 
quiet  and  pleafant  voyage  on  the  whole.  My 
books,  my  papers,  and,  above  all,  fellowlliip  with 
God,  have  made  the  whole  way  agreeable. 
Captain  Cook’s  Voyages  to  the  pacific  ocean,  and 
Captain  Carver’s  1  ravels  among  the  Indian  nations 
in  North- America,  afforded  me  great  enteitain- 
ment.  But  what  an  awful  oblervation  is  that  or 
Mr.  'potters,  who  publifhed  a  Journal  of  his 
Voyage  with  Captain  Cook ,  the  fccond  time  the 
Captain  failed  round  the  World  !  «  it  is/'  fays 

he,”  unhappy  enough,  that  the  unavoidable  conie- 
quence  of  all  our  Voyages  of  Difcovery,  has 
always  been  the  lofs  of  a  number  of  innocent 
lives  :  but  this  heavy  injury  done  to  the  little 
uncivilized  communities  which  Europeans  have 
vifited,  is  trifling  when  compared  to  the  irretriev¬ 
able  harm  entailed  upon  them  by  corrupting  their 
morals.  “  If  thefe  evils”  adds  the  benevolent 
writer,  “  were  in  fome  meafure  compenfated  by 
the  introduction  of  fome  benefit  in  thefe  coun¬ 
tries,  we  might  at  tea  ft  comfort  ourfelves,  that 
what  they  loft  on  one  hand,  they  gained  on  the 
other;  but  I  fear  that  hitherto  our  intercourfe 
has  been  wholly  difadvantageous  to  the  inhabi¬ 
tants  of  the  South  Seas.” 

What  a  pity  it  is,  that  the  pure  intentions  of 
one  of  the  beft  of  Sovereigns,  the  great  patron 
of  the  Arts  and  Sciences  ;  as  well  as  all  the  ex¬ 
pence  of  the  different  voyages  ;  fhould  thus  be 
unaccompanied  with  any  beneficial  cricct.  But  if 
the  faTvation  of  many  fouls  was  to  be  the  glorious 
confequence,  his  Majefty  and  every  perfon  con¬ 
cerned  that  laves  our  Redeemer,  would  have  a 
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compenfation  indeed.  And  I  might  add,  in 
relpefl  to  any  temporal  benefits  that  might  arife 
either  to  the  iflands  of  the  PacificOcean  or  to  our 
own  country,  fuch  an  intercourfe  would  necef- 
farily  be  opened  between  them  and  us,  if  Millions 
for  the  eflablifhment  of  the  gofpei  among  them 
were  let  on  foot,  and  through  the  blelfing  of  God 
fucceeded,  as  would  probably  make  any  benevo¬ 
lent  Icheme  of  a  civil  or  political  kind,  not  onlv 
fe alible,  but  eafy.  7 

On  Saturday,  July  4,  fome  time  before  fun-fet, 
I  was  indulged  with  one  of  the  moll  delicious 
entertainments  of  the  kind,  I  was  ever  favoured 
with  ;  which  was  a  fet  of  the  moll  grand  and 
beautiful  calm-clouds,  as  the  failors  term  them,  I 
ever  beheld,  riling  up  on  the  edge  of  the  horizon 
on  the  North.  No  pencil  can  defcribe,  or  tongue 
exprefs  their  beauty.  Being  not  far  diflant  from 
the  coallof  Ireland,  I  apprehended  for  a  moment 
that  1  difcerned  the  moll  beautiful  land-profpeti, 
gilded  over  by  the  horizontal  beams  of  the  Petting 
fun.  The  colours  and  appearances  were  fo  flrong, 
and  all  the  tints  fo  very  lively,  that  the  imagi¬ 
nation  could  with  the  utmofl  eafe  realize  Hoping 
hills,  perpendicular  rocks,  magnificent  turrets 
feated  on  beautiful  eminences,  and  here  and  there 
an  opening  glade  or  lawn,  and  lometimes  even  a 
town  or  village.  Thofe  who  are  not  acquainted 
with  the  fcas,  or  have  never  minutely  attended 
to  the  beauty  and  granduer  of  thefe  calm-clouds, 
have  no  conception  of  the  pleafure  I  felt  on  the 
occafion  ;  efpecially  as  my  mind  was  enabled  in 
fome  meafure  to  afcend  up  to  the  celeftial  Limner, 
whofe  glory  and  handy-work  were  fo  vifibly  dis¬ 
played  before  me.  «  But  they  were  mere  clouds,” 
fays  the  phlegmatic  {corner.  And  what  is  the 
work  of  a  Raphael,  but  canvas  and  paint?  All 
is  cloud  and  vapour,  but  the  enjoyment  of  Qod  \ 
In  about  half  an  hour  the  delightful -fcenery 
dilappeared. 
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O  ii  the  8th  in  the  morning,  the  Captain  in¬ 
formed  me  that  we  had  been  in  imminent  dan¬ 
ger  the  night  before,  from  a  very  fudden  and 
violent  fquall  of  wind  on  the  Devonfhire-coaft, 
the  fliip  having  run  in  the  night-time,  through  a 
miltake  of  the  Captain,  too  far  to  the  South,  in- 
flead  of  failing  along  the  Irifh  Coaft.  Great,  as 
it  feems,  the  noifeand  alarm  was  on  the  occafion, 
I  was  fad  afleep  the  whole  time;  but  the  Keeper 
of  Ifreal  neither  (lumbered  nor  (lept. 

On  the  9th,  we  pafied  by  the  awful  rock  in 
the  Xrifh  channel,  called  the  Middle- Moufe,  where 
two  years  ago,  Mr.  Wtjley  and  myfelf  with  about 
ten  of  the  Preachers,  were  nearly  loft,  our  (hip 
ftriking  againft  the  rock  about  forty  times  in 
an  hour  and  five  minutes,  and  our  deliverance 
appearing  to  have  been  a  very  extraordinary  an- 
fwer  to  prayer.  O  that  the  folemn  providences 
of  God,  which  have  brought  me  many  a  time  to 
the  very  jaws  of  a  watery  grave,  and  then  fhept  in 
with  faving  power,  may  perfectly  unfetter  my 
foul  from  earth,  and  bring  it,  through  divine  grace* 
into  the  clofeft  union  with  my  God.

0  ns,  and  we  had  an  abundance  of  every  thing 
we  could  defire  to  make  the  voyage  comfortable, 
iivery  Friday  we  obferved  as  a  real  Fad:  and 
cveiy  evening  we  had  family-prayer  with  the 
aiioi s,  but  could  not  prevail  to  have  prayer  in 
t  e  morning.  1  he  failors  excufed  themfelves  by 
laying  they  had  not  time.  On  each  Lord’s  day  I 
fp.aa  Pra)'ers  on  deck,  and  one  of  us  preached, 
I  he  Boatfwain,  we  have  no  doubt,  was  under 
genuine  convi6lion  long  before  we  arrived  at  Bar - 
badoes ;  and  on  a  mature  and  minute  examination 
before  we  landed,  we  have  great  reafon  to  hope 
that  two  more  were  awakened.  On  the  22d  inft. 
we  landed  on  the  ifland  of  Barbadoe.s7  having  been 
five  weeks  and  two  days  on  our  voyage.  The 
pleafing  profpe6tof  Bridgtown  and  the  plantations 
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around  it,  with  the  Ihips  and  harbour,  which 
forms  one  of  the  mod  beautiful  profpe&s  of  the 
kind  in  the  Weft-Indies^  had  a  very  plealing  effect 
on  the  minds  of  the  two  midionaries,  Melfrs.  Ly¬ 
ons  and  War  rill* 

I  preached  three  times  in  Bridgtoton ,  and  was 
favoured,  particularly  the  lad  evening,  with  large 
congregations.  The  Preaching-houle  will  hold 
about  feven  hundred  people,  is  very  airy,  and 
in  every  refpefl  commodious.  Mr.  Pearce ,  our 
Midi  on  ary  in  this  ifland  for  the  two  lull  years, 
has  undergone  very  great  perfections  ;  but  the 
Lord  at  lalt  inclined  the  heart  of  one  of  the  Ma¬ 
gi  d  rates  towards  him,  who  defended  him  with 
fpirit,  and  reduced  all  to  peace.  A  very  extraor¬ 
dinary  name  has  been  fixed  on  the  Methodills  in 
•this  Ifland-— Hallelujah Even  the  little  ne¬ 
groes  in  the  dreets  call  them  by  the  name  of  Hal- 
lelujah ,  as  they  pals  along.  On  the  morning  after 
I  landed,  I  paid  a  -  vifit  to  Governor  Parry ,  who 
received  me  with  much  courtefy.  A  foundation 
for  a  great  work,  I  am  perfuaded,  has  been  laid 
here,  though  the  fociety  at  prelent  is  very  fmall. 

Having  left  Mr.  Lyons  behind  me  with  direc¬ 
tions  to  meet  me  at  St.  Chriftopher’s ,  I  failed  on  the 
23d  after  preaching  in  the  evening,  with  Mr.  Wcr- 
rill  for  Kingjlon ,  St.  Vincent’s ,  where  I  arrived  on 
the  day  following,  time  enough  to  preach  in  the 
evening  to  a  full  houfe.  Our  chapel  in  KingJtoji 
formerly  belonged  to  the  Roman.  Catholics,  but 
has  been  lately  purchafed  by  us.  It  will  hold 
about  two  hundred  and  twenty.  The  next  day  I 
fet  off  with  Mr.  Baxter  and  Mr.  Werrill  to  vifit 
the  Societies  on  the  windward  fide  of  the  IfLnd. 
The  country  is  very  hilly,  and  fingularly  full  of 
pi&urefque  feenes.  The  deep  mountains  with 
their  fharp  peaks,  the  cocoa-trees  and  plantains, 
the  Grew-grew  whofe  trunk  is  fmaller  at  the  bot¬ 
tom  than  the  top,  and  which  is  frequently  quite 
covered  (branches,  leaves  and  all)  by  a  plant  like 

the

tne  ivy>  *^ie  Tugar-canes  planted  on  the  gentle 
declivities  of  the  mountains,  (vales  there  are  none 
in  this  I  Hand,  except  in  the  Caribb-Country )  the 
coffee  and  cotton  plantations,  the  Atlantic  Ocean 
conftantly  in  view,  the  milk-white  foam  of  the  fea 
between  tne  rocks  and  promontories,  foinetimes 
covering  a  great  expanfe  of  water,  and  the  burn- 
mg  fun  exulting  in  his  (Length  and  gilding  the 
ifrong  perpetual  verdure  of  the  whole  vegetable 
creation  —  form  luch  feenes  as  perfons  unacquain¬ 
ted  with  tne  torrid  zone  have  hardly  any  concep¬ 
tion  of.  Mr.  Wernll  was  io  charmed  with  the 
profpetfs,  that  he  confeffed  he  felt  himfelf  perfeft- 
ly  reconciled  to  the  Weft-Indies; 

We  rode  to  the  borders  of  the  Caribb-La^d. 
Poor  people  !  \\  hen  Mrs.  Baxter  took  her  leave 

of  lome  of  them,  the  wept  bitterly,  and  prayed 
they  might  have  another  call,  and  might  accept 
and  nut  lejecf  it  as  they  did  the  late  one.  .As  we  re¬ 
turned,  a  negro- woman  ran  up  to  us  out  of  a  field 
to  (hake  us  by  the  hand.  44  Do  you  love  God,  “  laid 
Mr.  Wcrrill  to  her.  “  Yes,”  laid  fhe,  “  I  do,  other-  > 
wife  I  would  not  have  come  to  you.  I  have  felt 
the  Redeemer’s  Life  and  Death  in  my  foul.”  The 
anfwer  of  an  old  negro  to  his  leader  in  Kingfton 
a  fhort  time  pall,  contained  in  it  all  the  religion 
of  the  celebrated  converfation  between  Dr.  Tan - 
IlV  and  tiie  bc^^ar.  It  your  driver  fhould  lay  you 
down  and  flog  you,  what  would  you  do?”  laid 
the  leader;  44  Me  fhould  love  him  dill,”  faid  he. 

But  if  you  fhould  get  no  meat,  what  would  you  * 
do  then  ?”  added  the  Leader  ;  44Me  eat,”  replied  he 
“  Me  tank  me  fader  ;  me  no  eat,  me  tank  me  fa¬ 
der;  me  live,  me  tank  me  fader;  me  die,  me 
tank  me  fader.  I  nnd  the  converted  negroes  in 
thefe  I  {lands  generally  fpeak  of  God  under  the 
denomination  of  father.  There  is  certainly  a 
profpedl  of  a  great  flame  throughout  the  Illand. 
E-ven  many  of  the  Roman  Catholics  themfelves, 
of  whom  there  are  feveral  families  here,  prefer 
our  MifTionaries  to  their  own  Priefts,  and  have 
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fent  for  Mr.  Baxter  to  baptize  their  children, 
Mr.  Lumb  has  alio  laboured  very  faithfully  anciiuo 
cefsfully  in  this  Circuit.* 


SECTION  II. 

ON  the  27th  of  Nov.  1790,  I  failed  with  Mr, 
Baxter  for  the  Ifland  ol  Grenada ,  where  we 
arrived  on  the  next  day  about  eleven  o’  cck. 
We  fil'd  called  on  Mr.  Lynch  of  the  town  of  St. 
George,  who  formerly  lived  in  Antigua ,  and  was 
then  an  acquaintance  of  Mr.  Baxter .  At  his 

houfe  we  found  a  very  comfortable  lodging.  Being 
the  Lord’s-day,  we  went  to  Church  as  loon  as  we 
had  dreiTed  ourfelves.  The  Minider,  Mr.  Dent, 
was  in  the  midd  of  his  fermon.  After  the  ler- 
mon  was  over,  we  waited  on  him  in  the  Veftry- 
room,  where  he  received  us  with  true  chridian 
kindnefs,  and  introduced  us  to  ieveral  ferious  co* 
loured  people,  who  were  then  with  him  in  tire 
Vedry-room. 

Mr.  Dent  was  Curate  of  Bridgtown  in  Barbadaes , 
when  I  vifited  that  Ifland  two  years  ago.  He  is 
the  only  Clergyman  in  theie  Hlands  that  has 
fhewn  any  regard  for  tire  Methodids.  He 
defended  us  in  every  company,  till  he  himfelf 
began  to  fall  into  reproach  :  when  that  amiable, 
that  admirable  man,  General  Matthews the  Gover¬ 
nor  of  Grenada  and  Commander  in  Chief  of  the 
Forces  in  the  Caribbee-Iflands,-  fingled  him 
out,  and  gave  him  the  Living  of  St.  George’s, 
Grenada • 

Soon  after  we  left  Mr.  Dent,  we  waited  on  the 
General.  He  honoured  us  with  about  an  hour’s 
converlation  concerning  the  defign  of  our  vilit, 
and  begged  we  would  lend  Midionanes  to  the 
Ifland,  48  For,”  faid  he,  “  I  wifh  that  the  Ne-  * 
groes  may  be  fully  indructed,  and  there  will  be 
work  enough  for  you  and  the  Clergy  of  the 
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Jfland.  I  thought  I  could  not  but  promife  him 
a  Midi  on  ary,  which  I  accordingly  did.  We 
dinea  with  him.  Among  the  company  at  dinner, 
were  the  Proficient  of  the  Council,  the  Speaker* 
of  the  Affembly,  &c.  The  Speaker,  during  the 
xonvcrlation-,exprefred  a  ffrong  defire  that  I  would 
v  j  ii l  inm  a i  his  leat  in  the  country,  offered  to  fup- 
•ply  me  and  my  friend  with  horfes,  to  ride  with 
us  through  the  liland,  and  to  introduce  me  to 
mofl  of  tne  gentlemen  in  it  ;  but  my  plan  would 
not  admit  of  it.  In  the  evening  I  preached  in  a 
large  room  to  a  numerous  and  deeply  attentive 
congregation.  About  the  middle  of  the  difcourfe 
two  oi  three  young  men  at  the  door  were  very 
nony  for  a  minute  or  two  ;  but  on  my  obfervinoc 
to  them  that  there  were  Magiflrates  in  that  Ifland 
who  would  do  us  juftice,  they  thought  proper  to 
withdraw.  After  preaching  I  found  that  a 
‘Society  of  about  twenty  feeking  fouls  had  been 
formed  by  one  Painter ,  a  free  Mulatto ,  and  fome 
time  a  member  of  our  Society  in  Antigua.  The 
following  morning  at  fix  o’clock  Mr.  Baxter 
preached,  and  the  room  was  nearly  filled.  In 
preaching  he  found  his  foul  fo  moved  towards  the 
^people,  that  he  promifed  them  he  would  himfelf 
return  as  their  Paftor,  if  no  one  elfe  could  be 
nominated  at  the  Conference. 

A  Negro  called  on  me  to  inform  me  that  Mr. 
Baxter  had  nearly  finifhed  his  difcourfe  (asT  (laid 
at  home  to  write,  but  was  defirous  of  taking  my 
leave  of  the  people)  and  the  poor  man  obferved 
to  me,  that  a  little  time  ago  he  dreamed  that  two 
Minifters  came  to  the  Ifland  for  the  benefit  of 
the  Blacks;  he  added,  that  as  foon  as  he  faw 
Mr.  Baxter  and  me  enter  the  Church,  he  knew 
us  immediately  to  be  the  very  fame  perfons  who 
had  been  reprefented  to  him  in  his  dream,  I 
went  and  gave  the  people  a  fhort  exhortation, 
after  which  a  very  genteel  black  woman,  who  was 
free  and  of  fome  property,  came  up,  and  taking 
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brother  Painter  by  the  hand  faid,  ci  Sir,  this 
good  man  has  kindled  a  fpark  among  us,  and  I 
hope  you  will  fend  us  a fli fiance  that  it  may  be 
preferved  and  increafed.”  *  We  breakfaded  with 
Mr.  Dent  ;  and  afterwards  made  a  vilit  to  Mr. 
Williams ,  Comptroller  of  the  Cuftoms,  and  Mem¬ 
ber  for  the  town  of  St.  George .  Mr.  Williams  has 
heard  the  G-ofpel  in  England ,  and,  I  believe, 
loves  it.  He  gave  us  great  encouragement, 
exprefled  his  defire  that  we  would  vilit  him  at  his 
eountry-houfe,  and  allured  us  that  he  would  be 
glad  to  open  the  way  of  any  Milfionary  we  fhould 
lend  as  far  as  he  could. 

About  eleven  in  the  morning  we  fet  off  on  a 
journey  of  about  thirty  miles  over  the  higheft 
hills  in  the  Ifland.  On  the  top  of  the  highelb 
we  could  wear  our  great  coats  buttoned.  On 
this  hill  there  is  one  of  the  bed  Inns  I  have  met 
with  in  the  Wejl-Indies ,  for  the  kindnefs  of  the 
people,-  and  the  reafonablenefs  of  their  charges  : 
v  it  is  alfo  very  commodious.  It  is  called  Grand 
Etang  from  a  great  Lake  which  is  near  it.  This' 
Lake  is  very  deep,  and  fupplies  (I  am  informed) 
by  fubterraneous  paffages  the  twelve  rivers  ( brooks 
We  fhould  call  them)  which  water  the  Illand* 
The  Lake  is  lurrounded  by  large  Peaks  covered 
with  wood.  If  I  was  to  turn  hermit,  I  think  I 
ihould  fix  on  this  place,  where  I  would  make 
circular  walks,  and  fix  an  obfervatory  on  one  o£ 
v  the  Peaks,  and  fpend  my  time  in  communion 
with  God,  and  in  the  ftudy  of  Altronomy  and 
Botany.  At  the  Tavern  we  met  with  a  fervant 
of  the  gentleman  ( John  Rue ,  Elq;j  whom  we 
were  going  to  vifit,  who  brought  us  by  the 
neared  but  a  wretched  way  to  his  mader’s  houfe 
about  nine  at  night.  1  he  gentleman  of  the  houfe, 
who  is  the  Agent  of  two  principal  Wejl- India 
merchants  in  London ,  from  one  of  whom  I  brought 
him  a  recommendatory  letter,  treated  us  with 
gvery  attention  and  kindnefs,  and  informed  us 

L  2  that

tTiat  he  had  nine  hundred  Negroes  under  his 
direaion  ;  and  that  they  were  (as  far  as  his 
influence  went)  open  to  the  indruftion,  and  hil 
koufe  to  the  entertainment  of  any  Miffionary'I 
fhould  recommend.  We  fhall  have  fome  difficul¬ 
ty  with  tliofe  Negroes,  as  the  Romiffi  Priefts 
have  too  great  a  fooling  among  them. 

The  next  day  we  rode  to  a  town  called  Guave, 
where  we  took  {hipping  again  ;  and  after  touch- 
.tug  at  St.  I  in  cent  s  and  taking  up  Mr.  JLumb  and 
Mr.  W err  illy  arrived  in  Antigua  on  the  5  th  of 
December. 

Here  I  indeed  found  myfelf  at  home  ;  and 
/pent  four  comfortable  days  in  this  Ifland.  At 
the  bap ti fm  of  three  adults  we  had  a  memorable 
time.  One  of  them  was  fo  overcome,  that  ffie 
feli  into  a  fwoon,  and  all  fhe  laid  for  fome  time, 
but  with  an  inraptured  countenance,  was,  “  Hea¬ 
ven  !  Heaven!  Come!  Come!”  O11  the  laft 
evening,  after  I  had  preached,  three  drunken 
gentlemen  (fo  called)  attacked  Mr.  Baxter  in  a 
hi  oft  rude  manner  at  the  door  of  the  chapel, 
lie  made  fome  reply,  on  which  they  feized  him: 
and  one  of  tnem  cried  out,  44  I’ll  murder  thee, 
Baxter,  I'll  murder  thee.”  Mrs.  Baxter  hearing 
the  horrid  expreffions,  feemed  to  be  alrnoft  dif- 
trafled:  and  many  of  the  Negroes  cried,  44  Mr. 
Baxter ,  our  own  Mr.  Baxter  is  murdered.” 

Many  who  were  in  their  own  houfes,  and  did 
not  diftinftly  underftand  the  cry,  apprehended 
there  was  a  Arc  :  fo  that  foon  the  whole  town 
was  in  an  uproar.  Two  Mag  iff  rates  however 
with  great  fpirit  and  diferetion,  at  laft  reduced 
every  thing  to  order;  and  fent  to  Mr.  Baxter  to 
inform  him,  that  if  he  would  lodge  an  informa¬ 
tion  in  the  morning,  the  rioters  fhould  be  feveieiy 
punifhed.  We  returned  our  thanks  by  letter  in 
the  molt  courteous  and  grateful  manner  we  were 
able  ;  but  informed  them  that  we  took  greater 
pleaiure  in  forgiving  than  in  profecuting,  and 
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therefore  begged  leave  to  drop  our  information. 

The  work  of  God  deepens  in  this  Iiland  ;  and 
the  converted  Negroes  give  a  more  pointed  and 
more  fcriptural  account  of  their  experience  than 
they  ufed  to  do.  On  Wednefday  the  eighth,  at 
eleven  at  night  we  fet  fail  for  St  Cfirijtopher’s , 
and  after  touching  at  Montferralt  (where  I  trull 
we  fh all  foon  have  a  million)  we  landed  on  St. 
Kitt’s  on  the  ninth  at  ten  at  night. 

Three  of  the  Preachers  being  not  yet  arrived* 

I  fet  off  with  Mr.  Baxter  to  vi (it  St  Euflatius  on 
the  tenth.  Landing  late  in  the  evening  wc 
delayed  our  viht  to  the  new  Governor  (who  has 
been  lately  fent  out  from  Holland)  till  the  morn¬ 
ing.  When  we  waited  on  him,  he  received  us 
with  very  great  rudenefs  indeed.  Finding  from 
inquiry  that  the  truly- ferious  had  liberty  to  meet 
together  without  moleffation,  we  judged  it  bell 
to  leave  the  Ifiand  as  quietly  as  pofhble.  How¬ 
ever,  we  called  on  our  kind  friend  Mr.  Lindjayt~ 
who  had  received  me  and  my  brethren  with  id 
much  love  and  hofpitality  two  years  ago:  but 
alas  1  we  found  him  and  left  him  in  the  depth  of 
defpair.  The  only  reafon  he  gave  us  for  his 
deplorable  fituation  was,  that  the  Lord  had  very- 
powerfully  called  him  time  after  time  to  preach* 
and  that  he  had  as  often  refilled  the  call  ;  till 
at  laft  he  entirely  loll  a  fenfe  of  the  favour  of 
God.  He  feemed  to  have  no  hope  left.  We 
endeavoured  to  raile  his  drooping.  head,  but  all 
in  vain.  By  this  time  our  arrival  on  the  Iiland 
was  well  known  :  and  while  we  were  at  break- 
fall  in  the  Inn,  one  of-the  brethren,  a  white  man 
of  the  name  of  Ryley ,  called  on  us,  and  informed 
us  that  upwards  of  two  hundred  met  legularly 

in  Clais  under  their  refpeflive  Leaders  , - .that 

the  Lord  had  railed  eight  exhorters  among  them, 
of  who  he  was  one  ;  that  they  all  lookedon  them- 
felves  as  Methodiffs  ; — —and  that  if  I  would 
coriefpond  with  them  from  ,  time  to  time  by  the 
way  of  St.  Kitt’s,  they  would  punctually  perform 
alL  the  directions  that  Ihould  be  given  them, 
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concerning  the  management  of  the  Society.  He 
alfo  informed  me  that  a  confiderable  number  of 
the.  brethren  and  filters  that  were  free  Negroes, 
intended  being  at  St.  Kitt’s  on  Chriflmas-day,  in 
order  to  enjoy  the  ordinances  with  one  of  our 
Minifters.  I  promifcd  to  correfpond  with  them, 
and  defired  them  to  refer  all  their  difficulties  to 
the  advice  and  decifion  of  our  Affiftant-Minifter 
in  St.  Chrijlopher’ s.  The  above-mentioned  brother 
Ryley  was  awakened  about  four  years  ago  by  poor 
black  Harry ,  of  whom  I  can  hear  no  tidings. 
We  afterwards  fet  fail  for  the  Ifland  of  Nevis  t 
where  we  arrived  in  the  evening. 

My  old  hofpitabie  friend  Mr.  Ward ,  the  Judge 
of  the  Admiralty,  received  me  with  every  kind- 
nefs  and  civility.  On  Sunday  the  twelfth,  I 
preached  twice  and  Mr.  Baxter  once  in  our 
Chapel  in  Charlejlorvn ,  the  only  town  in  this 
Ifland.  In  the  courfe  of  the  day  we  held  a  Love- 
feah,  where  I  enjoyed  much  fatisfaflion  in  the 
accounts  given  by  fome  of  our  brethren  concern¬ 
ing  their  experience.  One  young  black  man 
particularly,  who  fpoke  better  Englifh  than  the 
reft,  gave  us  a  very  pleahng  detail  of  the  circum- 

flances  of  bis  convittion  and  converhon - how 

lie  was  drawn  (to  ufe  bis  own  words^  out  of  the 
dark  fhades,  and  from  the  power  of  Satan,  into 
glorious  liberty.  The  next  day  we  paid  fhort 
vifits  to  feveral  of  our  friends  in  the  country, 
particularly  Mr.  Richard  Nejbitt ,  the  moil  pious 
white  man  I  believe  I  have  ever  met  with  in  the 
Weft- Indies,  the  Mifhonaries  themfelves  perhaps 
excepted.  He  has  met  with  many  misfortunes 
in  life,  hut  he  is  truly  crucified  to  the  world,  and 
the  world  to  him.  He  is  not  afhamed  to  alfifl  us 
in  infirutting  and  exhorting  the  numerous  bodies 
of  Negroes  on  the  feveral  efiates  of  his  firft  coufin 
Mr.  Walter  Nejbitt ,  on  one  of  which  he  refides. 
From  his  houfe,  and  with  him,  we  went  to  dine 
with  Walter  Nefoitt ,  Efq  ;  who  has,  concentered 
in  him,  every  thing  that  can  conflitute  the  man 
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of  honour  and  the  gentleman,  I  never  knew, 
till  my  prefent  vifit  to  this  Ifland,  that  the  fenfi- 
tive  plant  is  a  native  of  the  Weft-Indies,  And. 
now,  for  the  firft  inlfancc,  I  found  time  to 
examine  the  whole  procefs  of  fugar-making. 

In  the  evening  I  preached  and  lodged  in  the 
houfe  of  Mr,  Kane .  a  Planter  and  a  friend,  where 
that  dear  man  Mr.  Richard  Nejhitt  concluded  the 
day  with  us,  and  promifed  to  make  us  a  vifit  at 
St.  Kitt’s ,  which  he  accordingly  performed.  The 
next  morning  we  returned  to  St.  Chriftopher’s,  and 
our  abfent  brethren  foon  after  arriving,  we  began 
our  Conference  on  \Vednefday  the  fifteenth  of 
December.  It  continued  for  two  days  and  part 
of  a  third,  and  was  conduced  and  concluded  in 
great  peace. 


SECTION  III. 

At  Sea,  near  Cape  Florida,  Jan.  4,  1791. 

ON  the  18th  of  December  I  failed  for  the 
Ifland  of  St.  Vincent ,  as  I  could  hear  of  no 
Vefifel  bound  fox  Jamaica,  in  any  Ifland  leeward. 
The  time  would  not  allow  me  to  vifit  any  of  the 
Virgin- IJlands,  I  was  obliged  to  overlook  even 
Tortola  itfelf,  though  our  teflimony  lor  the  Lord 
Jefus  has  been  more  blelfed  for  the  time  in  that 
Ifland  than  in  any  other.  A  remarkable  circum- 
ftance  which  lately  happened  in  this  place  de- 
ferves  to  be  noticed.  Mrs.  Lilly,  a  Quaker  Lady, 
in  whofe  houfe  at  Santa  Cruz  I  preached  about 
two  years  ago,  came  over  to  Tortola  on  a  vifit. 
At  that  time  the  Mifhonaries  were  under  a  warm 
perfection.  And  Mrs.  Lilly,  who  is  well  known 
and  refpefled  in  the  Ifland,  went  from  houle  to 
houie  among  the  principal  inhabitants  of  Road - 
town,  teflifying  again!!  their  condu£f,  and  de¬ 
claring  her  full  perluafion  that  the  Mifhonaries 

were 


were  men  of  God.  (t  But  are  not  you  a  Quaker,  , 
Mrs.  Lilly,”  faid  feveral  of  them  ?  “  I  am,”  faid 
fhe,  “  both  a  Quaker  and  a  Methodifl ;  and  I 
tell  you,  you  are  injuring  both  yourfeives  and 
your  community  by  your  opposition  to  thofe 
holy  men.”  Pier  teliimony  had.a  very  good  effeft 
on  many. 

1  fpent  my  Chriftmas  very  comfortably  and 
profitably  to  myfelf,  and  I  truft  to  others  in  that 
romantic  Ifland,  St.  Vincent* s.  On  Monday  the 
27th.  1  went  with  Mr.  Werrill  on  board  the  fhip 
Jamaica  bound  for  Montego-Bay ,  the  third  town 
in  the  ifland  of  Jamaica .  Our  company  were 
Captain  Sherry  and  his  agreeable  wife,  (who  is 
my  country-woman,  from  IVales)  and  three  other 
agreeable  Ladies.  The  flu  ip  was  lately  built  in 
Brijiul ,  is  very  large,  and  has  the  bell  accommo¬ 
dations  of  any  fhip  I  ever  failed  in.  After  a 
very  agreeable  pafiage  we  landed  at  Montego-Bay 
on  the  5th  of  January. 

This  town  probably  contains  about  five  thou-*- 
fand  inhabitants  :  and  the  trees  and  plantations  • 
are  fo  intei fperfed,  as  to  give  it  the  mod  rural 
appearance  of  any  town,  I  think,  I  ever  faw. 
But  we  were  without  a  friend  or  dingle  acquain¬ 
tance  :  and  to  thofe  who  are  endued  with*  the 
tendered  focial  feelings,  this  is  no  fmall  trial: 
though  I  do  know  in  the  general,  to  the  glory  of 
the  grace  of  God  be  it  acknowledged,  that  the 
Lord  is  afufficicnt  confolation  in  every  place.  I 
had  however  a  drong  perfuafion  that  there  was 
work  for  us  to  do  in  this  town  :  we  therefore 
went  to  a  lodging-houfe,  where  we  were  very- 
kindly  treated.  A  recommendatory  letter  which 
I  brought  with  me  from  a  friend  in  Cork ,  to  a 
principal  Gentleman  in  the  neighbourhood,  pro¬ 
cured  for  us  an  elegant  dinner,  but  no  advice  or 
help  as  to  our  main  defign.  I  walked  about  the 
ftreets,  peeping  and  enquiring,  but  could  hear  of 
no  place  in  which  I  could  preach  ;  and  to  preach 
©ut  of  doors  is  almoft  impradticahleTn  this  burn- 


ing  clime :  befides,  the  Negroes  in  general  are 
not  able  to  attend  till  the  evening,  when  the 
heavy  dews  would  render  it  in  a  high  degree  im¬ 
prudent  and  dangerous  to  preach  abroad.  In 
this  dilemma  we  Ihould  have  fet  off  as  foon  as 
poflible  for  Kingston ,  if  I  could  have  got  our 
boxes  out  of  the  ffiip,  and  lent  off  my  hcavielh 
things  to  CharUJton  before  me  ;  but  this  we  could 
not  bring  to  bear  for  three  or  four  days. 

While  we  were  dining  on  the  following  day  at 
an  Ordinary,  I  limply  told  the  company  of  the 
bufinels  on  which  I  was  come,  and  complained 
of  my  hard  lot  in  being  prevented  of  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  of  preaching  to  the  inhabitants  of  the 
town  for  want  of  a  place.  One  of  them  obferved 
that  the  large  Affembly-room  which  was  fre¬ 
quently  ufed  as  a  Play-houfe,  and  was  formerly 
the  Church  where  divine  fervice  was  performed 
on  Sundays,  would  be  very  commodious.  Im¬ 
mediately  after  dinner  we  waited  on  the  Pro¬ 
prietor  of  the  Affembly-room,  whole  name  is 
Brown ,  a  private  Gentleman,  who  has  a  large 
family  and  fmall  property,  but  whom  I  fhall 
ever  remember  with  gratitude  and  effeem.  He 
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very  generouily  gave  me  the  ufe  of  the  room, 
which  has  two  fmall  galleries,  and  will  contain 
about  five  or  fix  hundred  people,  gratis,  and  alfo 
lighted  it  at  his  own  expence.  The  firll  evening 
I  had  molt  of  the  principal  people  of  the  town  to 
hear  me,  who  attended  invariably  during  the 
four  evenings  I  preached  there  :  but  hardly  any 
of  the  coloured  people  attended  that  evening,  the 
man  whom  I  fent  round  the  town  calling  only  at 
the  houfes  of  the  Whites.  But  every  evening 
afterwards  the  Blacks  attended,  and  their  num¬ 
bers  increafed  beyond  expectation.  Each  even¬ 
ing  the  congregation  in  general  heard  with  deep 
attention.  A  few  rakes  only  clapped  their  hands, 
and  cried  out,  44  encore,  encore,"  the  fir  ft  and 
fecond  evenings  afler  1  had  concluded  ;  but  were 
from  that  time  prevented  by  the  interference  of 

two 
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i.  Aro  or  three  Gentlemen.  On  the  Sunday  morn¬ 
ing  we  went  to  Church  :  but  a  little  rain  falling, 
the  congregation  confided  only  of  half  a  dozen  or 
thereabouts  at  the  exa£f  time  of  beginning,  on. 
which  the  Minifler  walked  out  r  if  he  had  con- 
clelcenaed  to  have  waited  ten  minutes  longer,  we 
ihould  have  been  I  believe,  about  twenty.  The 
Sunday  before  alfo  there  had  been  no  fervice*. 
In  lomc  of  the  parilhes  of  this  Illand  there  is  no 
Church,  nor  any  divine  fervice  performed,  ex¬ 
cept  the  burial  of  the  dead,  and  chriffenings,  and 
weddings  in  private  houfes,  though  the  Livings 
are  very  lucrative.  But  i  will  write  no  more  on 
this  lubje£t,  led  I  fhould  grow  indignant.  The 
Church  in  this  town  is  fmall,.  but  peculiarly  ele¬ 
gant.  It  has  been  newly  built  at  the  expence  of 
about  twelve  thoufand  pounds  fterling. 

In  the  evening  I  had  about  hve  hundred  hearers*. 
After  as  faithful  a  fermon  as  I  was  able  to  give 
them  on  the  NecefTity  of  the  New-Birth,  I  in¬ 
formed  them  that  Mr.  Hammet ,  I  believed,  would* 
foon  vifit  them,  whom  I  flrongly  recommended  5.. 
nor  did  they  feem  difpleafed.  Two  or  three 
poor  Blacks  embraced  an  opportunity  of  fqueez* 
ing  my  hand,  and  dropt  fome  words  which  con¬ 
vinced  me  they  had  been  much  a£Fe£ied  with 
what  they  had  heard. 

Having  now  fettled  all  matters  in  refpeft  to  my 
boxes  ;  and  opened,  I  truft,  a  little  door  for  the 
go fp el  at  Montego-Bay ,  I  let  off  with  Mr.  Wtrrill 
for  Kingston  on  the  10th  of  January.  Finding 
that  we  could  not  hire  horfes  for  this  journey 
under  1 81.  fterling  or  thereabouts*  I  purchaied 
two  poor,  weak  horfes  to  carry  us  and  our  faddle.- 
bags.  It  is  fo  extraordinary^  fo  perfectly  new 
in  this  country  for  any  one  to  ride  with  faddle- 
bags,  that  we  were  flared  at,  while  we  jogged 
along  on  our  poor  little  creatures,  as  two  Pheno¬ 
mena  in  nature.  O  how  fweet  it  is  to  drink  of 
the  cup  of  Chrift !  The  diftance  from  Montego - 
Bay  to  Kingston  is  one  hundred^  and  twenty-fix 

miles. 
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imies,  which  is  a  very  long  journey  in  that  burn¬ 
ing  climate,  elpecially  as  the  roads  were  very 
deep  in  the  plains,  through  the  vaft  quantity  of 

rain  which  had  lately  fallen  ;  and  wc  had  two 
mountains  to  crofs. 

In  the  courfe  of  the  fir  ft  day  we  met  two  Ne- 
^ioes,  one  of  whom  Was  crying  for  the  lofs  of 
his  hat,  which  a  failor  had  ftolen  from  him  a 
little  before.  I  propofed  to  Mr.  Werrill  to  return 
and  overtake  the  jailor,  which  we  accordingly  did¬ 
dle  had  a  companion  with  him  :  and  both  of  them 
were  veryltrong,  and  might  foon  have  conquered 
us  and  our  pitiful  hoffes  ;  but  Providence  re- 
itrained  them,  though  I  fpoke  many  keen  things 
to  the  thief.  At  lait  a  gentleman  came  up  in  his 
carriage,  to  whom  I  applied  for  help  ;  but  he 
•drove  away  unconcerned.  I  then  was  obliged  to 
keep  the  bailors  at  Bay,  till  two  gentlemen  came  ' 
up  on  horleback,  with  whofe  aOiifance  1  re¬ 
covered  the  hat  to  the  great  joy  of- the  poor  fuf. 
ferer  and  his  black  companion  :  but  they  wift  not 
how  much  I  had  their  (pi,  dual  interefts  at  heart. 
We  ay  the  fir  ft  night  in  a  little  town  called 
Martha- Bray.  A  company  adjoining  the  room  in 
which  we  lat,  were  uncommonly  rude.  One  of’ 
them  fung  as  obfeene  and  blafphemous  a  long  as 
language,  perhaps,  could  afford.  I  imagine  it 
was  full  as  bad  as  the  Eflay  on  Woman.  6  wha: 
a  wicked  country  is  this  ! 

The  next  day  we  rode  through  the  Parifh  of 
St.  Anne,  which  exhibits  a  delightful  profpeft. 
Though  not  fo  ptfturefque  as  fome  of  the  prof- 
pefts  tn  St.  Vincent's,  it  was  incomparably  more 
noble.  I  he  high  mountains  on  the  right,  the 
placid  ocean  on  the  left,  and  the  fine  plain  be¬ 
twixt  them,  crowded  with  rich,  green  plantations 
of  fugar-canes,  yielded  a  grandeur  of  Appearance 
fupertor  to  any  thing  I  had  before  feen  in  this 
Archtpelago.  The  plain  is  more  like  the  vale  of 

SoiiciT  in  Wa  es>  than  any  0ther  Placc  1  caa 
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At  the  Tavern  where  we  dined,  we  met. with  a 
poor  Negro-woman  who  was  brought  here  from 
South  Carolina ,  and  evidently  polTefled  the  fear  of 
God.  She  Teemed  to  feek  for  opportunities  to 
wait  upon  us,  and  drank  in  every  word  con¬ 
cerning  religion  with  the  utmod  greedinefs. 

We  began  to  afeend  the  mountains  on  the  1 2th, 
upon  the  top  of  one  of  them  we  found  an  abun¬ 
dance  of  Orange-Tiees,  of  the  fpecies  which  we 
call  Seville,  They  looked  exceedingly  beautiful, 
and  their  beneficent  Creator  Teemed  to  fay  to  us 
in  the  trees,  “  Come,  ye  weary  travellers,  and 
quench  your  third. ** 

About  four  in  the  afternoon  we  arrived  at  th« 
foot  of  a  great  mountain  called  by  no  other  name 
than  Mount-Diable ,  of  which  we  had  received 
from  various  pel  Tons  mod  dreadful  accounts.  The 
Landlord  of  the  Tavern  at  the  foot  of  the  moun¬ 
tain  where  we  dined,  told  us  of  the  dreadful 
precipices,  and  of  the  fall  of  many  over  them  who 
were  never  after  heard  of,  See,  After  dining,  and 
reding  our  wearied  horfes  for  a  couple  of  hours, 
we  fet  off  by  the  light  of  the  moon  in  order  to 
conquer  this  tremendous  hill  at  the  earned  im¬ 
portunity  of  my  companion,  though  J  acknow¬ 
ledge  my  great  imprudence  in  yielding  to  him. 

,  The  precipices  far  exceeded  my  expectations  in 
the  awfulnels,  and  horror  of  their  appearance. 
Nor  is  it  at  all  improbable  that  many  have  been 
lod  through  intoxication,  or  unruly  horfes.  Even 
my  miferable  poney  wanted  much  to  crop  a  fine 
tuft  of  grafs  on  the  very  edge  of  one  of  them. 
However,  with  much  labour  and  patience,  and 
the  aid  of  a  gracious  Providence,  we  arrived  at  a 
Tavern  on  the  other  fide  of  the  mountain  about 
eleven  at  night.  In  the  lad  day’s  journey  we 
faw  an  abundance  of  very  fine  padurage,  and  a 
great  quantity  of  cattle.  The  Guinea-grafs,  (a 
native  of  Africa which  grows  in  the  long  days 
to  dx  feet  in  height,  and  in  manured  ground, 
■will  feed  fix  or  eight  times  in  the  year,  (if  cut 
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down  to  the  ground  each  time  after  feeding,)  is 
the  chief  food  of  the  cattle  in  the  hilly  parts. 

We  had  the  folemn  pleafure  on  the  next  day  of 
riding  through  a  part  of  the  country  which  con¬ 
tains  the  greatefh  curiolity  in  jfamaiui,  within 
about  thirteen  miles  of  Spanijh-Tozon .  Of  a  fud- 
den,  one  feems  to  be  locked  up  among  the  hills 
without  any  paffage  forwards:  till  in  a  moment, 
a  narrow,  crooked  pals,  between  two  immenfe 
rocks,  hid  from  the  view  of  the  traveller,  till  he 
comes  fully  upon  it,  opens  to  him.  Between 
thefe  two  vaft  rocks  we  rode  about  a  mile  or  two 
with  a  beautiful  purling  river  on  our  right,  I 
think  Dover  cliffs  are  inferior  to  thefe  rocks  in 
height.  Penmanmauir  in  North-Wales  is  higher. 
But  the  feene  has  fuperior  advantages  here,  from 
the  rocks  being  on  each  hand,  and  almoll  equally 
high,  and  perfectly  perpendicular. 

In  the  afternoon  as  we  drew  near  Spanijh-Tozvn, 
the  leat  of  Government  and  the  lecond  town 
in  the  Iflana,  our  horfes  could  hardly  move 
through  fatigue  ;  lo  that  Mr.  Werrill  was  obliged 
to  lead  his  bead  for  three  miles  ;  and  to  keep^up 
his  fpirits,  which  I  thought  began  to  droop,  I 
difmounted  and  walked  with  him.  From  the  vio¬ 
lent  flufh  I  obferved  in  his  countenance,  I  was 
very  apprehenfive  he  would  be  attacked  with  a 
fever. 

boon  aftei  our  arrival  m  Spcinijh- Do  to  n  we 
waited  on  Dr.  Tittford  of  that  place,  whole 
brother  I  have  the  pleafure  of  being  acquainted 
with  in  London .  I  brought  to  the  Doflor  a  gold 
medal  from  the  Society  of  Arts  and  Commerce 
for  his  improvements  in  the  preparing  and  ex¬ 
porting  of  Cafhew-gum.  The  Doctor  did  indeed 
both  that  day  and  on  my  return,  fhew  me  and  my 
friends  many  marks  of  kindnefs  and  attention.  I 
now  found  a  ftrong  delire  of  opening  a  work  of 
God,  with  the  divine  bleffing  in  this  place;  and 
for  that  purpole  made  various  applications  in 
vain,  for  a  room  to  preach  in,  till  at  laft  a 
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Tavern-keeper  tola  me  that  his  long  room  was  at 
my  fervice,  It  was  now  too  late  to  fend  notice 
round  the  town,  fo  I  deferred  my  attempt  till 
another  opportunity. 

The  next  morning,  (Jan,  14th,)  we  fet  off  for 
Kingjlon,  which  is  didant  thirteen  miles  from 
Spanifh  Tozon%  to  which  place  our  poor  weary 
horfes,  after  being  reffed  once  at  a  Tavern,  and 
twice  on  the  road,  where  there  happened  to  be  a 
large  fpot  of  grafs,  brought  us  with  great  difficulty 
about  dinner  time. 

Not  with  (landing  our  various  trials— -the  novelty, 
beauty  and  grandeur  of  the  different  profpe&s  we 
met  with  on  the  way,  and  perhaps  a  peculiar 
turn  of  mind  which  the  Lord  has  bleffed  me  with, 
of  extracting  out  of  thefe  innocent,  tranhtory 
things  all  the  fweetnels  they  are  capable  of  yield¬ 
ing,  together  with  the  approving  fmile  of  heaven, 
made  the  journey  very  agreeable.  In  this  Kland 
the  rivers  are  comparatively  large.  In  the  other 
Klands  there  were  hardly  any  fmging-birds  :  but 
here  wehad  many.  Their  notes  indeed  are  far  from 
being  fo  melodious  as  thole  of  our  birds  at  home, 
though  their  plumage  is  far  more  beautiful. 

1  might  enter  into  a  defcription  of  the  many 
very  curious  trees  of  different  fpecies  and  won¬ 
derful  make,  which  we  met  with  on  our  way 
a  fubjeCl  which  would,  I  believe,  be  very  enter¬ 
taining  and  profitable  to  fome,  but  tedious  to 
others. 

Thefe  are  thy  glorious  works,  Parent  of  good! 
Almighty  !  thine  this  universal  frame, 

Thus  wondrous  fair ;  thy  Self  how  wondrous 
then !  v 

Unfpeakable  !  who  Titl’d  above  thefe  heavens, 
To  us  invifible,  or  dimly  feen 
In  thefe  thy  lowed  works:  yet  thefe  declare 
Thy  goodnefs  beyond  thought,  and  pow'r  divine. 

The  mod  valuable  of  all  the  trees  is  the  Plantain, 
which  anfwers  to  the  bread-tree  of  the  Iflands  in 

the 
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the  Pacific  Ocean,  fo  celebrated  by  Captain  Cook. 
The  fruit  is  cylindrical,  from  eight  to  eighteen 
inches  long,  and  an  inch  and  a  half  or  two  inches 
in  diameter#  When  drawn  befoie  they  aic  ripe, 
i'plit  and  roafbed,  they  are,  I  think  to  my  taile, 
equal  to  bread  :  and  I  am  certain  I  fhould  foon 
be  able  to  bring  myfell  to  prefer  them  to  any 
bread.  The  Negroes  in  general  give  them  the 
preference.  When  buttered  they  eat  veiy  well 
with  tea  and  coffee.  The  ripe  fruit  is  exactly  like 
mellow  apples,  and  would  anfwer  the  fame  end 
in  pies.  I  think  the  Planters  in  this  Iflancj  are 
not  fufhciently  attentive  to  the  raffing  oi  this 
bleffed  Tree,  which  I  believe  will  grow  almolc 
in  every  foil,  but  beft.  in  the  little  gullies  between 
the  mountains;  and  would  fecure  the  Negroes 
from  any  danger  of  a  famine,  unlefs  after  a  vio¬ 
lent  hurricane,  which  thele  trees  are  not  able  to 
withftand.  The  Iiland  of  St.  Vincent  abounds 
with  plantations  of  thefe  Trees,  which  make  the 
year  fmile  with  the  abundance  of  plenty. 

Our  Chapel  in  Kingston  is  htuated  on  a  very 
beautiful  fpot,  called  the  parade.  It  commands 
from  the  Balcony  a  profpe£l  of  part  of  the  town, 
of  the  harbour,  and  of  the  fields,  which  I  could 
have  admired  for  an  hour.*  But  the  perfecution 
which  has  been  experienced  in  this  place,  far, 
very  far  exceeds  ail  the  perlecutions  we  have  met 
with  in  the  other  Klands  unitedly  confidered. 

*  It  is  eighty  feet  in  length,  and  forty  in  breadth,  and  will 
contain  about  one  thoufand  five  hundred  people.  It  ha» 
galleries  on  three  fides,  and  is  built  exaftly  on  the  plan  of 
our  Chapel  at  Halifax  in  Yorkfhire ,  known  to  and  admired 
by  numbers  of  our  friends  in  England .  The  only  difference 
is,  that  our  Chapel  in  Kingjlon  is  above  flairs,  the  other  on 
the  ground.  Underneath  we  have  a  hall,  (which  is  ablolutely 
zieeeffary  in  this  very  hot  country)  four  chambers,  and  a 
large  School-room,  where  one  of  our  friends,  Brother  FoJ- 
brookt,  whofe  mother  is  a  member  of  our  Society  near  Cajllc- 
JDunnington,  LciceJlerJJure ,  keeps  fchool,  under  this  condition 
that  the  refident  Preacher  {hall  nominate  one  child  out  of  ten, 
who  fhail  be  inftru&ed  gratis.

Often  our  mod  adive 
friends  were  obliged  to  guard  the  Chapel,  left  the 
outrageous  mob  might  pull  it  down  to  the  ground. 

.e  refraining  from  preaching  by  candle  light, 
viich  perhaps  was  a  meafure  neceffary  for  the 

^CC?  I?11’  was  a  ^eans  of  abating  the  perfecutlon. 

,  a  the  rioters  roi'e  one  night  between  eleven 
f,nc  ve  o  clock,  and  broke  down  the  gates  of 
the  court  leading  to  the  Chapel  :  on  which  four 
ot  the  Mag  titrates  interfered,  through  the  ftrong 
remonltrances  of  a  gentleman  of  influence  in 
Kingston,  who  e  flee  ms  us,  though  he  is  not  in 
our  Society.  They  accordingly  publifhed  an  ad¬ 
vert  i  foment,  which  kept  the  rioters  from  that 
time  within  tolerable  bounds.  But  the  News¬ 
papers  were  full  for  feveral  months  of  letters  for 
and  again  ft  us.  Many  hood  up  in  our  defence 
under  feigned  fignatures,  two  of  whom  were 
mailerly  writers.  Every  thing  that  was  bad,  was 
laid  of  Mr.  Hammett j  every  name  that  was  dis¬ 
graceful  was  given  to  him.  In  refped  to  me, 
they  publifhed  an  anecdote  of  my  being  tried  in 
England  for  horfe-ftealing,  and  flying  to  America 
to  efcape  juftice.  Some  of  the  rioters  were  pro- 
fecuted,  and  the  Jury  acquitted  them  again.fl  the 
Cieareli  evidences,  Nay,  the  Orand  J urygave  it 
as  their  public  opinion  that  both  Mr.  Hammett 
and  the  Chapel  ought  to  be  profecuted  as  nui- 
fances.  Some  of  tne  perfecutors  were  going  one 
night  to  beat,  if  not  murder  a  young  man,  whom 
they  met  in  one  of  the  flieets,  and  took  for  Mr. 
Hammett^  but  happily  the  miftake  was  difcovered 
in  time. 

On  the  firh  evening  of  my  arrival  I  ventured 
to  open  the  Chapel  again  for  preaching  by  candle-

HgTit,  and  had  a  numerous  audience  :  but  forne 
of  them  were  very  rude  ;  however  I  thought  it 
moil  prudent  to  pals  them  by  unnoticed.  My 
dear  friend  Mr.  Hammett  lay  dangcroudy  ill  of  a 
fever  and  ague,  and  a  violent  inflammation  in  one 
of  his  eyes,  and  was  worn  almod  to  a  fke.etou 
with  oppofition  and  fatigue.  lie  had  not  been 
able  to  preach  for  near  a  month.  His  enemies 
had  often  killed  him  in  report,  '  and  even  in- 
fmuated  that  he  had  been  buried  by  his  friends 
in  a  clandedine  manner.  They  were  noy/  wait# 
ing  for  the  joyful  moment,  when  they  might 
triumph  in  his  deceafe,  and,  as  they  apprehended, 
the  extinction  of  the  work.  I  had  a  private 
»  interview  with  his  Phyfician,  Hr.  Harris ,  a  man. 
of  great  honour  as  well  as  great  (kill,  who 
affured  me  that  there  was  not  the  lead  hope  of 
his  recovery,  but  by  his  removal  for  fome  time 
to  a  colder  climate,  As  I  was  perfuaded  nothing: 
fhould  be  omitted  that  might  any  way  contribute 
to  fave  fo  valuable  a  life,  I  determined  to  take 
him  with  me  through  North  Americas  after  which 
he  might,  if  redored,  return  to  jfemaica ,  and 
■  fettle  a  Million  in  Montego-Bay  and  its  neighbour¬ 
hood,  through  the  blefling  of  God.  He  has  been 
employed  in  the  molt  arduous  undertakings 
during  the  time  he  has  been  in  thefe  Iflands. 
The  two  mod  douridiing  Societies  in  the  Weft- 
Indies ,  ( Antigua  excepted) — thofe  of  St  Kitt's  and 
Tortola ,  were  raifed  by  the  means  of  his  indefati¬ 
gable  labours  in  the  midft  of  much  oppofition  : 
and  there  are  but  few  in  the  world  with  whom  I 
have  been  acquainted,  that  podefs  the  proper 
apodolic  fpi ri t  in  an  equal  degree  with  him* 
This  tedimony  I  feel  myfelf  obliged  to  bear  con¬ 
cerning  him,  becaufe  he  is  worthy  of  it. 

Mr.  Brazier ,  our  other  Midionary  appointed 
for  the  Kingjton  Circuit,  arriving  there  a  few 
days  before  me,  I  took  him  with  me  to  Spamjh - 
Town  on  Monday  the.  17th,  leaving  Mr.  W err  ill  to 
preach  in  King  {ton.  In  the  evening  i  appeared 
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in  the  long  room  of  the  Tavern  according  to  the 
before-mentioned  permiffion,  having  previouflv 
ent  notice  round  the  town.  When  I  entered 
the  room  I  found  it  nearly  filled  by  the  young 
Bucks  and  Bloods  of  the  town,  (as  we  ufed  to 
U:m  the  debauchees  at  Oxford,)  and  not  a  finale 
Lady  was  prefent.  Soon  afterwards  many  of  the 
coloured  people  of  both  fexes  came  and  filled  the 
vacant  places.  During  my  fermon  the  Bucks 
ehaved  fo  rude,  that  I  obferved  before  I  con- 
£  uded  that  if  any  Houfe-keeper  would  lend  me 
a  hall,  I  would  preach  again  the  next  evening 
other  wife  I  (hould  probably  be  obliged  to  leave 
the  place.  “  Farewell,  Sir,”  faid  one  ;  “  Good 

uck  to  you,  Sir,”  fays  another;  and  thus  they 
went  on  till  I  withdrew. 


When  Mr.  Brazier  and  I  confulted  together  on 
the  fubjeft,  we  were  fully  perfuaded  from  the 
countenances  and  behaviour  of  the  coloured  peo¬ 
ple,  that  the  Redeemer’s  kingdom  might  be 
enlarged  by  the  preaching  of  the  gofpel  in  this 
place  to  them  :  and  that  we  ought  not  to  give  up 
the  point.  Before  bed-time  two  Gentlemen  came 
to  me  at  my  lodgings,  and  offered  me  their  halls 
to  preach  in  :  but  alas  1  when  I  called  on  them 
the  next  morning,  they  had  been,  I  fuppofe, 
frightened  by  their  friends,  and  both  of  them  re- 
tia&ed  their  promifes.  \Ve  were  then  deter¬ 
mined  to  move  on  the  true  gofpel-plan,  «  from 
the  lead  to  the  greated.”  Accordingly  we  hired 
a  poor  cheap  houfe  (if  it  might  be  called  by  fo 
lofty  a  name)  in  the  outfkirts  of  the  town,  of  a 
Mulatto,  from  month  to  month.  Here  I  preach¬ 
ed  in  the  evening  to  a  confiderabie  number  of 
coloured  people;  and  notwithftanding  the  po¬ 
verty  of  the  place,  fome  of  the  Bucks  attended 
and  were  ruder  if  poflible  than  the  night  before. 
During  the  height  of  the  noife  1  felt  a  fpirit 
which  I  think  I  never  felt  before,  at  lead  in  the 
fame  manner.  I  believe  it  was  a  fpark  of  the 
proper  fpirit  of  Martyrdom,  At  the  conclufion 

therefore 
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therefore  of  a  pointed,  though  fhort  addrefs  t<3 
the  rioters,  I  told  them  I  was  willing,  yea,  do 
firous  to  fufFer  Martyrdom  :  and  my  words  Teem¬ 
ed  to  have  a  conliderable  efiPeft  on  their  minds, 
I  then  publifhed  myfelf  for  tlie  Thurfday  even¬ 
ing  following  :  and  in  the  morning,  after  giviny 
directions  about  the  making  of  fome  wooden 
candlelticks  to  be  fattened  again  It  the  wooden 
walls,  we  returned  to  Kingflon, 

In  the  evening  I  had  a  large  congregation,  and, 
I  believe,  a  conliderable  part  of  our  enemies  pre- 
fent.  My  fermon  was  partly  addreffed  to  the 
Deifts,  partly  to  the  Socinians,  and  partly  to  the 
Arians.  At  firft  they  began  according  to  their 
cuftom  to  be  noify ;  but  I  was  happy  enough  to 
command  their  deep  attention  during  at  lcaffc 
three-fourths  of  the  difeourfe.  On  the  next  day 
(Thurfday)  I  returned  to  Spanijh-Town ,  and  had 
a  conliderable  number  of  the  coloured  people  to 
hear  me  in  the  evening,  and  fome  of  the  Bucks 
whofe  attendance  I  could  have  excufed.  They 
were  not  near  fo  noify  as  they  had  been  before. 
After  fermon  I  plainly  told  them  of  our  full  de¬ 
termination  of  going  forward,  and  of  applying 
for  juftice  to  the  legal  powers  of  the  country,  if 
perieveringly  infulted  and  abufed.  I  alfo  obferved 
that  if  no  juftice  was  to  be  found  in  Jamaica ,  we 
were  fure  of  obtaining  it  completely  at  home. 
Early  in  the  morning  after  preaching,  I  enlarged 
on  the  nature  of  our  difcipline  as  far  as  I  thought 
it  prudent  to  fpeak  of  it  in  fo  early  a  ftage  of  the 
work,  to  about  thirty  attentive  coloured  people. 
Afterwards  I  bpught  fome  boards  to  be  made  into 
benches  for  the  preaching-houfe,  and  leaving  Mr. 
Wen  ill  behind  me  for  the  three  following  days,  I 
returned  to  Kingjlon,  my  poor  horfe  falling  down 
with  me  on  the  way  out  of  mere  weaknefs. 
When  I  ai rived,  I  defired  that  the,  two  horfel 
might  run  in  fome  pafture  for  a  month  or  two 
and  then  be  fold,  the  money  to  be  applied  for 
the  fupporting  of  the  work  in  Spanijh-Toion .

On  Sunday  the  23d,  I  held  a  Love-feafl  in 
Kingjlon ,  after  morning-preaching ;  and  was 
highly  fatisfied  with  the  teftimony  which  many 
bore  to  the  glory  of  the  grace  of  God.  The  num¬ 
ber  in  Society  in  this  town  is  about  one  hundred 
and  fifty :  in  the  whole  Circuit  two  hundred 
and  thirty- four:  which  is  an  increafe  of  eighty- 
four  (ince  the  laft  accounts  I  received  before  my 
arrival. 

A  little  occurrence  may  perhaps  be  of  ufe  to 
fome,  if  it  be  noted  here.  I  tried  an  experiment 
on  a  poor  Negro,  fervant  of  my  friend  Mr.  BuBr 
who  was  nearly  blind,  and  had  been  declared  in¬ 
curable  by  two  Phyficians.  I  got  his  hairfhaved 
off  on  the  crown  of  his  head,  about  the  bignefs 
of  a  crown-piece  or  more  ;  and  applied  a  poultice 
made  of  the  yolk  (only)  of  an  egg,  beat  up  with 
fait  to  a  proper  confidence,  to  the  part  that  was 
fhaved  :  on  the  fecond  day  another  poultice  was 
made  in  the  fame  manner,  and  applied  over  the 
hrff  :  on  the  third  day  a  third  poultice  was  made 
as  before,  and  applied  over  the  other  two  :  on 
the  fourth  day  the  whole  was  taken  off,  and  the 
part  dreffed  after  the  manner  of  a  bliffer.  And 
from  this  remedy  in  a  few  days,  under  the  blef- 
fing  of  God,  the  Negro  recovered  his  light. 

Mr.  Hamnett  had  two  or  three  interviews  be¬ 
fore  his  Ulnefs,  with  a  young  African  Prince,  a 
ion  of  the  King  of  Mundingo.  This  is  the  fecond 
tour  which  the  young  Prince  has  voluntarily 
taken  with  the  Captain  of  the  fhip  in  which  he 
failed  from  Africa.  He  had  loll  a  filter  many 
years  ago,  who,  as  the  family  fuppofed,  was 
Helen  away  :  and  to  his  great  furprife  he' found 
her  in  King  {ion.  She  had  been  (tolen  as  her 
family  conjectured,  and  is  now  a  member  of  our 
Society,  as  is  her  hufband,  who  is  a  free  Black, 
and  alfo  a  Leader  of  a  Clafs,  and  an  exhorter. 
The  prince  promifed  Mr.  Hammett  that  he  would 
fend  two  Slaves  from  home,  as  the  purchafe  of 
his  filter,  that  Ihc  might  return  to  her  native 
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country,  and  bring  her  bufband  along  with  heri» 
On  the  Sunday  afternoon  I  went  to  Port-Royal , 
to  be  ready  for  the  Brig,  in  which  I  had  taken  a. 
paffage  for  inyfelf  and  Mr.  Hammett  to  Charlejlon , 
and  preached  in  the  evening  to  a  considerable 
congregation  in  the  houle  of  Mr.  Fijhly>  the  firfb 
friend  I  met  with  in  Jamaica ,  on  my  former  vifit 
two  years  ago,  who  has  been  railed  to  the  office 
of  Mailer-Shipwright,  the  Second  in  the  harbour, 
from  that  of  Mailer- Calker.  There  had  been 
fome  perlecution  in  this  place,  many  of  the  out¬ 
rageous  in  Kingjlan  having  agreed  to  affaffinat-e 
Mr.  Hammett  here  ;  but  the  Magi  ft  rates  behaved 
with  fuch  fpirit  and  intrepidity,  that  the  per- 
fecutors  were  glad  to  hide  their  heads. 

On  Tuelday  evening,  the  25th  of  January,  we 
went  on  board  the  Brig  Succejs ,  John  Mazier e , 
Mailer,  and  failed  the  next  morning.  Our  Cap¬ 
tain  was  at  St.  Vincent’s  when  I  was  there,  and 
for  fome  time  after  I  left  it.  He  informed  me 
that  foon  after  my  failing  for  Jamaica ,  fome 
rioters  broke  into  our  Chapel  by  night,  injured 
the  benches  and  other  things,  and  afterwards 
feized  on  the  Bible,  took  it  to  the  public  gallows, 
and  hanged  it  on  the  gallows  ;  where  it  was  found 
hanging  the  next  morning.  The  Magiflrates  of 
St.  Vincent’s  very  nobly  •  advertifed  a  hundred 
pounds  reward  for  the  difeovery  of  any  of  the 
perpetrators  of  this  audacious  villainy.  What  a 
comfort  it  is,  that  Jefus  Chrifl,  the  God  of  heaven 
and  earth,  is  the  King  of  the  Church  1 

The  day  before  I  failed,  Mr.  Wtrrill  came  from 
Spanijh-Tozon  to  take  leave  of  me  ;  and  brought 
me  the  reviving  tidings,  that  for  the  three  days 
he  fucceffively  preached  there,  he  had  peaceable, 
attentive  congregations  of  coloured  people  ;  and 
had  begun  to  form  a  Clalsof  Catechumens  among 
them •

Fourth  TOUR  to  AMERICA. 


SECTION  I. 


ON  the  27th  of  January,  1791,  Mr.  Hammett 
and  myfelf  failed  in  a  Brig"  from  Port-Royal 
m  Jamaica  for  Charlefton  in  South-Car alina .  In 
this  voyage  the  hand  of  the  Moil  High  was 
wonderfully  revealed  in  our  behalf.  O  what  an 
ample  compenfation  for  any  danger  is  it  to  be¬ 
hold  the  gracious  interference  of  our  Almighty 
Friend  I 

Soon  after  we  had  doubled  the  Cape  of  St* 
Anthony ,  which  is  the  moft  wcftern  point  of  the 
Eland  of  Cuba ,  we  ran  in  the  night-time  among  a 
crowd  of  little  Elands  called  the  Martyrs ,  from 
the  number  of  fhipwrecks  that  have  been  made 
upon  them.  They  lie  South  of  Florida,  the  moft 
northern  of  them  being  very  near  the  Continent. 
They  are  very  fmall :  moltly,  if  not  entirely 
uninhabited  and  the  whole  group  are  about  one 
hundred  and  forty  miles  in  length,  and  about 
forty  in  breadth.  A  few  months  before,  four 
or  five  vefiels  had  been  wrecked  among  thefe 
Elands. 

In  two  days,  or  thereabouts,  we  were  delivered 
from  this  imminent  danger,  and  immediately  ran 
into  another.  On  the  morning  after  we  left  the 
Martyrs ,  about  day-light,  the  watch  difcovered 
that  we  were  almofi;  clofe  to  a  fteep  rocky  Coaffc 
on  the  Eland  of  Cuba ,  not  far  from  the  Havannah* 
If  the  night  had  continued  for  about  half  an  hour 
longer,  we  muff,  without  a  miracle,  have  been 
inevitably  loft.  When  Mr.  Hammett  went  on 
deck,  he  overheard  a  failor  faying  to  another  con¬ 
cerning  the  fhip  64  I  don’t  know  what  was  tho 
matter  lafl  night  ;  fhe  would  not  go  through  the 
water  in  the  mariner  we  might  expe£l  from  the 
wind  which  blew*5’  Tho 
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The  gulph  of  Florida  in  which  we  then  were,  is 
in  one  part  contracted  into  a  very  narrow  Chan¬ 
nel,  of  fifteen  leagues  in  breadth,  by  the  Martyrs 
on  one  fide  and  the  Behama  IJlands  on  the  other. 
Immediately  after  we  paffed  this  flrait,  a  violent 
galefprung  up,  which  obliged  us  to  lie  in  a  great 
meafure  at  the  mercy  of  the  winds  and  waves  for 
forty-eight  hours.  If  this  gale  had  blown,  whilfh 
we  were  in  the  narrow  part  of  the  gulph,  we 
fhould  have  been  in  a  very  hazardous  fituation. 

But,  Sunday,  the  twenty-firfl  of1  February, 
was  our  moft  tremendous  day.  We  knew  we 
could  not  be  very  far  from  Charltjion ,  and  yet 
were  perfectly  ignorant  of  our  exaCt  fituation  : 
indeed  the  Captain  was  totally  unacquainted  with 
the  Coaft,  The  morning  was  very  foggy  ;  and 
the  Captain  brought  the  Brig  into  four  fathom 
water  in  older,  he  faid,  to  difeover  the  land, 
and  find  out  our  fituation.  About  nine  o’clock 
velfel  (truck  againft  a  . land-bank,  but  was  got  off. 
In  half  an  hour  more  fhe  (truck  three  times 
againft  another  bank,  but  was  again  cleared  off. 
About  ten  fhe  (truck  again,  and  faftened.  From 
this  time  till  noon  (he  continued  finking  with 
fuch  force,  that  we  could  hardly  hand  on  the 
deck  ;  and  great  pieces  were  broke  off  from  the 
falfe  keel,  and  feen  awfully  floating  on  the  water. 
Now  the  land  was  clearly  in  view,  about  three 
miles  from  our  Brig  :  and  we  heard  with  joy  the 
command  given  that  the  boats  fhould  be  hoiked 
out. 

The  fmall  boat  was  firft  ready.  But  when  the 
long-boat  was  let  down,  it  was  fo  very  leaky, 
that  they  were  foon  obliged  to  draw  it  up  again 
in  order  to  calk  it  :  which,  as  we  were  afterwards 
informed,  employed  them  for  feveral  hours. 
However,  to  our  great  iatisfaClion  the  Captain 
ordered  that  four  of  the  men  fhould  go  on  fhorc 
in  the  fmall  boat  to  look  for  afliftance  ;  and  my 
friend  and  myfelf  gladly  improved  the  oppor¬ 
tunity. 

As  foon  as  we  came  to  fhore,  Mr,  William 
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'Siding,  a  gentleman  for  whom  I  fhall  ever  retain 
a  deep  fenle  of  gratitude,  and  who  was  taking  a 
ride  on  the  Beach,  {food  ready  to  receive  us,  as 
if  lent  there  by  Providence,  (and  no  doubt  but  he 
was,)  and  brought  us  to  his  mother’s  houfe,  (which 
was  nearer  to  us  than  his  own,)  where  we  dined. 
The  Tailors  being  informed  that  the  land  which 
we  had  reached  was  called  Edijlo-ljland ,  about 
fifty  miles  South  of  Charltjion ,  and  that  no  affilt- 
ance  could  be  given  that  day  to  the  Brig,  were 
obliged  to  return. 

My  friend  Hammett  lodged  at  the  houfe  of  the 
benevolent  Mr*  Eding ,  and  I  at  the  houfe  of 
Major  Jenhns  in  the  fame  neighbourhood.  The 
Captain  and  crew  left  the  Brig  in  the  evening  : 
iind  Mr.  Eding  and  his  mother  provided  them  ail 
with  lodging  and  every  comfort,  except  the  Cap¬ 
tain,  who  could  not  be  peifuaded  to  leave  the 
fhore,  but  Jay  on  the  ground  within  fight  of 
his  vefiel  during  the  whole  of  the  night. 

It  was  but  five  or  fix  days  before,  that  a  brig 
was  wrecked  on  the  fame  bank  ;  and  another  alio 
in  the  courfe  of  the  pall  year. 

The  Methodijis  never  had  vifited  Edifto  IJland  : 
nor  had  the  inhabitants,  though  amounting  to 
about  five  thoufand  (Whites  and  Blacks,)  at  that 
time  any  minilter  of  any  kind.  But  more  hofpi- 
tality;  kinanefs  and  attention  could  not,  I  think, 
have  been  fhewn  to  any  in  like  circumftances, 
than  were  fhewn  to  us  by  fome  of  the  cour¬ 
teous,  compaffionate  inhabitants  of  that  little 
I  (land. 

Our  dear  friend  Mr.  Eding  furnifhed  us  the 
next  day  after  dinner,  with  horfes  and  a  guide: 
and  after  eroding  a  ferry  of  a  league  in  breadth, 
we  lodged  at  the  houfe  of  an  old  Gentleman  who 
treated  us  with  great  hofpitality.  Soon  after  we 
entered  his  houfe,  and  told  him  our  fituation,  he 
fwore  feveral  times:  but  when  we  had  reproved 
him  with  all  poflible  foftnefs,  and  he  found  we 
were  Miniflers,  he  almolt  tired  us  with  apologies.

On  Tuefday  night  we  lodged  at  the  houfe  of  a  Mr, 
Grigg,  a  great  Indigo-Planter,  where  we  met 
with  mofl  polite  entertainment;  and  on  the  next 
day  were  conveyed  in  a  large,  half-covered  boat, 
to  CharUjion ,  which  was  twenty-five  miles  from 
Mr.  Grigg’ s. 

The  next  week,  my  kind  ho  ft  Major  Jenkins ^ 
brought  in  his  boat  to  Charle/lon,  all  our  things 
which  we  had  left  behind  us  in  the  Brig,  a  little 
towel  only  excepted.  We  were  then  informed 
that  a  violent  gale  of  wind  which  role  the  night 
after  the  Brig  was  deferted,  inftead  of  breaking 
her  in  pieces  as  was  expected,  drove  her  off  the 
bank  to  fea  ;  and  in  a  day  or  two  afterwards  fhe 
was  boarded  by  the  crew  of  a  fmall  veffel,  and 
‘brought  by  them  into  a  fafe  place,  which  entitles 
'them,  bythe  Laws  of  the  States,  toa  third  part  of 
the  cargo. 

Thus  were  we  wonderfully  delivered  from  im* 
pending  danger.  O  none  can  conceive  the  awful- 
nefs  of  the  tituation  in  which  we  were  on  the 
land  back,  but  thofe  who  have  been  in  limilar 
circumftances.  And  yet  I  mull  add,  to  the  glory 
of  the  grace  of  God,  that  I  felt  on  the  occafion 
an  entire  refignation  to  the  Divine  Will,  whether 
it  was  for  Life  or  Death. 

“  O  that  men  would  therefore  praife  the  Lord 
for  his  goodriefs,  and  declare  the  wonders  that  he 
doeth  for  the  children  of  men  !  That  they  would 
‘offer  to  him  the  facrifice  of  thankfgiving,  and 
dell  out  his  works  with  <dadnefs,” 

*  O  •  r. 

We  had  been  a  whole  month  coming  from 
'Jamaica  to  Charlcfton ,  which  was  double  the 
‘common  time.  I n  confecjuence  of  this,  the  Con- 
Terence  for  SouCh-G'arolinci  had  fmiChed  all  their 
bufmefs,  when  we  arrived  :  but  the  Preachers  had 
bag  reed  to  flay  one  day  longer  in  the  city  in  hopes 
of  feeing  me.  I  therefore  had  the  plea fure  oV 
fpending  that  day  with  them  in  many  folemn  and 
uleful  converfations.  '  „ 

I  now  had  the  great  plcafure  of  finding  out  a 

very 
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very  able  Miffionary  for  Edifto-Ijland ,  Brother 
Beverly  Allen .  If  I  can  be  but  the  means  of  fend¬ 
ing  the  go fpel  with  power  to  the  dear  people  of 
that  Ifland,  it  will  be  a  glorious  compenfation, 
and  the  only  one  I  can  make,  for  their  many 
kindneffes  to  me,  when  I  was  a  flranger  and 
pilgrim  among  them. 

During  my  flay  at  Charlejlon ,  a  finking  proof 
was  given  of  the  regard  which  is  paid  in  this 
country  to  religious  liberty.  We  employ  a  poor 
negro,  a  member  of  the  fociety,  to  fnuff  the  can¬ 
dles  in  our  Chapel :  and  a  flranger  from  North - 
Carolina  beat  him  unmercifully  with  a  flick,  be¬ 
cause  the  poor  black  only  defired  him  not  to  talk 
whilfl  the  Minifler  was  preaching.  The  next 
day  we  applied  for  juftice  to  the  chief  Magiftrate, 
and  got  the  rioter  fafely  locked  up  in  prifon, 
where  he  remained  when  I  left  the  city,  as  he 
was  not  able  to  give  lufficient  bail. 

I  had  here  the  pleafure  of  performing  a  cure  on 
one  of  our  filler’s  eyes,  which  were  exceedingly 
weak,  by  the  recipe  which  is  mentioned  in  the 
Journal  of  my  late  vifit  to  Jamaica .  Before  I 
left  the  city,  her  eyes  were  quite  recovered. 

On  the  eighth  of  March  I  fet  off  for  Giveham’s 
Jerry  in  my  way  to  the  Georgia  Conference  ;  Mr. 
AJbury  and  his  company  taking  the  road  which 
leads  to  Savannah ,  and  I  and  mine  that  which 
leads  to  Augujla .  In  the  afternoon  we  loft  our 
way,  by  confentingto  follow  one  of  our  Preachers, 
who  undertook  to  guide  us  through  the  woods  a 
much  fhorter  way  than  that  which  is  commonly 
taken.  Nine  o’clock  came,  and  we  knew  not 
where  we  were,  except  that  we  were  in  the  midft 
of  large  Morades.  About  ten  the  Moon  would 
fet  :  and  we  agreed  to  make  our  abode  for  the 
night  on  foine  dry  fpot,  if  we  could  not  before 
that  time  find  out  a  hofpitable  fhelter.  But  under 
the  blefiing  and  guidance  of  Providence  we  came 
again  unexpectedly  into  the  great  Road,  and 

found 
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found  ourfelves  near  the  houfe  of  our  Friend  Mr. 
Giveham,  the  light  of  which  foon  gliftened  de¬ 
lightfully  in  our  eyes.  When  we  entered  ther 
houfe,  we  found  that  our  kind  holt  had  provided 
for  us  a  roafted  Turkey,  which  was  juft  taken  oft 
the  Ip  it.  A  congregation  had  waited  for  me  a 
long  time,  and  had  broke  up  in  defpair  of  our 
coming.  This  is  the  fourth  Congregation  I  have 
difappointed,  but  not  intentionally,  in  my  life. 
O  it  grieves  me  much  when  hurt  is  done,  though 
undetignedly ;  for  I  am  loth  to  deduct  out  of  the 
very  little  good  I  have  done  in  my  life.  But 
I  want  more  faith  :  Ford,  help  my  unbelief. 

March  9th.  I  have  again  entered  into  my  ro¬ 
mantic  way  of  life.  For  there  is  fomething  ex¬ 
ceedingly  pleafing  in  preaching  daily  to  large 
congregations  in  immenfe  forefts.  O  what  pains* 
the  people  take  to  hear  the  gofpel !  But  it  is 
worthy  of  all  pains.  1  ith.  I  am  now  come  among 
the  Peach  trees :  and  they  are  in  full  bloom-. 
Truly  they  aftift  a  little,  under  the  Supreme  Source 
of  Happinefs,  to  make  the  heart  gay. 

It  fs  one  of  my  moft  delicate  entertainments,  to 
embrace  every  opportunity  of  ingulphing  myfelf 
(if  I  may  fo  exprefs  it)  in  the  Woods.  I  feem 
then  to  be  detached  from  every  thing  but  the 
quiet  vegetable  Creation,  and  MY  GOD.  The 
Ticks  indeed,  which  are  innumerable,  are  a  little 
troubleiome  ;  they  burrow  in  the  flefh,  and  raife 
pimples,  which  fometimes  are  quite  alarming,, 
and  look  Like  the  effetts  of  a  very  difagreeable 
dilorder.  But  they  are  nothing  when  oppofed  to 
jny  affe&ion  for  my  Lord.  Yea 
I’ll  carve  thy  palfion  on  the  bark  ; 

And  every  wounded  Tree 
Shall  drop,  and  bear  fome  myftic  mark 
That  Jefus  died  forme. 

The  Swains  (hall  wonder,  when  they  read 
Infcrib’d  on  all  the  Grove, 

'I hat  Heaven  itlelf  came  down  and  bled 
To  win  a  mortal’s  Love.* 

*  Dr«.  Watts, 
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On  the  1 6th,  our  Conference  for  the  State  of 
Georgia  begun.  On  the  Saturday  ev&iing,  after 
*be  Sermon,  whilft  the  Preachers  wgj^-e  fuccef- 
fively  praying,  a. man  fell  down  in  a  fw^bn.  For 
lome  time  he  lifted  up  his  hands,  then  his  fingers 
only,  and  afterwards  became  perfectly  fenfelefs. 
But  on  a  fudden  he  awoke  and  cried  out  «  Where 
art  thou,  Sinner:  turn,  turn,  turn.”  Then  he 
burfl  out  in  a  flood  of  praifes  and  thankfgiving. 

On  the  Sunday  afternoon,  having  fpent  about 
three  hours  with  the  congregation,  we  left  them 
almofl  univerfally  employed  in  praying,  praifing, 
or  exhorting. 

A  few  days  after  I  left  Georgia ,  I  preached  in 
the  Court-houfe  in  a  town  called  Ninety-Six .  Here 
I  expebled  to  find,  from  the  information  1  had 
received,  hardly  any  but  fcoffersand  fcorners.  I 
enforced  upon  them  thofe  words  of  the  Prophet 
Jeremiah  (xlviii.  u.)  “  Moahhath  been  at  eafe from 
his  youth,  and  he  hath  fettled  on  his  lees ,  and  hath 
not  been  emptied  from  veffel  to  vejfel ,  neither  hath  he 
gone  into  captivity  :  therefore  his  tajlt  remained  m 
him ,  and  his  feent  is  not  changed .”  Inflead  of  (corn 
I  met  with  the  deepefl  attention  :  and  in  the 
courfe  of  the  Sermon  almofl  every  face  was  fuf- 
fufed  with  tears. 

It  is  remarkable  how  many  children  have  been 
baptized  in  this  country  by  the  Chriftian  name  of 
Wejley .  I  queflion  whether  there  have  not  been 
fome  hundreds  of  inflames  in  all  the  States. 

On  the  23d.  of  March  we  had  three  large  rivers 
to  crofs.  But  through  the  kind  affiflance  of 
fi  iends,  who  procured  boats  or  canoes,  wet 
had  but  one  to  ford,  which  was  very  fteep  and 
rocky. 

We  now  made  a  vifit  to  the  Catawba- Indians* 
Their  nation  is  reduced  to  a  very  fmall  number, 
and  chiefly  live  in~a  little  town,  which  in  Eng¬ 
land  would  be  only  called  a  village.  They  poffefs 
a  quantity  of  land,  fifteen  miles  fquare,  on  the 
river  Catawba,  A  very  fmall  part  of  this  land 

they 
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they  cultivate  themfeives:  a  much  larger,  part 
they  have  let  out  in  long  leafes  to  the  white  peo¬ 
ple/  They  raifed  for  us  a  little  rude  tent  in  one 
of  their  fields,  where  we  preached.  Moil  of 
them,  I  believe,  attended,  though  we  had  many 
more  whites  than  Indians .  Our  plan  is  to  erect 
a  fchool  among  them,  which  we  think  the  mo  ft 
probable  way  of  doing  them  good  in  the  firlt  in- 
^f^nce,  as  the  generality  of  them  undciitand 

nothing  of  the  h nglijh  language. 

Their  General ,  who  is  a  tall,  grave,  old  man, 
walked  with  a  mighty  Raff  in  his  hand.  Round 
his  neck  he  wore  a  narrow  piece  (l  think)  of 
leather,  which  hung  down  before,  and  was  adorn¬ 
ed  with  a  great  variety  of  bits  of  fiiver.  fie  alio 
had  a  fiiver  Bread-plate.  Almofl  all  the  men 
and  women  wore  fiiver  nofe-rings,  hanging  from 
the  middle  griflle  of  the  nofe  ;  and  fome  of  them 
had  little  fiiver  hearts  hanging  from  the  rings. 

In  general  they  drafted  like  the  white  people. 
But  a  few  of  the  men  were  quite  luxurious  irt 
their  d refs,  .even  wearing  ruffles,  and  very  flhowy 
fuits  of  cl  oaths  made  of  cotton.  The  little  money- 
they  lave  by  their  fmall  plantations  (for  they  are 
not  fond  of  labour)  they  lay  out,  I  fuppofe,  in 
pure  haling  thefe  things  of  the  whites.  Their 
houfes  are  not  uncomfortable — far  fuperior  to  the 
mud-houfes  in  which  the  poorelt  of  the  people 
in  Ireland  dwell  \  though  we  could  not  procure 
a  fingle  table  from  one  of  their  habitations,  to- 
Rand  upon  whillt  we  were  preaching  :  but  chairs, 
th  ey  had  in  abundance. 

One  of  their  chief  men,  who  fpoke  the  En^lifh 
language,  came  to  Mr.  Ajbury  and  me,  before  we 
began  to  preach,  defiring  us  in  the  name  of  his 
Nation  to  intreat  the  Whites  to  affi  (l  them  againR 
fome  Indians ,  who,  they  had  realon  to  believe* 
were  at  that  time  lurking  in  the  neighbouring. 
W oods  in  order  to  deffroy  them, 

We  found  on  inquiry  that  parties  of  Indians’ 
from  a  diRant  nation,  whole  inveteracy  aga  nlt 
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this  little  handful  of  people  is  not  to  be  erafed, 
have  made  frequent  incurfions  upon  them,  and 
have  been  but  too  luccefsful  in  their  devaflations. 
We  therefore  Ipoke  in  behalf  of  this  poor  little 
nation,  as  far  as  prudence  would  iuftify  on  fo 
delicate  a  fubjeft. 

A  little  time  ago  f  we  were  informed,)  one  of 
the  Indian  girls  of  this  little  town,  with  whom  a 
Gentleman  not  far  diflant  had  been  criminally  in¬ 
timate,  carried  her  child  to  him,  informing  him 
he  was  the  father.  The  Gentleman  would  by  no 
means  allow  he  hadeve^  feen  her  :  on  which  (he 
took  her  child  by  the  heels,  and  dafhed  its  brains 
out  before  his  face,  and  left  it  on  the  ground. 
O  that  the  Lord  would  look  down  with  pity  on 
that  miferable  people,  and  open  a  Gofpel-door 
among  them  ! 

On  the  30th  of  March  I  met  a  Preacher  whofe 
name  is  Cowles.  Six  years  ago  he  lived  with  his 
mother  near  Williamjburg  in  Virginia .  None  of 
the  family  were  converted,  or  acquainted  with 
the  Methodijls  at  that  time.  In  the  courfe  of  my 
Tour  through  the  States  in  the  year  1785,  X 
called  at  their  houle  for  fome  reafons  which  I 
have  forgot.  Before  I  parted  with  them,  I  made 
them  a  prefent  of  the  Extract  of  Mr.  Law's  treatife 
on  the  nature  and  defign  of  Chrijiianity ,  which  is 
printed  among  us.  By  the  means  of  this  little 
traft  they  were  fo  flirred  up  to  feek  the  Lord, 
that  now  the  mother,  the  Preacher,  fix  children 
who  are  married,  and  their  hufbands  and  wives, 
fourteen  in  all,  are  converted,  and  have  joined 
our  fociety.  Indeed,  the  young  Preacher  is  a 
flame  of  fire.  How  blefled  an  employment  it  is 
to  be  lowing  the  divine  feed  every  where — to  be 
inflant  in  feafon  and  out  of  fealon  !  O  how  wil¬ 
ling  the  Lord  is  to  be  gracious  ! 

Alas  !  What  a  feeble  mortal  am  I  !  The  little 
Ticks  have  quite  overcome  me.  They  have  bit 
my  body  in  jfuch  a  manner,  that  I  am  now  quite 
afraid  to  walk  out  into  the  woods,  notwith¬ 
standing 
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{landing  my  almoft  exceflive  love  of  retire* 

me^pril  2*  We  began  our  Conference  for  North* 
Carolina  at  the  houfe  of  Brother  M* Knight  on  the 
River  Yeadkin.  There  were  in  all  about  thirty 
Preachers,  feveral  of  whom  came  from  the  other 
fide  of  the  Apalachian  Mountains.  . 

At  this  Conference,  a  remarkable  ipirit  o t 
prayer  was  poured  forth  on  the  Preachers.  Eveiy 
night,  before  we  concluded,  Heaven  itfelf  feem- 
ed  to  be  ooened  to  our  believing  fouls.  One  of 
the  Preachers  was  fo  bleffed  in  the  courfe  of  our 
prayers,  that  he  was  con  drained  to  cry,  “  O. 

I  never  was  fo  happy  in  all  my  life  before  !  U 
what  a  heaven  of  heavens  I  feel.” 

At  each  of  our  Conferences,  before  we  parted, 
every  Preacher  gave  an  account  of  his  experience 
from  the  fir  ft  drivings  of  the  Spirit  of  God,  as  far 
as  he  could  remember;  and  alfo  of  his  call  to 
preach,  and  the  fuccefs  the  Lord  had  given  to  his 
labours.  It  was  quite  new,  but  was  made  a  blef- 
fing,  I  am  perfuaded,  to  us  all. 

On  Monday,  the  nth  of  April,  we  arrived  at 
Dickes’s  Ferry  in  Virginia .  Our  ride  on  that  day 
was  remarkably  pleafmg.  The  variety  arifing 
from  the  intermixture  of  woods  and  plantations 
alon?  the  fides  of  the  broad,  rocky  river  Dan, 
neaAvhich  we  rode  mod  part  of  the  time,  could 
not  but  be  a  fource  of  great  pleafure  to  an  admirer 
of  the  beauties  of  nature.  Indeed,  all  was  de¬ 
lightful,  except  the  fight  of  a  great,  cruel  Hawk, 
who  was  devouring  a  little  fquirrel  on  a  rock. 

April  15th.  Hitherto  I  might  be  faid  to  have 
travelled  with  the  fpring.  As  I  moved  from 
South  to  North,  the  fpring  was,  I  think,  as  far 
advanced  when  I  was  in  Georgia ,  as  when  I  came- 
into  Virginia.  But  now  it  has  evidently  got  the 
dart  of  me.  The  oaks  have  fpread  out  their 
leaves:  and  the  dogwood ,  whole  bark  is  very 
medicinal,  and  whole  innumerable  white  flowers 

form 
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fonn  one  of  the  fineft  ornaments  of  the  forefls

t  ic  bright  tranfparent-green  of  the  oaks,  and  the 

fine  white  of  the  flowers  of  the  Dogwood,  with 

other  trees  and  (hrubs,  form  Inch  a  complication 

of  beauties,  as  are  indefcribable  to  thofe  who 

have  only  lived  in  countries  that  are  almoft  en- 

tirely  cultivated. 

For  about  eight  hundred  miles  which  I  have 
rode  fince  I  landed  in  South  Carolina ,  we  have- 
had  hardly  any  rain.  But  this  day,  the  16th  we* 
were  weted  to  the  fkin,  However,  we  at  lad 
happily  found  our  way  to  the  houfe  of  a  Friend 
by  the  Preachers  mark — the  fplit  bujh . 

This  c i rcunri fiance  may  appear  to  many  imma* 
terial  :  however  as  it  may  convey  fome  idea  of 

the  mode  in  which  the  Preachers  are  obliged  to 
travel  in  this  country,  I  will  juft  enlarge  upon 

it - When  a  new  Circuit  is  formed  in  thefe  im- 

menfe  forefls,  the  Preacher,  whenever  he  comes* 
in  the  fil'd  indance  to  a  jun&ion  of  feveral  roads 
or  paths,  fplit s  two  or  three  of  the  bulhes  that 
lie  on  the  hde  of  the  right  path,  that  the  Preachers 
who  follow  him  may  find  out  their  way  with  cafe. 
In  one  of  the  Circuits  the  wicked  difcovered  the 
fecret,  and  fplit  hufhes  in  wrong  places  on  pur- 
pofe  to  deceive  the  Preachers, 

On  the  20th  of  April  we  opened  our  Con*- 
ference  at  Pcterjhu-rg  in  f  irginia^  at  which  about 
thirty  Preachers  were  prefect.  Whil’d  I  was 
preaching  one  day  during  the  Conference  on 
l  John  v.  12.  “  He  that  hath  the  Son ,  hath  life ,  ”  A 
refrefhing  ftiower  of  grace  did  indeed  defcend  on 
the  congregation.  It  was  a  time  much  to  be  re¬ 
membered. 

At  this  Conference,  a  zealous,  lively  you  no- 
man  ( Samuel  Rudder )  offered  himfelf  as  a  MiS" 
fionary  for  the  Weft -Indies ,  and  was  accepted. 

On  the  Lordks-day,  April  24th.  I  preached  in 
Richmond ,  in  the  Capitol  where  the  Aifembly  fits, 
to  the  mod  dieliy  congregation  X  ever  faw  in 
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America .  However,  they  gave  great  attention, 
whilft  I  fpoke  for  an  hour  to  th cDei/ts,  SocinianSy 
and  Arians, 

In  the  afternoon  I  rode  to  Colonel  Clayton's, 
about  twenty  five  miles  from  Richmond,  where  we 
held  another  Conference  with  feventeen  Preachers, 
The  York- river ,  and  the  large  plantations,  woods. 
See,  round  the  Colonel’s  houfe,  form  a  very  beauti¬ 
ful  fituation.  Nor  was  that  of  Dr,  Shore  with 
whom  I  dined,  after  preaching  on  the  26th,  lcls 
beautiful  or  romantic. 

April  27th,  I  lay  at  the  houfe  of  brother  Pope 
after  preaching  in  the  neighbourhood.  A  little 
before  bed-time  fome  Phenomena  in  the  heavens 
attrafted  our  attention  for  a  confiderable  time. 
Three  great  lights  were  obferved  at  the  lame  time 
at  the  edge  of  the  horizon,  one  in  the  Ealt,  another 
in  the  South,  and  another  in  the  North.  Each  of 
them  appeared  as  if  feveral  houfes  were  on  fire. 
That  in  the  South,  was  abundantly  the  Largefi  and 
brightelt. 

April  20th.  I  am  now  come  among  the  Cedar- 
trees,  They  are  not  large,,  but  their  fpreading 
boughs,  and  their  conical  appearance,  are  very 

is  evening  we  arrived  at  Port-royal  in  Vir¬ 
ginia,  where  a  numerous  and  very  drelfy  con¬ 
gregation  had  been  waiting  for  us  about  two. 
hours  with  wonderful  patience.  The  Preachers 
had  overloaded  us  this  day  with  labour.  The. 
congregations,  to  which  we  preached,  were 
fituated  too  far  from  each  other.  Befides,  we 
were  not  fully  acquainted  with  the  diflance^ 
otherwife  Mr.  AJbury  and  I  might  have  fepara- 
ted,  and  taken  each  of  us  fingly  a  congregation 
in  due  time. 

However,  the  congregation  at  Port-Royal ,  not- 
withftanding  they  had  waited  fo  long,  were  aa 
ftili  as  night,  whilfl  I  preached  to  them  on  Col, 
iii.  3,  4.  Ye  art  dead ,  and  your  life  is  hid  with 
Chriji  in  God .  When  Chrijl  who  is  our  life  JhaUi 

appear, ,t 
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appear,  then  flail  ye  alfo  appear  with  him  in  dory. 

I  he  people  by th.s  time  had  been  fo  long  in  the- 

Jv,  3u  "j°rUfe>  ^1at  we  thought  it  belt  they 
ftould  be  difchahged.  Otherwise,  we  generally 

an  l  e  co^1SreSatlon  two.  fa-mom,  and  perhaps- 
n  exhoitatron  or  two  belides,  if  we  did  not  ad- 
mmifter  the  Lord’s  fupper. 

After  preaching  I  received  meffages  from  two 
>  thl0<p  of  the  Ladies,  intreating  they  might 
nave  a  fcrmon  in  the  morning.  But  when  we 
conhaered  we  were  engaged  to  preach  about  ten 
or  twelve  miles  off  at  ten  o’clock,  and  had  a  broad 
Perry  to  crofs,  where  we  might  be  detained  for 
an  hour  or  two,  we  thought  it  pur  duty  courte- 
ouily  to  refufe.  But  alas  J'  alas  [  here  ended  ail 
my  plans  for  the  good  of  the  people  daring  my 
prefent  vifit  on  the  Continent. 

gentleman  of  the  name  of  Hipkins ,  a  capital 
Merchant  in  the  Town,  fent  us  a  genteel  invita¬ 
tion  to  fup  with  him,  and  lodge  at  his  houfe.  1 
accepted  of  it.  Soon  after  I  came  rn,  he  obferved 
tnat  the  Philadelphia  Paper  had  informed  the 
pu  ic  of  the  death  of  Mr.  IVeJley.  I  gave  no 
credit  to  the  account,  but,  however,  intreated 
the  favour  of  feeing  the  paper.  He  fent  imme- 
diately  to  a  neighbouring  Merchant  who  took  in 
that  paper ;  and  about  ten  o’clock  the  melan¬ 
choly  record  arrived.  I  evidently  faw  by  the  ac¬ 
count,  that  it  was  too  true— that  I  had  loft  mv 

fi  lend,  and  that  the  world  had  loft  a  burning  and 
a  fhining  light.  ° 

The  next  morning  I  fet  off  for  New -York,  in 
order  to  be  in  time  for  the  Britifh  Packet.  I  rode 
by  day  and  by  night.  At  Alexandria  the  news- 
was  confirmed  by  a  letter  from  London .  For  near 
a  day  I  was  not  able  to  weep:  but  afterwards 
forne  refrefhing  tears  gave  me  almoft  incxpreflible 
eafe. 

^  On  the  29th.  I  eroded  the  run  of  water  called 
Akatinke ,  down  which  I  was  carried  by  the  flood 
<£>n  the  awful,  never  to  be  forgotten,  hinth  of 
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March,  1785.  *  How  did  my  heart  rife  up  it* 
gratitude  to  my  God  !  O  how  often  and  how* 
wonderfully  has  he  preferved  his  finful  child! 

This  day  I  palfed  over  the  noble  River  Foto* 
mazvk.  The  Locujt-tre-c  grows  in  great  abundance 
in  this  part  of  the  country.  The  bio  Horns,  I 
think,  are  a  little  fitnilar  to  what  is  lornetimea 
called  in  England,  the  Golden-Chain .*  only  they 
are  white.  The  Iruit  grows  in  the  Ihape  of  pods 
from  twelve  to  eighteen  inches  long,  and  an  inch 
and  a  half  broad,  and  is  very  fweet.  It  probably 
is  the  fame  as  that  which  is  mentioned  in  Scripture 
as  the  food  of  John  the  Baptill. 

We  were  now  come  into  a  country  abounding 
with  fingi-ng-birds.  But  alas!  I  could  take  but 
-little  pleafure  in  them.  I  felt  indeed  much  com¬ 
munion  with  God  :  and  yet,  the  death  of  my 
venerable  Friend  had  cait  fuch  a  fhade  of  melan¬ 
choly  over  my  mind,  and  confequcntly  in  ap¬ 
pearance  over  every  thing  elfe,  that  I  could  find 
very  little  pleafure  in  the  contemplation  of  the 
works  of  nature. 

The  night  being  very  dark,  it  was  with  great 
difficulty  that  my  friend  Cox  who  travelled  wi  th 
me,  and  myfelf,  found  our  way  through  the 
woods  from  Alexandria  to  Blaidenfhurg . 

Arriving  in  the  town  of  Blaidenjburg  very  late, 
we  did  not  choofe  to  diflurb  our  friends,  and 
therefore  fet  up  at  an  Inn,  where  the  kind 
landlady  did  every  thing  that  true  benevolence 
could  lugged  for  our  comfort  and  convenience, 
gratis. 

On  Sunday,  the  firft  of  May,  we  arrived  in 
Baltimore  in  the  afternoon,  time  enough  to  fend 
to  the  Preacher,  who  was  then  engaged  in  divine 
fervice,  to  publifh  me  to  preach  in  the  evening. 
The  congregation  was  very  large.*  and  I  had  but 
one  fubjefl,  and  I  may  almoft  fay,  but  one  text, 
u  And  Elifia  faio  it ,  and  he  cried ,  my  Father ,  ,my

As  the  Packet  was  not  to  fail  from  New -York 
•till  Thurfday,  I  felt  fome  confidence  that  I  ftiould 
be  there  in  time,  having  the  opportunity  of  travel- 
ling  in  the  mail  Pages  all  the  way.  (The  bufinefs 
of  the  I  oP-olfice  is  conducted  in  this  country  on 
a  plan  fimiiar  to  that  in  England ).  But  fuch  was 
not  the  will  of  Providence! 

At  four  on  Monday  morning  we  fet  off  in  thi£ 
flagc.  During  the  whole  day  1  felt  fome  rheuma¬ 
tic  pains,  probably  from  having  rode  fo  much  in 
the  damps  of  the  night.  At  the  head  of  Elkt 
where  we  lay,  I  was  called  at  two  o’clock  on 
Tuefday-morning  to  prepare  for  the  coach:  but, 
behold,  I  was  a  1  mo  ft  immovable.  I  was  Pruck. 
with  a  fciatic,  and  lay  fixed,  as  it  were,  to  my 
bed.  After  many  Pruggles  to  rife,  I  let  the  Page 
depart  without  me. 

About  ten  in  the  morning  a  Phyfcian  was  fent 
for,  who  gave  me  a  purge  and  an  ointment,  and 
in  the  afternoon  I  found  myfelf-well. 

Stiii  I  was  within  the  poPibility  of  reaching 
AdU/'-f  orn  time  enough  for  the  Packet#  And  hear¬ 
ing  tija.L  these  was  one  carriage  in  the  town,  a 
phaeton,  the  property  of  a  gentleman  ;  1  wrote 
to  him  the  bep  letter  I  was  able  to  draw  up,  in¬ 
treating  him  to  lend  me  his  carriage  as  far  as 
Wilmington ,  which  was  twenty  two  miles  dIPant. 

I  he  gentleman  loon  afterwards  called  upon  me, 
and  told  me.  I  Jhould  have  been  perfecliy  welcome 
to  his  carriage,  but  one  of  the  horfes  (I  think,  lie 
fa  id)  was  ill;  'The  other,  he  obferved,  was  a 
veiy  fine  pacer,  and  was  at  my  fet  vice  either  to 
JVilmington ,  or  a  Page  beyond  it.  I  mounted  as 
.foon  as.  poPible,  without  hefitation;  and  arrived 
sat  the  houfe  of  a  friend  in  Wilmington  about  an 
,hour  after  night. 

By  this  time  I  began  to  feel  my  rheumatic  pain 
returning,  and  went  to  bed  as  foon  as  the  family 
could  provide  one  for  me# 


In 
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„  In  the  morning  I  was  alraofl  as  fliff  as  the  day 
before.  A  phyhcian  was  again  fent  for,  who 
laid  his  commands  upon  me,  not  to  move  from 
that  town  for  one  day  at  lead.  I  now  clearly 
faw  that  the  Packet  would  fail  without  me. 

On  Wednefday  the  4th.  I  fee  off  in  the  (tage 
for  Philadelphia .  When  I  arrived  there,  I  found 
that  no  (hip  would  fail  from  thence  for  any  of  the 
three  kingdoms  for  feverai  day*1,  or  fioin  A Jcw" 
York  for  a  longer  time.  1  thereh  tc  refled  my. elf 
contentedly  in  Philadelphia  for  nine  days,  and 
did  what  little  good  was  in  my  power  under  the 
grace  of  God  in  that  populous  city,  preaching 
aim  oil  every  evening,  and  fometimes  in  the  morn¬ 
ing,  and  three  times  on  the  Lord's  day.  Our 
fociety  in  this  place  paid  a  pleafing  mark  of 
refpeft  to  the  memory  of  our  dear  deceafed  rather 
in  the  gofpel,  by  covering  the  pulpits  of  the  two 
Chapels  with  black  cloth.  1  he  fame  pi  oof  of 
regard  for  our  much  beloved  friend  had  already 
been  given  by  our  fociety  in  New-York. 

On  Saturday,  the  14th  of  May,  I  iet  off  fot 
Netucaflie  in  the  State  of  Delaware,  accompanied 
by  ievcral  of  my  friends,  to  take  {hipping  in  the 
William- Penn  bound  for  London,  i  hat  night  w  c 
flept  at  Chejler .  The  next  day  I  preached  at  Wil¬ 
mington  in  die  afternoon,  and  at  Newcaftle  in  the 
evening  1  and  lodged  at  the  lioufe  of  my  kind 
friends  Nlr.  and  Mrs#  Pond)  late  Oi  Laniin.iL  m 

Wejlminjler. 

The  next  morning  Mr.  AJhury  and  lome  of  the 
Preachers  who  were  on  their  way  to  1  hiladelp  hi  a g 
and  who  had  received  a  letter  from  me  m funning 
them  of  my  route,  came  round  to  NtwcajlL  to 
take  their  leave  of  me  1  and  in  the  aftcinoon  I

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Fifth  TOUR  to  AMERICA. 
section  i. 

ON  the  firfl  of  September,  1792,  we  went 
on  board  <xt~G}-avefend,  and  next  day  fet 
lail.  Our  company  in  the  cabbin  were,  the 
Captain,  who  is  an  amiable  man,  and  I  be- 
Iieve,  fears  God  ;  the  Mate,  an  agreeable,  fen- 
trble  man  ;  my  friend  Mr.  Graham,  the  Mif- 
honary  for  the  Weft. Indies,  and  a  few  others. 
About  nineteen  tailors  with  lixteen  fteerage- 
paffengers,  made  up  the  reft  of  the  fhip’s  com¬ 
pany.  One  pleafing  circumftance  was,  that  the 
Captain  f.rj't  defired  to  have  prayers  in  the  fhip. 
My  birth,  (as  they  call  it)  or  ftate-room,  is  large 
and  convenient  :  here,  I  truft,  I  (hall  hold 

Jtiuch  tweet  communion  with  God  during  the 
voyage.  5 

We  have  been  long  delayed  (thirteen  days)  in 
the  Channel,  I  now  doubt  whether  the  'chief 
end  of  my  voyage,  viz.  to  be  at  the  general 
Conference  ift  Baltimore  on  the  id  of  November 
will  not  be  defeated.  But  the  Lord  knows 
wnat  is  belt.  O  that  my  will  may  be  fwallowed 
up  in  his! 

About  the  time  of  our  leaving  the  Fndifk 
channel,  the  Captain  of  a  French,  Brig  from  the 
JVej2  Indies  took  great  pains  to  come  up  with  us 
in  order  to  inquire  what  longitude  we  were  in. 
After  receiving  the  information  he  wanted  he 
left  us.  But  while  he  was  fiili  within  hearing 
our  Mate  cried  out  in  French ,  “  The  King  is^a 
piiloner  ;  and  all  the  Saifs  Guards  are  killed  B* 
The  Frenchman  turned  his  {hip  about,  and  made 
after  us  with  all  expedition.  Oyr  Captain  feeing

thing  he  had  forgot,  turned  again  to  our  lurpule, 
and  afked  us  with  ail  thecourtefy  6f  the  French¬ 
man,  “  Whether  he  could  be  fo  happy  as  t<> 
fupplv  us  with  any  thing  his  fhip  afforded; 
though  he  had  been  at  lea  about  feven  weeks, 

and  we  only  a  fortnight.  _ 

Sept.  23.  My  poor  dear  friend  Mr.  Graham  is 

exceedingly  ill,  as  indeed  he  has  been  ever  fince 
we  firft  failed.  But  now  he  looks  juft  like  a 
corpfe  ;  and  complains  of  excruciating  pains  in 
his  bowels  :  he  can  hardly  fit  or  lie  down  ana 
he  {lands  and  walks  almoft  double.  I  am  afraid 
he  will  die  during  the  voyage.  Lord,  lave  his 
life,  if  it  be  only  on  account  of  the  poor  negroes. 

I  find  a  (hip  a  inoft  convenient  place  for  ftudy  : 
though  it  is  fometimes  great  exercife  to  my  ieet, 
Ws  and  arms,  to  keep  myfelf  Heady  to  write. 
From  the  time  1  rife  till  bed-time,  except  during 
meals,  I  have  the  cabbin-table  to  myfelf,  and 
work  at  it  inceffantly.  I  never  was  accuflomed  to 
dream  much  till  now  ;  but  I  feem  to  beat  my  pleat¬ 
ing  work  even  whilll  I  Deep.  1  have  hx  Lanai  y~ 
birds  over  my  head,  which  fing  molt  delightfully. 
Surely  they  have  been  brought  here  by  the  kind 
hand  of  Providence,  in  order  to  entertain  me, 
whilll  I  am  labouring  for  my  Lord. 

Sept.  28.  Brother  Graham ,  bleffed  be  God,  it 
now  recovered.  I  really  was  afraid  we  fhould 
have  loft  him.  He  had  quite  given  hiuifelf  up, 
and  thought  of  nothing  but  going  to  heaven  im¬ 
mediately.  One  particular  pleafes  me  much  ;  I 
have  oblerved  that  -the  Captain  enters  into  his 
private  log-book  (or  account-book)  our  fevctaA 
times  of  holding  public  worfhip  :  I  am  thcreioie 
in  hopes  that  the  owners  of  his  fhip  are  pious 
men.

evenin§  I  la7  at  a  town  called  the 
ricad-aj- Lih,  fixteen  miles  from  Nezvcaftle ,  and  the 
next  morning  fet  off  by  moon-light  for '  Balt* 

• morc •  About  noon  our  chaife-horfe  began  to  fail: 
but  flopping  to  dine  at  a  little  village  called  the 
.Bujk ,  1  pi ov idential ; y  met  with  an  old  acquain¬ 
tance,  Mr.  Packard  Dallam ,  who  with  the  utmoft 
leadmels  changed  chaife-horfes  with  me,  which 
placed  us  in  a  condition,  with  the  help  of  God, 
to  reach  Baltimore  by  night.  About  feven.  in 
the  evening,  it  being  fjuite  dark,  our  carriage 
was  overturned  by  the  flump  of  a  tree,  °I 
received  very  little  injury,  but  the  fervanthurt 
his  collar-bone,  and  head.  We  were  not  able 
to  raife  up  the  chaife  and  horfe,.  but  Providence 
brought  a  perfon  to  the  fpot  at  the  very  time, 
with*  whole  a ffi fiance  we  fet  the  carriage  right! 
How  a ffoni fhing  is  the  loving-kindne'fs  of  my 
God  ;  how  innumerable  are  the  dangers  feen 
and  unfeen,  from  which  he  is  continually  de¬ 
livering  me,.. 


O  how 
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O  how  fhall  words,  with  equal  warmth,

That  glows  within  my  ravifh’d  heart  : 

But  Thou  canlt  read  it  there. 

About  nine  o’clock,  Wednefday  night,  Ofr. 
31,  I  arrived  at  the  houfe  of  my  friend  Mr, 
Philip  Rogers  of  Baltimore ;  juft  time  enough  to 
take  fome  refrefhment,  and  a  little  deep,  before 
the  General  Conference  commenced.  Mr.  AJbury 
and  the  Preachers  who  were  at  Mr.  Rogers', 
were  furprized  to  iee  me  at  that  critical  moment. 
They  had  almoft  given  me  up,  but  intended  to 
fpend  ten  days  in  debating  matters  of  the  fmalleft 
importance,  in  prayer,  and  in  declaring  their 
experiences,  before  they  entered  on  the  weightier 
bufinefs,  if  I  did  not  fooner  arrive. 

We  continued  our  Conference  for  fifteen  days. 
I  had  always  entertained  very  high  ideas  of  the 
piety  and  zeal  of  the  American  Preachers,  and 
of  the  confiderable  abilities  of  many  :  but  I  had 
no  expectation,  1  confefs,  that  the  debates  would 
be  carried  on  in  fo  very  mafferly  a  manner  ;  fo 
that  on  every  queflion  of  importance,  the  fub- 
je£f  feemed  to  be  confidered  in  every  poflible 

light. 

Throughout  the  whole  of  the  debates,  they 
confidered  themfelves  as  the  fervants  of  the 
people,  and  therefore  never  loft  light  of  them  on. 
any  queflion.  Indeed,  the  fingle  eye,  and  fpirit- 
®f  humility,  which  were  manifefted  by  the 
Preachers  throughout  the  whole  of  the  Con¬ 
ference,  were  extremely  pleating,  and  allorded 
a  comfortable  profpeCt  of  the  increafe  of  the  work 
of  God  throughout  the  Continent. 

They  determined  that  the  next  General  Con¬ 
ference  fhall  be  held  on  the  1  ft.  of  November, 
5,796  :  and  that  in  the  mean  time  the  DiflriCts 
relpe&ively  fhall  hold  annual  Conferences. 

On  Thurfday  the  15th,  after  the  Conference 

finally  broke  up,  I  preached  on  James  L  27. 
7  “  Pure 
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“  Pure  religion  and  undefiled  before  God  and 
the  Father  is  this,  to  vifit  the  fathers  and 
widows  in  their  affliftion,  and  to  keep  himfelf 
unfpotted  from  the  world.”  A.folemn  awe  reded 
upon  the  congregation;  the  meeting  was  con¬ 
tinued  till  about  midnight,  and  twelve  perfons 
we  have  reafon  to  believe,  were  then  adopted 
into  the  family  of  God.  This  was  a  glorious 
conclulion  :  a  gracious  Teal  from  heaven  to  our 
proceedings. 

Next  day  I  fet  off  for  our  College,  which  is 
about  twenty-five  miles  from  Baltimore .  Here  I 
fpent  three  days  in  examining  the  fludents.  Sec 
and  the  progrels  of  many  of  them  pieafed  me 
much,  efpeciaily  thole  who  ftudied  the  different 
branches  of  the  Mathematics.  Dr.  Hall  onr 
Prefident,  and  the  three  Tutors,  do  honour  to 
tne  Iniutution.  \ve  have  now  upwards  of  feven- 
ty  Students,  great  and  fmall,  fourteen  of  whom 
aie  upon  the  foundation.  Many  from  the 
Southern  States  are  fending  their  young  men 
thcie,  to  fin i fli  their  education.  Some  principal' 
perfons  of  the  State  of  Maryland  have  informed 
us,  that  the  Lcgifiatuie  is  willing  to  incorporate 
the  College,  and  to  authorize  us  to  confer  degrees^ 
under  due  limitations.  But  perhaps  it  may  be 
belt  for  us  to  go  on  in  our  prefent  little  way. 
The  Students  are  divided  into  Ciaffes,  and  are 
regularly  met  by  our  Elders  in  their  courfe  ;  and 
fuch  inquiries  are  made,  and  advices  given,  as 
are  moftMikely  to  profit  them.  Indeed,  the  fear 
of  God  feems  to  pervade  the  whole  Col!eo-e. 

On  Tuefday  the  20th,  I  arrived  in  Philadelphia*, 
and  fpent  eight  days  with  that  loving  people.. 
They  are  but  a  fmall  Society  for  fo  large  a  city. 
The  whole  amount  of  the"  number  does  not,  I 
think,  exceed  300:  but  they  are;  in  general  a 
foiid  and  eftablifhed  people  in  the  grace  of  God. 
Here  I  prepared  a  new  Edition  of  our  Form  of' 
Bifoipline,  with  all  the  regulations  made  at  the 
Confcrenee. 


On 
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On  Thurfday,  the  29th,  I  preached  in  the 
Church  of  Mr.  Ogden  of  Newark ,  New  fferfey,  a 
truly  pious  Clergyman  of  the  Church  of  England, 
whom  Ihave  fpoken  of  in  my  former  journals  ; 
and  on  the  next  day  reached  New-York .  In  the 
afternoon  I  had  a  deliverance  never  to  be  for¬ 
gotten.  I  went  to  the  Wharfs,  to  look  out  for 
a  convenient  velfel  to  carry  me  to  the  Weft- Indies, 
and  in  afeending  the  hde  of  a  Brig,  my  foot  fUpt. 
I  alighted  on  fomething  at  the  edge  of  the  water, 
which  fupported  me;  and  with  the  aflillance  of 
thole  who  were  near,  was  raifed  on  board.  But 
when  I  looked  back  on  the  fituation  in  which 
I  had  been  a  few  moments  before,  it  was  molt 
awful.  A  pole  had  been  tied  to  the  lide  of  the 
Brig,  to  preferve  it  from  being  damaged  by 
linking  again  ft  the  Wharf.  This  pole  received 
mein  my  fall,  other  wife  in  a  lecond  or  two  I  mult 
unavoidably  have  been  crufhed  between  the  Brig 
and  the  Wharf.  Six  times,  1  have  been  in  the 
very  jaws  of  death,  upon  or  near  the  wa^er,  and 
yet  am  hill  preferved  a  monument  of  mercy  in  every 
refpeH  / 

Being  detained  in  this  City  for  twelve  days,  I 
was  able  to  perform  my  engagement  to  the  Gene* 
ral  Conference,  by  preparing  for  the  prefs  a  Ser¬ 
mon  which  I  had  preached  before  them  on  Rom, 
vii-i.  16.  “  The  Spirit  itfelf  beareth  witnefs  with 
our  fpirit,  that  we  are  the  children  of  God/' 
In  the  courfe  of  near  twenty  Sermons  which  I 
preached  here,  my  miniltry  was  much  blefled  in 
the  ehablifhment  of  believers.  How  the  Lord 
delights  to  ufe  the  foolifh  things  of  the  world  for 
his  glory  !  Some  alfo  were  awakened  :  and  lome, 
I  believe,  were  juhified.  In  meeting  the  Selecb 
Society,  I  was  much  fatisfied  indeed.  But  1  had 
one  doubt  on  my  mind,  which  I  was  very  de- 
firous  of  having  refolved.  The  Society  in  this 
City,  before  the  war,  confided  of  about  200 
members:  it  now  confilts  of  about  600;  and  very 
few  of  the  prefent  Society,  were  members  of  the 
former.  I  was  therefore  very  dehrous  to  know 
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m  which ^  of  the  two  Societies  religion  flourished 
molt,  Mr.  St  ape  Is,  a  native  of  Germany ,  who  ha-s 
been  a  Leader  in  our  Society  at  New  York  for 
about  twenty  years,  and  is  one  of  the  mod  ex- 
ceUent  men  upon  earth,  gave  me  full  fatisfaaion. 
lie  allured  me,  that  he  had  not  the  fhadow  of  a 
.  ^ut  in  proportion  to  the  numbers ,  there  is 

incomparably  more  genuine  religion  in  the  pre¬ 
lent  Society,  than  there  was  in  that  which  fub- 
fnled  before  the  war:  and  everyone  that  knows 
sv\r.  Stapels,  will  acknowledge  him  a  proper  judge, 
i  neic  are  few  things  more  delight  me,  than  fatis- 
factory  proofs  of  the  increafe  of  Religion . 

*r  ^n. l2^h  of  December,  we  failed  from  New - 
jrotk  in  the  Brig  Friendfhip,  and  on  the  31ft  ar¬ 
rived  at  St.  Euftatius  in  the  Weft  Indies .  Never 
before  was  I  fo  long  a  time  in  the  middofdirfc 
and  filth.  My  fituation  was  exceedingly  nafty  r 
but  by  the  force  of  cuftom,  I  felt  myfelf  tempted 
to  become  a  contented  Hottentot .  Mr.  Blacky 

our  Prefiding-Eldcr  in  the  Provinces  of  Nova* 
Scotia  and  New- Brunfwicki  accompanied  me,  which 
was  fome  confolation  to  me  in  my  voyage  :  but 
what  was  infinitely  more,  the  confolations  of  God 
did  fometimes  fuperabound.  Several  times,  when 
lying  upon  my  bed,  I  felt  fuch  extraordinary  af- 
fui  ances  of  the  love  o f  God,  and  his  care  for  me, 
as  enabled  me  to  rejoice  and  triumph  in  him,  and 
fweetly  to  retire  into  him  as  my  blefied  Alfylum 
and  my  only  Home.  At  the  fame  time  I  faw  and 
felt  fuch  infinite  defefts  in  myfelf,  fuch  want  of 
entire  purity,  and  fuch  a  fweet  kind  of  forrowing 
before  God,  as  far  exceeded  any  thing  of  the 
kind  I  had  ever  experienced.  Filthy  as  the  place 
.was,  the  captain,  fupercargo,  mate,  and  a  palfen- 
ger  going  to  Santa  Cruz ,  were  very  good-natured, 
and  hardly  ever  fwore.  Befides,  I  had  my 
papers,  and  pen  and  ink,  and  was  enabled  to 
colleft  a  large  quantity  of  materials  for  the 
Magazine. 

Immediately  on  our  arrival  at  St.  Euftatius ,  we 
waited  on  the  Governor  (Mr.  Rcnnolds)  who  filled 

that 
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that  place  during  the  former  perfections.  He 
received  us  with  his  ulual  acrimony,  and  Teemed, 
afid  (poke,  as  if  he  was  determined  to  pull  down 
the  work  of  God,  The  Illand  belongs  to  the 
Wcjl~ India  Company  of  Holland .  During  a  vacan¬ 
cy  in  the  Government,  theJBurgeflfes  of  the  Illand 
have  a  right  to  cleft  a  Governor  ad  interim  (during 
the  interval.)  Mr.  Retinoids  was  formerly  Go¬ 
vernor,  and  is  fo  now,  in  this  capacity.  The 
Governor  lent  from  Holland ,  who  was  mentioned 
in  my  la  ft  IVeJl- India  Journal,  was  a  rough,  rude 
man,  and  would  not  fuller  us  to  preach  :  how¬ 
ever  the  little  fociety  had  peace.  But  as  foon  as 
this  man  was  re»ele6ted  on  the  removal  of  the 
other,  the  flames  of  peifecution  were  kindled 
afrefh.  The  poor  Haves,  from  one  end  of  the 
Illand  to  the  other,  who  met  together  to  flng  and 
pray,  and  converfe  of  the  things  of  God,  (the 
only  method  they  had,  in  which  to  hold  Divine 
worlhip)  were  cart-whipped,  and  many  of  them 
impriloned.  The  contequence  has  been,  that 
the  precious  Society  we  had  here,  is  almolf  dif- 
perfed.  About  half  a  dozen  little  clafles  meet  in 
corners  :  and,  yet,  there  is  not  a  Angle  Miniller 
of  any  kind  in  the  Illand  !  What  a  myltery  ! 
that  the  Great  Governor  of  the  Church  fhouid 
fuffer  it  !  my  grieved,  bleeding  heart  fays  ^1 
fear  with  fome  rcluffance)  “  thy  will  be  done.’* 
But  it  allofays,  with  all  its  powers,  u  How  long, 
O  Lord,  holy  and  true,  dolt  thou  not  avenge  our 
blood!5'  And  he  will  avenge  it  i  He  will  turn 
the  world  uplide  down,  before  he  will  not 
avenge  it  !  And  his  Church  fhall  have  peace, 
yea,  even  in  this  perfecuting  Illand  1 

I  would  juft  add  a  few  remarks  on  the  heroic 
conduff  of  two  Negro- women,  who  were  ordered 
among  others  to  the  whipping-poll,  for  being 
Present  at  a  Methodist  Prayer-Meeting. 
Whillt  they  remained  under  the  fevere  lathes  of 
the  common  executioner,  and  great  furrows 
were  made  in  their  bleeding  backs,  and  foie  fome 

time 
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Hme  afterwards,  they  triumphed  in  perfecution, 
and  in  the  honour  they  received  by  buffering  in 
their  Redeemer’s  caufe,  in  a  manner  which  alto- 
nifhea  the  numerous  fpe&ators.  They  affured 
the  multitude,  in  their  Negro  dialeft,  that  they 
prized  the  torments  which  they  then  endured 
above  all  the  gold  and  filver  in  the  world  :  in 
fh  ort,  they  gave  fuch  indubitable  proofs  of  the 
genuine  power  of  Religion,  of  patient  buffering, 
and  triumphant  faith,  that  fome  principal  Gen¬ 
tlemen  of  the  Ifland  who  were  prefent  on  the 
occafion,  acknowledged  it  was  a  thoufand  pities 
that  thole  two  Negroes  fhould  buffer  at  all.  But 
nothing  could  touch  the  heart  of  Governor 
Rennolds.  I  am  perbuaded,  that  there  is  nothing 
but  the  power  and  the  opportunity  wanting,  to 
make  him  as  cruel  a  perbecutor  as  any  in  the  pri¬ 
mitive  t'imes  of  Chrilf ianity. 

On  Wednebday  the  zd.  of  January,  I  failed 
for  the  Ifland  of  St.  Chriftopher’s,  in  a  molt 
miferable  Schooner,  and  arrived  there  the  next 
day  ;  when  I  was  immediately  informed  by  Mr. 
Warrener,  that  a  dreadful  perfecution  had  arifen 
in  St.  Vincent’s, and  that  Mr.Lumb  was  at  that  time 
in  the  common  priforiof  the  Ifland,  for  preaching 
the  Gofpel.  I  let  off  therefore  in  a  Sloop  (a 
paffage  boat)  which  failed  in  the  afternoon  for 
St.  Vincent’s,  in  order  to  comfort  my  buffering 
brother,  and  to  enquire  into  the  caufe  of  this  ex¬ 
traordinary  event. 

About  ten  at  night,  we  arrived  in  the  Bay  of 
Charlefbon,  near  the  Ifland  of  Nevis.  As  we 
came  to  anchor  my  difagreeable  company  and 
lituation  induced  me  to  go  on  fhore.  But  my 
kind  friend  Mr.  Ward,  the  Judge  of  the  Court 
of  Admiralty,  being  gone  to  bed,  I  lay  at  an  Inn, 
in  a  room  adjoining  a  Billiard-table  ;  where  the 
blafpheming,  dilfolute,  reprobate  Billiard-players, 
kept  me  awake  till  about  two  in  the  morning. 
What  a  comfort  is  it  to  be  removed  out  of  the 
reach  of  all  connexion  with  fuch  wretched 
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beings !  What  a  Bleffing  to  he  clofely  united 
with  the  children  of  God  !  Their  horrid  blaf- 
phemies  tempted  me  to  get  beyond  the  bounds  of 
charity  :  they  almoft  made  me  thankful,  that  the 
irregular  lives  of  thofe  pelts  of  Society  mult  nc- 
ceffarily  in  this  torrid  clime,  foon  root  them  out 
of  the  land  of  the  living.  After  Ipending  a  lit¬ 
tle  time  in  private  converlation  with  Mr.  iatti- 
fon,  our  Miflionary  in  the  Illand  of  Nevis, 
who  was  then  in  Charleston,  and  breakfast¬ 
ing  at  Mr.  Ward’s,  I  again  fet  off  for  St. 

/  Vincent’s.  . 

The  next  day  we  touched  at  Rofeau  in  Do¬ 
minica.  I  embraced  the  opportunity,  and  fpent 
four  hours  on  fhore  in  order  to  fee  whether  I 
could  find  out  any  of  the  flock  of  my  dear  de- 
cealed  friend  William  Vic  Cornock.  On  calling 
upon  a  coloured  friend  wnole  name  I  juft  te- 
colle£ted,  the  report  of  my  arrival  foon  circu¬ 
lated  ;  and  about  twenty  of  the  fruits  of  that 
holy  man  s  labours  foon  allernbled.  If  I  could 
have  Raid  another  hour,  1  fhould  have  had  a 
congregation.  However,  we  fung  and  prayed 
to«e°ther  ;  and  the  power  and  prefence  of  God 
were  affuredly  in  the  midft  of  us.  rIhe  dear 
man,  in  a  few  months,  was  the  means  of  awaken¬ 
ing  about  1 50  fouls  y  and  then  he  left  them 
for  a  better  place,  lhe  fword  was  too  fharp  foi 
the  fcabbard.  What  a  pity  it  is,  that  now  for 
three  years,  they  fhould  nave  been  left  as  bleep 
without  a  fhepherd.  The  fields  are  ripe  for 
harveft,  but  Alas  »  Alas  i  there  are  none  to 

reap  it. 

From  Dominica  we  again  proceeded  on  our 
voyage.  But  luch  a  wretched  crew,  andfuch  an 
infamous  fet  of  palfengers,  1  never  failed  with 
before.  My  friends  had  furmfhed  me  with,  a 
few  bottles  of  excellent  old  rum  for  my  voyage  ; 
but  after  I  was  in  bed,  thele  poor  creatures  got 
hold  of  it,  and  intoxicated  themfelves  ;  they 
fat  juft  under  my  bed,  and  fung  the  molt  filthy 
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Tongs  I  c »  ci  heard.  I  fcarce  thought  it  poffible 
that  language  could  have  afforded  fuch  ob- 
fcenity. 

On  the  6th,  We  landed  at  St,  Vincent’s  ;  and 
I  haffened  immediately  to  vifit  my  imprifoned 
Biother.  I  found  him  in  the  common  jail,  and  a 
malefattor  with  him  ;  afterwards  another  male- 
factor  was  added.  Our  kind  friends  fupplied 
him  with  provifions  fuffkient  for  himfelf  and  his 
fellow-prifoners.  Soldiers  guarded  him  :  and  bc- 
taufe  he  fpoke  of  the  things  of  God,  through 
the  giates  to  the  poor  Negroes,  who  continually 
flocked  around  the  prifon,  orders  were  given 
that  he  fhould  be  clofely  confined.  However, 
the  white  people  were  buffered  to  vifit  him  :  but 
the  guards  took  care  that  no  coloured  perfon 
fhould  fpeak  to  him  even  through  the  grates. 
And  the  poor  Negroes  would  come  up  clofe  to 
the  grates,  and  while  they  flood  filently  glancing 
at  him  in  the  prifon,  the  tears  would  trickle 
abundantly  down  their  cheeks. 

And  all  this  was  done,  becaufe  Mr.  Lumb  had 
preached  the  Gospel  to  the  Negroes  in  our 
own  Chapel*  built  with  our  own  Money,  on 
our  own  ground  i  The  Legiflature  were  fo  de¬ 
termined  to  prevent  the  poffibility  of  their  ne¬ 
groes  being  inftrufted,  that  they  enafted,  That 
no  perfon,  the  Reflors  of  the  Parishes  excepted, 
fhould  preach  without  a  licence  ;  and  this  li¬ 
cence  fhould  not  be  granted  to  any  that  had  not 
previoufly  refided  for  twelve  months  on  the 
Jfland.  This,  they  knew,  militated  againft  our 
Itinerant  Plan.  They  knew  alfo,  that  our 
Preachers  would  never  confent  to  fit  for  twelve 
months  with  their  hands  before  them,  and  have 
their  mouths  fhut,  that  they  might  afterwards 
have  the  liberty  of  preaching  for  a  couple  of 
years  in  the  Ifland  of  St.  Vincent.  The  A61 
therefore  was  completely  adequate  to  anfwer  ail 
its  infernal  purpofes* 

But 
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But  we  have  good  reafon  to  believe,  that  the 
majority  of  the  white  Inhabitants  reprobate  the 
Aft.  Indeedit  was  hurried  through  the  Affembly 
at  the  very  dole  of  the  Seffion.  they  fat  a  da/ 
extraordinary  to  complete  the  bulinefs  :  and 
though  the  houfe  was  very  thin,  they  were  by 
no  means  unanimous.  No  Midi  on  ary  that  had 
ever  vifited  the  Ifland,  was  mote  refpefted  than 
M r.  Lumb.  I  hey  did  not  attempt  even  to  in¬ 
vent  any  charge  againil  him,  except  “  lie  broke 
the  Lazo.”  It  is  true,  the  very  Sunday  after  the 
aft  was  palled,  he  broke  the  Law  *,  1.  e.  he 

preached  the  Gospel  of  Jesus  Christ  to  the 
poor  Negroes  ;  and  on  the  ihurfday  following 

was  committed  to  prifon. 

This  infamous  Law  is  exaftly  parallel  to  the 
edifts  of  the  ancient  Roman  Emperors.  They 
firfl  gently  pinched  ;  and  proceeded  from  flop 
to  ftep,  till  they  concluded  with  Death.  And 
here,  for  the  firft  offence,  the  punifhment  is  a 
fine  often  Johannes,  or  imprifonment  for  not 
more  than  ninety  days,  and  not  lels  than  thirty. 
For  the  fecond,  fuch  corporal  puniihment  as  the 
Court  fh all  think  proper  to  inflift,  and  banifh- 
ment.  And,  laffly,  on  return  from  banifhment, 
DEATH  !  How  unparalleled  a  Law  in  thefe 
modern  times,  and  under  a  Government  called 
Proteftant  •,  and  which  boalls  of  the  liberty  of  its 
fubjefts. 

No  I  Hand,  for  the  time,  afforded  a  more  plea- 
fing  profpeft  of  the  profperity  of  religion,  than 
that  of  St.  Vincent's.  About  a  tbouland  of  the 
poor  Slaves  were  ffretching  forth  their  hands 
unto  God  :  and  many  more  of  them  conffantly 
attended  the  preaching  of  the  word.  Indeed 
the  Negroes  of  that  Ifland,  in  general,  feem  ripe 
for  the  Gofpel.  And  {hall  hell  and  its  emiffarie* 
be  fuffered  to  prevail  ?  Will  God  Almighty  fuf- 
fer  it  ?  Can  we  find  no  relief  ? 

Our  prefent  gracious  Sovereign,  (as  well  as 
his  royal  Grand-father  before  him,} has  ever  been 
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a  Friend  of  religious  Liberty.  He,  with  the 
advice  of  his  Council,  may  give  us  complete  re¬ 
lief  ;  and  his  tender  heart  will  not  refufe  it  to 
io  large  a  body  of  his  loyal  fubjefts  as  the  Metho- 
dilts  are.  He  cannot  have  a  wifh  in  his  foul,  to 
iupport  a  perfecution  againft  us  in  all  his  domi¬ 
nions  ;  and  if  not  in  all,  then  in  none.  For  the 
Government  which  would  perfecute  us  in  the 
cxti  ernes  of  its  Empire,  would  undoubtedly  per¬ 
fecute  us  to  its  centre,  as  loon  as  means  and  op¬ 
portunity  were  afforded.  r 

ytiii,  then,  I  have  hope  that  the  great  door 
\\  hich  tne  Loid  opened  for  the  propagation  of 
the  Gofpel  m  St.  V  incerit’s,  will  be  opened  again  i 
that  he  who  can  turn  the  hearts  of  men  like  the 
rivers  of  the  South,  will  fo  interfere  by  the  migh¬ 
ty  Power  whereby  he  fubdueth  all  things  to  him- 
felf,  as  to  give  us  accels  to  the  hundreds  of 
Lrael,  who  are  now  fuffering  a  famine  of  the 
Word. 

I  had  given  up  all  thoughts  of  vifiting  the  IHand 
of  Grenada,  when  Mr.  Abraham  Bifhop,  one  of 
our  late  MifTionarics  in  Nova- Scotia,  who  came 
at  my  requeft  to  the  Weft-Indies,  arrived  here. 

I  therefore  fet  fail  with  him  for  Grenada  in  order 
to  introduce  him,  where  we  landed  the  next 
d  he  kind  reception  I  met  with  during  this 
vifit,  as  well  as  the  laid,  from  all  ranks  of  perfons, 
gives  me,  I  confels,  a  peculiar  predilection  for 
this  I  (land.  We  found  that  Mr.  Dent,  the  truly 
pious  and  worthy  ReClor  of  St.  George,  whom 
I  mentioned  in  my  former  Journals,  had  already 
provided,  with  the  afliftance  of  the  little  Society 
which  Mr.  Owens  had  left  behind  him,  a  houfe 
for  Mr.  Bifhop  ;  as  I  had  previoufly  informed 
Mr.  Dent  by  Letter  that  he  might  loon  expeCf  a 
Miffionary. 

Mr.  Dent  intreated  me  to  make  his  houfe  my 
home,  during  my  refidence  in  the  Illand.  He 
has  lately  built  it  on  the  ffda  of  a  hill,  which 

affords 
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affords  a  delightful  view  of  the  town,  harbour 
and  {flipping. 

I  preached  once  in  Mr.  Dent’s  Church  on  a 
Sunday  morning,  and  two  or  three  times  in  Mr. 
Bifhop’s  houfe.  When  I  met  the  Society  <about 
thirty  in  number)  they  delighted  me  much.  The 
experience  of  many  was  clear;  moll  ol  them  en¬ 
joyed  a  llrong  evidence  of  their  intereft  in  the 
Tord  Jefus  Thrift.  Mr.  Bifhop,  who  is  a  native 
of  je  rfey,  (one  of  our  Iflands  on  the  Coalt  of 
France,)  preached  both  in  Englifh  and  French, 
with  ail  that  fervour  and  zeal  for  the  converfion 
of  finners,  which  almoft  eats  up  his  foul. 

A  little  circumflance  happened  at  this  time, 
which  fo  clofely  touched  my  feelings,  that  I  can¬ 
not  forbear  relating  it.  Mr.  D.  who  with  his 
amiable  Lady,  lives  quite  a  retired  life,  thought 
his  family  hood  in  need  of  another  fervant  girl. 
He  therefore,  one  day,  went  to  a  fale  of  Negroes, 
and  fixing  his  eye  on  a  girl  of  about  ten  years  of 
age,  faid  to  her,  44  Will  you  come  with  me  ?” 
The  poor  child,  who  was  totally  unacquainted 
with  the  Englifh  language,  feemed,  neverthelefs, 
to  underhand  him,  and  nodded  her  head.  He 
then  converfed  with  the  Proprietor  about  fome 
other  Negroes,  but  afterwards,  recollecting  him- 
{'clf,  turned  round  again  to  the  girl,  and  faid  to 
her,  44  Well,  will  you  come  with  me  ?”  The  little 
naked  child  immediately  threw  her  arms  around 
him,  and  burft  into  tears.  His  heart  was  exceed¬ 
ingly  touched,  and  hepurchafed  her,  and  brought 
her  home.  She  was  immediately  well  clothed  ; 
and,  before  I  left  the  Ifland,  could  fpeak  leveral 
words  of  Englifh,  and  began  to  lew. 

Indeed  the  gentlemen  of  Grenada,  be  it  Ipoken 
to  their  honour,  do.  i  believe,  treat  their  Ne¬ 
groes  better  than  thofe  of  any  other  ifland  in  the 
Weft  Indies.  Their  Law,  which  provides  Guar¬ 
dians  in  every  parilh,  who  are,  upon  oath,  to 
overfee  and  p  rot  eft  the  Negroes  from  injurious 
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treatment,  and  are  inverted  with  great  powers 
and  pi  ivileges  for  the  purpole,  is  a  demonftrative 
proof  of  their  wifdom  and  humanity.  This  mer¬ 
ciful  Law  was  firlt  enabled  about  three  years 
ago  :  and  very  foon  afterwards,  a  Lady  was  fined 
£ 500 .  for  cruelty  to  her  Negroe  ;  an  aft  of  juf- 
tice,  which  did  honour  to  the  Guardians,  the 
Judges,  the  Jury,  and  the  whole  Ifland. 

On  the  Monday  after  I  landed,  I  took  Mr. 
Bifhop  with  me  to  vifit  the  Hon.  Mr.  Smith,  one 
of  the  Members  of  the  Council,  who  lives  near 
the  town  of  Guaave.  With  this  hofpita'ble  Gen¬ 
tleman  I  fpent  a  day,  and  was  highly  delighted 
with  the  fweet  retirement  which  the  woods, °with 
a  fine  rivulet  running  through  them,  formed 
round  his  houfe.  He  has  allotted  a  large  Out- 
houfe  for  Mr.  Bifhop’s  ufe,  in  which  he  is  to 
preach  and  inftruft  the  Negroes  from  time  to 
time.  From  Mr.  Smith’s  we  went  to  the  Rev. 
Mi  •  Gai  ew  s,  the  Reftor  of  Lruaave,  who  received 
us  with  great  courtefy,  and  informed  us  that  Mr. 
Bifhop  fhould  always  be  welcome  to  his  houfe; 
and  his  Negroes  (about  two  hundred)  would  be 
collefled  to  receive  inftruftion,  whenever  Mr. 
Bifhop  vifited  him.  The  view  of  land  and  fea 
from  Mr.  Carew’s  houfe,  forms  one  of  thofe 
grand  profpe&s  which  are  fo  common  in  the 
Weft-Indies. 

But  I  muft  not  pafs  over  the  noble  facrifice 
which  Mr.  Owens,  one  of  the  Miftionaries,  late¬ 
ly  made  in  this  Ifland.  Lie  was  highly  efteemed 
by  General  Matthews,  the  Governor  of  the 
Ifland  :  and  the  living  of  Cariacou,  one  of  the 
Grenada  Iflands,  being  then  vacant,  the  Ge¬ 
neral  offered  Mr.  Owens  the  living,  if  he  would 
go  to  England  (under  the  General’s  recommenda¬ 
tion,)  and  be  ordained  by  the  Bifhop  of  London. 
The  living  is  worth  £400.  Currency,  per  annum* 
which  is  regularly  paid  out  of  the  Treafury  of 
the  Ifland  of  Grenada  ;  and  the  furplice  fees, 

which

which  arc  very  large,  make  nearly,  as  much  again. 
But  our  Brother,  with  all  the  fortitude  of  a  man 
of  God,  and  with  the  deepeft  fenfe  of  the  great 
generofity  of  the  General,  declined  the  offer, 
and  continued  a  poor  dependent  Methodift 

Preacher  !  ,  , 

After  remaining  about  a  week  in  Grenada,  1 

fet  off  in  the  Dafhwood  Packet  for  the  Ifland  of 
Tortola.  In  our  way  we  Ipent  about  twenty- 
four  hours  at  Nevis,  during  which  time  I  waited 
on  my  conftant  friend  Mr.  Ward,  and  two  of 
the  principal  Planters  of  the  Illand,  who  are  very 

kind  to  the  Miflionaries. 

On  Saturday,  Jan.  26,  we  landed  at  St.  Kitt’s, 
and  continued  at  that  Ifland  forty-eight  hours: 
during  our  flay  I  vifited  Dr.  Bull,  a  Phyfician, 
and  one  of  the  Members  of  the  Affembly,  who 
lives  on  the  fide  of  a  Burning  Mountain.  This 
Gentleman’s  garden  is  the  belt  Thave  feen  in  the 
Weft-Indies.  The  htuation  is  fufffciently  cool 
for  railing  all  the  efculents  of  England  ;  and  yet 
a  part  of  the  Mountain,  near  the  fummit,  is  fo 
hot,  that  one  can  hardly  bear  to  walk  over  it  ; 
but  there  is  no  danger  of  living  near  it,  as  the 
^Mountain  has  never  thrown  up  any  Lava  fince 
the  Europeans  have  been  acquainted  with  the 
Ifland.  The  manner  in  which  two  ftleams  have 
been  brought  from  the  Burning  Mountain  to  the 
Garden,  might  employ  the  attention  of  the  Phi- 
lofopher,  and  afford  him  much  delight  for  a  conff- 
derabie  time.  While  I  was  walking  in  the  gar¬ 
den,  I  more  than  once  forgot  myfelf,  and  for 
a  fecond  or  two,  imagined  1  was  in  my  native 
country.  The  elegant  Bath  was  alfo  very  re- 
frefhing.  At  dinner,  out  of  many  difhes,  I  pre¬ 
ferred  the  rareft  I  had  ever  eat  under  the  torrid 
Zone,  viz.  beans  and  bacon.  The  Dodor  made 
me  a  prelent  of  green  Peas,  which  I  carried  to  the 
Packet,  and  which  I  think,  were  as  good  as  any 
1  ever  met  with  in  England, 

Su nday 
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Sunday  the  27th,  was  indeed  a  refrefhing  day 
to  my  foul  and  the  fouls  of  many.  I  had  great 
liberty  in  preaching,  and  every  hearer  feemed  to 
be  watered  from  on  high.  At  the  Love  fcaft  it 
was  molt  animating  to  hear  the  lively  and  clear 
accounts  of  their  converfion,  with  which  we  were 
favoured  by  many  of  the  Negroes. 

On  the  28th.  We  left  St.  Chriffopher’s,  where 
religion  flourifhes  like  an  olive-tree  in  the  houfe 
of  God;  and  on  the  30th,  reached  Tortola.  In 
the  evening  I  had  a  large  and  attentive  congrega¬ 
tion.  The  I  hand  is  very  fmall  ;  and  yet  on  this 
little  fpotj  and  fome  other  fmall  Iflands  in  the 
neighbourhood,  we  have  one  thoufand  four  hun¬ 
dred  awakened  Negroes  in  Society,  bleffed  be 
God.  For  a  confiderable  time  there'  was  a  warm 
perfecution  here  ;  but  the  addrefs  and  good  ma¬ 
nagement  of  Mr.  Owens,  have,  under  a  gracious 
providence,  entirely  extinguifhed  it.  i  cannot 
help  acknowledging  with  gratitude,  the  kindnefs 
and  attention  fhewn  me  by  Capt.  Roberts  of  the 
Dafhwood  Packet.  Indeed,  both  from  him  and 
Capt.  Bouldefton  of  the  Halifax  Packet,  with 
whom  I  failed  two  years  ago,  from  Falmouth  to 
Baibadoes,  I  received  every  degree  of  kindnefs 
and  attention,  which  could  poffibly  be  de  fired. 

After  employing  my  lei  f  in  a  very  comfortable 
and  profitable  way  for  three  days 'in  Tortola,  I 
hired  a  fmall  hoop,  (being  the  cheapeff  method,} 
and  let  off  with  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Harper,  and  Mr. 
and  IV X r s •  Owens,  for  Antigua,  where  we  were  to 
hold  our  little  Conference.  We  touched  at  St. 
Kitt’s,  and  took  up  Meffrs.  Warrenner,  Black, 
and  Me  Vean.  We  alfo  flopped  at  Nevis,  on 
Mr.  Pattifon’s  account ;  and  the  night  being  dark, 
and  the  weather  tempeffuous,  lay  at  our  kind 
friend  Mr.  Ward’s.  Next  morning  we  a^ain 
weighed  anchor,  and  failed  into  the  Channel 
which  divides  the  Illandsof  Nevis  and  St.  Kitt’s. 
The  weather  now  grew  fo  tempeffuous,  and 
the  ikies  darkened  to  that  degree,  that  by  the 
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advice  of  the  Captain,  we  ran  into  a  fmall  bay, 
and  anchored  there  ;  but  feeing  no  probability  ot 
the  tempefVs  abating  for  that  day,  we  went  up 
to  the  plantations,  and  divided  out  lei  ves  among 
our  friends  :  Mr.  Black  went  with  me  to  the 
Manfion-houfe  of  Walter  Nefbit,  Efq;  a  member 
of  the  Council,  who  receives  the  Millenaries, 
and  whofe  Negroes  are  conftantly  inltruded  by 
them.  This  benevolent  Gentleman  has  prepared 
a  very  convenient  chapel  for  us,  where  the  MiG 
lionary  preaches  to  the  Negroes.  In  the  evening 
I  collected  the  Blacks,  and  endeavoured  to  profit 

them  as  far  as  I  was  able. 

An  affetling  circumffance  lately  happened  heie, 
which  may  be  worth  relating.  Mr.  N.  puichaled 
a  company  of  Negroes  from  a  Guinca-lTup  ain-i 
forne  time  after  made  alio  a  purchate  from  another 
veffel.  When  the  Negroes  who  were  bought  in 
the  laft  inltance,  were  brought  up  to  the  e  It  ate, 

young  g 1 1*  1  of  that  company  fixed  her  eye  in  a 
moment  on  another  of  nearly  the  lame  lize,  who 
had  been  purchaled  in  the  firft  inltance.  The 
latter  feemed  equally  affected  \  ano.  they  bo..n 
Rood  like  ftatues  for  a  conliderable  time,  with 
the  deepell  attention  to  eacli  other,  that  can  be 
imagined.  At  laft,  as  if  fatisfied  with  their  mu- 
tUcd  recognition,  and  recovered  from  their  mute 
aft onifhment,  they  Iprung  into  each  othei  s  aims, 
killing  and  bathing  each  other  with  their  teais, 
till  they  were  difengaged  with  lome  degree  of 
violence  from  their  mutual  embraces.  They  were 
filters  ! 

In  the  afternoon  of  the  next  day,  there  was  an 
appearance  of  moderate  weather,  when  we  again 
embarked  in  our  little  veffel,  and  arrived  in  An¬ 
tigua  on  the  8th  of  February.  Our  friends  in 
that  favoured  Ifland  rejoiced  to  fee  us,  efpecially 
as  they  had  received  intelligence  of  us  by  a  ftrong, 
fwift  failing  veffel,  which  had  leen  us  on  our 
patlage,  and  were  exceedingly  unealy  on  account 
of  the  ftorm. 
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The  Preachers  being  arrived  from  the  Wind¬ 
ward  Ifiands,  our  Conference  begun  on  the  qth, 
ana  continued  five  days.  We  examined  all  the 
jmpoitant  minutes  of  the  preceding  Conferences, 
and  left  nothing  unconfidered,  1  think,  which 
would  be  ufeiul  to  each  other,  or  to  the  work  in 
general.  Our  debates  were  free  and  full.  All 
the.  Pieacheis  feerned  to  (peak  their  whole  mind 
on  every  important  fubjeft  ;  and,  I  believe,  much 
piofit  will  accrue  to  the  work  from  the  regulations 
which  we  then  made.  One  of  the  fermons  which 
I  preached  belore  the  Conference  was  accompa- 
niea  vvith  peculiar  unflion.  It  was  indeed  one  of 
Jny  bed  times.

The  Blacks,  who  nearly  make  up  the  whole  of 
this  number,  have  been  brought  out  of  heathenilh 
darknels,  more  or  lefs,  to  a  knowledge  of  the 
truth,  anda  knowledge  of  themfelves.  They  have 
left,  as  far  as  we  can  find,  all  their  outward  fins, 
even  Polygamy  itfelf  ;  and  a  coniiderable  part  of 
them  give  fo  clear  and  rational  an  account  of  their 
converlion,  and  of  the  influence  of  religion  upon 
their  hearts  and  lives,  as  is  exceeding  animating 
and  encouraging  to  their  Paftors,  the  Miffionaries* 

*  There  were  near  a  thoufand  inTociety  in  St.  Vincent’s 
when  we  were  driven  out  of  the  Illand  by  the  perfection 
mentioned  above  :  but  near  half  the  number  Bill  continue 
their  private  religious  meetings,  notwithlfanding  they  are 
without  a  Minifter. 

f  Thefe  were  fome  of  the  remains  of  Mr.  Me  Cornock’s 
labours,  as  mentioned  before. 

t  We  have  no  opening  at  prefent  for  a  Million  in  the 
Ifland  of  Montferat  on  account  of  the  perfccuting  fpint  of 
the  Irilh  Roman  Catholics,  who  make  a  coniiderable  part  of 
the  people.  However  a  little  company  of  about  twelve  per- 
fons  mentioned  above,  who  are  under  'the  influences  of 
divine  grace,  are  regularly  met  by  a  pious  coloured  peifon 
once  a  week. 
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After  the  Conference  I  rode  to  Englifh  Harbour, 
where  we  have  a  fmall  Society.  This  harbour  is 
the  fined  and  mod  commodious  of  any  perhaps 
in  America,  except  that  of  Halifax  in  A’ova- 
Scotia.  I  alfo  preached  on  the  edate  of  Sir 
George  Thomas,  where  I  had  the  large  Hall  full 
of  a  ferious  praying  people. 

After  preaching  on  lome  other  edates,  I  re¬ 
turned  to  St.  John’s,  the  metropolis  of  Antigua. 
This  I  (land  has  been  lately  vifited  with  an  epi¬ 
demic  diTorder,  which  carried  off  about  fifty  of 
the  piincipal  inhabitants,  befides  a  great  number 
of  Negroes.  It  is  worthy  of  remark,  that  when¬ 
ever  there  is  a  large  crop  of  fugar,  the  people  are 
obliged  to  pay  for  it  by  a  great  mortality.  The 
heavy  rains  neceffary  for  a  large  crop,  and  the 
confequent  dampnefs  of  the  air  in  this  low  Idand, 
never  fail  to  produce  an  epidemic  fever.  Mr. 
Pearce,  one  of  the  Midionaries,  who  had  before 
enjoyed  a  remarkable  fhaie  of  health,  was  feized 
with  the  reigning  diforder,  and  brought  to  the 
point  of  death  ;  but  the  Lord  has  raifed  him  up 
again  from  the  bed  of  ficknefs,  and  kindly  fpared 
him  for  his  Church  a  little  longer.  He  was  given 
over  by  his  pKyficians  ;  who  were  aftonifhed  to 
find  him  next  day  entirely  out  of  danger.  Our 
dear  and  much  refpe&ed  brother  Mr.  Baxter, 
has  alfo  experienced  fome  attacks  on  his  confti- 
tution,  which  have  much  impaired  his  health. 
But  religion  makes  ample  amends  for  all  the  tem¬ 
poral  evils  and  incoveniences  ;  for  genuine 
piety  has  here  raifed  up  her  head,  and  flourifhes 
abundantly,  both  among  us  and  our  Moravian 
Brethren. 

February  15th,  I  embarked  for  Barbadoes  with 
Mr.  Graham,  and  Mr.  Pearce  and  his  family.  In 
our  way  we  made  another  vifit  to  St  V  incent’s, 
but  Hill  found  the  door  of  ufefulnefs  fhut  againft 
os  bv  that  mod  iniquitous  act,  which  has  been 
already  mentioned.  Even  fome  of  the  Whites, 
who  have  no  connexion  with  us,  complain  that 
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the  legiflature  are  banifhing  the  gofpel  from  the 
Ifland.  However,  our  Societies  in  and  near  the 
towns  of  Kingfton  and  Caliaqua,  Hill  affemble 
together  in  fmall  companies,  for  finging,  prayer, 
and  Chriflian  converfation.  “  O  God,  upon  my 
<(  bended  knees,  I  pray  thee,  to  remove  the  iron 
<<  hand  of  perfecution,  which  now  reds  upon  thy 

little  flock.  Can  it  be  conlident  with  thine 
a  holv  attributes,  that  theft  fhould  perifli  through 
“  the  malignity  and  wicked nefs  of  thine  enemies? 
<;  That  be  far  from  Thee,  to  do  after  this  manner, 
44  to  flay  the  righteous  with  the  wicked  :  and  that 
41  the  righteous  fliould  be  as  the  wicked,  that  be 
44  far  from  thee  :  fhall  not  the  Judge  of  all  the 
“  earth  do  right  ?” 

On  the  26th,  we  landed  at  Bridgetown,  Bar- 
badoes,  when  my  worthy  old  friend,  Mr.  But¬ 
ton,  merchant,  received  me  with  great  hofpita- 
lity.  After  waiting  on  the  Governor,  and  preach¬ 
ing  twice,  I  fet  off  on  my  country-vihts,  1  had 
received  intelligence  that  Mr.  Henry,  a  gentleman 
of  property  and  relpe£f  ability,  had  made  frequent 
inquiries  concerning  my  name,  perfon,  &c.  add¬ 
ing  44  He  certainly  is  my  old  friend  Coke,  with 
whom  1  was  fo  intimate  at  Oxford/'  1  made  on* 
of  my  firfl  viflts  to  him  :  and  as  loon  as  we  came 
in  fight  of  each  other,  we  mutually  recognized 
an  old  and  intimate  acquaintance,  and  embraced 
with  all  that  warmth  of  affedfion  which  juvenile 
friendfhips  infpire  into  the  bread.  I  (pent  a 
great  part  of  two  days  with  him,  lep^ating  old 
adventures,  and  endeavouring  to  mix  with  them 
ufeful  obfervations.  His  houfc  and  eftate  have 
been  already  opened  to  the  Millionarics  .  and, 
i  doubt  nolj  he  will  be  a  leal  friend  to  them,  if 
it  were  only  for  the  fake  01  his  old  acquaintance , 
whom  he  has  loved  long  and  loved  well.  I  alfo 
fpent  a  day  or  two  at  Mr.  Harding  s  the  managei 
of  a  large  plantation,  who  has  beiides  an  cilaic 
of  his  own.  He  is  our  friend  indeed  ,  both  he  and 

his  family  are  truly  a&uated  by,  the  fear  of  God  ; 

O  and 
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and  r°me  good  has  been  done  among  his  Negroes 
^  ^r*  kumb.  Indeed  I  have  met  with  but  few 
families  in  the  Iflands  like  to  this.  Another  white 
family  alio,  who  refide  about  a  mile  from  Mr. 
liarding,  have  received  much  benefit  from  Mr. 
Lumb  s  mmiftry.  After  vifiting  Colonel  Skeate, 
lhlllP  Cibos,  and  other  gentlemen  of  the 
iiland,  and  preaching  upon  many  of  the  eitates,  I 
returned  to  Bridgetown. 

1  he  little  Society  in  this  town,  is,  I  think,  pro- 
port  ion  ably  to  its  numbers,  the  moil  devoted  to 
Ood  of  any  m  the  Windward  Iflands  ;  for  this 
there  is  much  due,  under  the  grace  of  God,  to 
the  labours  of  Mr.  Pearce.  Nor  muff  I  forget 
to  acknowledge  that  our  faithful  brother  Mr. 

1  m3.’  ,Wrth.  hlS  c°Heague  Mr.  Kingffon,  has 

been  indefatigable  in  his  labours.  The  Negroes 
o  Barbadoes,  for  fome  reafons  which  I  cannot 
explain,  are  much  lefs  prepared  for  the  reception 
7  genuine  religion  than  of  any  other  11  lands  in 
1 7  efi-indies  :  but  conflant  dropping,  his 
aia,  will  wear  out  a  ftone.  I  therefore  truft  that 
the  day  will  loon  arrive,  when  the  Lord  will  give 
us  fuch  an  accefs  to  their  hearts  and  underftand- 
tngs,  as  we  have  not  at  prefent. 

Baibadocs  is  the  moll  like  England  of  any 
-  „  ave  ever  feen.  The  inland  part  has 

v7C/i  j.ie  aPPcatance  of  the  fined:  lands  in  the 
7  .  1  1  ing  of  Yorkfhire.  The  numerous  houfes 

WniC  J*10  •C1attfled  adouC  and  moft  of  them  white 
walked  with  the  hills  at  a  little  diftance,  make 

a  very  fine  view.  There  are  more  white  inhabi- 
tants  m  Larbadoes  than  in  the  great  Iiland  of  Ta- 
ma.ca  ;  a  conuderable  part  of  it  being  broke  into 
very  fmall  eflates  of  only  a  few  acres;  fo  that 
in  an  5,  o  tie  whites  are  veiy  poor;  nay,  fome 

?Ven  uPP0lLed  hy  the  parifh;  a  circumflance, 

I  believe,  not  known  in  any  other  part  of  this 
Aichipelago.  I  therefore  expeft  we  fhall  do 
nrncu  good  among  the  whites  in  Barbadoes,  the 
luxury  and  intemperance  of  the  rich  not  being 
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within  the  reach  of  the  poor.  The  Lord  has 
raifed  up  two  Local  Preachers  here  :  one  ("Mr. 
Brown  brother  in-law  to  Mr.  Pearce)  who  is  con¬ 
cerned  in  the  Fifhery-bulinefs  ;  and  another  who 
is  in  the  Artillery.  I  am  in  hopes  that  t He  former 
will  foon  give  himfelf  wholly  to  the  work  of  a 
Miffionary  :  he  is  one  of  the  molt  pious  men  I 
know.  But  I  cannot  omit  mentioning  Mrs. 
Shoreland,  an  aged  widow-lady,  and  her  Ion, 
at  whofe  houfe  I  preached  in  the  courle  oi  my 
tour  through  the  Ifland.  T hey  fcefti  to  breathe 
the  fpirit  of  the  Englifh  Methodilts  ;  and  made 
me  feel  myfelf  perfectly  at  home. 

On  the  2 2d  of  March,  I  fet  fail,  in  the  Duke 
of  Cumberland  Packet,  from  the  Ifland  of  Bar- 
badoes  for  Kinglton  in  Jamaica.  A  french 
Count,  an  Englilh  Officer,  and  my  lei  f,  were  the 
Paffengers.  The  Count  was  a  very  pleating  man, 
and,  like  his  countrymen  in  general,  all  life  and 
fpirit,  even  in  the  midlt  of  misfortunes.  He  in¬ 
formed  us  that  he  had  been  a  Member  of  the 
Affembly  of  the  States  General  in  trance,  and 
confequently  of  the  firft  National  Affembly  *,  but 
his  feivent  Loyalty  for  the  King  obliged  him  to 
fly  to  England  ;  and  his  eftates  in  France,  which 
were  confiderable,  were  confffcated.  He  had 
two  eftates  in  St.  Domingo,  and  was  going  to 
Jamaica  in  hopes  of  procuring  fome  information 
concerning  them.  But  he  was  dreadfully  fright¬ 
ened  when  he  came  within  fight  of  Hilpaniola, 
and  could  neither  eat,  drink,  nor  fleep,  for  fear 
of  being  taken  by  a  French  frigate  or  privateer. 
At  our  firft  meal  on  board,  he  turned  round  to 
me,  and  with  all  the  pathos  of  the  Frenchman, 
cried  out,  “  Sir,  they  have  murdered  my  King  V 
Then  he  addrefled  the  company  and  faid,  “  I 
beg  your  pardon  that  I  have  been  born  a  French¬ 
man  !” 

When  we  were  near  the  Ifland  of  St.  Vincent’s, 
which  lay  in  our  way  to  Jamaica,  the  Englifh 
Officer  defired  to  be  fet  on  fftore,  in  order  to  fee 
a  friend,  to  which  the  maker  of  the  packet, 
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John  Long,  immediately  confented  ;  I  earneftly 
intreated  the  fame  favour,  but  the  furly  man  re- 
fufed,  although  the  boat  was  along  fide  our 
velfel,  and  I  was  deprived  of  the  opportunity 

of  taking  another  farewell  of  my  friends  in  the 
llland. 

On  the  29th,  we  arrived  at  Kingfton,  with  the 
news  of  war.  Our  Society  in  this  town  is  fmall, 
m  proportion  to  the  fize  of  the  place.  It  hardly 
exceeds  200-:  many  of  them,  however,  are  much 
devoted  to  God.  We  have  alfo  fome  Local 
Preachers  here,  both  among  the  Whites  and 
Blacks,  who  promife  -to  be  ufeful.  Mr.  Forz- 
brook,  a  merchant’s  Clerk,  (wfiofe  mother  was  a 
member  of  our  Society  in  Caftle-Dunnington, 
Leicefteidhire,)  is  well  qualified  to  be  a  Travel¬ 
ling  Preacher.  I  hope,  the  impediments  which 
his  prefent  fituation  throws  in  his  way,  will 
loon  be  removed.  Mr.  Guirey,  alfo,  a  young 
man  fro-m  America,  is,  I  believe,  a  tolerable  Ex¬ 
porter  ;  his  Father  had  been  a  refpeftable  Mer¬ 
chant  in  Philadelphia,  but  met  with  misfortunes 
in  life,  which  the  greateft  integrity,  and  mod  ge¬ 
nuine  piety,  could  not  prevent.  O  how  difficult 
is  it,  and  yet  how  comfortable,  to  believe  that 
41  all  things  work  together  for  our  good  Mr. 
Guirey,  the  Father,  did  thus  believe  ;  and 
though  reduced  from  affluence  to  a  low  eftate, 
continued  to  truft  fully  in  the  Lord. 

Young  Mr.  Guirey  arrived  lately  from  Cape 
Francois,  the  Capital  of  the  French  part  of  the 
I  (land  of  Hifpaniola.  Soon  after  he  landed  at 
Gape  Francois,  he  he  was  informed,  that,  being 
an  American,  he  might  fafely  vifit  the  Negro- 
Army.  Fie  accordingly  went;  and,  being  fur- 
rounded  by  a  body  of  troops,  was  brought  before 
the  General.  The  General  was  a  Sam-boy,  i.  e. 
the  offspring  of  a  Mulatto  and  a  Black,  with 
whom  he  dined.  Several  of  the  General  Officers 
dined  with  him  :  and  when  one  of  them,  whofe 
face  appeared  perfectly  black,  accidently  opened 
his  bread:,  Mr,  Guirey  juft  obferved  that  the  fkin 
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wa$  white  :  fo  that  his  face  muft  have  been 
painted.  The  defcription  which  Mrn  Guirey 
gave  of  the  ftate  of  the  Country  was  dreadful  in¬ 
deed.  The  whole  feemed  to  be  utterly  laid  wafte. 
When  the  Cane-grounds  were  fet  on  fire,  many 
of  the  Planters  were  feized  by  the  Negro  Soldiers,, 
and  thrown  into  the  fire,  and  burnt  alive.  In¬ 
deed,  the  deftru&ion  of  property,  and  lofs  of 
lives,  is  hardly  to  be  defcribed. 

And  is  it  to  be  wondered  at  ?  For  Mr.  Guirey 
informed  me,  that  the  inhabitants  of  Cape  Fran¬ 
cois  were  arrived  at  fuch  a  height  of  wickednefs, 
that  Fornication  was  frequently  prattifed  even  in. 
the  corners  of  the  ftreets,  and  in  the  open  day, 
without  the  lead  infamy  attending  it.  Agreeable 
to  this  account,  was  that  of  a  Counfellor  in  the 
Jfland  of  Tortola,  who  had  received  his  educa¬ 
tion  at  Brazen-Nofe  College  in  Oxford,  and  had 
taken  the  Degree  of  Dodor  of  Civil  Laws  in  that 
Univerfity.  This  Gentleman  had  re  Tided  for  a. 
few  years  at  Cape  Francois,  and  informed  me,, 
that  Fatherand  Daughter  were  frequently  known 
to  live  together  in  an  inceftuous  manner;  and 
yet  not  the  lead  cognizance  was  taken  of  it  by 
the  ruling  powers.  Is  it  furprizing  that  God 
fhould  fo  fignally  judge  fuch  a  people  as  this  ? 

On  Monday,  April  1,  I  fet  off  with  Mr.  Fifii 
and  Mr.  Guirey,  for  Montigo-Bay,  in  order  to 
improve  the  opening,  which  I  was  favoured  with 
about  two  years  ago.  After  riding  in  the  heat 
of  the  fun  for  a  whole  day,  we  came  to  a  place 
called  Old  Harbour.  When  we  entered  the  inn 
I  perceived  that  I  had.  never  been  there  before. 
On  enquiry,  I  found  that  we  had  got  to  the  very, 
oppofite  fide  of  the  I  hand  to  what  we  intended  *. 
that  we  had  travelled  leeward,  inffead  of  wind! 
ward.  However,  from  the  Landlady,^  account 
and  from  a  map  of  the  Ifland,  it  appeared,  that 
we  had  loft  nothing  ;  it  being  impoffible  'to  go 
through  the  Ifland  in  a  dire6l  line,  on  account  of 
the  fte'ep  and  lofty  Mountains  ;  and  we  only  took, 
©ne  fide  of  it  inftead  of  the  other.  And  that  if: 
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wc  eroded  one  high  Mountain  called  May-Hill, 
we  fhould  have  no  more  to  travel  one  way  than 
the  other.  The  next  morning  Mr.  Fifh  com¬ 
plained  of  a  violent  head-ach  :  and,  as  he  had 
fome  time  ago  a  leafoning  fever,  I  begged  of  him 
to  return,  left  he  fhould  fuller  a  relapfe. 

After  travelling  a  few  miles  we  catne  between 
the  high  mountains,  and  began  to  enjoy  the  ro¬ 
mantic  profpedls,  with  which  Jamaica  abounds. 
On  our  journey,  Mr.  Guirey  gave  me  the  follow¬ 
ing  account  of  a  perfecution  which  happened  about 
twelve  months  before,  at  Salem,  in  the  date  of 
New  Jerfey. 

“  A  mob  were,  feveral  times,  very  riotous  in 
our  Chapel  :  but  on  application  to  the  magidates, 
we  obtainted  effedlual  relief;  which  has  been 
univerfally  and  invariably  the  cafe  in  the  (fates  of 
America.  The  rioters  not  being  able  to  didurb 
us,  took  another  method  of  injuring  the  caufe  of 
Chrift.  1  hey  affembled  in  a  place  of  their  own, 
and  atted  Love-feads,  Band-meetings,  Clafs- 
meetings,  &c.  to  the  great  entertainment  of 
their  profane  auditors.  One  night,  when  they 
were  performing  a  public  Band-meeting,  a  young 
woman  flood  up  on  a  bench  to  profels  her  expe¬ 
rience  :  and  after  fpeaking  feveral  things  which 
commanded  the  mirth  of  the  affembly,  fhe  cried 
out,  (at  the  fame  time  beating  her  breafl,) 
66  glory  be  to  God ,  I  have  found  peace ,  and  am 
fanclified ,  and  am  now  fit  to  die  As  foon  as  fhe 
had  uttered  thefe  words,  fhe  dropt  down  dead 
upon  the  fpot,  to  the  expreffible  terror  of  the 
whole  company,  which  immediately  broke  up, 
and  they  dole  away  in  the  greatefl  confirmation, 
except  a  few  who  remained  with  the  corpfe. 
The  perfecution  immediately  ceafed  ;  and  not 
a  tongue  moved  afterwards  againfl  the  Gofpel, 
or  its  Friends.” 

After  travelling  through  a  champaign  Country, 
our  views,  near  fun  fet,  were  extraordinary  ro¬ 
mantic.  The  hanging  rocks  and  trees  formed  a 
mod  grotefque  and  awful  appearance.  All  the 
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rocks  were  white,  and  fo  perforated,  that  they 
feemed  like  immenfe  heaps  of  white  mofs.  About 
fun-fet  we  arrived  at  a  iolitary  inn  in  the  midft 
of  the  mountains,  after  riding  thirty  miles  in  the 
heat  of  the  day  ;  and  made  our  dinner  and  {upper 
at  one  meal.  The  place  was  called  the  Green- 
Ponds.  Next  morning  before  fun-rife,  we  began 
to  afeend  May-hill,  a  vaft,  fteep  mountain,  and 
about  eleven  o’clock,  gained  the  fummit,  which 
contained  a  few  fquare  miles  of  ground.  Here 
we  found  a  tavern,  at  which  we  breakfafted  : 
and  on  enquiring  the  name  of  the  Parifh  (Eliza¬ 
beth  Parifh)  I  recolie£ted  that  the  little  hand- 
fuj  of  Moravian  Brethren  who  refide  in  this 
Ifland,  could  not  be  far  diflant  from  me.  My 
Landlord  confirmed  my  ideas,  and  informed  me 
that  we  could  eafily  reach  the  houfe  of  Mr.  An¬ 
gel,  one  of  the  Brethren,  by  night.  I  then  re¬ 
membered  that  Mr.  Angel  was  Brother-in-law  of 
Mr.  Jofeph  Bradford,  one  of  our  Travelling 
Preachers.  When  we  arrived  at  Mr.  Angel’s,  it 
was  juft  dark:  but  he  was  from  home,  and  the 
chief  perfon  in  his  ftorehoufe  informed  us,  that 
five  miles  further  was  the  fettlement  of  the  Bre¬ 
thren,  where  we  fhould  meet  with  a  hofpitable 
reception.  As  Mr.  Angel’s  houfe  was  a  large 
one,  I  felt  it  unkind  to  be  fent  five  miles  through 
the  dews  of  the  night,  which  very  few  of  the 
Planters  through  that  whole  Archipelago  would, 
I  believe,  have  done.  I  therefore  hired  a  guide, 
who  brought  us  to  the  place.  Mr.  Lifter  and 
Mr.  Bowen  the  Minifters,  together  with  their 
wives,  received  us  with  the  utmoffc  courtefy  ; 
and  here,  indeed,  we  found  ourfelves  at  home. 
O  how  comfortable  is  it,  in  a  country  where  fo 
little  even  of  the  form  of  religion  exifts,  to  meet 
with  pious  perfons,  of  congenial  fpirits  with  oui- 
i'elves  !  The  kindnefs  and  attention  of  this  fim- 
ple-hearted  family,  made  ample  amends  for  our 
dark  and  dewy  ride.  With  them  we  could  I  weet- 
ly  {peak  and  fing  of  the  Love  of  Jefus  ;  and  our 
Lord  was  truly  prefent,  both  in  converfation, 
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and  in  prayer.  After  an  early  breakfaft,  thefe 
•loving  people  conveyed  us  one  Itage  in  their  one 
horfe  chair,  whilft  the  guide  they  had  provided, 
brought  our  horfes.  May  our  common  Lord  and 
Saviour  reward  them  ! 

When  we  arrived  at  the  end  of  our  ftage,  we 
found  that  we  fhould  be  obliged  to  crofs  a  great 
number  of  Cattle-penns  and  plantations,  and 
fhould  meet  with  no  more  inns  till  we  reached 
Montigo-Bay.  We  accordingly  fet  off  acrofs  the 
Country,  and  arrived  about  noon  on  a  Plantation, 
of  which  Mr.  Leard,  a  Scotchman,  is  the  Mana¬ 
ger.  Ihis  Gentleman  received  us  with  the  great- 
eff  civility  and  poiitenefs  ;  but  we  had  not  been 
here  long,  before  the  rains  poured  down  like  tor¬ 
rents,  and  w e  were  thankful  to  di  vine  Providence, 
and  the  Maker  of  the  Houfe,  for  this  comforts 
ble  afylum.  Next  morning  I  was  favoured  with  the 
company  of  Mr.  Leard,  and  two  or  three  of  the 
principle  men  of  the  Iftand,  for  fifteen  miles. 
One  of  the  Gentlemen,  who  had  an  elegant 
faddle-horfe  as  well  as  a  phaeton,  perceived  that  I 
was  a  little  fatigued  with  the  heat,  and  infilled 
on  my  riding  in  his  phaeton  moll  part  of  the  way, 
whilft  he  rode  on  horfe-back.  The  Gentlemen 
at  parting,  advifed  us,  by  all  means  to  flop  as 
foon  as  poffible,  and  to  reft  for  the  remainder  of 
the  day,  left  too  violent  exercife  might  bring  on 
an  inflammation  of  the  blood  ;  and  gave  me  leave 
to  life  their  names  at  the  penns  and  plantations. 
The  fir  ft  at  which  we  called,  the  Gentleman  was 
not  at  home;  and  we  were  refufed  admittance. 
This  was  the  firft  inftance  of  the  kind  I  ever  met 
with:  yet,  probably,  the  Maker  of  the  Houfe, 
would  have  received  us  cheerfully  :  for  there  are 
no  men  I  have  ever  been  acquainted  with,  more 
generous  and  hofpitable  to  ftrangers,  than  the 
Weft-India  Planters.  We  then  retired  to  fome 
diftance  from  the  houfe,  and  fat  down  on  the 
grafs  to  reft  ourfelves,  whilft  ourhories  werecrop- 
ping  the  herbage  around  us.  From  thence  w.e 
went  to  a  plantation  called  the  Seven  Rivers  ;  Mr. 
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Price,  the  Manager,  whom  I  found  to  be  my 
Countryman,  gave  us  a  hearty  welcome.  Being 
now  refrefhed,  we  proceeded  on  our  journey, 
and  came  to  a  plantation  called  Montpellier, 
where  we  abode  for  the  night. 

Next  morning,  April  the  5th.  we  fet  off  at  day¬ 
break,  and  breakfafied  in  Montego-Bay.  Imme¬ 
diately  after  I  called  upon  my  old  acquaintance 
Mr.  Brown,  the  Proprietorof  the  Affeinbly-room, 
who  again  generoufly  gave  me  the  free  ule  of  it. 
The  next  buiinefs  was  to  fend  a  Meffenger  round 
the  town  from  houfe  to  houfe,  to  give  notice  of 
my  preaching  in  the  evening,  in  confequence  of 
which  I  had  a  very  considerable  congregation. 
After  I  had  enforced  on  the  audience  the  great 
truths  of  Chriftianity,  a  company  of  rakes,  with 
a  printer,  whofe  name  was  T,  at  their  head,  kept 
up  a  loud  clapping  of  hands  for  a  conhderablo 
time.  I  then  withdrew  into  Mr.  Brown’s  dwell- 
ing-houfe:  but  my  companion  Mr.  Guirey  loft 
me,  and  going  out  of  the  room  into  the  flreet, 
was  inflantly  furrounded  by  the  rakes,  who 
fhouted,  and  fwore  they  would  fir  ft  begin  with 
the  fervant  :  on  which  an  officer  of  the  army 
drew  his  fword,  and  firetching  it  forth,  declared 
he  would  run  it  through  the  body  of  any  one  who 
dared  to  touch  the  young  man  ;  on  which  they  all 
flunk  back,  and  withdrew. 

Next  morning  I  went  to  Church,  and  in  the 
afternoon  preached  to  a  fmall,  but  deeply  atten¬ 
tive  congregation  in  the  Alfembly-room,  from 
1  John  v.  1  2.  “  He  that  hath  the  Son,  hath  life  p* 
and  all  was  peace. 

Having  no  engagement  to  dine,  I  went  to  the 
ordinary,  where  a  gentleman  took  me  afide  into 
another  room.  After  many  apologies,  and  ex- 
prefling  his  great  regard  for  me,  he  intimated 
that  he  was  an  admirer  of  the  Writings  of  Baron 
Swedenburgh.  He  likewife  informed  me,  that  a 
plot  was  laid,  and  intended  to  be  put  in  execu¬ 
tion  againfl  me,  at  the  AfTembly-room  in  the 
evening,  and  that  powder  was  to  be  ufed.  He 
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therefore  advifed  me  to  give  up  all  thoughts  of" 
preaching.  I  thanked  him  for  his  well-meant  ad¬ 
vice,  and  tender  feelings  on  my  account;  butoh- 
lcived,  that  I  was  in  the  way  of  duty,  and  if  my 
gicat  Matter  was  pleated  to  take  me  to  himfelf 
tnat  evening  by  the  violence  of  wicked  men,  or 
in  any  other  way,  I  was  perfectly  fatisfied;  well 
knowing  that  it  was  eafy  for  him  to  raife  a  far 
bettei  inttrument  than  I  was,  for  his  gracious 
purpofes;  and  that,  thro*  the  divine  aflidance, 
I  fnould  endeavour  to  preach  at  the  time  appoint¬ 
ed.  Hie  evening  came,  and  a  crowded  congrega¬ 
tion  attended.  At  the  beginning  of  the  fervice 
Mr.  I.  began  to  be  nody,  on  which  one  of  the 
Migi  ft  rates  of  the  town  who  was  prefent,  ftepped 
up  to  him,  and  Ipoke  fuch  drong  and  authorative 
words,  that  Mr.  T.  and  h  is  crew  thought  proper 
to  be  filent  from  that  time. 

Mr.  Mountague  and  feveral  other  Gentlemen 
fhewed  me  much  refpeft,  during  my  fhort  refi- 
clence  in  this  town.  Several  of  the  Negroes  were 
awakened  by  my  public  Miniftry,  and  by  calling 
upon  them  in  their  houfes;  and  I  might  have 
formed  a  Clals  of  earned  feeking  fouls.  I  know, 
through  the  Grace  of  God,  I  was  an  indrument 
of  good.  O  how  wonderfully  gracious  is  he,  how 
infinitely  condefcending,  in  (looping  to  ufe  fo 
unworthy  an  indrument  for  his  own  great  Glory, 
and  the  falvation  of  fouls  ! 

On  the  8th  of  April  we  fet  off  from  Montego- 
Bay,  on  our  return  to  Kingdon.  I  confefs  it 
would  have  given  me  pleafure,  if  I  could  have 
(laid  a  month  longer  in  a  place,  where  the  Lord 
was  pleafed  fignally  to  blefs  me:  efpecially  as  I 
had  no  Midionary  to  leave  behind  me,  to  water 
the  feed  which  had  been  (own.  However,  the 
Will  of  God  concerning  me,  was  clear;  and  I 
accordingly  proceeded  on  my  journey. 

Before  we  arrived  at  our  breakfading-place, 
we  were  joined  by  the  Captain  of  a  Merchant- 
fhip  from  Hull,  who  knew  me  well,  beinga  regu¬ 
lar  attendant  at  our  Chapel,  when  he  is  at  home. 

He 
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He  was  a  plea  [mg  and  ferious  companion.  After 
break  fa  ft  we  rode  together  to  Martha-Bracc- Point 
(generally,  I  believe,  called  Falmouth)  about  24 
miles  from  Montego-Bay.  Here  I  met  with  Mr. 
Kitchen,  the  mate  of  a  London-fliip,  whole  wife 
is  a  pious  member  of  our  London-Society,  I  be¬ 
lieve,  he  alio  is,  when  in  Town.  Fie  requefted 
me  to  dine  with  him  on  board  his  (hip,  which 
lay  in  the  Bay,  to  which  1  readily  affented  •  but 
before  we  took  boat,  a  Captain  of  a  London 
Merchant  (hip,  of  the  name  of  Ward,  came  up 
to  me  with  fome  other  Gentlemen,  and  intreated 
me  to  favoui  the  inhabitants  of  the  town  with  a 
(eimon  in  the  evening.  He  was  (econded  by  his 
companions,  who  engaged  to  procure  for  me  the 
Anembiy-i  com,  and  to  give  general  notice  I 
■had  intended  to  have  rode  another  Itage  in'the 
afternoon,  but  thinking  that  this  might  be  a  pro¬ 
vidential  call,  1  complied  ;  efpecially,  as  I  was 
informed  that  there  never  had  been  a  fermon 
preached  in  the  town  fince  it  was  built,  although 
tnereis  a  regular  parochial  Clergyman,  with  a 
handlomc  Itipend,  whole  {ole  employment  is  to 
perform  the  offices  of  matrimony,  baptifm,  and 
the  burial  of  the  dead. 

A  little  before  preaching  I  returned  from  the 
lhip  ;  and  at  the  time  appointed,  found  a  conli- 
derable  congregation  collefted  in  the  Aflembly- 
roorn,  notice  having  been  fent  from  houfe  to 
houfe.  I  preached  on  the  New  Birth,  from  John 
111.  3.  and  was  led  to  (peak  in  a  clofer  and  feverer 
manner,  than  I  am  accultomed  to  do  in  the  open¬ 
ing  of  new  places.  for  twenty  minutes  a  deep 
lilence  reigned  throughout  the  audience,  when 
tne  very  Captain,  who  had  in  the  firft  inftance 
(o  importunately  intreated  me  to  preach,  broke 
out  in  the  following  words,  “  Sir,  if  what  you 
fay  be  true,  we  mult  all  be  damned:  1  do  no- 
like  your  dodtrine  at  all.”  The  RucI-q 
Bloods  inftantly  took  the  hint;  and  from  that 
time  there  was  nothing  but  confuiion.  How 
ever,  I  elevated  my  voice  to  its  highefl  pitch  : 

aud 
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and  continued  my  difcourfe  for  about  twenty 
minutes  longer  in  the  midfl  of  noife  and  diffrac¬ 
tion.  Several  Ladies  who  fat  oppofite  to  me 
feemed  perfectly  attentive  during  the  whole  of 
the  fervice.  One  of  them,  as  I  was  afterwards 
informed,  who  was  the  firft  Lady  in  the  town, 
addrelfed  herfelf,  after  I  had  retired,  to  a  young 
Gentleman,  who  had  been  one  of  the  rioters,  in 
the  following  manner :  i:  Till  this  time  I  al¬ 
ways  confidered  you  as  a  decent,  virtuous  young 
man  ;  but  now  I  find,  you  are  a  vagabond; 
and  I  forbid  you  ever  to  darken  my  door  again. 99 

When  I  came  into  my  chamber,  my  kind 
friend  Mr.  Kitchen  followed  me,  and  begged  of 
me  to  take  a  bed  in  his  fhip,  as  there  would  be  no¬ 
thing  but  noife  and  rioting  in  the  Tavern  till  mid- 
night.  I  accepted  of  the  kind  offer  of  my  friend, 
though  I  was  rather  afraid  to  venture  on  the 
water  after  the  violent  perlpiration  I  always  ex¬ 
perience,  when  I  preach  in  the  evening,  and 
more  elpecially  in  that  fultry  climate.  Two 
pious  Captains  from  Liverpool  made  me  alio  a 
vifit,  one  of  whom,  a  Baptifl,  of  Mr.  Medleys . 
congregation,  is,  I  really  believe,  a  fhining 
Chriflian.  He  is  well  known  in  the  northern 
parts  of  Jamaica  under  the  name  of  the  Preaching 
Captain.  The  generous  offer  of  the  Captain 
from  Hully  whom  I  have  mentioned  above,  viz. 
that  he  would  give  me  a  £aflage  home  for  no¬ 
thing,  if  1  would  fail  with  him,  I  fhall  never  for* 
get  ;  but  the  delay  of  waiting  for  a  convoy, 
would,  I  was  certain,  prevent  my  being  in  Eng¬ 
land  in  time  for  the  Conference.  Before  I  retired 
with  Mr.  Kitchen ,  I  called  at  the  liable  to  inquire 
after  my  horfc,  and  found  that  he  had  been  re¬ 
moved  from  his  Hall,  and  that  his  corn  and  fod¬ 
der  had  been  floien  from  him.  I  immediately  re¬ 
turned  into  the  Tavern,  and  in  a  circle  of  Gentle¬ 
men,  who  were  in  a  jovial  mood,  complained 
of  the  ufage  I  had  received.  One  of  them,  a  flout 
young  man,  about  fix  feet  high,  inflantly  came 

up  to  me,  and  Handing  by  my  fide,  laid  that  he 

would

would* defend  toe  againft  the  world.  On  this,  he 
began  to  fwear,  and  bawl  and  roar,  till  the  whole* 
family  were  in  a  perfett  condernation.  My  horfe 
was  immediately  replaced,  and  frefh  corn  and 
fodder  procured  for  him.  When  this  was  accom- 
plifhed,  the  young  gentleman  took  me  alide,  and 
fiaggering,  (for  he  was  very  drunk)  addreffed  me 
as  follows:  44  Sir,  I  was  once  a  Methodid,  of 
the  Countefs  of  Huntingdon’s  connexion  in 
JBrifbol  ;  and  had  the  honour  of  being  for  fome 
time  a  deward  of  that  fociety.  I  have  now  in 
my  cuftody  feveral  letters  written  with  the  Coun- 
tefs’s  own  hand  :  thefe  I  have  (hewn  to  many  in 
this  I  Hand.  But,  O  Sir,  they  only  laugh  at 
them,  and  at  every  thing  which  is  facred.  And 
though,  Sir,  I  find  myfelf  obliged  to  live  and  con¬ 
vene  as  the  reft  do,  or  I  fiiould  become  an  objeffc 
of  univerfal  contempt  and  ridicule,  yet,  fays 
he,  beating  his  bread:,  44  I  have  it  here,  Sir, 

I  have  it  here  ;  1  have  faith,  Sir,  I  have  faith.’* 
Poor  young  man,  thought  I ;  if  the  great  woman,, 
whom  you  fo  judly  commend,  and  whofe  memory- 
will  ever  be  reverenced  by  the  truly  pious,,  were 
to  hear  you,  fhe  would  fay,  as  that  eminent 
minifter  of  God,  Mr.  George  Whitfield,  obferved 
on  a  fimilar  occafion,  44  1'  fee  clearly  you  are  one 
my  converts,  and  not  a  convert  of  Jefus 
Chi  id 

After  fpending  a  very  comfortable  night  in  the- 
Ihip,  ofwhich  Mr.  Kitchen  was  the  mate,  I  return¬ 
ed  to  fb-ore  early  in  the  morning  of  the  9th  ;  and 
proceeded  on  my  journey.  In  the  evening  wet, 
reached  St.  Ann’s  Bay.  Before  I  retired  to  red,, 
the  Curate  of  the  parifh,  with  two  others,  came 
into  the  room  where  I  was..  The  Curate  w*as  exr» 
ceedingly  inquifitive  ;  and  being,  informed  by  me, 
in  anfwerto  one  of  his  many  inquiries,  that  I  had 
been  educated  in  the  Univerfity  of  Oxford,  he 
©bferved  44  I  had  ray  education  in  Oxford  too.’? 
Pray,  Sir,  faid  I,  of  what  houfe  were  you  ? 
44  Houfe,  Sir,  houfe, faid  he.  44  Of  what  Col¬ 
lege,  Sir,  ihid  I*”  “  O  Sir,  of  Oxford  College, 
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of  Oxford  College.”  H<*  feemed  &  little  con* 
founded,  apprehending  he  had  made  a  fmall  blun- 
der  ;  and  quoted  the  firft  line  of  the  ^Eneid  of 
of  Virgil,  in  Latin,  and  the  ftrft  verfe  of  the  firft 
chapter  of  St.  John’s  gofpel  in  Greek,  but  in  a 
moft  wretched  manner.  However,  finding  my 
mouth  pei feflly  fealed,  he  and  his  companions, 
after  a  few  more  obfervations,  were  pleafed  to 
withdraw  to  my  great  joy.  They  were  going  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  cuftom  of  that  part  of  the  Jfland 
to  fit  up  all  night  with  thecorpfe  of  a  Lady,  who 
•had  juft  breathed  out  her  laft.  But  they  took 
care,  firft  of  all,  to  water  their  own  clay  with  an 
abundance  of  rum  and  water. 

The  next  day,  the  10th,  we  travelled  nearly  to 
the  top  of  Mount  Diable,  of  the  precipices  and 
romantic  views  of  which  1  have  fpoken  in  a 
former  Journal.  The  keeper  of  the  turnpike-gate* 
kept  alfo  a  fmall  inn,  where  we  were  very  com¬ 
fortably  entertained.  The  following  night  wa 
lay  at  Spanifh  Town,  and  on  the  12th  about 
noon  arrived  at  our  Chapel  in  Kingflon .  The 
next  morning  l  had  two  or  three  hours  blefted 
refrefhment  in  the  public  ordinances  of  God  wi|h 
our  beloved  fociety  in  that  town.  In  the  after# 
noon,  Mr.  F?Jh9  with  many  of  the  friends,  ac¬ 
companied  me  to  the  packet  :  and  in  the  mornings 
of  the  14th,  the  packet  failed  for  England  5  and 
landed  us  fafe  at  Falmouth  on  the  6th  of  June. 

On  the  4th  of  June,  early  in  the  morning,  as 
we  were  entering  the  mouth  of  the  Englifh  chan¬ 
nel,  the  failor  at  the  maft-head  gave  notice  of  at 
fail  in  view.  The  Captain  inftantly  went  to  the 
maft>hcad5  and,  after  remaining  there  a  confider- 
able  time,  came  down,  and  informed  us  that  we 
were  then  certainly  chafed  by  a  privateer.  For 
twenty-four  hours  the  chafe  continued,  till  the 
privateer  was  within  about  a  mile  and  a  half  of 
our  packet.  We  had  no  force  fufticient  to  make 
any  refiftance.  All  was  defpair  among  the  crew 
and  paffengers  ;  till,  behold !  appeared  Lord  Hood* 
with  eleven  fail  of  the  Line,  and  all  their  accom-* 
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paniments,  bound  for  the  Mediterranean.  Joy- 
fully  did  we  fail  into  the  midft  of  our  friends* 
whilfl  the  Privateer  made  the  beft  of  her  way  to¬ 
wards  the  coaftof  France.  Thus  did  Providence 
deliver  us.  Then  “  praife  the  Lord,  O  my  foul, 
and  all  that  is  within  me  blefs  his  holy  name, 
Praife  the  Lord,  O  my  foul :  while  I  live,  will  I 
praife  the  Lord;  yea,  as  long  as  I  have  any 
ing,  will  I  fing  praifes  to  my  Gob  1”  ,
